S the Letters 1 here offir to 
■^1 the Public are anonymous, 
W the Reader will probably ex- 
J peft I ihould give ibme Ac- 
1 count of them : All I can 
iay mylclf Is, that I have the 
greateft Realbn in the World to believe them 
genuine ; and in this I do not ipeak my own 
Opinion alone ; but that of ieveral Gentle- 
men, who have done me the Favour to perufe 
them ; and who all affure me, it is inxpoflible 
they ihould be miftakcn in their Judgment, 
for many Rcaibns. I think it, however, unne- 
cellary to enumerate thefe Realbns here, as 
A a the 
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the Argument alledg'd for their being ge- 
nuine by one Gentleman, which I ftiall give 
the Reader, in his own Words, below, prove 
them' to be ^o beyond all Contradidioni. 
They came to my Hands, among other Papers 
found in the Study of a Gentleman lately 
deceased in the Country, whole Library I 
bought, and who appears to have been the 
Author^s Correlpondent, to whom they were 
wrote. This Gentleman had thought nj:, for 
what Reafon I ftiall not pretend to determine, 
to efl&ce the Name of the Writer of thele 
Letters, and the Dates of them, as well as 
the Names of leveral Perfons mentioned in 
them; of which latter, however, he has, in 
fome Places, left the initial Letters, and iti 
others the firft and laft : After having kept 
them fome Time by me, and, upon dipping 
into them now and then, found, that they 
not only gave a pretty particular Account 
of the Places from whence they were writ- 
ten, and their Inhabitants ; but were inter- 
mixed with Wit and Humor, Allegory and 
Fable ; and, as I thought, not a little Satyr 
and fccret Hiftory, I began to entertain fomc 
Thoughts of publilhing them. I, therefore, 
took the Opinion of feveral Friends, whcm: 
I thought better Judges of thefe Matters? 
than myfeli^ and they all concur^d in encou- 
X^ng me to it : But with this Advice | 
that, as the Charader and Capacity of the 
Author of thefe Letters were a Secret, it

or Reputation of any particular Perfbns ? 
There was, likewife, another Thing yet 
wanting, which was, as the Dates were 
effaced, and they came to my Hands pro^ 
mifcuoufly, and loofe, how to get them placed, 
in the due Order of Time they were written 
in?

I HAD, at that Time, fbme Concerns with 
a Gentleman, than whom I thought none 
more capable of giving me Satisfaction in thefc 
Points i I mean, Mr. Lcdtord^ (a Gentleman 
pretty well known by the many Hiftorical 
Pieces that have appeared under his Name) 
who having been many Years in thole Parts, 
as Secretary to his Majefty's Envoy Extra- 
ordinary in JUm^r Germany^ could not but 
be well acquainted with thofc Matters. I 
had, bffides, the greater Reafon to expeft 
£bme Light from him, as I found him men- 
tioned in feveral of the Letters, and from 
thence hoped he might be able, likewife, 
to give me Ibme Account of the Author. 
J, therefore, made no Scruple of puting all 
the Letters into his Hands : And, after 
ibmc Wceka, he rettirned them wklj the fol-

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lowing obliging Letter, which I have hi$

iCT HAVE perus'd the Letters you put 
J[^ into my Hands, and by having Re- 
*' gard to the References, and comparing 
^' Circumftances, have, without much Diffif 
^^ culty, numbered them according to the 
^^ Order of Time they pertainly were wrote 
*' in : Which appears to have been from 
" the Spinning of the Year ly^Jy thro* 
" that and the two following Years. As to 
*' Your Queftion, Whether I believe them 
^^ genuine ? I venture pofitively to affirm, 
^^ they are and muft be fo. I could give 
*^ you many Reafons to fupport this Afler-* 
" tion ; but it may lufficc to tell you, that 
^' What the Author lays of mylelf, in feve-^ 
^^ ral of his Letters, is ftriftly true ; and 
" tho', amid ft the numerous Acquaintance 
^^ I had with Englijh Gentlemen paffing 
^' thro*, and refiding fome Time in Ham^. 
^^ burg, I cannot, at this Diftance of Time, 
^^ call to Mind, or pofitively aflert, which 
^* of them was the Author of thefe Letters \ 
" yet, that I was acquainted with luch a 
*^ Gentleman, and in Converlation with him 
^^ at the Times and Places, and in the Man-? 
•* ner he alledges, I make no Scruple to 
** allow. I have no C^edion to any Thing 
^* he jays on ray Account, but his giving too 

<* favorr. 
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^ fivorablc a Charaftcr of fbmc trifling Thca- 
^ trical Perfonnanccs of mine, which he law 
« exhibited on the Opera-Stage in Hamburg^^ 
^ and which, tho' they did, indeed, meet 
<' with a general Applaufe, was more owing 
^ to the Favour of my Friends, than their 
*^ own Merit : It being a Thing quite out 
" of my Way, and what I fliould never 
^ have attempted, but by the exprefi Com- 
•* mand of Sir O^il PTtcby and fome other 
" Perlbns of Diftinftion. 

^ But were there not thefc undeniable 
« Proofs, artificial Letters^ written m Tur^ 
"^ fofeto befubUjh'd^ arc fo a^tto fall Jborf 
^ ^ the vivid force and Of ennefs found in tho 
** uniofoming of Friend to Fnendy that the 
" very Stile of them fhews they are genuine* 

" As to the Letter-Writer's Jccomts of 
*^ Germany in general, and of the leyeral 
" Places he vifited, in particular, with his 
" Charader of the Inhabitants, their Cuftoms 
^ and Manners, I can affure you, upon my 
^ own Knowledge, that hp has had good In- 
" formation, and that his Obfervations in 
" general are vcryjuft : And thoi there may 
'' be, here and there, a trifling Objedion or 
" two to what he aflerts j yet that, without 
" making any Alteration in his Relations, ipay 
" be remedied by a very few Notes j for 
^ which, if you flipuld publifli them, I 
^ oficr my Service.

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"I DO not conceive, that you need be 
under any Apprehenfions, as to what you 
call fecret Hiftory • Not but that I allow, 
^ there are Ibme Things that may be call'd lb 
in feveral of thefe Letters : But they are of 
fuch a Nature as cannot give great Oflfence, 
even to the Pcrlbns they concern, if I may 
be permitted to guels at them : Beddes, 
few of them are Perfbns of that Confequencc 
to be greatly regarded ; m^y of them arc 
dead, and the very Fads themlelves arc 
luch as I ftiould think might, without Scru- 
ple, be related, with the Addition even oS 
the Perlbns Names : However, to remove all 
Difficulty, on that Head, I have placed 
^ fiditious Names over Ibme of the initial 
^ Letters, where I think Reputation is con- 
" cern'd ; which you may, if you think fir, 
S^ make Ufe of What you are moft diffident 
f ^ of^ I prelume are the Letters from Hanno^ 
^i ver J t)ut I think without a Caufe. The 
^' Gentleman who wrote thefe Letters, who- 
*^ ever he be, is certainly a hearty Well- 
^* Wijiher to our prefent happy Eftablifhment j 
^^ nor do I find a fingle Word in them, 
^^ whereby he may be laid to deviate in the

^ to fix it to any certain Period or Perfons^ 

*^ As for the ./Okgery and Fable^ which 
^ make a confiderable, and if I may be al- 
^* low'd to Ipeak my Mind, the moft beau- 
^ tifol Part of thefe Letters, the Author an4 
^* his Friend have great Obligations to Foreign 
^ Affiftance. And here I muft beg Leave 
^ to do Juftice (and to defire you^ if you 
♦^ fliould publilh thefe Letters, to do the 
^ lame) to a Society of Gentlemen, for whom 
^* I, and every one who knows them, muft 
*^ profels the higheft Efteem : I mean the . 
" Authors of the Tatriot^ a weekly Paper 
^ publilh'd in Hamburgy in Imitation of our 
^' incomparable SfeStatorSj and which is al-? 
^ low'd, by all good Judges, to come up 
*^ the ncareft to the Spirit of thofe great Ori- 
*^ ginal^r of ^^y Thing that has been pub-

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" lilh'd of that Nature. From thekTatrit^s 
^^ our Author has either tranilated, or bor- 
" row'd, thofe fine Allegories and Fables,

to have been ib exquifite y

** That it were no Wonder if the Frailty of 
^^ human Nature had hurried him to commit 
an Adion he, in cooler Thoughts, would, 
without Doubt, himlelf condemn. How- 
ever, amidft the ftrongeft Temptations ; 
tho' he gives his Friend ibme Hints, and 
leaves it to him to form a Judgment, he 
does not once, notwithftanding their Fami- 
" liarity, tell him he was adually criqunal. 
" In feveral of his fecret Hiftories of others 
*' he does, indeed, dilplay the Frailties of 
^^ both Sexes ; but it is in iiich a Manner, as 
" plainly Ihews his Defign to be the expofing 
^' of Vice, and recommending of Virtue : 
^ And he has every where taken Care not 
*^ to oflfend in Point of Language. You will 
" find nothing here, that can be obnoxious to 
*^ the nicefl Ear, of either Sex : Nothing

** The^ poli/b the Underjlanding^ improve the 
" Jiidgmenty and^ by regulating the Tajlej tend 
" not a little tojhame out of the World that 
" Rufticity and Barbarifmy thofe Follies and 
^* j^eilationsj in one pFbrd^ all that Little-^ 
^ nef's ofMmd^ which is fo effectual a Bar in 
" the Way of generous and noble Undertakings. 
^ And if this be in general true, how much 
*' more is it ib^ when we have before \i9 
" the Examples of other Nations, and can 
" fee in what Particulars they excel or fell 
" fliort of our own. By this (as the Spefta- 
" tor juftly oblerves) we mcpy unlearn fime

•* afham'dof: and, on the other hand. Pride, 
♦* tho* the moft deform'd of all Vices, is what 
^^ very few blufli at* 

' ^' Tu ERE is another Ufe, that may be made 
•^ of fome Part of thefe Letters, which I 
^^ muft not omit taking notice of. They 
*^ flicw in a lively manner, the Folly of Dif- 
^' content, and the Happinefs of being &tif- 
^^ £ied with our own Condition of Life. That 
^* Murmuring Difcontent is a Daughter of 
*' dijbrderly^ fuper-abundant Self-L^e^ and 
** the Mother of Complaint^ is what every one 
'* will readily allow : But few, I fear, con- 
•^ fider, that the latter may juftly be caird, a 
** Scourge of Human Society ; a Pool of many 
** Vices 5 a Source of Dejpair ; and a Peji of 
** our Eternal as well as Temporal Happinefs. 
^ A Peribn of this unfortunate Difpofition is

SIR, MuNSTEft. 

t Y hft was from Amjierdam, which 
fc only intorraed you of my Arrival 
P there % without attempting to give 
d you any Account of a Country you 
Ij are fo much better acquainted with 
P than myfelf; having lb often ira- 
vcU'd thro' it, during the laft War, 
in your Way to the Armies, as well in the Ne^ 
therlands, as on the Rhine. I made but a ftwrc 
Stay in that City ; and, as in my former Journy 
to Vienna, I went by the Way of Frandvrt, the 
Black Foreft, Augsburg znA Nurenhurg, Ircfolvcd 
now to take a quite different Route, and after 
having viuted the Hanfee-Tovins of Bremen, Ham- 
burg and LubecK and the adjacent Countries of Hoi- 
ftein and Mecklenburg, to take a Tour to the Courts 
of- Hanover and WolfembuUel, and from thence 
to travel^ thro* Saxony and Bohemia to the Imperial 
B Court. 
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Court. Of thcfe Countries, and of the principal 
Towns and Cities of them, thro* which I fliall 
pals, I propofe, in Obedience to your Commands, 
to give you fuch Accounts as may be acceptable, 
and not altogether void of Ufe, from one Friend 
to another ; but which will by no Means bear the 
Scrutiny of a critical Examination^ My Letters 
therefore, will be very unfit to be communicated 
to any but fuch intimate Friends, as your dear 
felf ; and upon no Account proper to be expos'd 
to the Public ; which, as undeferving of it as I 
am convinced they muft be, you might, without a 
Caution, be tempted to do, on Account of the Va- 
riety of Matter they will probably contain. I have 
thought this Caution the more neceffary, as, know- 
ing I write to an indulgent Friend who will pardon 
all Faults, I fhall not be over-careful either as to 
my Stile or Order. I may, likcwife, probably 
now and then* interfperfe, with my Hifioricdy-G$Q- 
graphical^ a:nd Political Remarks, an Allegory ^ or 
a Piece of Private Hifiory^ which it might not be 
fo proper to^expofe to all the World. 

My Rciblution being fix*d for Bremen^ I made 
Enquiry after the moft agreable and eafy Route ; 
1 was recommended to that thro* Eaft-Friejland as 
the pfeafanteft, and lead expenfive : But, to par- 
take of thefe Benefits, 1 Ihould have been obliged 
to;jvait fomc Weeks, the Rivers and Canals not 
being yet fo free from Ice to admit of travelling 
in ^reck'fcbuyts. The common Poft-waggons, I 
was told, would be very inconvenient, on many 
Accounts 5 tfpecially as they drive Night and Day: 
I was, therefore, advised to look out for a Com- 
panion or two, and then we might travel more at 
Eafc, and ly by every Night. I applied myfclf, 
for this End, to a young French Merchant, with 
whom I bad contracted an Acquaintance, at the 
Ordinary in the Houfe where I lodged. He told 

me. 
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me, he was to depart himfelf, in a few Days, for 
the famous Fair of Leipzick^ and Ihould take Bre- 
men and Hamburgh in his Way. He was lb kind 
to offer me a Place in his Chaife, with himlelf and 
his Book-keeper : But gave me, at the feme Time^ 
tounderftand, that being obliged to vifit fevcral 
of his Correfpondents, at different Towns and 
Places, he could not promife me to go the neareft 
Way, nor that he might not be detained a few 
Days in fome Places. Thefc Circumftanites being 
rather acceptable than difagreable to me, who am 
neither limited to Time nor Place, I readily ac- 
cepted his Offer ; and we left Amftgrdam about a 
Week afterwards. Our firft Tour was, by the 
Way of Utrecht 9 Nimeguen^ Cleve and Santen^ to 
WefeU at each of which Places we ftaid a Night 
and Part of a Day, and at the latter three Days, 
on Occafion of a heavy Rain. I forbear giving 
you any Defcription of thefe Places, which I know 
you have traveled thro* yourfeU more than once. 
My Fellow-traveller being an excellent Companion^ 
who had feen the World, and, with a tolerable 
Share of Learning, had gain'd an Experience be- 
yond his Years, I pafs*d my Time with hinl very 
agrcably, notwithftanding the Mortification of 
bad Roads and worfe Weather* Comes jucundui 
in via pro vehiculo eft. 

At fFefelj he told mes he fhould now put mjf^' 
Patience to the Trial, and bid me prepare to look 
Poverty and Mifery in the Face, in their mdft ug- 
ly Shapes : For we were going to travel thro* & 
Country, which had as great a. Share of both, as 
any in Germany^ I mean Weftphalia. However, 
to raife my Spirits again, which began vilibly to 
drcbp, on View of the frightful Images he had 
placed before me, he told me, he had taken Care 
to ftore his Hamper, with all the portable Conve^ 
nicnces we (hould ftand in Need of* The firft 

Ba. Night** 
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Night's Lodging gave mc but too evident Proofs^ 
of my Friend's Veracity : We came, about the 
Clofc of the Evening, to a mifcrable Village, where 
we might truly have faid, that Poverty ftared out 
of every Window, had there been any fuch Thing 
in the whole Place : But I foon perceived, that 
one large Entrance, at one End, ana a fmall Door, 
about the Middk of each Side of the Houfes, fer- 
ved not only for the Convenience of going in and 
out, but were as well all the Windows, as all the 
Chimnies they had. Thefe Houfes, which are low* 
and thatch'd, confift of but one pretty large oblong. 
Room, which ferves for Kitchen, Parlour, Bed- 
chamber and Stable. We were carried to the Inir 
or Publick-Houfe •, a Hovel, in nothing diftin- 
guifliable from the Reft, but by a Manger at the-' 
Door, and a crooked Billet for a Sign. Our Coach- 
man drove direftly into the Fore-part of the Cattle, 
on each Side of which, I perceived, the Cows were 
ftationed. Here we alighted, and feeing a Fire- 
towards the other End, we made up to it : We 
found it enviion'd by a Set of Wretches, who hact 
little more of Humanity in them than their Shapc.. 
They edg'd, indeed, together, to make Room for 
us •, but, for any thing clfe, took no farther Notice. 
We accepted even of this fmall Token of their Fa- 
vour, and fat down by them, on fome Logs, which- 
Icrved firft for Seats and then for Fuel : But what 
with the Stench of their filthy Mundungus^ and o- 
ther difagreable Smells, added to the Smoak of 
the green Wood they burnt, that very much of- 
fended our Eyes, we loon left them, hugging them-> 
felves with the Pleafure of fcing our Uneafinefe^ 
Hfhich we perceived they were very merry upon^ 
As we faw neither Chair nor Table, we made our 
Trunks fervc inftcad of the former, and the Ham-- 
per, which contained our Provifions, took Place of 
tic latter to fpread our Cloth upon : But we were 

forced 
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forced to difpcnfe with every other Convcniency* 
During our Supper, having heard of a Sort of Bread, 
which is their chjct Food in this Country, called 
Pumpernickel J I hafl the Curiofity to call for a Slice 
of ic, which being liewed witli a Hatchet, from a 
large Lx)af of at lead a Bufhel, was accordingly 
ferved, on a wooden Trencher, with great Form : 
But I had enough of the Looks of it, not to be 
tempted to tafte ir. The Colour of it is a dark 
brown, pretty near approaching to Black, andby 
the Hew, one would take it to be a Compound of 
iome very filthy Materials. Upon Enquiry, I 
found it was made of Rye, coarfely ground, with 
all the Bran left in it, and that there had not been 
tht greatcft Care taken, to fever it from the Pieces 
of Straw, Hair, and other Naftincfs, which had 
been fwept with the Corn from the thrcfhing Floor. 
I was curious to know the Etymology of the ftrange 
Name they gave it ; but my Enquiry out-reached 
the Sphere of our Landlord's Knowledge, and I 
had remained in Ignorance of this important Secret, 
had not a Fellow, who took Care to inform us he 
«7as the School-mafter of the Village, laid down his 
Inch of Pipe, aqd folvM the Matter, in the fol- 
lowing Manner : " A Frenchman (faid he) tra- 
** veiling thro* this Country, and asking for Bread, 
•* had a Slice of this (for we have no other) Sort, 
prefented him ; Upon which he cried out fn 
eft bon four Nicol (or, as our PariQi-Prieft inter- 
prets it, fhat is good for Nicholas) a Name, it 
♦.** feems, he had given his Horfe ; which Words, 
•** in Imitation of our Betters, we have engr. fed 
.*' into our Language, and thence produced the 
** barbarous Word Pompernickel'\ Having re- 
warded our Interpreter with a Glafs of Naniz^ and 
xheerM ourfelves with a Couple of Bottles of good 
French Claret, we fhewed a Difpofition to Reft ; 
Whereupon our Landlord, to treat us as Gucfts 
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of Diftinftion, ordered fome Truffes of dean Straw 
to be fpread on the Mud-floor, with the Help of 
a Pitch-fork, and gave each of us a Trufs for 
a Pillow, affuring us there was not a wholfomcr 
or more cleanly Lager (Bed I fuppofe he mcant^ 
in the whole Country. 

Thus were we forced to ly down, with the Cows 
champing their Straw on the one Side, the Hogs 
'grunting on the other, three or four Women, with 
a whole Litter of fquawling Brats, on our Right, 
and their Hufbands, bleffedly drunk, with Corn- 
Brandy, fome fnoring, others ranting, and again 
others fpcwing, on our Left ; with a Stench arifing 
from the four Erudations of lo many different A- 
nimals, and other concomitant Caufcs, that we 
ihould have thought a Bog-houfe a Nofegay : And 
to mend the Matter, the flovenly Clown, who had 
drove us the laft Stage, thinking our Landlord had 
been too liberal of his Straw^ for three Perfons, 
very familiarly laid himfelf down by us. 

In this pitiful Plight, Wearinefs, at length, 
clos*d my Eyes, and I flept tolerably well 5 *till a 
fudden Twitch, which almoft deprived me of my 
Pillow, at the fame Time, awaked me ; when, 
ftretching out my Arm, the firft Thing I laid hold 
of was a Cow's Horn, and, I found, the good-na- 
tured Creature, having broke loofe from her Ted- 
der, had, without Ceremony, made bold with my 
Pillow for her Supper, or rather Breakfafl, for I 
found it was near Morning. Vou will eafily ima- 
gine, I had no farther Inclination to Sleep -, I chofe 
rather to grope out my Way to the Door, for the 
Benefit of a Mouthful of frefh Air, which by this 
Time began to be highly neoelTary ; and Aurora 
beginning to arife from Jethys^s Lap, I awaked my 
Companions, and having ordered fie/h Horfes to 
be put to our Chaife ( for you muft know the glo- 
rk)us Hovel, of which I have given you a Pifture, 

was 
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was a Poft-houfe too) wc departed at Day-break^ 
and, to our great Refrefhment, refted from our 
Labours, by continuing our Travels. 

This faint Sketch' may ferve to give you a ge- 
neral Idea of the whole Country, only this I ob- 
fervcd ; as Wefipbdia is under the Dominion of fe- 
veral Princes, partly Proteftants and partly Pa- 
pifiSj whole Dominions are fo intermixed, that 
we went out of one into the other, fcveral Times 
in a Day*s Journy, that there arc Degrees even in 
Mifery, and that the former enjoy fome Com- 
forts of Life, which the latter arc deprived of, 
by the Knavery and Tyranny of their rriefts 5 of 
which e^en we, who were only travelling thro* 
their Country, felt the EfFcfts : For, it being Lcnt^ 
we were forced to enjoy our own Provifions by 
Stealth, and whenever we had an Inclination to re- 
gale ourfelves with a Slice of ff^eftpbalia-Hd.vn^ 
to obtain Leave firft of the Parilh-Prieft, at the 
Expence of a Bottle of Wine or Brandy. 

As the Protejiants in JFeftpbdia are, a great 
Part of them, Calvinifts^ we met with daily In- 
ftances of thofe two great Weakneffes of human 
JBLeafon, Enthufiafm and Superftition ; which a 
Member of the Church of England^ who is edu- 
cated in a juft and haray Medium between both, 
cannot but (I had almoft faid, and mud fay it, ab- 
ftrafted of political Principles) equally abhor. 

The firft Place we come to of Note, was this 
famous City of Munjter^ the Capial of TVeftpbalia^ 
and of a Biihoprrc of the fame Name, under the 
Archbifhop of Cologtij and the Rcfidcncc of its 
Blfhop J fituate on the River jia^ not far from its 
Conflux with the Ems. As my Stay in the fcveral 
Places, which I (hall pafs thro* in IFeJipbaliay will 
not be above a Day or two at each, and not much 
longer here, you muft be contented with fuch a 
brief Account of them, as I (hall be able to procure 
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in fo (hort Time, cfpccially as I (hall relate nor- 
thing to you but what I have upon the bcft Intor- 
mation. 

The Inhabitants pretend this City was firft built 
by the 7'enSleri^ an ancient German People, in or 
about the Year 584, who call'd it Mayland (the 
fan)e Name the Germans now give to Milan in Ita- 
ly) which it kept 'till about the Year 696, when, 
on what Occafion I don't find, it was changed to 
Mumingerode. In 772, it was taken by Chark- 
Tnagnc, who, having founded a Bifhop's See here, 
and in the circumjacent Country, about the Year 
785, and having built a Monaftery, and a Church 
or Cathedral here, call'd the Munfter^ this City 
from thence took the Name it now bears *, tho* 
fomc pretend it had not this Name, 'till Herman I, 
their 14th Bilhop, built a Monaftery on the other 
Side of the River, which he call'd Monajierium 
trans aquam^ about the Beginning of the nth Cen- 
tury, and yet enjoys great Privileges. In 1121, 
it was befieged and reduced to a Heap of Ruins, 
by Theodorick^ the degraded Bifhop ; but was re- 
built and enlarg'd by his Succeffor -, and Herman 
11, the 25th Bilhop, added the Walls and Gates, 
in the Beginning of the 13th Century, ^heodorick 
II{, the 27th Bifliop, who was elefted in or about 
J 225, laid the firft Stone of the Cathedral, which 
was not, however, finifhed 'till 36 Years after^ 
under Gerhardus^ the 31ft Bifliop. My Com- 
panion's Packet, in which I enclofe this, being 
ready, I muft defer the Continuation of my Ac- 
count of this PJace, 'till my next, and remain, as 
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SIR,

O continue my Account of this City, I 
nf)ufl cell you, that it is particularly no- 
ted in Hiftory, for three very remarka- 
ble Tran factions. 

1. The Infurreftion of the jinabaplijisy who, in 
1533, feiz'd the City, and, fetting up Jack of 
Leyden for their King, laid it under incxpreffiblc 
Caiamities, and perpetrated the moft horrid Villa- 
nics, under the Pretence of an Entbufiajlic Zeal. 
Thefe Troubles continned 'till 1535, when Bifliop 
William 11 befieg'd it, and after a Year's Siege, 
with great Bloodlhed, reduced the Rebels ; where- 
upon he caus'd their King, Johny to have his FJefh 
torn from his Bones, with red hot Pinchers, and 
his mangled Body, being put into a Sort of Iron 
Basinet, to be hoifted to the Top of the higheft 
Steeple in the City, 

2. The famous Treaty, which put an End to 
the bloody War that had raged thirty Years in 
Germany^ on Account of Religion, and was con- 
cluded here, in 1648. 

3. Th^ Troubles and War the Inhabitants had 
with their 57th Bifhop, Bernbard Cbhjlopher von 
Gcim (a Man wholly addidtcd to Cruelty and 
Bloodflied ) who being ele6led in 1650, pretended 
to a certain Jurifdiftion, in Temporalities, never 
enjoyed by his Predeceffors (this City having for- 
merly been a free Imperial City, and afterwards ex- 
empt) and great Diforders enfued. In 1657, be- 
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ing back'd by the Elcdorsof Mentz^Tners and Co^ 
lo^n^ together with the Duke of Neuburg^ he laid 
Siege to the Town, which was defended with great 
Qbftinacy, by the burghers, with the Help of the 
Dutcby 'till, the latter End of OSloher^ they came 
to an Agreement with the Biftiop, that the City 
ftiould, for the future, be garrifoned partly with his 
Troops. But this Treaty did not fubfift three 
3fears, before the Bifhop found a new Pretence tQ 
quarrel with them, and the Dtitcby at the Defire 
of feveral Princes of Germany ^ having refufed them 
their Afliftance, they were obliged, in March 1661, 
after an obftinate and bloody Siege, to furrender 
jhemfelves to the Mercy of the Bifhop, who mar 
king his fpublic Entry into the City, in J«/y fol- 
lowing, overthrew thejr whole Form of Govern- 
ment, took the Adminiftration into his own Hands, 
and new-modePd it ; fince which the City has been 
(ever fubjedl to the Bifliops. ' 

The Bifhops were nominated by the Emperors, 
'till the Beginning of the 13th Century, (ince when 
they have been eieded by the Chapter, which con- 
fids of about forty Canons, who, for their Qua- 
lification, mufl prove their Nobility, for eight 
Generations, and that they h^ve ftudied a Year 
and fix Wjeeks at Paris. The prefent Bifhop is 
Clemefft Augufius of Bavaria^ who was elefted in 
1 719, to this Bifhopric, and to that of Paderborn, 
and in 172*3, Eleftor of Cologn*. 

The prefent City is a well fortified Place, al- 
moft circular, hj^s eight Gates, and a fine Citadel, 
call*d the Paulus-Bergj or Paurs-Mounty near ad- 
joining to it, built in 1663, by Bifhop w« Go/^;/, 

* He is likewife Bifhop of Ofnabrug^ where he was cledled in 
1728, upon the Deceafe of Erneft Augufius , of Hanover^ Duke 
ef Yorky Brother of his late Majefty King George I, and alter his 
Death it again devolves to the Houfe of Hanover. 

to 
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to keep the Burghers in Aw ; and for this Reafon, 
he likewife caird it the Brille *. The River A^ 
flows thro' the City, and falls into the Ems near 
the new Gate. At our Entrance, into this Place, 
I obferved a great Number of Priefts, of different 
Orders, and, as I thought, excepting the Priefts, 
njore Women than Men, many of whom feemfd 
to be of the loofer Sort (f). As we came here in 
the Forenoon, and our Stay was tp be but fhort, 
I no fooner had refrefhed myfelf, in my Quarters, 
than I got a Perfon to accompany me in taking a 
View of the City. The Houfes arc moft of iheni 
.ancient, or at leaft in the antique 5tilc, and the 
principal in the four Markets, where, ^imong other 
Buildings, the Senat-houfe, and the Hall tor the 
Guilderiy or Companies of Artificers, are the moft 
remarkable : In the Eaftern Part of the City is a 
large Place, where the Fronts of the Houfes reft 
upon Pillars, and form a handfome Piazza. This 
City has five Collegiate and fix Parifh Churches^ 
befides a great Number of Monafterics, Convents 
and Religious Houfes, moft of them ftately Piles, 
and ibme pleafantly fituatel, in the Midft of beau- 
tiful Gardens. I vifited as many of them, as Time 
would allow me, this and the following Day, and 
had particular Civilities fhewn me in feverai of 
them 5 but more efpecially in a Convent of Domi- 
nicanSy an Order indulged with more Freedom than

any 
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any other except the Jefuits, and whofc Votaries, 
at leaft if we may judge by their outward Appea- 
rance, wallow in Luxury and Eafe. They are, 
likewife, call'd the Order of Preachers, and arc 
fuppos'd, next to the Sons of Loyola f, to be the 
moft learned. It being about Noon, wheji I vifit- 
ed them, I was invited to partake of what they 
caird a Repas maigre ( or Fading Dinner ) ; bat 
tho* it confifted wholly of Fifh, it appeared in fo 
many Shapes, and different Ways of Drefling, as 
might have fatisfied an Epicure. After Dinner, 
one of the Fathers accompanied me to a Nunnery 
of the fame Order near adjoining *, where, how* 
etrcr, I was to have gone no farther, than the Par- 
lour ^ and Chapel : But, by a furprizing Ad- 
venture, was afterwards admked into the nijil in- 
ward Receflts of it. 

When we entered the Parlour, I found two Nuns 
at the Grate, cheapening fome little filver Toys, 
which an elderly Wotnan had to fell. I took 
the Liberty ( having firft alk'd my Guide, if I 
might do it without an Affront ) to offer each of 
them a filver Needle-cafe, which they accepted of, 
^nd difcourfed with me in French : But by ^their 
rcferved Anfwers, I fufpefted, as it afterwards ap- 
peared (for they were then veird) thajt ihcy were

* This is very common, and it has been obferv'd, in fcvcral 
Parts of Germany^ fincc the Reformation, that they generally 
Jbave fubterraneous Communications. Martin Luther (in his 
fahle Dijcourfe ) gives us a remarkable,* and, at the (ame Time, 
Shocking Inllancc, near Brffurt^ where, upon draining a Pond 
belonging to one of them, aftfcr the Monks were oblig'd to 
abandon it, there were found tlie Bones of a great Number 
(if my memory does not fail me, of fomcThoufands) of Infants.

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a Couple of antiquated Sifters, who had no Rchflhi 
for Gaiety. It was not long before I was relicyed 
from their dry Convcrfation, by a third, who leemM 
to be the very Reverfc of them. She came run- 
ning to the Grate, with the perfect Air of a Coquette^ 
difcovering a lovely white Hand, took hold of^mine, 
thro* the Irons, and, without farther Ceremony, 
acoofted me, in Italian^ with a Ccme fta Signore 
Ingblefe ? (How do you do Mr, Englijhman ? )l 
thought my Habit might betray my Nation, and, 
therefore, without any Shew of Surprize at her 
Knowledge of that, began to talk with her, in the 
Language ! thought her own ; tho' her Difcourfe 
favoured more of the Freedom of the EngU/hy with 
fomething of the Levity of the French Woman, I 
perceived ihe was young, and, by the Sample (he 
had given me of a foft white Hand, imagined her 
beautiful. No Converfation was too gay, nor in- 
deed coo libertine for her, when the Prieft, wha 
fhe found an Opportunity of informing me was her 
Father-ConfefTor, was out of Hearing. Judge how 
ftrong my Curiofity, as well as Inclination, muft 
he, to fee my little Charmer unveil'd, specially as 
fte feem'd to exprcfs as great a Defire, of being 
better acquainted with me, as I could have. After 
about a Quarter of an Hour, in which it is hard to 
fay, whether my Pleafure in her agreable Difcourfe, 
or Pain and Impatience at being debar*d from a 
nearer Knowledge of her Perfon, was the greater, 
the Prieft, whether upon any real Occafion, or out 
of Complaifance, faid he muft leave us for a Mo- 
ment, but would foon return ; tho* I could have 
difpens'd with the latter Part of his Compliment. 
The two old Nuns retiring about the fame Time, 
I renew'd my Entreaty to fee my Fair One's Face ; 
but yet in vain. She feem'd refolv'd not to gorge 
my SatisfaAion, but rather to torture my Imagina- 
tion, and ftrecch my Impatience and Ciirion<ty to 

the 
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the utmoft : For ji6 fooner were wc alone, than 
ihe not only changM her Language to Englijb^ but 
call'd me by my Name, nay, gave liie to under- 
ftand (he was perfeftly acquainted with my Family 
and Circumftances, and even with fome of the moft 
privajteTranfadionsbf my Life. At length, after 
having rack*d my Thoughts al moft to a Delirium^ 
or a Perfuafion of fonrie Magick Charm, fhe threw. 

up her Veil : But, good G d! how inexpref- 

fible was my Surprize ; I difcover'd, indeed, as I 
cxpcfted,'a beautitui Face ; but, at the fame Time, 
a Face I was perfedly acquainted with ; a Perfon 
whofe agreable Converfation I had frequently en- 
joyed, with great Intimacy, and that at no great 
Diftance of Time; And now my Wonder was c- 
bually great, l\ow I could be fo dull of Apprehen- 
Con, not todifcover her fooner, either by her Voices 
or by comparing of Circumftances, and I could no 
Way account for iti but by a perfcft Perfuaiion of 
her Death; 

Bv this Time, I begin to think your Curiofity 
rais'd almoft as high as mine was : You certainly 
want to know who this agreable Perfon could be : 
** Am not 1 likewife acquainted with her ? Can 
^' my dear Friend have had any Intimacy with any 
** of the Fair-Sex he has not let me into ^ after 
^' the Opennefs with which I have always afted to-^ 
wards him ? What Fate can have carried any 
Acquaintance of ours abroad, and that into ^ 
'^ Nunnery too ? Or may it not be a Fable, an In- 
•^ vention of my Friends,to divert me in my Rctire- 
** ment ** ? Thefe, my Dear, are doubtkfs the 
Thoughts yon are perplexing yourfelf with, and 
this the Gordian Knot you want to haVe untied, 
and you fhall have yout Satisfaftion. My Rela- 
tion is no Fable, no Invention to divert you 3 but 
the bare naked Truth. You do know this agre- 
able Creature, this, unhappy fair One # you have 

been 
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been perfedly acquainted with her ; and happy 
in her charming Converfation as often as I have 
been. You (hall, likewife, know her Fate ; 
but firft, to keep you no longer in Suipence, lec 
me tell you, flic is no other, than the individual, 
adually living, tho* fuppos'd dead Daughter, of our 

Friend, Mr. Br' n of Canterbury ; the fame 

merry, witty, pratling little Gypfy fhe ever was ; 
capable of warming the frozen Appetite of a fu- 
pcrannuated Hermit, or of raifing irregular Dcfires 
in the moft rigid Pretender to Sanftity and Morti- 
fication : The fame, who about three Years ago, 
left her Farher^s Houfc privately, and retired to 
her Aunt's, in Ireland, from whence^e had the 
formal Account of her Death, about fix Months 
afterwards. 

After having rallied me, in her ufual jaunting 
Way, upon the Subjcdt~of my Surprize, flie told 
me, if I dare truft myfelf in a Covey of fuch as 
herfelf ; would make a Shew of being of her Re^ 
ligion, and perfonate a near Relation of hers, flie 
v^ould endeavour to procure me Admitance into 
the Convent : And fhe had hardly made the Of- 
fer, when the Pricft returning, we gave him a for- 
mal Account, of the pretended Proximity of our 
Blood, and by what Circumflances in our Difcourfe 
wc had difcover'd it ^ and fhe added her Entreaty 
to mine, that he would interceed '.vith the Mother- 
Abbefs, that her Coufin- German (for fo fhe called 
me) might be allowed an Hour's Converfation with 
her, within the Grate. The good-natur*d Father 
foon returned, and introduced me to the Mother-

very jgood and dutiful, tho' not fo perfedlly weaned 
fromxhc World as fhe could wifli, but hop'd thac 
would come by Degrees. Whcn> among other En- 

quiries. 
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quiries, the good old Lady alk'd whether I followed 
any Proteflion, my ^ondam-CoM^in anfwcred for 
xne, Pbyjickj and that I was travelling for Expe- 
rience; and, I afterwards found, the cunning Hufiey 
had her Views in it. Having feen the Convent, 
and the Belj ringing for Vefpers, I took my Leave, 
with my Lady- Abbefs's Permiffion to vifit my pret- 
ty Relation, the next Afternoon: But, it fecms, 
ihe was refolved not to lofe my Company fo long; 
for the next Morning, before I had breakfaftcd, I 
wasfurpriz'd with a MifTage from my Lady- Ab- 
ix:fs, that my Kinfwoman had been taken fo ill in 
the Night as had put the whole Convent into Dis- 
order ; and that as I might be (uppofed, as her 
Country-man and Relation, to be the bed Judge of 
her Conflitution, my Advice was defir'd. You will 
cafily imagine, I borrowed the Wings of Cupid^ to 
haften my Flight, and found my pretty Patient 
confined to her Cell and Bed, with the Fathcr-Con- 
felTor at her Head, and the good Matron, with 
Tears in her Eyes, at her Feet : She had fo artfully 
put on the Countenance of a Perfon agonizing al- 
mod in the Pangs of Death, that I was myfelf at 
a Lofs, whether her Sicknefs was fcign*d or real ?- 
But the ghoftly Father, after having finifh'd his Of- 
fice, being retir'd, leaving the Care of her Body to 
her afiedlionate Kinfman, and the good Mother go- 
ing likewifeofficio;ifly to fetch fomcthing fhe thought 
wanting, we were no fooner alone, than puting on 
an agrcable Simper, flie, in a languifhing Tone^ 
arfk'd me if 1 could not gucfs at her Diitcmper i 
Yes, my dear Charmer ( was my Anfwer, ieizing 
with fome Eagcrnefs her Arm ) your Pulfe beats 
too high and too irifegular to leave me any Doubt 
of that, and your Remedy is at Hand, almoft fmo- 
thering her, at the feme Time, with Kifles : 
•• Hold (replied (he, puting me by) cbi va piano ^ 
*• va fano ( foft aad fair ) the Mother- Abbcfs will 

** probably 
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^' probably foon return, pretend an IgnOrdnCe in 
'* the Terms of Art; of this Country, haften t6 
'* the Apothecary's yourfelf, and fetch fortie in- 
** different Medicine ; at your Return, feign a Ne- 
** ceffity of obferving the EfFefts of it ; our preten- 
" ded Confanguihity will remove all Scruple ; defire 
*' feme good Book to pafs your Time with, while 
*' your Medicine may probably compofe me W 
** Sleep, and then (added fhe, preffing me to her* 
*' Arms, with an Ardour, that confirmed my Judg- 
•* ment of her Difeafe) the Day's our own ". I 
followed her Advice \ every Thing fuccecded to our 
Wifli i I was left near three Hours with my beautiful 
Patient alone^ and you may be fure we did not 
fi)end our Time, a confer des Fariboles (in telling 
Stories.) Towards Noon, I told my Lady-Abbefs, 
the Medicine I had ufed operated very kindly ; had 
put my Patient into a breathing Sweat, and had 
laid her into a Kind of Dozing, which it would be 
proper to humour j I would therefore retire, and 
return in the Afternoon to know the farther EfFeft 
of it. At my Return, the good Lady told me, 
her Daughter had fenfibly found the EfFeft of my 
SkiB ; blels'd the happy Chance that brought me 
thither, and thought it might not be amifs, if I ap- 
proved of it, to repeat the Dofe. You will ima- 
gine, I was not long in refolving ; but added, thac 
as violent Symptoms required violent Remedies, and 
the Virulence of the Difeafe was now in fome Mea- 
fure allay*d, I Ihould ufe them more fparingly ; 
and befide, it, would be proper, to confult the 
Strength and Inclination of the Patient. As no 
Deficiency of cither appeared in her, it was foon * 
determined, and I had hereby the Opportunity of 
fpendiDg the bcfl Part of the Evening with my 
Iw^ly Coufin, till Reft fcem'd to be nccelTary for 
us both; 
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Ik the Intervals of her Paroxyfms, and of the 
Application of my Remedies, flie gave me the fol- 
lowing Account of her Adventures : • ' You know 
*« (faid Ihe) my moft youthhil Years were fpent 
^' in all the Gaiety the Place of my Habitation 
** could afford, in which my too indulgent Parents 
" fet no Bounds to my Inclinations. You are not 
«^ unacquainted with my unhappy Adventure with^

*« tence of Marriage, having robb'd me of the 
<« Jewel, I fhould have fet the greateft Value 
'* upon, notwithftanding his re-iterated Vows, 
•* bafely abandoned me, for one who, had nothing 
*« but a greater Share of the Gifts of Fortune to 
" recommend her to his pretended AfFeftion. That,: 
*' after I had once tafted the forbidden Fruit, my 
*< Inclination prompted me to indulge myfelf in 
'* the Enjoyment of it, even beyond the Rules 
*< of Decency, and to the entire Ruin of my Re- 
*« putation, is to you no Secret,, In fhort, the I-.?- 
'' berties Ltook foon brought me irlto a Condition 
*« not long^be concealed, and I had been too ge- 
*• neral a Lover, to know where to fix my Mif- 
«i fortune. It was then I took the defperate Re^ 
*« folution of leaving my Father's Houfe, and had 
«« the Courage to venture alone on fo long a Journy 
*« as to Liverpool^ and from thengle to Ireland^ to 
*« an Aunt I had, who was married there. Ta 
*< her I open'd my Condition, and met with a la- 
*^ vourable Reception: Her Hufbandhad prevailed 
<« upon her to abandon her Religion, and embrace 
«« the Roman Catholic j to which (he was fo much 
«« bigotted, that fhe refted neither Day nor Night, 
'till (he had made a Convert of me ; and having 
gaiaM that Point, fhe was as afliduous in perfuad- 
ing me of the Happinefs of a reclufe Life. You 
** will eafily imagine, this no way fuited myTcmper; 
** but the fatal Itch of Variety, which has always 
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been prevalent in me, got the better of my In- 
clination, and I copfi^nted.. I was foon.eas'd of 
the Burden I carried along with me, by an early 
" faujfe Coucbe^ (Mifcarriage) and the eager Pefire 
I had of feing foreign Countries, and foreign 
Faces, made me prefe my Departure for Brabant^ 
". which was pitched upon for my Retirement. I 
** had, as well {rom Liverpool as from Ireland, ac- 
*' quainted my Parents with my Condition, and 
** they apporvM of my Departure ^ tho' they blamed 
'^ the Manner of itj prcffing my Return as foon 
" as Circumftances would admit : But my Aunt, 
^* who was apprehenfive I might change my Relb* 
** lution, fpar^d no Pains to ftrengthen it, during 
*' the weak State I was reduced to, by the un- 
" timely Releafe from the Weight I bore, and 
** hurried me away, before I was well able to under- 
" go the Fatigue of a Voyage. It was then I con- 
" .fented to her writing the melancholy Account 
" flie gaveof my pretended Death and Burial. As 
*' I gathei'd Strength, and had Time and Leifure 
to refledt on what I had inadvertently brought 
upon myfelf ; I Uegatt to repent of it : But alas ! 
*' I was advanced too far to retreat, and was in 
** the Hands of a Tyrant-Maftcr of a Ship, who 
^^ was bound for OJtend^ and would not fufFer me ta 
'* fpeak with one Soul, 'till he delivered me into the 
*' Convent he was order*dat BruJJels. No Pains were 
** fpared to make the Time of my Probation eafy 
** and agreable to me, and fuch Liberties were 
** allowed to fome of the Nuns, with whom I 
** contraded a Familiarity, as might induce me 
to form a pleafing Idea of that State of Life. 
Among thefe, was a young Italian Lady, from 
whom I learned the Language, which at firft 
*** concealed me from your Knowledge. I foon 
'* found we were both in the lame State of Vir- 
•' ginity, and that fhe had been obliged, by her 
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Friends, to fubmit to the Tonfure, as a Pen- 
nance for the Sins of her moft early Youth. 
Parity of Circumftances, as ^eM as Temper, 
foon united our Hearts, and we became as it 
were one Body and One Mind. The Liberties 
allowed me, and her for my fake, furnifii'd us 
with all the Opportunities we could wi(h, to in- 
dulge ourftlves in all Manner of Pleafures, I had 
almoft faid Libertinifm ; and we found Means 
to enjoy fcme> which I little cxpcfted within 
thofe facred Walls. My Probation being ex- 
pired, I made no Scruple of taking the Vow, 
and the Habit, pleafing myfelf with thcThoughts 
of entring into a Life pcrfeftly confonant to my 
Inclinations : But alas ! how fbon did I find I was 
deluded ; and that the View I had of continuing 
the Plcafures I had 'till then enjoyed was vifio- 
nary. My fir (I Mortification was to find my Com- 
panion dcbaiM of -thofe Freedoms I was indeed 
yet allowed j but of which I was myfelf foon after^ 
by Degrees, deprived. However, as no Severity 
could curb the natural Gaiety of my Temper, 
and the many Opportunities I found of indulg- 
ing it in a Convent fo much frequented as ours, 
at ieaft in fome Meafare, could not but give 
Offence, it was thought fit, at the Inftigation, 
I fuppofci of my Aunt, to remove me hither. 
I was at firft inconfolable at the Change, but 
am fmce pretty eafy under it. We live here 
not under the greatefl Reftraint : Our Lady- 
Abbefs, who, by the by, pofTeflTes more good 
Nature than good Scnfe, loves to live well, and 
has fulHcient Means t^fupport it, of which fhe 
is very liberal to fuch of her Votaries as can 
creep into her particular Eftcem, which I have 
had the good Fortune to^o. We live in pretty 
good Harmony ; each oX us has her Confident, 
and we find no great Difficulty in impofiog upon 
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die cafy Temper of our common Mother. 
Envy, and a Sournefs of Temper, in fomc 
of her aged Nuns, do, indeed, put us to fomc 
Trouble, to glofs over our little Irregularities;, 
but we who are Favourites, generally know 
how to turn their Complaints to their own Dif- 
advantage ; or, at worft, it is but facrificing 
fome of our Patronefs*s Benefadions to their 
Avarice." 

Thus we pafs'd our Time, till Decency, as 
well as the Reafon already alledg'd, call'd me to 
depart : But, at my Return to my Quarters, my 
Pleafurc was interrupted, by the Mortification of 
hearing, that my travelling Companion defign'd 
to depart the next Morning- However, as the 
next Place, he dcfign*d to make fome Stay at, 
was but at the Diftance of a fhort Day's Journy, I 
rcfolvM to fpend another Day with my lovely Nun, 
.and to take Poft-horfes the next Night, to follow 
Xt\y Friend. My firft Attempt in the Practice of 
Phyfic was Jo fuccefsful, that I found my Patient, 
the next Morning, up, and fiting on herBed-fidc, 
at Breakfaft, with her Father-Confcffor and Lady- 
Abbel?. Joy appeared in every Countenance, *tiJl 
the Neceffity of my Departure that Evening, being 
made known, put a luddeji Damp upon it, and 
more efpecially in the young Votary, fo vifibly, 
that I began to fear flie would, by over-a<5ling her 
Part, betray the Secret, or fall Sick in carneft. The 
good old Lady lamented the Want ot fo able a 
Phyfician in that City, and exprefs*d a Surprife at 
the Efficacy of my Prelcription, of which I fear*d (be 
would have begg'd a Copy : But fhe foon difpcl'd 
my Apprehenfions, by giving me an Account what 
a Iweet Night's Reft my Coufm had enjoy'd, and 
that the Sifter who fat up with her had obfcrv*d her 
frequently to fmile in her Sleep,#^ if Ibme pleafing 
Dreams had footh'd her Imagination, all which fhe 
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^^ndly attributed ■ to the EfFefts of my Arcana. I 
could have accounted for this in a more feeling Man- 
ner i but 1 chofc to wave the Difcourfe, by faying, 
it was the natural EfFeft of the Gaiety of her Tem- 
per, upon the Removal of the morbific Quality, 
which had made her fo reftlefs the Night be- 
fore. I chanced to have, in my Trunk, fome 
Phials of Sal volatile oleofum Sylvpf ; I had the Day 
before adminifterM fome Drops of it, to carry on 
the Farce, and now recommended a Couple of Bot- 
tles of it as a fovereign Panacea^ which would cer- 
tainly reftore my fair Patient to a perfeft State of 
Health, if continued a few Days longer, and (he 
might be indulged to keep her Chamber, during 
the Ufe of it. By this Means, I fecured the Enjoy^ 
ment of her Company *till the Moment of my De- 
parture, and we fpent the Day in the fame agreable 
Manner we had done the preceding one. I was 
even allow'd to dine in her Ceft, and as fhe had 
chofen her Confident for her Attendant, I found a 
Wink commanded her Abfence whenever we were 
dcfirous of being alone, and iOie was very vigilant 
to give us timely Notice of the Approach of any 
one who otherwife might have furprized us. .1 
found, in our Difcourfe of this Day, that my little 
Charmer, as fatisfied as (he was with a Monaftic 
Life, would gladly have quitted it, to accompany 
me in my Travels, in any Difguife •, and could an 
Expedient have been thought on for her Efcape, I 
believe I fhould have found it difficult to have left 
her behind me. She proposed feveral, but as they 
all appeared imprafticable, ihe was at length fatis- 
fied with my leaving Direftions with her, how (he 
might follow me, it a more favourable Opportu- 
nity fhould offer. I fhall not trouble you with an 
Account of our melancholy parting, nor divert you 
from the pleafmg Rcfiedlions this Relation of my

SIR, 



Paderborn. 




Finished my laft with the Conclufion 
of my Adventure with a beautiful Nun at 
Munfterj formerly our Acquaintance in 
England. I no fooncr returned to my 
Lodgings, than, having finifh'd that Let- 
ter, which I had begun and continued at Intervals, 
I order'd Poft-horfes to be provided, and, riding all 
Night, overtook my Travelling Companion, the 
next Morning, at a Place called ^oeft, feven Ger^ 
man Miles from Munfter^ South ; remarkable only 
for being as poor, as we can imagine a large Place to 
be without Trade, and. cumbered with feveral Mo- 
nafteries, whofe Inhabitants, like Nefts of Rats, 
in the Walls and Rafters of a Granary, are conti- 
nually preying on whatever is within their Reach. 
This City is lb ancient, that it was noted in the 
Days of Charkmaign^ and is now very large, being 
divided into fourteen Parifhes, and having as many 
Gates ; but is in fo ruinous a Condition, that very 
few of the Streets are paved. It was formerly a 
free Imperial City, but, at different Times, under- 
went various Changes, and is now fubjedt to the 
•King of Prujfia^ as Earl of March. When it was 
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taken and plundered, in the Year 1622, by Chri/- 
tian^ Dvkt of Brunfwicky among other Booty, he is 
laid to have carried away the twelve Apoftles, in 
mafly Silver. Its prefent Ppverty is afcrib'd, jn- 
deed, to its different Fate and Sufferings in War, an^ 
by Fire ; but it is, perhaps, more ov/ing to its being 
made a Prey to the Roman Catholic Pricfts, who are 
Mafters of the Cathedral, and of eleven of the other 
Parifh-Churches, and have likewife frveral Monaf- 
teries, and, in particular, a famous Nunnery, cafiM 
Paradife. There are, however, among the Inha- 
bitants, a pretty large-number of Lutherans^ who 
poffefs two of the Parifh Churches, and a Nunnery 
of that Perfuafion *. They pretend here to. ^ an 
ancient Body of Laws, caird Jus Sofatenfe^ .which, 
tho- not mentipn'd by many ' ancient Writers, is 
generally allowed to have been the Foundation qf 
that ancient Body of Laws, now calHd the Jus Lu- 
lecenfcy after having received confiderable Improve- 
ments from the Saxon Laws, and from thofe of 
Wishuy. 

* My Companion and I, having fpent the After- 
noon in vifiting the Churches and Cloifters, where 
Plenty appeared as barefaced as . Poverty in the 
Town, when we returned to our Lodgings, and 
afk'd for our Beds, were dircfted to an Opening in 
the WaU, which we mounted, with the Help of a 
Chair, and a high Trunk, and found a Place over 
the Entry into the Houfe ; capacious enough for 
us all three to (l:retch ourfelves out, hqt hardly 
high enough to fit upright. In this Cabbin, they 
had laid a good foft Feather-bed (as they gene- 
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* Tl^^f^ l>utheran Nunneries are a Sort of free Boarding 
Schools, raised upon the ancient Edablifhments, where voung^ 
ladies, generally of the befl Families, areVducated, and fbme 
fpeiid dieir Lives in them, but take neither the Vow nor Habit, 
nor ure they tied down to many Rul^s. 
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rally all are in this Country, where they have any ) 
on the bare Boards, and another of the fame Kind 
CO cover us, if we had been inclined to creep in 
between them •, but both in greafy, filthy Ticking, 
and without either Sheer, Blanket or Quilt ; wc 
therefore thought it advifable to lye upon both, and 
cover ourfelves with our Cloaks. 

We did not meet with any Thing, in this Plaoe, 
capable of tempting us to ftay any longer here, 
than my Companion's Bufinefs obliged him to ; fQ 
xvc departed the next Morning for Lipfiadt^ where 
we arrived early the lame Afternoon. As my Com- 
^nion propos'd to continue our Journy the next 
Morning for Paderborn^ which is but three Germam 
Miles from Lipjiadt^ Weftward, I had not much 
Time to look about me, ndr could I learn, that 
there was any Thing very remarkable to be feen, 
I found, at approaching it, that this is a Place 
of great Strength, partly by Art, but more by Na- 
ture, being fituatcd On the River Lippe^ in the Midft 
of unpaflatjle Morafles ; and I was told there, thac 
it is efteem'd one of the ftrongeft Places in fVcJi- 
phalia. The Town is large, and has the Appea- 
rance of being one of the Habitations of Poverty, 
tho' not under the Oppreffion of the Roman Catho- 
lics : It is very ancient, faid to be built fo early 
as 1 150, was formerly in the //^»/^^//V^ League, 
and once a free Imperial City -, till, in Length of 
Time, it fell under the Jurifdiclion of the Counts 
of Lippe^ and became their Refidence, as it was thc:. 
Capital of the County of that Name *. In 1366, 
Count Simon pawn'd it to Engelbert^ Count of th^ 



* There are two Sorts of Counts in Germatiy ; one who niay 
be called titulary, and poflefs no Sovereignties ; and the other, 
who arie called Rekh^s Grafen (or Counts of thc Empire ) who 
are Soveiieigns; and have Seffion and Vo:e in the Diet. 
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Manky for 8000 Marks of Silver *, and bedi|^ 
never after redeemed, it fell, with the Duchy ^t 
Cleve^ to the Houfe of Brandenburg^ in whale 
Poffcffion it yet remains f. Iri the thirty Years 
War, on Account of Religion, in Germany^ it was 
taken four Times, viz. in 162 1 by the Spaniards^ 
in 1622 by Duke Chriftian of ^runjwicky in 1623 
by the Imperidifls^ and in 16^3 by the Hefftansy 
who reftorcd it to Frederick tVHHaniy Eledtor of 
Brandenburg^ after the Treaty of IVeftphalia. In 
1656 it was almoft wholly burnt by Lightning; 
and in 1679 it was put into the Hands of the 
French J as a Security, for a ftiort Time : Since 
when the new Fortifications feem to have bcco 
added. 

In our Way to Paderbom^ and within a German 
Mile of that City, we met with a mix'd Multitude, 
which put me in Mind of Butler"^ Defcription of 
a Rabble going to a Bear-baiting, in Hudibras: 

T^e numerous Rabble was drawn out 

Of fever al Countries round about y 

From Villages remote and Shires y 

Of Eaft and fVeftern Hemifpheres ; 

From foreign Parifhes and RegionSy 

Of different Manners y Speech y RtiigionSy Sec. 

For fo they feem'd to me to be, a confus'd pro- 
mifcuous Rabble of Men, Women and Children : 
But inftead of being headed by Hudibras^s Crow- 
deroy they were led by feveral Priefts, and inftead 
of Staves and Clubs, every one carried a lighted

Upon Enquiry, I found, by my Companion^ 
it was what our Saxon Anccftors caird 2i Bead-faring^ 
or going out to pray to fome noted Saint, or (hew 
their Reverence to fome Holy Relick. " The 
f ' Germans (continued my Friend) call it a JVald- 
** fahrungy or going into the Woods, becaule the 
«' Images or facrcd Relicks they vifit^ arc fre- 
** quently placed in Woods or Groves, in little 
** Chapels, which are feldom or never open'd, 
f ^ but for this Purpofe. The Inhabitants of whole 
" Villages, and evenTowns and Diftrifts, aflfemble, 
*« and go out together, on thefe Occafions, in their 
** Holiday-CIoaths, each carrying a lighted Taper, 
** of different Sizes, in proportion to their Cir- 
*« cumftances *, with their Priefts marching at 
" the Head of them. Thefe we fee before us, 
" whom I have formerly met hereabouts, at this 
** TinK of the Year, are the Inhabitants of a 
" litle Town near Paderborny caird Lippfpring ft 



♦ This, among innumerable others, is one of the Tricks of 
the PopiJ^ Priefb to gull the credulous Vulgar, and enrich them- 
felves with the Spoils of the Poor, not only by their Offerings, 
but by obliging them to pnrchafe confecratcd Tapers of them, 
at an extravagant Price ; and I myielf have heard the Priefls, 
in feveral Parts of Germany, denouncing their Curfes, from the 
Pulpit, on thofe who, out of Avarice, fhould not exert themfelves^ 
in buying the largeil Tapers they could afford.

** Multitudes of both Sexes, and all Ag^s, are gene- 
^^ rally two or three Days on thefe Proccffions, and 
frequently ly promifcuoufly in the Woods, qr 
at beft in Barns pr (Cottages, it is very camnrion 
^* for them, amidft the Fervency of their Devo- 
** tions, to contraft fuch Alliances, that thofc who 
*« go out as Maidens one Year, go out, the next> 
•* as Mothers, with Children at their Breads; of 
•* which it is fhrcwdly fufpeded, their fpiritual 
^' Fathers are often become temporal or natural 
** ones. 

A T our Entrance into this City of Paderborn^ 
we met a Proceflion of the Hoft, carrying pro- 
bably to fome fick Perfon -, upon which I was pre- 
paring to get out of the Chaife, and pay the feerriL- 
ine Devotion to it, which I had been formerly 
often obliged to do in other Parts of Germany : 
And had once, at Cologrij met with a very rough 
Salute, from the But-cnd of a Mufket, for not being 
ready enough in complying : But I was ftopp'd by 
my Companion, who told me, that in thefe Parts 
of Germany^ where the Proteflantf are fo inter- 
mixed with the Catholicsj the latter abated very 
much of their Superftition, in the Eye of the 
World, and it would be fufficient to ftand up 
uncovered. I was not a little glad of this Ad- 
monition ; not that I think there is fo much in 
kneeling on fuch an Occafion \ an ejaculativc 
Prayer, to the A l m i o h t y, can never be amife, 
and an humble Entreaty to prefer vc us, by his 

Grace, 
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Grace, from fuch blind Superfticion, at no Time 
more proper i but it happened to be in a filthy 
dirty Place, where kneeling would not have been 
very agreable. 

The City of Paderbom is the Capital of a Si- 
fhopric of that Name, under the Archbilhop of 
MentZy fituate near the River Lippe ; but has its 
Name from the Pader (a little River which has it 
Rife juft under the high Altar of its Cathedral) 
artd Born^ a Spring or Fountain. In the Time 
of CbarlemaigHy it was a large Village, and was 
commonly honoured with the Refidence of that 
Emperor, when he ^ifited this Part of ancient 
Sdxony. In the Year 777, that Prince held a ge* 
neral Convention of the Franks and Saxons at 
this Place, whither three Kings of the Saracens re- 
forted from Spain j and a great Number of Saxons and 
fFeJiphaliansy were baptized. About the fame Time, 
he built a Church there, and call'd it St. Salvator ; 
but it was afterwards deftroyed by the Saxons. In 
780, Cbarlemaign proposed to ere£t a Bifliop's See 
here ; but the Place not being then fortified, nor 
the Saxons totally fubducd, it was placed at the 
Fortrtk ot Herijielly five German Miles from Pader- 
bortiy where it remained 'till 795, when Wittekind^ 
the Great, Duke of the Saxons^ having been bap- 
tiz'd, and the Church being rebuilt, it was tranf- 
ferrM thither. Pope Leo III, coming himfelf to 
this Place in 799, confirmed this Bimopric, and 
confecrated the Altar in Honour to St. 5/^/?I&^»,whofe 
Relicks he had brought with him from Rome^ 
and depofited here. Emperor Otto II, is faid to 
have offer'd at this Altar a Crofs of Gold, of the 
Value of 6o,ooD Guilders * : But in 999 the 
Cathedral, together with the Library, Privileges,

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and indeed, the beft Part of the City, was def- 
ftroyed by Fire* However, the Year following,- 
Emperor Otto III, rcnewM the Privileges of this * 
City, which has given Occafion to fome Writers 
to call it yet a free Imperial City •, tho' without 
Grounds ; at leaft, at this Time^ it is not included 
in the Matricuta Imperii^ but is fubjeft to the Bi- 
Ihop of this Name. It was likewife formerly in 
the Hanfeatick League. In 1 002 , Emperor Henry ll, 
caufed his Emprefs Cunegunda to be crown'd in 
this City, MeinwercuSy the tenth Bifliop of Pa- 
derborn^ who liv'd in the Begining of the eleventh 
Century, firft furrounded ttois City with Walls^ 
Befides what 1 have already mentioned, this City 
has had the Misfortune, four feveral Times, to be 
iilmoft wholly deftroy'd by Fire, viz, in I058, in 
i^33» >" t^6^, and in 134c. In 1530, the In- 
habitants atten^pted to introduce the Lutheran Re- 
ligion, and procured the Afliftancc of three Luthe- 
ran Divines, biit in vain ; and feveral fufFer'd on 
that Account. In 1604, TheodoriCj the 44th Bifliop 
of Paderbern, with the Affiftance of John^ Earl of 
Eajt-Frifeland, obligM the Inhabitants to deliver 
the City into his Hands, by Agreement : But 
having inferted fome Articles, which had not 
been llipulated, when it came to be read, at the 
Town-houfe, the Burgher- mafter, Liberius IVi- 
chard tore it •, whereupon a Tumult immediately 
cnfued. The Inhabitants depended on the Af- 
fiftance of Landgrave Merice of Hejfe CaJfeU who, 
indeed, came with a fufficient Body of Troops, 
but too late. Earl John having been before-hand 
with him, and taken PofTefllon ; upon which the 
Ring. leaders of the oppofue Party being taken 
up, the Burghcr-mafter was quartered, feveral of 
his Adherents put to Death, and others fin*d j the 
City divefVed of all its Fnanchifes^ and the Form of 
Government altered. And, in 16 15, this fame Bi- 
fliop 
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fliop founded a Univerfity here. In 1622, Duke 
Cbriftian of Brunfwick, Bilhop of Hdherftadty pof- 
fcls*d himfclf of the beft Part of this Bifliopric, 
and made a confiderable Booty in this City, efpe- 
cially of the Gold and Silver Images of Saints, 
tmong which, that in Gold of St. LiboriitSy weigh'd 
eighty Pounds, all which he had the Grace to put 
into a new Form, by recommending them to the 
Care of the Matter of his Mint. In 1633, it 
was taken by Landgrave fVtUiatn of Hejfey but 
delivered up to the Emperor, in 1636. In 1646, it 
liirrender*d,on Difcretion, to the Swedes and Hejfians^ 
under the Command of the General Field-Mar- 
(hal, Charles Gufiaruus Wr angel ; but towards the 
Conclufion of the (ame Year, when the Heffians 
began to fortify it, they were drove out of it by 
Fronds William^ BiOiop of Ofnahrug ; after which 
enfued the treaty of fVeftpbdia. The prefent Bi- 
fhop is Prince Clement Augufius of Bavaria^ who, 
as I have faid above, was eledled in 17 19, and is 
a Prince of the Empire, as Bifliop of Paderborn. The 
Chapter confitts of twenty-four Canons,whofc Quali- 
fications confifl: in being paft the Age of twenty -one, 
havmg ftudied in fome Univcrfity o\ France or Italy ^ 
and proving their Nobility for fixteen Generations 
*• The Biihops have their Refidence at an ancient 
Palace, called Neuhaufz^ two German Miles from 
thence, built in 1590, -by Tbcodoric^ of Furjien- 
hrg ; which I was to fee, but found nothing there 
worthy of Remark. 

The City of Paderborn is now handfbmely buiit, 
and fome of the Churches magnificent. As you

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have yourfelf travcllM in Roman Catholic Countries, 
md are acquainted with the Manner of adofning 
their Ghurcncs, as well as their ridiculous Ceremo- 
nies, I (hall not detain yoa with a Relation of them j 
but, inftead thereof, give you an Account of a di- 
verting^ or rather fhoteking Sight, I met with in one 
of the Churches of this Place. . It b^ing, as I have 
feid before, Lent^ and my travelling Companion be- 
ing obliged to day here fome Days, my firft Thought,* 
after I came to our Lodgings, was how to get a 
Licenfc to eat meat. My Landlord carried me, 
for that End, to the Curate of his Parifh, who^ 
after fome Expoftulation with me, on the Ncceflity 
of it, on Account of my pretended ijl State of 
Heahh, told me, he would gratify m§ in it for a 
Week ; but that he was obliged to enjoin me a fmall 
Pcnnance for it, which, however, he would Jikcwjfe 
remit me, upon my buying, of a Print-feller who 
had his Stall in the Porch of his Churchy, fix Im- 
preflions or Prints of the Virgin Marfs^ Fpot^' the 
exadl Dimenfions of which he had obtained by a 
very great Miracle, and had caufed it tobeengrav*d 
at his own Charge. As the whole Expence was but 
a Guilder^ I readily complied, and had a Permifllon 
accordingly. But while I was purchafing thofc 
Prints, I oblcrv'd upon the Stall, among other fa- 
cred Trumpery, a Box containing a large Number 
of Heads, Legs, Arms, and, in ihort, of every 
Member of a human Body (not excepting the Pu^. 
denda of both Sexes) handfomely reprelemed ia, 
yellow and white Wax, the largelt not above the 
Length of a little Finger. As I was mightily 
pleas'd with the Beauty of thefe religious Nick- 
nacks, I was as curious to know the Virtue or Ufe 
^f them. My Landlord, who, I found, was out 
of Danger of dying a Martyr to his Religion, told 
me, if I would ftep into the Church he would Ihew 

. me 
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Pie. He thereupon led me to a hand fom Altar, on 
v/liich was an Image of the Virgin Mary^ adorn'd 
vitli thefe pretty Trinkets from Head to Foot \ 
and cold m^ *' this Image had tlie Virtue of heal- 
ing all Manner of Ailments in thofc who, with 
a fteady Faith, addrcfs*d themfelves to it for 
nine fucceffive Mornings •, and that, if at any 
*' Time it failed, the Fault was in the Patient's 
" Unbelief, but by no Means in the Phyfician. 
" Now (continued hej it is cuftomary for thofe 
'^ who receive any Favours from this miraculous 
*' Image, to buy the Reprefentation of the Limb, 
" in which the Complaint lay, and having N,B. 
*« firft caufed it td be.blefs'd and fprinkled with 
" Holy Water, by a Prieif, to offer it, in Grati- 
** tudc, or as a Memorial of the Bj^nefit, at* the 
" Altar from whence it came ; for which, as well 
*' as for confccrating of it, certain Fees or Dues 
'« are demanded.: And fo infatiable are thefe ho- 
** ly Mien of Gain, that they even appropriate to 
*' themfelves the Profits arifing from the. Sale of 
" this facred Frippery, allowing their Fadors only 
^^ ascertain Proportion of it *". I had the Curi* 
ofity to buy as much of this Commodity as^ be- 



* I have myfelf feen fomething of th^s Nature in the Cathe- 
dral of Mentz ; But whether there were any of thofe Parts 
Which our Authbt hints at in his Parenthefisy I cam ot fo pofitive- 
ly affirm: But this I have been allured, by Perfons of i onb- 
ted Credit ; that at a certain Nunnery within the Circle of />'^^?- 
fhaliuy there is a Well, of which it is affirni'd, that it has the 
Power, on only one Day in the Year, of curing all manner of 
Ailments, but niore particularly a certain fafhionable Difeafe, 
by Sympathy ; if the Reprefentatives of the Parts afFeded be 
imroerged, that Day, into this holy Well, by the Hands t)f one 
of the Nuns.

ROM Paderham^ my Companion (ent a* 
way his Book-keeper, theneareft Road to 
Leifzickj by the Way of C a feli which he 
told me, he could ride Poft in a Night or 
a Day ; I refolv'd, therefore, to accom- 
pany him thither, and return before the Time fix'd 
for our Departure. Accordingly, it being Moon- 
light, we departed in the Evening, that I might 
have the whole next D.iy to fpend in Cafel, and 
came back, the fame Way, the Night following^ 
Vv'e arrived at Cafel aboiT Eight the Aext Morn- 
ing, and, having refrefh'd ourfelves, at an Inn, 
fpent the Remainder of the Day in viewing the 
Place. 

Ca?ssl is the Refidente of the Landgraves of 
Heje-Cajfely which is not only the eldeft Line, but 
by lar the moft confiderable and powerful, of the^ 
HoLifc of Hejfe, and is diftingui(h*d by the Name 
of this City. Some pretend to derive the Nan>e 
of this Place from an ancient German Vto^\t^ cali'd 

Cafuarii i 
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Cafua^rii Others will have it, that it was the Ste- 
rfontium of Ptolemy ; but Cluverius and Bertius 
plainly (hew it was, among the ancient Germans^ 
caird Caftellum Cattorum. About the Year 1008, 
there were yet, in this Place, the Remains of an 
ancient Caftle, with only a Farm. ad joining to it: 
And about the Year 1 152, Henry Rafpo renewed the 
ancient Caftle, and began. to build a Town near it; 
on which Occafion, IVolffs-Anger^ then a Town near 
this Place, began by Degrees to decay, and being 
afterwards almoft wholly deftroy'd by Fire, is now 
t>ecome a Village : But Cajfel^ by the particular 
Favour of its Landgraves^ yearly encreas*d in Houfes 
and Riches. Philip the Magnanimousy firft en- 
compafs'd the Caftle, in 1523, and the City in 
1526, with Walls, and tho% upon his being made 
a Prifoner by the Emperor, they were demolifli'd 
by the Spaniards^ and the Cannon carried away^ 
^ey were rebuilt by him, after his Releafe, and 
ftrcngthened with Bulwarks, and other Fortifica* 
tions, by his Son tVUliarny which were greatly en- 
creas'd and complcated by the prefent Landgrave 
Charles *. The River Fulda divides this Ciiy into 
two Parts, the old and new Town, of which the 
former is not only the largeft, and by far the beft 
built, but contains 'the Palace of the Landgraves^ a 
magnificent: Building, fituate on the River, and 
fortified. The prefent Landgrave has likewife built 
another new Town, at his own Expence, all mo- 
dern brick Houfes, which, being chiefly inhabited 
by French Refugees^ who have likewife their Church 
here, is calFd the French Town. This City, and 
the Neighbourhood of it, afford more Curiofities 
than I had Time to vifit ; I therefore confin'd my

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felf chiefly to the Palace ; and other public Bail- 
din<rs/ What pleas'd me raoft in the Palace was 
a Volary ior Phcafants only, the moft beautiful 
Building of the Kind I ever favv, containing a vaft 
Number of thefc Birds, of the moft beautiful Kinds 
and Colours -, the Library is likewife magnificent, 
and very well worth feing, as are alio the Aftronomi- 
cal Obfervatory and the Anatomical Chamber, with 
fevcral Appartments adjoining, in which are a great 
Number of curious Mathematical, Optical, Mecha- 
nical, and other Inftruments and Rarities. The Ma- 
^ chine and Model-Houfes, in the latter of which are 
prcferv'd the Models of all the Palaces, and public 
Buildings, eredlcd by the Princes of this Houfe, 
gave me great Satisfaftion, nor were the Arfenal 
and Stables Icfs worthy my Obfervation : But Time 
would not allow me to take fuch Notice of thtle 
Thmgs as would have been neceffary in Order to 
give you a Defer iption of them. Let it therefore 
fuffice, that I found every Thing far exceed vsrhat 
could be expedled at the Court and Refidence of a 
Prince of the Rank of a Landgrave^ and whofc 
mountainous and barren Country, at Icaft that Part 
of it I faw, does not feem to promife a Revenue 
anfwerable to it i^. I regreted in nothing more 
the Want of Time, than that it deprived me of a 
Sight of the famous Water-works of Weijjenfiein^ 
a Pleafure-houfe belonging to the Landgrave^ at the 
Top of a high Hill, about half a German Mile 



•j- The Germans have a Saying, Hohe Berge uud fauerWein^ 
der ^euffel mochte in Heffenjeyn, (High Kills, and fourWine, the 
Devil may live in Heffen.) The Landgrave of Hejfe-Caffel is, 
however, the moft powerful Prince in Germany under the JDigDi- 
ty of an Eleflor^ which is probably in a great Meafure owing to 
liis Country (his Sabjedls being Proteftants) not being over-run by 
a worthlefs Crew of Pf iefls, whf breath Poverty and abjedl Sla- 
very, where-ever they are fuficr'd to rear their Heajs.

Being return'd from CaJJel to Paderhorn, and 
my Friend having finifli'd tiis Concerns there, we 
prepar*d not to let forward, but nuher almoft to 
turn buck again, to come to this Place : For, as 
I told you in my firft Letter, we were fo far from 
taking the readied Road from Air.Jlerdain to Bre- 
men^ that we crofs'd the Country backwards and 
forwards, from Place to Place, as his Bafinefs di- 
rcfted him. In our Way hirJier, we pafs'd thro' 
two pretty large Towns or Cities, Bielfeldt and Her- 
voden, remarkable only for having pretty ronfuie- 
rable Manufaftures of Linen. Bielfeldt is in the 
County of Ravensberg^ about fcven German Miles 
f oin Ofnahrug^ and was formerly one of the Hanfe- 
Towns : But it retains little of its ancient Gran- 
deur, except the ftrong Caftle oi Sparrenberg^ which 
is without the City, on a Hill. We came into 
the Neighbourhood oi Bielfeldt late at Night, when, 
on a fudden, we were furprized with a moft hideous 
Howl, which I could compare to nothing but that 
of Lions, Bears and Tigers, in the uninhabited 
Woods of Africa, \t was natural for me to afic, 
whether this. Country afibrded any of thofe vora- 
cious Animals -, but ipy Companion afluring me 
of the contrary, we were the more furpriz'd, 'till 
coming to- the Gate of the Town, we v/ere rold, it 
was nothing but a Parcel of roguidi Boys, who 
watched the Bleaches on the adjacent Hills, and up- 
on the Approach of Travellers, in the.Nighc-time, 
had accultom'd themfelves to this frightful Howl, 
which run like Wild-fire, from Hill to Hill. Her- 
V(hkrj, or Hervorden^ which is two German Miles 
from Bieifeldty five from Ofnabrug^ and the f^ime 
Diftance from Minden^ is likewife in the County of 
Ravensberg^ and fmce 1647, fubjedl to the King of 
Pruffia^ It is ?. pretty large Place, and divided

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into three Parts, call'd the Old Town, the Nevf 
Town, and RadewicK by the Rivers Elfay Aa^y 
and Werne. It is chiefly noted in Hifl:ory, for a 
famous Nunnery, the Abbefs of which is a Princefs 
of the Empire s and formerly held this, City in Sub- 
jeftion, 'till Ann^ Countefs of Lmhiirgy and Abbefe 
of this Nunnery, gave up the City to Williani 
Duke of JulierSy in the Year 1547. The Eltate 
belonging to it was formerly a County, and after- 
wards converted to the Ufe of a Monaftery oF 
Friars, in the Year 790 -, but how long jt has been 
a Nunnery is not recorded. As well the Abbefs, 
^s the Nuns, are now Lutheran^ and have confide- 
rabie Eftates in the Neighbourhood of this City, as 
likewife another Lutheroffi Nunnery, on a Hill, near 
the Tovyn, which was founded in the Year iioi, 
and is under the immediate Diredion of a Dcaco- 
ncfs, but otherwife fubjeft to the Abbefs of I^err 
voden. We fltaid only Part of a Day and ^ 
Night in Bielfeldt^ and only a Night in HervQdeny 
fo that if there had been any Thing worth my fc- 
ing, as I coujd not find there was, 1 Ihould havq 
wanted Time. 

QsNABRUG is the Capital of a Rifhopric of 
the fame Name, under the Archbifhop of CobgHy 
founded by Charlema\gnj in the Year 776, he ha- 
ying four Years before, ercfted a Church for the 
Converfion of the Saxons he had conquered, and de- 
dicated it to Sr. Peter^ and the holy Martyrs Crif^ 
fin and Crifpinian. It was formerly ImperiaU and 
one oi Hanfe ; but is now fubjeft to its own Bifhop. 
It is but eight German Miles from Munfier^ by 
which you will conceive what a Tour I have taken. 
$ome pretend this City was built by Julius Ccefar ; 
fc>ut others, with a greater Shew of Rcaibn, fay it was 
founded by Herman^ an Earl of Engar. Opinions 
differ as much with Regard to the Derivation of the 
Name, which Ibme will have to be froni the Haji 

or 
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^ Hofa^ on which it is fcated, and Burg a Caftle ; 
Others from OJfen or Ochfcn fOxen) and Brug or 
Brucke (a Bridge) from fome Bridge which was a 
common Paflfage for Cattle. This City formerly 
cnjoy*d great Privileges, which were beftow'd up- 
on it by different Emperors ; but loft them in the 
Begining of the i6th Century, when fcveral Mem- 
jbers of the Chapter, having opprcfs'd the Inhabi- 
tants, they raisM an Infurredion againft their 49th 
Bifliop, Erick II, of the Houfe of Brunfwicky who 
thereupon impos'd a great Fine upon them, which, 
however, was at length rcduc*d to 6,000 Guilders 
^f Gold *. In 1525, he reduced the City to the 
Obedience of the BiOiop's See, under which it has 
ever fince remained. After this the Citadel of Pe* 
Ifersburg^ adjoining to it, was added, for the Secu- 
rity of the Bifhops, and their ufual Rcfidence. £r- 
^ejius AuguftuSy Duke, and firft Eleftor of Brunf- 
wick'Lunebitrg , the 59th in the SuccefTion of their 
3i(hops, brought it entirely under their Yoke. Un- 
der Francis^ Earl of JValdeck^ their 50ch Bifhop, 
the Reformation firft took footing in this City, and 
the Lutheran Religion was publicly tolerated : 
And Henry III, Duke of Saxe-Lauenburg^ Arch- 
bilhop of Bremen^ and Bifhop of Paderborn^ the 2d 
in SuccefTion after him, himfeU embraced the Doc- 
trine of Luther. In 1634, Guftavus Gujtavfon^ na- 
tural Son of Guftavus Adolphus^ King of Sweden^ 
was made the 58th Bifhop, by the Intrigues of his 
Sifter, Queen Chriftina^ in Prejudice to Francis PFil- 
lianty Earl of PTartenberg^ his PredeccflTor, and, up- 
on his Refignation, at the Conclufion of the famous 
Treaty, at this Place, in 1648, his SuccefTor. By 
this Treaty, it was, among other Things, ftipu- 
lated, that, after the Deccafc of Francis JVilUam^ a

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Proteflant Bifliop, of the Houfe of Bruiifwhk' 
Luneburg^ fliould fucceed, and that, for the future, 
this See (hould devolve alternatively to a Roman- 
Catholic and a Proteftant SucceflTor ; but, that the 
Proteftant Bifhops fhould alwnys be ot t!ie illuftri- 
ous Houfe of Brunfwick-Luneburg. Accordingly, 
in 1662, he was fucceeded by Ernejlus-Auguftt^s^ 
Father of our moft gracious Sovereign, King George i 
at whofe Death, in 1698, the Choice fel! on Charles 
Jofeph Ignatius^ Duke oi Lor rain ^ and Bifliop of O/- 
mutZy afterwards Archbifliop and Eleftor of Triers. 
He enjoy'd this Dignity, *till the Year 17 15, when, 
upon his Deceafe, he was fucceeded by Erneftin 
Angujius II, Brother to his prefent Majefty of Great- 
Britain^ and Duke of York^ who is yet living -]-, 
a Prince of that Afflibility and Goodnefs, that a 
long Continuance of his Life is even wifli'd by the 
Roman Catholics themfelves. The Lutheran Reli- 
gion is not only tolerated, but thofe of that Pcr- 
I'uafion have likewife their Share of the Parifli Chur^ 
ches. They have alfo three Prebendaries in the 
Chapter, and an aftive Voice in the Choice of Dig- 
nitaries. To prevent all Diforder, it was provided 
by the Treaty above-mentioned, that when the Bi- 
fliop is a Proteftant, the Archbifliop of Cologn 
fliould exercife the Jus Metropoliiajtum over the 
Roman Catholic Subjeds of this See , but upon the 
Succeflion of a C^/M/V Bifliop, that Right entire- 
ly ceafes, with Refpeft tq the Proteftants : AH other 
Regalia and Prerogatives are polfefsM equally by 
ihe Bifliops of either Religion ; in which neither

one 
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one nor the other have the Power of making any 
'Alteration. Emperor Cbarlemaign having eftablifliM 
a School here, for cultivating the Lalin -and Greek 
Tongues, the Jefuits, in the Time of their 57th 
Bifliop, Francis William^ who v/as elcded in 1625, 
converted it to an Academy. 

As our Stay here was but two Nights and one 
Day, I had little Time more than to iiiform niyfelf 
of the above Circumftancc^s, and to finifli this 
Letter. The few Hours I had over, 1 Tp-nt ia 
taking a curfory View of the Churcb^cs, in which 
I found nothing very remarkable: I likevvlfc faw, 
at the Town-Houfe, the Rooms in which the 
Conferences for the famous Treaty of this Place 
were held, where they prefer ve the Figures of the 
fevcral Plenipotentiaries who affifted at it ; which, 
however, have little but their Names and Titles 
to recommend them, being mod of them done by 
very indifferent Hands. I ihall probably write you 
10 more, till I come to Bremen^ where I think 
to fpend fome Time, if I like the Place and the 
Converfation of its Inhabitants. But, however 
that may prove, this I am fure of, I (hall heartily 
regret the Lofs of yours, and that of our Friends 
at the — I am , ^^.

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E arrived, the ^urJiJay before Eajler^ 
at Minden, a fmall City, the Metropolis 
of a Principality of that Name, formerly 
a Bifhopric, under the Archbifhop of 
Cologfij once a free Imperial City, and one of the 
Hanfe^ but now fubjed to the King of Prujfta^ as 
Eleftor of Brandenburg, The greater Part of the 
Inhabitants are Proteftants, but the Cathedral, a 
large and (lately Edifice, is in the Pofleffion of the 
Roman Catholics^ as is likewife the Church of 
St. Jobny and that of St. Simeon^ with a large 
Convent of Friars adjoining to it. After having 
dined at our Lodgings, which was the beft Inn ia 
the Town, oppdfite to the Cathedral, the Bell 
ringing for Vefpers, Curipfity led me to fee the 
Infide of that and of the Churches of St. John and 
St. Simeon : In the latter, I found very tew attend- 
ing the Service, but the Monks of the Convent, 
whofe Duty it was to officiate, and of thofe but a 
fmall Number. While they were performing Di- 
vine Service, I took the Opportunity to view the 
Paintings and Carvings in the Side-lfles of the 
Church : But was fo intent on a Piece or two of 
Antiquity, that when I returned towards the 
Altar, 1 found Service at an End, and all the 
Doors of the Church lock'd. I was looking about 
for a Convenience to come at one of the Windows, 
in Order to be feen or heard in the Street, when 
I efpy'd a little Door, which leading to a conti- 
guous 
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guons Building, I rightly imagined muft be the 
Way to the Cloifter. After fomc knocking, a 
Perfon, in the Habit of the Order, opening the 
Door, I addrels'd myfelf to him in Latiriy not 
doubting but 1 muft be undcritood in that uni- 
yerfal l^anguage of the Learned r But I might 
as well have fpoken the Ruffian Tongue, for any 
Thing he knevi of the Matter : For, it feems, 
he was one ' of thofc Brethren of the Order, that 
are in almoft all ifcligious Houfes, who tho? gene- 
plly of the beft Families, and often bring large 
Eftates into the Community, for fome Deficiency 
of Education, or natural Parts, are, indeed, allowed 
tp wear the fiabit of the Order, but are otherwifc 
little better than menial Servants, and perform the 
moft fervile Offices of the Houfe. This Brother 
immediately ran in, and returned, in a few Mo^ 
rrients, with a Father, of a reverend Alpeft, and 
feeming great Age. I fpoke to him in the fame 
Language ; but whether by my Habit, or the 
Manner of my pronouncing the Latin Tongue, ii| 
which we differ widely from all the Moderns, he 
perceived I was of the Englijh Nation, and fur* 
prized me agreably by anlwcring me in my Mo- 
ther-Tongue, which he, at the fame Time, told 
me was his own. Jie invited me with great Civi- 
lity into the Cloifter, and hearing I had a Friend 
at the Inn, obliged me to fend for him, and fpend 
the Evening with him : And tho' it was Lent^ and 
the Vigil of Good-Friday y we were entertained with 
an elegant Supper, and a Glafs of excellent Old- 
Hock ; but the old Gentlemen would not partake 
of cither, tho* he fuffer'd two nmior Fathers, 
whom he had caird to bear us Company, while 
he once retired for about an Hour, to do as we did. 
At Supper, he gave me to underftand, that he 

was of the Family of the L rrC^ in Lancafhi'rCy 

that he had been fent very young into Flanders^ 

where 
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.where he had his Education, and after having been 
admited into Friars Orders, he had fptrnt the 
greateft Part of hi$ Life at Mentz^ Frankfort^ 
and other Places of that Part of Germany^ 'till he 
was appointed Sub- Prior of that Convent, about 
ten Years before : That he was 90 Years of Age, 
near 80 of which he had fpent on this Side the 
Ocean, and in all that Time had never been in 
England but once, in the laft Year of King James's 
Reign, when, upon the Encouragement given to 
the Roman Catholic Perfuafion, he obtained Leave of 
his Superior to vifit his Native Country. However, 
finding all his near Relations dead, and the Revo- 
lution foon after enfuing, he returned to Germany^ 
and had never fin.:e had tiie leaft Correfpondcnce 
with any one of this Kingdom : But that, as he 
had liv'd in continual Hopes, of the Reftoration 
of bis 'lawful Sovereign (the Pretender I fuppofe 
he meant) at the Mention of whofe Name, the 
Tears trickled down his Cheeks, he had endea- 
voured to retain the Englijh Tonsue, by conftanc 
Reading, and whatX^onverfaticn he could procure \ 
and indeed he fpake it more readily than could be 
cxpefted, tho* pretty much corrupted with the 
German Pronunciation and Idiom. I vifited the 
good old Father, thenext Day, to take my Leave, 
when having given me his Bleffing, adding his 
hearty Prayers that my Eyes might be opcnM, 
that I might fee my Errors, and return to the 
true Path, from which my Forefathers had devi- 
ated, he prefcnted me with a little wooden Crofs, 
v/ith a very fmall one inlaid, which he affured me 
was of the real Crofs, on which our Saviour was 
crucified, and parted from me with Tears. 

This City is fituate on the Wejer^ and was- 
known by this Name, in the Time of Chdrlemaigni 
in whofe Reign, Wittekind built a Cattle here, ac 
the Foot of the Bridge laid from this Place over 
the Wcfer^ of which Ibme Remains, with feveral 

other 
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ether Antiquities, are yet vlfible. In 1529, the 
Reformation took Place here,with great Vehemerce, 
infomuch, that the Chapter was obliged to retire, 
and leave the City. * This, however, brought upon 
the Inhabitants the Bann of the Empire, in 1538, 
and, as a Confequence thereof, they were obliged, at 
Lt-ngth,' to furrender to Charles V, in 1547. They 
were ever after in almoft continual Troubles and 
Revolutions, on the Score of Religion ; their 54th 
Bifhop, George Duke of Brtmfwick and Archbi- 
ftop of Bremen, who died in 1566, making open 
Profeffion of the Deftrine of Luther. During the 
30 Years War, on that Account, in Germany^ this 
City was taken, in 1626, by Count 3^illy, and in 
1634, by GeorgeDuke oi Lunchurg: In 1636, the 
Swedes undertook to proteft the Protejlant Inha- 
bitants againft the Perfecution of the Chapter, and 
on that Account kept Pofleflion of it, 'till 1650, 
when, purfuant to ihcTrtsitics of fVeJiphalia, it was 
delivered into the Hands of Frederick fVillianty Elec- 
tor of Brandenburg^ together with thew hole Princi- 
pality. They fliew you a Succeflion of 59 Bifliop.s, 
from Herimbertus, who died towards the Conclu- 
fion of the 8th, or Begining of the 9di Century i 
to Francis William^ their laft, who was difpof- 
fcfs'd, by the Swedes^ in 1629. 

MIN D EN is noted for a peculiar Sort of 
Beer, greatly eftcemed in other Parts of Germany: 
I cannot however fay, it had very nvjch my Ap- 
probation. It is a Sort of fmall pale Beer, fome^ 
thing like our Oat-Ale, not unplcafant in the 
Xafte 5 a Kind of dt^lce piccanle (between Sweet 
and Sour ; ) But what difgufted me was, that being, 
drawn and brought us in tranfparent Bottles, I fooa 
difcoverM a muddy Settlemer.t, above an Inch 
thick, at the Bottom. 

This City being a garrifonVl Place, is fadly 
peltcr'd with Soldiers, as all arc in the King of 

Pruffia^S' 
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Tru!fKi% Dominions. Their Pay is not fulJ Twfl>' 
Pence a Day (and a Pound of Bread); and with 
this mean Allowance, they arc obliged to keep 
themfclves cleanly and peat; you will, therefore, 
cafily conceive what a Life the poor Inhabitants 
lead anibng them. Every private Soldier expeds 
to be treated like a Gentfeman, and every Officer 
will imitate his Superiours, and ftretch his Power 
to the utnrrbft, to play the Tyrant. . The former 
inaft 6c wink'd at, becaufe th?ir Pay is fmall, 
and the latter be , allowed great Liberties, to make 
them, in fome' Meafure, amends, for having per- 
haps facrificed their Fortunes, in railing the Num- 
ber of Men, of a limited Height, enjoin'd thpm, 
in Order to entitle th^m to a Commiffion. They 
fcave moft of them' been taken, as Cadets, into the 
Army, while very young, before they have had 
any Education, or have feen any thing of the 
"World i fo that, in the moft, k is hard to fay 
whether Ignorance or Infolencc is moft predo- 
ihinant; and baiting a fittle of the Theory of their 
Profeffion (for very few of them have ever been 
in the Field) their Knowledge is not far fetch*d : 
And if with thfs, you deprive tfiem of" their two 
fevourite Topics, W— ^^ — ing and Dr— nking, you 
may as well talk Hebrew to them\ as dilcourfc 
on any other Subjeft. After this long Tour, my 
next will probably advife you of my Arrival at 
Bremen. I am, fc?^.

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Letter VI. 

S I R^ Bremen, 

E left Minden (which is but two Stage^f 
of five German J or twenty Englijh Miles, 
each from this Place) on Eajier-Evt^ 
and travelling all Night, arrived before 
one of the Gates of this City, the next Day, about 
two in the Afternoon ; but were obliged to wait 
near two Hours, it being cuftomary, in the Garri- 
fcn- Towns of Germany^ to keep their Gates fhut 
during the Time of Divine Service. 

We no fooner entered the City, than I was 
apprehenfive fome epidemical Difeafe had lately 
raged there, and thought the whole Town was 
in Mourning: For almoft all the Men we met 
were in long black Cloaks, many of them with 
monftrous large Bands, and all the Women in 
black Veils, and black Petticoats, which together 
fo entirely covered them, that no more of them 
appear'd to View, than of a Mute attending a 
Corpfe lying in State. My Companion, obferving 
my Surprize, freed me from it, by telling me it 
was the common Mode of the Place, and that 
the Burghers, of any Reputation, went thus drefs'd 
out of Decency, as they callM it, as the Women 
did for Modefty : And as it happened to be a great 
Feftival, foon after Evening Service, hardly any 
one appeared but in this decent Drefs. ^ 

After our Chaife had traversed a good Part 
of the City, we ftopp'd in a fmall Square, which^, 
by the Shambles, J found to be a Markct-Place ; 

and 
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and it proved to be the principal, or indeed the only 
one of the whole Place. On dn€ Side of this Square, 
i«.aa ancieBt Gotbia%a\\d\x\%^ which, upon Enquiry, 
1 found to b^ the Raht (or Council) Houfe, where 
the Senat aflemble, and where all jufticiary Mat- 
ters are tranfadled. The firft remarkable Thing 
which attrafted my Eye was a monftruous large 
Statue, of 18 or 20 Foot high, in Imperial Robes, 
which they call the Ghat Roland y being dcfign'd 
to reprefent an Emperor of that Name, who 
was famous as well for his enormous Stature, as 
his Strength and Valour ; and, if you will believe 
the Vulgar, Was of the Size you there fee him re- 

{)refented : But, it feems, this is a compon Statue, 
n many of the ancient Cities of Germany^ and 
tho* the Size of it has been generally proportioned 
to the Length of their Pockets, they tell you 
the fame Story every where : On the oppofue 
Side of the Square, is anotlier ancient Building^' 
where we alighted, and where I was told I was 
to lodge, This Building is call'd the Schuting/ 
and is a Sort of common Hall, where the feveral 
Colleges or AfTemblic^s of Burghers, and particu- 
larly the Altermanner (Elders) or College of Com- 
merce, hold their Meetings : But is, at the fame 
Time, a public Houfe of Entertainment. 

After having refrcfhed myfeli fbme Tirnc 
in my Chamber, ic being too foon to go to Refl, 
I enquired of my Landlord -, if there was not a 
Coffle-houfe in the Neighbourhood, where 1 might 
divert myfelf an Hour or two, with Company, 
and reading the News ? He anfwer'd me, with 
a feeming Surprize at the QuelEtion, that he him- 
felf kept a Coffee-Room, in that Houfe : Buc 
God torbid he fhoijld prophane the Sabbath fo 
far, as to open it on that Holy Day. However, 
he kind!y offered me whatever Liquor I pleas'd 
in my Cham.bcr, and, to beguile the tedious Time 

(my 
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(fTiy; Companion being gone to vifit a Friend) hi$ 
Company to partake of ir. I accepted of his Offer, 
and left it to him to chufc his Liquor : He told me, 
as I might probably be fatigued with my Journy, he 
thought a Glafs of 24 Groot Beer * would beft 
compofe me to Reft. 1 was refolved, tho* you 
know I am no great Admirer of Malt-Liquor, to 
humour my Hoft 5 and in a Moment, with an Ala- 
crity, beyond what I could have expqfted froln his 
demure Afpe6t, the Table was covcrM with Pipes^ 
Tobacco, a fpitting tot, and GlaffeSj and his 
Servant foon after brought up a large Bottle, con- 
taining at leaft two Quarts, oi the excellent Beer he; 
promised me^ My Landlord, who I fo>on found 
was a Man that abhor'd Ceremonies, fat down and 
(ilrd his Pipe, which to oblige him I did likewife, t 
found his Liquor very good of its Kind, but too 
heady to drink any Quantity of i However, my Hoft, 
Who was very loquacious in Praife of its Excellen- 
cies, after having emptied the Bottle, with a very 
little of my Afliftance, thought a ppam wpuld not 
be amife to correft, as he tcrm*d it, the Sournefe 
the Beer might otherwife leave upon the Stomach. 
In this i likewife humourM him, and had the Sa- 
ti&faftion, or rather Mortification, before we par- 
ted, to find, nocwithftanding his great Pretenfions 
to Sanftity, which made up the beft Part of hi^ 
Difcourfe, he could be as cordially drunk, on the' 
Lord's Day, as a Piper at a Country Wedding j 
tbo' he could not prevail upon his Confcience to open 
his CofFce-Room, and alloW of innocent Conver- 
&tion among Neighbours and Acquaintance, l^ft 
he fhould prophane that Holy-Day.

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What with the Fatigue of my Journy, and' 
the Liquor Ihad drunk the Night before, I fleps 
the next Morning, *till the Sun was approaching its 
Meridian ; and was firft awak*d by a tumultuous 
Noife, as of a mix'd Multitude, under my Cham- 
ber-window. Upon looking out, I found the 
Market fillM with a great Concourfe of People, 
and near my Window a round Edifice of Stone, of 
about 12 or 15 Foot diameter, and near 20 Foot 
high, in the Center of which was erefted a Poft 
ten or twelve Foot high, and frorti an Iron Ring, 
near the Top of ir, hung three large Birchen Rods. 
Upon Enquiry, I found, that a young Woman, who 
had been a Chambermaid in one of the principal 
Families of the Town, and having been too free in 
difpenfing her Favours to her Matter, was difco- 
vered, by the watchful Eyes of a jealous Miftrefs 
(who happened to be a Sifter of the Judge />r/? tem^ 
fore) and condemned to be feverely fuftigated, bran- 
ded, and then banifhed the Town ; which fevcre 
Punifhment fhe was juft going to lufTer. 

I T was not long, before a beautiful young Crea- 
ture;, of about 18, with her Hair hanging dilheverd 
over her Shoulders, and ftark naked to her Waift, 
with her two W rifts tied together, was led up a 
pair of Stairs in the Body of the Edifice, upon the 
Stage, by a Fellow more ugly, than the poor un^ 
happy Girl appeared agreable, tho* under the 
grcateft Diftrefs and Ignominy, which could befal a 
youthful Female J who, notwithftandingthe Crime 
fhe fufFef'd for, plainly fhew*d fhe was not aban- 
'don'd to Vice, and had a Modefty, which pointed 
out a true Senfe of her Guilt, apparently vifible in 
her Countenance, Being thus led to the Poft, 
her Ancles were locked, with two Iron*Rings, to 
the Foot of It, and the Rods being taken down, 
the Noofe of the fame Rope, on which they hung, 
being put over her Hands, round her Wrifts, 
her Arms were hoifted up to their utmoft Extent.

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In this Pofture, in which her naked Limbs were 
cxpos'd to the Eyes of the Populace, for feveral 
Minutes (which, by the by, is not fo very con^ 
fonant with their pretended Decency and Modcfty) 
the poor Wretch received near 20 Lafhes with 
each of the three Rods, from the Hands of the 
Hang-man, which were laid on with fo good a Will^ 
that her whole Back and Sides feemed to be one 
continued Piece of raw Flefh. This donCj. (he was 
branded with a red hot Iron, about the Circumfe- 
rence of a Crown- Piece, which, as I was inform'd> 
left the Mark of the City-Arms on her Back ; ac 
leail it took fo faft hold of her, chat a Smoke arofe 
upon the Applicatiorrit, Amidfi this Severity, it was 
' look'd upon as a Favour, that her Hair was fufFcr-^ 
ed to hang down her Back, which might perhaps 
take off the Edge of fome Blows from her Shoul- 
ders, The poor Wench fwooncd away under the 
Operation, and, when loofen*d from the Poft, fell 
into the Arms of that ugly Wretch who ulhcr'd her 
in, and now carried her down the Stairs (lie came 
up. She no (ooner came to herfclf, than they obli- 
ged her to huddle oti her Cloaths, and, in that 
mangled Condition, (he was led without one of the 
Gates of the Town, where having taken a folemn 
Oath never to return within the Territories of that 
Republic, (he was turn'd loofe upon the World, 
with a fix Groot-piece in her Pocket. What think 
you. Sir, of this feverc Punifhment, for a (ingle 
flip of frail Nature ? May not this, probably, be 
the Caufe of Jfuch an unfortunate Creature's run- 
ning headlong into Ruin and Deftruclion, both 
of Body and Soul ? whereas with a more mild, or 
lefs public Suffering, (he might have been re- 
claimed to Virtue, and become a ufcful Menabcr 
of human Society. I mufl: confefs, the whole Scene 
was extremely (hocking to me \ but one Qrcum- 
ftance more fo than all the Reft : I was fhewn^ at 

E 2 an 
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an adjartnt Window, an ancient Gentlewoman, o^ 
a forbiding Countenance, at whofe Suit, it feem^, 
the unhappy Creature who fufFer'd, had beeii pro- 
fecuted, and who fatiated her Swinge of Revenge^ 
with fuch an Air of SatisfaAion, as almolt promp- 
ted me to think the HUisband had not ufed her much 
worfe than Ihe defer ved. 

B u T to divert this melancholy Subjeft, 1 went 
down into the CofFce-room, where I was not much 
more edified. I found the Place pretty full of 
Company, chiefly Merchants and Lawyers: Seve- 
ral ot them, in a very civil Manner, endeavoured 
to oblige me with their Converfation ; but, t6 my 
great Surprize, tho*, in my laft Journy to Vi^nna^ 
and Rcfidence there, I had made myfelf a tolerable 
*M after of the High German Tongue, I could hardly 
comprehend any Thing that was faid to me. I had 
not been long enough in Holland to learn the Lan:- 
guage of that Country : However, fo much I had 
obfcrved of it, to be fenfible it was not that Tongiie 
neither. Upon Enquiry, I was informM it was the 
Dialeft of the Place, and of a very large Part of the 
lower Circles oi Germany y diftinguifhed by the Name 
of Low German or Lower Saxon^ which is neither 
Dutch nor High-German^ but, in Ibme Meafure, 
partakes of both, or rather is the Ground or Root 
of both V for, upon comparing it afterwards, with 
Junius' s Anglo-Saxon Go/pels and forrie other Ar^ld- 
Saxon Books, I had m my Trunk, I found it had 
retained more of that ancient Tongue, than either 
the Dutch or High German^^ had. The Coffee-room 
was not divided into Boxes, or by Tables, but being 
a fquare and not a very capacious Room, there was 
only one large oval Table in the Middle of it, and 
Seats all round it. ' In the Middle of the Table was 
a large CofFee-Pot, of leveral Quarts, ^with three 
Cocks, out of which, there being Difhes andrSugaf 
placed about it, every one helped himfelf : But I ob- 
fcrved, that hardly any one went out of the Room 

wichoujc 
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"w^hout calling for a Liquor, which being drank in 
pretiy large Glaffes, and of different Colours, 1 took 
to Se Gills of Wine, of fcveral Sorts : However, 
jmaking a Sign to the Waiter, to have a Glafs my fel^ 
r found it a diftil'd Water; an3 I was the more 
furprifed to find it drank in fuch large Glafles, as 
almoft every one fmoked at the fame Time : But 
C<infuetudo altera Natura *. 

DEI NO retired to my Chamber, I fcnt for my 
^Landlord, and defired him to procure me a Bible, 
and three or four other Books, on familiar Subjefb, 
in the Language of the Country ; But how was I 
aftoniflb'd, when he told me, that tho* Martin Lu- 
ther had tranflated the Bible, and caufed it to be 
printed in that Tongue, it was very rare to be found ; 
and that tho* they ftill retained the Language of 
their Forefathers, in common Dilcourfc, every 
one underftood High German^ and their Modern 
Books were all printed, their Sermons preach'd, 
and their Divine Service performed, nay even theif 
Letters written, in that Tongue. 

I am, as ever, 6ff. 

f What oar Author here obfenres h very juft. I never wai 
IfL any Place in my Life, where ftrong Waters are drank in fo 
large Quantities by People of Famion, and even by the 
Ladies, as here. I had once Occafion to pay an early Vific 
tcf'the prefiding Burgomafter, with whom 1 had fuppM the 
KightMore. His Magnificence (which is the Title given 
them) having probably, in ComplaifaAce to me, drank more 
Old Hock the Evening before than ufual« was not ftiring; 
but Madam w^ fo goo4 as to fiiypur me with her Company, in 
the mean Tiine« We were haidiy f^t down, before two Sal- 
vers were placed before us, one with Bifcuits and dried Fruits^ 
the other with two large Glafies, at leaft Gills, of a diftilPd 
Liqujrr.

|Y travelling Companion having told nic 
Ik fhould be oblig'd to leave me alone, 
and fpend the firft three or four Days of 
^ his being in Bremen ^ among his Corref- 

pondcntsi I refolvcd, having no Acquaintance^ to 
confine myfclf during that Time to my Lodgings,: 
But I foon met with an agreable Motive to alter my 
RefoJution. I dined at an Ordinary in the Houfe, 
nyherjs I was tolerably well entertained : But what was 
moft ac(:eptable to me was the Converfation of a gen- 
tleman, whom I had the good Fortune to be placed 
next to., who perceiving me to be an Englijhman 
direfted his pifcourfe to me in my M other- tongufc; 
which be poffefs'd to a tolerable Degree. 1 found, 
by theDifcourfe at Table, that his Name was K-ch^ 
that he was Major of the Artillery of that Repub- 
lic, and that he had formerly been employed as 
their Agent,' to tranfadt certain Affairs at the 
Court of Great 'Britain. After I have told you, 
that he pofTeflTes all the valuable Qqalities of ^ SqU 
dier, aGentletiua, and a Schol^) you will eafily con- 
ceive, how ba^y 1 thought my felf in the Acquifirion 
of fo agreable an Acquaintance, and began now not 
to regret ;|ie Abfence of my travelling Companion. 
Upp^ ipy complaining of the Badnefs, ot at Icaft

Company, with that agreable Freedom of Conve.rfa- 
tion they had been ufed to there, which mod of the 
Inhabitants of this Place were intirely Strangers to. 
To this he added, that they would be moft or all 
of them of the Lutheran Religion •, and, upon per- 
ceiving, I was furprized, he mentioned a Diftinc- 
tipn of Religion, as an Inducement to accept of 
his Propofal ; he told me, that the Religion of the 
State, and of much the greater Part of the Inhabi- 
tants, was Reformed or Calvinift -, and that the 
Lutherans not only enjoyed the free Exerctfe of 
their Religion, but were in Poffeffion of the Cathe- 
dral, and confifted of fome Thoufands of Families j 
that there was a gr^at Difference between the jL«- 
tberans and the Calvinifts, in their Manners and 
Behaviour, as well to others, as among themfelvesi 
that the former indulged themfelves in all innocent 
Freedoms and Diverfions -, but that the latter were 
fo horridly Priefl-ridden, and had, by Degrees, 
fiiffcr*d the Clergy to get fo much the Afcendant 
over them, arid their Families, that even thofe who 
had cravelPd, and knew better, were obliged to put 
on fuch an affefted, ftiff Rigidity of Behaviour, as 
made their Conversation very troublefome even to 
one another : And that the leaft Deviation from 
the Roles prefcrib'd them, by their fpiritual Guides, 
rendered them liable ta be cenfured and cxpofed 
from every Pulpit, of which he promifcd to give mc 
fome ludicrous Inftances, which may chance to be 
the Subjeft of another Letter, I hugg'd myfelf 
with the Thoughts of falling into fo good Hands, 
and began to lK)pe I fhould fpend the Time of nty 
Stay in Bremen more agreably thap I at firfl-ima- 
gined. 

E 4 The 
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The Major calld me at the appointed Hour, 
arid carried xnc to a large Cellar or Vault, oppofite 
to my Lodgings, under the Senat-houfe, whici^ 
is kept for the Benefit of the Public, The Dc- 
fccnt into this Vault or Cellar is by a large Pair of 
$toac-Stairs, broad enough for f^ve or lix Perfons 
to go down a-breaft, which leads into a fpaci- 
ous'lubterranean liall \ on the right Hand, is a 
Row of Box:es, and at the Ji^nd of theiigi fpme 
Rooms, for the Entertainnient of Company t Op- 
pofite to thefe Boxes are five monftrou^ large 
Cafls^, containing, if I have not forgot the Ac- 
count given me, con(iderably upwards of ioq 
Hogflicads each ; four of thefe Caiks afe always 
kept full of Wjne y but the fifth is left enipty, 
with a fmall low D(X)r or Entrance \n the Hcadi 
to f^tisfy the Curiofity of fuch as may be fond of 
creeping in, and faying they have been in the Qelly 
of mch a fiaccbanafian Monfter •, which I confeis 
I was not. The remaining Part of this and feve^ 
ral other contiguous Vaults, which have a Com- 
munication one with the other, were filj'd with Rbe- 
nijb Wine, of differtent Growths, and of various 
Ages, from one Year to 50, 60, or more, all in large 
Cafks, few or none of which were lefs than what 
they call a Stuck-FafSj or eight Awras, As thefe 
large Cafks are all Iron-bound, and fome of them 
cmbellifhM with very expenfivc Ornaments of 
^arved Work and Qilding, and befides, there ap- 
pearing to be a larger dead Stock of Wine, than 
the Yent they could have, could poffibly require, 
I had the Curiofity to a(k» what Benefit the 
public could reap by keeping fo; large a Stock* 
and in fuch large Cafks, which could bear 
any reafpnable Proportion to the Intereft (^ their 
Mony, and the great Expence they feepi'd to be 
at. To this I was anfwered, that the Value of 
Wine is always in ProportipQ to its 
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Age, and that fuppofing it to be of a good Growth 
and Year, there was nothing they could veil their 
Mony in would yield fo good an Intereft : An^ 
as for keeping their Wine in fo large Calks, they 
had this Advantage, that the larger the Quantity 
pf Wine is, which lies together in one Body, the? 
fetter it advances in that Quality which it gradually 
pbtains by Age ; inlbmuch that 50 Hoglheads of 
young Wine, put together in one Calk, would ap- 
pear to be oldei', at the End of five Years, thai} 
the like Quantity in (in^le Hogfheads, would dq 
at twice the Age; 

Havinp thus taken a curlbry View of thp 
prodigious Stock of Wine, we retired into the 
Club-room, where fix or eight Members were al- 
ready together, who foon after encreasM to 15, all 
Ferfons that had the Appearance of Men of Falhion 
and Fortune. We Ipent the firft Part of the Evening 
in general Convcrfation, on fevcral public Topics ; 
and oiir Dicourfe was chiefly in the EngHJb Torigue : 
But, about Nine o* Clock, 6ur Company went off by 
twOf three, and fouf, to feveral little Tables in the 
Room, fome to eat a Mouthful , and others to a 
Game of Picquet^ Whilk or Ombre, every one 
to his Inclination, leaving only nly Friend and one 
more with me, at the great Table. I took thi^ 
Opportunity to defire the Major to give me fomc 
Account of the State of Religion, and the Con- 
dudb of the Priefts in that City ; with which he 
feeming not very ready to comply, his Friend ex- 
cufed him, as being in the Service of the Public, 
and cautious of faying any Thing, which, if it 
went farther, might lay him liable to the impla- 
cable Malice ot the Clergy ; and therefore under- 
took the Tafk himfelf. 

"Our Religion (faid he) is what- we call in 
*^ Germany the Reformed, grounded upon the 
*^ DoArine and Principles ot Calvin, fomething 

" like 
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** like that of your Presbyterians in England^ or 
•^ rather more ftarch and formal \ a Sort of Com- 
*• pound, between that and ^akerifm -, confifting 
f' chiefly in an outward Shew of a more thai> 
** ordinary Sandity. Our Form, or rather no 
*^ Form of Wbrlhjp, confifts chiefly of extempore 
Prayers, bprdering very much upon Enthujiafmy 
** Pfalms or Hynfins, and long-winded Sermons, 
** which have little in them but Cant, Scandal and 
" perfonal Reflexion. Our Priefls (continues he) 
•^ are a Sdrt of glopmy Mortals, whole Light 
•' being what the fakers call an inward Light^^ 
*f they are all Darknefs without, ^nd perfedlly an- 
^f fwer the whimfical Charaftef given by the Au- 
" thor of the Talc of a Tuby under the Name of 
^* Jacf;, Wheti they appear in the Streets, they 
put on fuch a fanftified Vizard, as, by pver-aA- 
ing their Part, plainly fliews their Hypocrify, 
*^ thro* the Larve, They would not be feen to 
^« enter into a Coffee-houfc or Tavern, tho* they 
<^ could thereby merit that Place in Heaven, fp 
earnefl:ly defir'd of our Saviour by the two Sons 
of Zeb^dee. They fpend the greater Part of 
their Time (for Study their Religion requires 
but little) in charitable Vifits to comfort the 
♦^ good Women of their Parilhes, where their Con- 
** verlation generally begins like a ^akef^s Hold- 
ing-forth, with Hums and Haws, and interme- 
diate Paufes, which fometimes are introdudory 
to a Prayer : But to continue the Comparifon, 
** when they do break out into a Difcourfc, it gene- 
*' rally confifts of as much Wind, Noife and Nonr 
'^ fenfe as that of a ^aker^ when the Spirit begins 
♦' forcibly to operate, and the abfent are as little 
V^ fparM as at a Chriftening, or a Ladies Vifiting- 
*< day. Thcfe AflTemblies confift chiefly of Womeri; 
** and generally of fuch, who being cither ancient 
♦* Widows or Maidens, arc paft the Enjoynaenc 
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** of what we may call the gay Pleafures of Life 
thcmfelves, and are therefore the beft qualified^ 
witii.the Help of a good Share of Envy and ill 
Nature, which, by Degrees, they themfclves 
miftakc for Virtue, to join v/ith the Sons of 
" Levij to cenfure them in others* Men afe fcl- 
*' dbm allowed to partake of thefc holy Conver- 
*' fations ; or if they do romctimes admit a fandti-. 
" fied Brother, they take Care, by proper Prepara- 
*^ tions, tp make Him as arrant an ojd Woman as any 
in the Society, not excepting the Prieft himfclf. 
Not (added he) but there are forae few Occafional 
*^ Conformifts among them ; Men of Learning and 
*' Integrity, who are obliged to a Compliance with 
*^ the Cuftoms and Manners of the Place, and their 
*' Order, for a Livelihood : But much the greater 
*' Number are of the former Stamp.*' I fuppofe, 
,faid I, interrupting him, thefe great Pretenders, at 
Icaft, to Sanftity, are very careful to fupprefs thofe un- 
ruly Paffions of Human Nature, which are fo apt to 
rebel, by a fevere and rigid Abftinence. " Not fo 
'' (replied he) on the contrary, they are continually 
" pampered, like crammed Capons, by their credu- 
*' lous Devotees, with the mofl exquifitc Dainties, 
^^ and will make no Scruple, in their Company, 
^^ to tipple Canary and Sherry 'till they forget 
^' themfclves, and, laying afide the Malic, become 
*' a Contradiilion to their own Profeffion : For 
*' which the hofpitable Dame is fure to be feverely 
♦' reprimanded, at the next Meeting *." In thefe

* Our Author (or his Companion) gives us here a lively, 
and in general a juft Idea of fonie, perhaps the greater Num- 
ber, of the Cahinifls Priefts of this Place ; tho' he feenis 
to puih the Matter to the utnjoft : And I muft beg Leave to 
tell him, the Number of OccafionaJ Conformifts is greater than 
he fuppofes. I have known and conyers 'd with feveral of them 
piyfelf J Men of good Scnfe,Learning, and , except in this Point,

and the like Difcourfes, we pafs'd our Tim<, (itt 
our Company, by Degrees re-united, and theri 
^e fpent another Hour in innocent Mirth, *tiJl our 
Hoft thought fit to put us in Mind it was Time 
to depart, by telling us the Qock of Authority, 
in the 6er)at-hoiife, had ft ruck Twelve. We had 
drunk excellent Wine the whole Evening, ^nd, fol*. 
lowing the prude^it Method mentioned by the Qor 
yernor o\ the Feaft^ ^t the Marriage in C^na^^ ha- 
ving began with a young Rbenijh Wine of eighteen 
(jroot (or about ten Pence) the Bottle, we, by De- 
grees, advanced in Age and Price, *till we came to 
forty-eight Groot ; and yet had referved a better 
Sort to crown the Evening. It was now propofed to 
h^ve a Bottle or two out of the Rofv, a Vault fo 
called of fcleft old Wine, the Key of which is 
kppt by the prefiding Burgo-mafter, and pnjy a 
Number of JBottles left in the Hands' of the Pilal^ 
ter of the Cellar, to be fold at a Dollar (or about 
three Shillings fix Pence) the Bottle ; an extravagant 
Price in this Country: But it was richly worth it, 
and far exceeded any Thing I had ever drunk of 
the Kind, even on the Rhine itfelf. It was faid

Letter VIIL 

is I R9 Bremek. 

Y laft gave an Account how happy I was 
in the Acquaintance of a worthy Gentle- 
man, a Major in the Garifon of this City, 
and of the Appointment I had made to 
fpehd the next Day with hira, in takmg a View 
of what was worthy my Notice here. Accord. 
^g'y> he came to my Lodgings early in the Morn- 
ing, ind having prevailed upon him to breakfaft 
with me, I took that Opportunity to defire a brief 
Account from him, of the ancient and prcfcnt State 

of 
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of this City, which he readily gave me, in the fol- 
Jowing Words : 

" BREMEN (faid he) tho* now rcckonM 
*r the leaft confiderabic of the three renowned free 
•• Imperial Cities, in Lower Saxony^ Hamburgh 
«« Lubeek^ and Bremen^ is beyond all Difpute, 
«• the eldeft. Not to mention the Account of its 
•' being the Fabiramum of Ptolomyj built by 
•• Drufusy which is generally look*d upon to be 
•• fabulous, I believe I may venture to fay it was 
*^ a Place of fome Note, towards the latter End 
*^ of the fifth Century, when Pope Gregory I, f^nt 
♦' St.JuguJliny^ith other Monks,to5nV^f«, to con- 
♦* vert the Saxons to the CbriJiianFsikh, in theTirpe 
•• of Etbelbert^ King of Kent. This was the Plaice 
•* thofe holy Men chofe to embark in, to be tranf- 
•* ported to that IQand i it being noted for Ship- 
*' ping at that Time, which was above 200 Years 
before the Building of Hamburgh and more than 
^^ 500 Years before the Building of Lubeck. 

In the Year 788, Cbarlemaign made it a 
Bifliop's See, and appointed Si. fVilbadusy an 
Englijhmany to be the fir ft Bifhop : Tho* the 
hiplomay pretended to be granted by this Prince, 
*^ at the Caftlc of Nemesj now Spires ^ for the 
«' Eftabliftinient of this See, is, on Account of 
*' fbme Articles contained in it, generally believed 
to be fuppofititious. • In 848, St. Anfcharius^ 
Atchbifliop of Hamburgh which had been laid 
** warte, three Years before, by the Danes, was 
*^ fcnt to Bremen f by Emperor Lewis the Pious ; 
• ' where he was fourth Biftiop, and firft Archbi- 
Ihop, the Metropolitan See being transfcr'd thi- 
thcr, or, according to other Writers, incorpo- 
rated with this, by Pope Nicbolas, with the 
«' Confent of that Emperor. Several Privileges' 
** were afterwards granted it by fuccecding Em- 
*' pcrors, particulaj-ly by Henry V, JVilliam, 

<* Wencejlaus^ 
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«* JVenceJlauSy and Charles V, to exterminate Pirates^ 
«* and proteft Merchants trading on the fVefef 
*' from all Danger. And for the Encouragement 
*^ of the Trade of this Place, no Goods were al- 
** low'd to go down the Wefer^ and pafs this City^ 
«* without being firft landed here. The InhalM- 
** rants have, likewife, the .privilege of fifliing 
«* from the Bridge of Hoye^ four German Miles 
*' above Bremen^ down to the Sea, as likewife ia 
** the Rivers Hunie^ Ochtuin, Wwnrm and Leefentf 
" which flow into the H^efer. Among other 
** Filh, they catch great Quantities of Salmon and 
" Lampreys^ the former of which being dried and 
*' fmoaked, and the latter pickled, are in greac 
" Efteem throughout all Germany. Rudolph II, 
*' endowed them with the Privilege, that neither 
*« their Perfons nor Goods (hould be liable to Ar* 
" reft. Attachment, or other Impofition, through-^ 
*^ out the whole German Empire : And Charles V^ 
'« gave them the Right of Coinage. They pre- 
*« tend to a Right of Seffion and Vote in thp Diet 
of the Empire, ever fince Cbarlemaigny which 
was confirmed to them, notwithftanding the Op- 
** pofition of the' Archbilhop, by Emperor Fer- 
^' Snand l\l^ in 1641. But afterwards, upon the 
** Secularization of the Archbifliopric, in the 
•* Reign of Queen Chrijlinaof Sweden ^ new Dif- 
*• putes arofe thereupon, which came to a Rupture, 
** in 1654, on that, and other Accounts. Thele 
*' Differences were, indeed, compofed undtr Charles 
GuftavttSy in 1658 *, but broke out again under 
Charles XI, and lafted 'till, by the Treaty of 
Habenhaufen^ in 1666, among other G)nceffions, 
they were oblig'd to wave their Pretenfion of 
a Right to Seflion and Vote, in tlie Diet of the 
Empire, 'till 1700, which is yet difputed them. 
«^' A s to the ancient Form of Government, the 
^* Emperors had their Vogts (or Bailifft) here, *till 

*« the 
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*« the Reign of Otto I, when, by the Intcrcc%fi 
^* o( kvcwAiho^ Adddaguij the Adminiftration was 
** fufFer'd to devolve to Proconfuls and Confuls: 
•« But, about the Begining of the fourteenth Cep- 
•« tury , the Form ofGovernmeiit approaching, by - 
*« Degree^, too [near to that of an dligarcby^ the 
«^ Burghets accufed feveral of the principal ancient 
«« Farriilies of Malverfation ; obliged them to quit 
«^ the City, and condennitfd them to pefpctual 
•^ Exile. The Government by Proconfuls and 
«^ Confuls was hereupon refum'd, with this Dlf- 
« ference only, that they were limited to thirty- 
<« three, to be chofen by the four principal Wards, 
<* and, upon the Death of any one, the Vacancy 
*« to be lupplied by the Waixi the Deceafed be- 
•* long'd to. In this Form, with fome few Al- 
♦« terations, it has continued ever fince. fhe Se- ; 
«« nat is now compofed of iovir Burgo-mafter?, 
<^ and twenty-four Senators, confiding of four Di- 
«• vifions, according to the fotir Wards; The Se- . 
«« nat decides all Ciufes Ecclefiaftical, Criminal aiil 
*^ Civil, and fronfi them lies no Appeal:, except^ in 
«^ the latter, where the principal Sum litigated ex- 
*^ ceeds 600 Rheni/b Gold Guilders, or about 210/. 
<« when an Appeal tb the Imperial Chamber of . 
<^ ff^etzlar may take Place. They havt their own . 
^^ Statute-Laws, which were enaaed in 1281, but 
*^ hsive been fince annended*. They have a fmall 
*^ Jurifdiftion of about a German Mile round 



* It may not be amifs to add here, to our Author^s or bis' 
^Friend's Account, that the Archbiihops of Bremen had never 
-any Sovereignty over the City : Nor was it ever dependent on 
the Duchy o{ Bremen, which belonged to them. This Duchy, 
of which our Author gives fome Account below, was yielded 
10 the Swedes^ in 1648, after which they formed feveral Pre- 
tences on the City, and befieged it forty-fix Days, in 1666. 
But they raised the Siege,. at the Interpofition of the neigJbLboiu:- 
ng Prince, and the Treaty of Hahenbaufen enfued. 
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•* the Town, and ivt bordered on every Side 
*' with Territories now belonging to his Majefty 
** of Great Britain ; for which Reaibn^ they al- 
*' ways court^his Favour. The River Wefir^ 
*< which runs thro^ the Place, and divides the 
♦• Old City from the New, is not navigable for 
** SJbips of Burden farther than Pegefac^ two Ger^ 
*^ man Miles belo^ this Place, where all Ships 
*• which come out of thfe Sea, or are outward-bound, 
•* load and unload y nor docs this River ebb or flow 
ferther. We have a confiderable Trade to Eng-- 
land, efpecially with all Sorts of H^ejipbalian Li- 
^ nens, and fend feveral Ships, particularly to Lon^ 
•* im^ every Year : We fend Ships to trdme^ and 
f^ fometimes to Sfdn^ Portugal and Italy^ and alfo 
?• a good Number every Year to Greenland and^ 
Davifs Streigbts. We have likewiie a confidcr-^ 
able Inland Trade, particularly to the great 
**' Fairs and Marts in Gefnulny^ whither^ among 
!* other Goods, we fend large Quantities of Gal-- 
^^ licoes and Sugar, printed and refined here, ia 
^^ which, tiowever, tne Hambuirgbers out-do us* 
f < Our Beer is very much efteemM in many Parts of 
^' Germany^ and is therefore exported in large 
f* Quantities. Our Duties upon Exportation and 
^< Importation are very low» which is a great En* 
<( couragement to our Trade, and gives us an Ad* 
** vantage over the 2)tf/ri&, in thofe Provinces which 
^^ ly between us and them. In the famous Han^ 
^^ featkk League^ this City is honoured with the 
f* third Place. It is divided, as I faid before^ 
•^ into the Old and the New Town, the latter of 
f< which was began to be built in 1623. They 
*• are both pretty well fortified with high Walls 
^^ and a broad Ditch. The old Town has feve* 
^^ ral Towers upon the Walls, according to the 
*^ ancient Manner of Fortification \ but the Wallf 
^* of the new Town, which are more modern^ 
V have eight fijpc Bullwarks. I defer faying any 

V F I' Thing 
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<^ Thing of our public Buildings, till yoo fte 
*• them at the fame Time. 

Here my Friend finifli'd his Rdatbn, and, 
our Breakfaft being likewife at an End, we begai^ 
our Prqgrefe. 

The firft Place I went to lee Was a fpacibusr 
Room or Hall, in the Houle where I lodge, ofi 
the Length and almoft Breadth of the whole £di* 
fice, the Walls of which are handibmely adorned 
with finall Arms, it beiilg a fort of Armory for 
the Burghers. In this rail, the /fi^efmanner (w 
Council of Commerce) hold their Meetings, and 
public Entertainments upon extraordinary Occa^ 
ftoi^. At the Bottom of a Defcent of ^ree Steps^ 
by which you enter into the Hall, fiands the Figure 
ot a Warrior in compleat Armdr, whOy by Means^ 
of a Piece of Machinery under the Seqps, as foon 
as you tread upon them to defcend, lifts up the 
Bever of his Helmet, widi his Truncheon, and- 
flutes you. 

This Sutue put me in Mind of the Story of 
Roficrujius^s Sepulchre, as told in the Speifafbr^ inr 
which was a Statue of a M^y in Armor, iiting 
by a Table, and leaning on his left Arm« He 
held a Truncheon in his right Hand, and had » 
a Lamp burning before him ; at the firft Step, he 
ftood bolt upright, at the fecond, lifted v^ the 
Truncheon in his right Hand, and at the third, 
with a furious Blow, broke the Lamp in a Thoi>« 
iand Pieces. This^ they tell you, was defign'd to 
ihew Pofterity he poflefs'd the Art .of preparing a 
perpetual Lamp, and^ at the fame Tinie, to dft^ 
flroy it, . and thereby conceal that Myfiery ix6m 
others ; but the Defign of oih* modern Pioce of 
Machinery was not b deeply laid« 

From this Armory m Miniature, we went 
to the .^and Arfenal of the City, which is well 
ftored with all Manner vi AriiUery^ 6mU Annfl# 
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and othrf Utenfils of War, as well ancient as tno^ 
dern. This Arfenal, I found, is under the par- 
ticular Difpolition of the Major who accompanied 
me, and he hajs fHewn his Skill by the handfom 
Manner of raiding the feveral Sorts of Arms, &rj 
as well in the great Hall, wlicre the ArtUIcrjr is, as 
in a large Gallery, which encomrafles it, and cdn« 
tains the greater Part of the fmall Arms. 
. From this Gallery, there is a Paflage into the 
Gymnajiumy or Academy, where we faw the Li-i- 
brary, and the Anatomical Hdl, neither of which 
(Contain any Thing very remarkable. And here f 
muft give you an Inftance of thofe falfe FunSHlios of 
Honotir, of v^ich I had been frequently told, and 
had ibmetimes found, the Germans wc fo full. Upon 
being ihewn the Anatomy of a Man, I heedlefly 
happened to fay, that Figure was Proof againft the 
whole Art of War ; I immediately obferv'd the 
Major changpe Countenance, and fwell, and tha* 
good Manners got the betfer of his fuppos^'d injured 
Honour, I perceived it was fomc Time before he 
could' cahn the Tempeft raised in his -Mind, by 
the imagination of my having deiignedly caft a 
Slur upon his Profeflioii, or prefered that of Chi* 
rurgpry to it. From hence wc went to the Rabl^ 
baufx (or Senat houfe) which, as I laid ia my former^ 
is a large Ancient Srudure, built in 1405. The 
lower Part, or Hall, out of which are Doors to 
the feveral Courts of Juftice, and other Apart- 
ments, is filled with Shops for reuiling Prints^ 
Toys, Stationary and Haberdafiiery Wares, of 
feveral Sbrts; Thb Courts of Juftice, and other 
Apartments^ arc very plain, and hardiy decently 
ienou^ f urniil^d for the Dignity of the Offices they 
are ptit to. The Outlide of this Edifice is adorn*a 
With feveral Statues of i Emperors and Electors, 
as ISsewife thole of Plato^ drijlotk^ Cic^n^ and 
«cher Aociciicst 

F 2 At 
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A T one End of this Building, ieparated by a 
Street, is another public Edifice, the lower Part 
whereof being a Piazza^ in which are likewife 
Shops* 18 made Ufe of as an Exchange : But i» 
not fo frequented as thofe of London and Amfterdani. 
The Merchants refort thither only on Poft-days, 
and then not in fuch Numbers, but that you may 
walk with Eaie^ from one End to the other. From* 
the Exchange we went to the Cathedral, which is 
an ancient^ but lar^e and (lately Edifice^ I was 
here agreably furpnzed to meet with an old Ac- 
quaintance of yours and mine : I mean the Reve-^ 
rend Mr^ Crufius^ whom we formerly knew at 
London^ in the Family of Monf. ScbutZy the Han-- 
noveHan Minifter at our Court. He is now Super- 
intendant of the Lutheran Congregation in this 
City ; an Office little inferior to that of a Bifhop, 
or rather Dean of other Cathedrals } and of about 
1000 /. per Ann. Income, a large Revenue in thefe 
Parts. This Church, which is under the immediate 
Protcdion of his Majefty of Great- Britain^ as Bi« 
(hop of Bremen . and Verden^ enjoys great Privi- 
leges; and is very ancients The firft Chtirch, 
built by St. Wilhadus^ ftood 270 Years -, but, in 
the Time of Befelinus^ the fifteenth Bi&op of 
Bremen^ Ann^ 1042, It was burnt to the Ground, 
by the Wickednefs of his Son, Edo. The good 
Bilhop gave all he had in the World to repair 
the Damage^ and began to rebuild it % but he died 
the Year following^ His Succefibr Albert^ de- 
firoyed the Foundation he had laid, thinking it 
too fmall, and laid a larger } and that he might 
not want Scone, caufed the Walls of the City to 
be razed, and the Stones to be employed for that 
Uie : But going about the fame Time, to Rome^ 
the Work lay ftill twenty-four Years. And iho^ 
he afterwards refumed the Building of it ; he dk) not 
MVe to fee it fiaifhed s but left that to hia Succeflbr j 
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LiemaruSf the feventeenth Bifhop of Bremetiy about 
the Year 1090. Towards the Conclufion of the 
fourteenth Century, it likewife fuffcred very much 
by Fire : And the Tower or Steeple was not re- 
boik 'till 1446. It is now a ftarely large" Building, 
the only Church the Lutherans have, tho* they are fo 
nupierous in this City, that they r^kon near 20,000 
Cokimunicants. The Ecclefiaftical Jurifdiflion of 
this Metropolitan extended, for fome Centuries, 
over the three Kingdoms of Denmark^ Norway 
and Sweden -, but they exempted ihemfelvcs from 
it towards the Conclufion of the eleventh Century ; 
when, at the defirc of Eficus, King of Denmark, 
the Pope ere£l:ed an Archbifhoprlc'at Lunden, in 
Scattia, and made all the Bilhoprics of thofe three 
Kingdoms Suffragans to that Metropolitan:' From 
which Time we find no Mention of any Archbi- 
fhop of Hamburg, hat only oi Bremen. The City 
6f ■ Bremen embraced the DoiSrine of Luther in 
y52Z. 'Btit the Archbifhops did not ackiiowtedge 
yie ^«/(t/?fl«e Cohfeflion 'till 1585.

iCoNCLODBD my laft with a fcricf Hif: 
torical Account of the Cathedral of 
Bremen : But } mqft not omit mention- 
ing aThingwhich is (hewn, to Strangers, 
as a parity, tho*, in Reality, there is 
little in it. They preferve, in a Vault under thi^ 
Church, five w fix Cwps, which, the* rticy were 
depofited there fifty or more Years ago, without 
being embalmed, or the Elnt^ails taken out, are yet 
intire and uncorrupted. The Skin of thefe Bodies ii 
hard, and, like a Parchment, fomcwhat IhrireI'd. 
I had the Curiofity to lift one of them up by the 
Head, and" found it fo light, (hat I did not con- 
ceive the whole Body could weigh more thiii ten 
or fifteen Pounds. One of thefe Corps, they tell 
you, is of an Englijb Countels, who, having led 
adtlTolute Life, had the foul Difeafe, to vxh a 
Degree, that Ihe was deem'd incurable, and was, 
therefore. Tent to this Place, to end her Life pri- 
vately, without bringing a Blen;iiil; upon her Fa- 
mily. That the Perfon died of this Difeafe, is 
not improbable i Becaufe, tho* the" Reft of her 
Face is mtire, a good P«t of her Nofc is want- 
ing ': But if fhe really was of our Nation, we may 
fui^ole her to have been a Countefs of the Hun- 
dreds of Drury. 

But to give fome AccOtmt of this Matter i the 

Vault in which thefe Corps are Ihewn, had not been 

opeo'dy in thirty or more Years afur tlie laft wasde- 

poftted > 
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pofited^ 'till fome Years fince, on Occafion of puting 
vp a new Organ, this Place was thought proper for 
the Artificer to caft and fodder his Pipes in, as 
containing fo few Bodies, which, it was fuppos'd, 
were now fit for the Charnel-Houfe. Upon open- 
ing the Vault, and finding the Coffins entire, they 
were only put together in a Corner. After fome 
Time, one of the Workmen, being left alone, 
ekher out of Curiofity, or m Expeftation of find- 
ing Ibme Booty, loofcrfd the Lid of one of the Cof- 
fins, and finding the Corps, in the Manner I have de* 
£:ribed, divulged it to his Companions, and upon the 
Matter being made public, the Reft of the Cof- 
fins ^ere open'd^ and the Bodies contained in them 
found to be in the fame Condition. This, in the 
ignorant Times of the Monks, would have been 
decm'd a Miracle of the firft Degree, which would 
liave brought a Treafure to the Church -, and the 
Feribns, whofe Corps had been fo wonderfully pre- 
^vcd, would certainly have been canoniz'd, what-^ 
-ever Circumftances of Life, they might have pafsM 
fhro% But in thefe happier Days, in which th$ 
Tyranny of Prieft-craft is» in a great Meafure, 
abolifh'd^ and every Man is atlow'd to think for 
himlelf, «9e may account for it without the Expence 
of |L Miracle- This Vault, being under one Corner 
€i the Church, has two Openings to the Church- 
yard, with Iron Grates, thro* which the Air con- 
tintially pallihg, it may reafonably be fuppofed to 
have gradually dried up the Moifture of thefe 
Bodies, without fuffering them to come to Putrc^^ 

•f aft ion. 

TjHE other Churches of this. City have nothing 
in them worthy our Notice. They are large, but 
very plain ; with few or no Ornaments. 

It drawing now towards Noon, and the Major 
having engaged me to dine with him, wc went 
irom the Cathedral to bis H^ufe^ where I met 

F 4 with 
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with a very friendly and handfom Entertaiomtn^ 
in the Company of three or four of his Acquain-^ 
tance, whom he had invited to make it the mor^ 
acceptable to me. After Dinner, being difpos'd 
to take a Walk, we order*cl our Coach to wait for 
lis at the Gaft'Hoff^ or public Hofpital, for the 
Poor, the Sick, the Lame or Dc5frebid, of botK 
Sexes, and we went thither on the Oity^Wail or 
Ramparts, pleafantly planfcd with Rows of Trees', 
and a PaflTage as well for Coaches, aS Perfbns on 
Foot, from which you have an agreable View erf" 
the River, and the adjacent Country, ' ^ 

Thb Hofpital, I juft mentioned, is maintained 
partly at the Public Kxpence, iuid partly by cha* 
ritable Contributions. At the Entrance^ there is 
an Iron Qiefl:, with a Memento over iV, into which 
it is expedted, that every one who comes to fee the 
Houfe (hould put a Piece of Mony, arid the Per- 
fon who condudls you generally' begins, to fHi a 
good Example. I Ihall not detain yotiwuh i 
Defcription of this Building,^ which is large, and 
deceritly handfom ; tho* there feems, in the e-^ 
refling of Jf,' t& have been* morie' a View to Ufc- 
fulnef? and Conveniehcy than Magnificenfce ; which 
I cannot but think much mor^ coAimehdable and

confifteht^' than the throwing away im'menfe Sums, 
to eredt ' Palaces inftcad of Hbfpitals, which fii-' 
perfluous Sunls, if rightly applied, might make 
a Fund foir the perpetual Maintenance of double, 
or perhaps trJEiblq, the Number of poor Wretches, 
who would willingly, and by much more properly, 
Ihhabit Barracks, 6r little Tenements^ than fucK 
fuperb Edifices. - . • ^ 

The Order and Oeconomy pf this Houfe, as 
far as I could get an Inflght ihlo tt^ is ' ^s commen- 
dable as the Edifice itfelf. A frugal Plenty of all 
Things necefiary ieems to reign in every Part of 
it; and an exact Order^ even in the moft trivial 

^ Thiftgs, 
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7hing$, is nicely obferved. As there are of boUi 
Sexes in this Hofpital, chey have diflferent Quartern 
aflignfd them : The Wards or Rooms, in which 
they ly, are on one Side' of long Galleries, oppo* 
fice to which are Windows, to let in the frefh Air« 
In mod of 'the Wards are two or more Beds, and 
they genftaBv lay two Peribns in a Bed. The Bedr^ 
^ing IS cleanly and deoHit/ arid the Wards are fur* 
hiih'd iHritb feveral comforf^ble as well as neceflary 
ll^cnvenienc^. The Kitchen, as well as the Uten- 
his of It, arid Servants attending it, appear with 
a Neatnefs not vdry common in Tudh Places ; and 
^be Provlfiods are whDr€;^me' and^ good, fujlicient 
but not fape'rflubus\ I could find Fault wuh no^ 
thing but th6 Bread", which I thought had too 
much the Hew of Weftpbdian Pompemtckel ; But 
I was told it was fuch as was eaten by the moft 
reputable Burghers, for their common Table- 
bfei^ ; Wheaten or White Bread fcldom or never 
appearing in their Houles, except for the Enter- 
fainmdbr 6f Strangers, and oh high Days aind 
JHolidaysj 'on' whidh Occaiioris it is eftcemed as 
great a Dainty as Plum6*cake with us. They like- 
wife tell you, that thi^Bread i$ mu6h more nouriihing 
&id whoklbm, ' than Wheafen, or even a Bner Sort 
6f Ry^-Brtad^ But \o return to our Hofpita) : 
They ha^e a ver^ handfom Chappel, in which 
Divine Service is reeularly performed ; and as 
there are always a wumbo' of poor Wretches^ 
either bedriddcji, or otherwife not in a Capacity 
to comt to Chappel, fuch as thole a^e all put into 
One large Room, where tliey likewife enjoy thac 
Benefit. '^ ' ^ • » ........ 

*' AiijoiKiNC to this Hofpital, or rather a Part 
of the*fanie-Edific6,"iS a Spinn-haufz (or Hpufc 
of Corrcdlion) riot Only for fuch Criminals as are, 
by Law, dedti'd worthy of Corporal Punifhment, 
but for fuch diforderly Perfons againft whom there 
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is no Law, but what is diicretionary jn the Judge | 
Tuch as bad Wives or Hufbands, unruly or difo- 
i)cdient Childrfen, Spendthrifts, and the like: Thcfc 
arc generally lock'd up in private Roo^s, and ar^ 
^aintairfd there, for 'as lonjg a 'Time as is thought 
'lieceflary, atlhe Expence of thcjr Jf riendfs. There 
are, at this Time, pr |i4ve been very lately (for 
fuch Prifoners are notf ike^n to any body^ nor 19 
it eafy t6 know yhen or hdW they arb'^difcharg^d) 
iander .ConfinefnGtit in this IJoufe^ a Gentleman ol* 
^Diftinfltioh, who having kUlM % fcrfpn iriadycr- 
tentlyi "is fliut up here for Lifc^ at the Pefife of 
a Princt in the Neighbourhood/ whofe Subjedt he 
is; the Plea of Ch^rtce-Mckily,, not being adiSitifed 
|n this Country : A younger Brother of Mr. N—'r^ 
CovA-norof the Prince oifFy—^i^ who is confin^M 
for having been fop lavllhof liis Fortune; and the 

iclder Brother of Monff. w» P », a Qentlemati 

of fortune at tiie Court of H ■ ■ , who having 
^en difinherited l^y his Father, for the fame Ac- 
count, and being 'withal under a Sufpicion of Lu^ 
pacy, is in a fair Way to fpend the Remainder of 
his Days here. There is, bcfidej' tnefe, one Qb- 
|e£t of Compaflion; in this Houfe, at prefept^ wno 
is expofed to the y iew of Winery one j I mean 4 
young and beautiful Daughter of Colonel JV-— ^i 
who having taken a fklfe Steb, which brought her 
into a Condition (he could not \Ad% is^ by the 
unrelenting Cruelty of her Father, ri vetted to the 
Spinning- Wheel, in the' public ^o6m, amidft 
common Proftitutes^ Thieves and V agabbnds, nor 
have all the Interceijipns of Friends; Relations and 
even Superiors, been able, in two Years' Time, to 
jreverfe the Sentence, which has iix*d her unhappy 
Fate for Life. I had fome Talk with her, but 
would not put her to the Blufl); by feeming t6 
know the Cjrcumjftances of her Family ^ and to 
the indifTerent Queltions I alk'd^ ihe gave iuch 

Anfwcrsi 
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^nfwers, as made me pity her Condition, aaA 
tbtnk Ak had fuffident^ atrai^d for her Crime. 
'The Dtfeiplii^e which is kcpd in this public 
PrSfon is very ftrtftj for ;ho' it contains too-tM- 
iaore profligate Perfons, not an indtcent Word is 
heard to come otit of thei* Mouths -, on the con- 
trary, their Talk -mailer, who walks about the 
Room, with3>Rbd bf Corrcdion in his Hand, is 
almoft ctmtinually filling of Pf&Inu and Hymns; 
in which they are obJigca to accommny him. la 
this Houfe, are Itkewife pnratc ^artments for 
Lunatics, but thry art kikM up from the Eyes 
if tTie World j nor b the Di%race of human Kind 
hiade a public Spefhde, ifbr <ihe Sake of a fniatt 
£ncrcafe of the Revenue of the Houfe. 
-' H A r I If o thus fpent the "htfk Pare of the 
Aft(!rftoGn,'and Night drawing on, we rctum'J 
in otir Coach, thrb' the City, (o the Rahfs Kfiler 
for Public Cellar) where I pafe'd the Ercnir^ in the 
feme agreable Company I bad enjoyed two Nighds 
before. One of the Socic^, who is a fonfiderablc 
Merchant, and a Member of the College or Coun^ 
cil olf ^iermdmiert inviied me to dine with him, 
the next Day* at 'his Houfe, in the New Town ; 
and, on this Occafion, -defir*d the Company of the 
whole Society. My Entertainment there, with a 
Charader or the eompany, and their Behavior, 
jpiafl be the Subj'^ft of n^ next, *iiH when, i^f~ ' 
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"' H E Gentleman, who, as I told you 
in my laft, had invited m6 to dine with 
him, fent his Coach to fetch the Majof 
and me, accor(^ing to Appointracntt 
at my Ijadgings/ Inx)ur "Way tp the ISfeW Town» 
which as I (aid ^>cfore, is feparated f^om the Old 
Cityv by the Rivdr frefei\ we pals'd over a Bridcze 
4rfR)aJ; Vhich is thi only Communication bt 
'tween the two. At that End towards the Old Town, 
is a lar^e and h^p^m Mill, belonging, if I mif- 
take not,^ to the Public, and there are feveral othee 
fmall ones on the River near it* ,T&e New TTowi^ 
which cdnfitls chiefly of Gardens,' withToiall Plea^^ 
lure-houf^, belonging to the principal Merchants^ 
and other j[nbal>funts (^ tke old City» Kas lai^er, 
and much more regular Streets than that, and they 
are moft of them planted with Rows of limes tat 
Wild Chefniits, which make it, taken all together, 
a very agreable Place. ' Titt ]tnh^b&:antB wlio dwell 
conftantly there ar^ moftly of thb meaner Soit ; 
there are, however, fome handfom ftately Houfea; 
which are inhabited Winter and 3ummer, and o^ 
thefe none more fo, than that' to i^hich I was in- 
vited. It is a iilbdern Qrick-Buildl^g (a Thing 
not very common l^rcy 00, |Jic Rivdr Side : But 
what makes it tfie more agtieable^ls^hat it is well 
furnifhM in the Infide', and does not conlift, as j^ 
Very common here, of a meer Outfide-Shew, witK 

re whitc-waftiM Walls within, and the Furniture 
only 
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only a Table and Looking-glaisj with Chairs of 
feveral Sorts : The whole Hpufe, or as far as I faW 
of ic» is genteely furnifh'd, and our Entertainmcnc 
was as handfom, but egregioufly fuperfiuous. 
When the firft Courfe, which confifted of feveral 
Difhes and AJJietteSy was fet on the Table, I con- 
cluded, by the Variety of it, that, with a Defert, 
was to be all ; and accordingly I nnade my Dinner, 
as ufual, with a Difh or two I lik'd ; but how 
was I furprized, a^ well as mortified, to find the 
Table continuaHy fupplied with fre(h Diflies, for 
near four Hours together. The good Dame of the 
Hoafe, who was by no Means fo agreable Conver- 
iation as her Hufband, but ceremonious even to 
Impertinence, was every Moment fending me Ben- 
jamff% Portions of various Difhes, and feem'd to ex- 
preis an Uneafinels, that (he w*d fhe thought me guil- 
ty of ill Manners, if I did not, at leaft, take Pare 
of every Plate that came from her Hands. This 
Manner of gorging their Guefts, with a Superfluity 
of Dilhes, and prefling them to eat of every one, 
is, it feems, the Cuftom of the Country, at all Feafts, 
and efpecially for the Entertainment of Strangers ; 
and that even in Families, who cannot fo well afford 
it, tho* they fhould not have a good Meal in fomc 
Weeks after. Our Hofl was as free with his Wine, 
as his Lady with her Eatables, but not quite fo 
knportunate: However, their ceremonious Man- 
ner of drinking, draws a Man infenfibly, and al- 
CDoft unavoidably, into taking a large Quantity 
of Liquor. As I was looked upon to be the prin- 
cipal (jueft, the firft Glafs was a Bumper drank 
to me, by our Hoft, to bid me welcome, which 
I could not but pledge in the fame Manner. I 
expeAed to fee the fame Ceremony to every one 
0f the Guefk, and began to pity my hofpitable 
Friend ; but found he, foon after, welcomed dl the 
Reft in one Glais^ md they having all their GbfTes 

fill'd

jill'd, pWdg'd him at one and the lame Tone. The. 
third Glafs was by Madam, to my Health, which; 
was followed, immediately after^ by a fourth, to 
the HealtK of the whole Company, which was 
in fhe, and a G)uple of Ladies mpre at the Table; 
^rank* Our Landlord < then propoied the Health 
bf his Right Fland Map, h^t wa^ put in Mind^ 
^hat a Health to. the Ladies was firft recjuired, and 
this, being back'd by the whole Company, was 
complied, with,* and each oiC.them remembered 
Singly. This done, the Health of every one at 
Table went rognd, and wei*^ drank by th(^ wh<^ 
C^ompany together, except the Perfon wbofe HeakK 
was in Turn, who, with great Ceremony, returned 
Thanks, afterwards, to the whole Company. Tfam 
every one drank above twenty large Wine^glafl^,^ 
lulLto the Brim, of did Hoc^y duruig the Time 
of t)innerj 

TliE Table being clear'd, and the Ladies re^ 
tir*d, our Hoft, in Con()plaifance to me, begati 
the King of Great Brit<iM% Health, in a Crot#Q«^ 
Glafs (as they call it) or a Olafi with a Cover^* 
holding near a Pint, which went round, every 
Man delivering the Cover of his Glafs to bis next 
Neighbour, as a Token that he was t<b pledge himj 
Several other public Healths, relating toGreaiBri^ 
tain, went round in the fame Manner, which obliged 
me to return the Civility, by propofing the Empe- 
ror, the Senat, and ieveral other Healths, which 
more immediately regarded them. Our Hoft was, 
Adeed, fo Complaifant to tell me, h^ had thatValue 
ibr the EfigUJh Freedom of Converfation, that \ 
was entirely at my Liberty. However, as I had 
before tried both their Strength and my own, and 
found 1 was a Match for any of them % suid, be« 
fides, believed it would be the only ceremonious 
Entertainment I (houkl be prefent at, I refolv'd to 
lee them out* By this Time, you nfay imagine, 

a good 
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a good Part of the Company were ibmething more^ 
than merry, and were in a fair Way to be cut off 
from the Society, had not a Reprieve, in Form of 
an Invitation from Madam, to drink a Difh of 
Tea or Coffee^ in her Apartment, come timely to' 
their Relief. ^ 

We all immediately adjourned thither, and found 
our Hofteis had been fo Complaifant to invite a 
good Number of her Female Acquaintance, to 
make a mix'd Aflembly. The Room, which was 
pretty fpacious, was handfomly illuminated, and 
in the Middle of it was placed a large Table, co« 
ter'd in a beautiful Manner, with all Sorts of wee 
and dry Sweet-Meats, Oranges, and dried Fruits^. 
The Tea and Co&e was prepared at a large {quare 
iTable, in one of the lower Corners of the Roon?, 
where three Servant-Maids, in decent and becom-^ 
ing Habits, flood ready to ferve the Company, 
Ifhe firft Ceremony, which confifted of taking 
each of the Ladies by the Hand, inflead of flut- 
ing them, beiqg over, every one fat down, as 
Inclination or Chance led them, empty Chairs ha- 
ving been, as I imamnM defignedly, left between 
the Ladies for that Purpofe^ And now began the 
mpft diverting Scene I had been prefent at, fince 
my Arrival in this Country. The Gentlemen be- 
ing moil of them pretty warm, and of Courfe 
amorous, began to make their AddrelTes, each 
to the Lady neareft to him : but it was on their 
Side in a forced and afiedted Strain of Courtfiiip, 
an odd Compofition, between innocent Freedom, 
and bridled AiTuraace, and was received, on the 
other Side, with a iby Refervednefs, and, at the 
iame Time, forward Coaipliance, a Motly of 
San&ity and Libertinifm, like thofe Dames whim* 
fically defcribed by HuMras^ 

Who, mth (me Hmd^ tbruft fFoerfrM^p 
4fi4vntb $be otiwpttll bim bom} all 
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a^I which together, made the Cbnveriktion a per« 
k&. Coipedy. Amid(l thjs Diverfion, I had, how^ 
ever, the Mprtification to find,^ I was gaz'd upofi 
as the only Fool in the Cpnipany,' for being a 
Sftranger not ohiy to the oeremonibus Part of their^ 
Converfation, but, . in a great Meafure,"^ to their 
I^ianguage. I imagine X behaved HKe a Country- 
Knight, among a Pajrcef of Ooflips at a Chriften- 
ing, or a young Squire, |uft rernavejd by his Mam^ 
ifia, frcm' the Nurfcry to th|^ Vifiting-Room ; not 
Knowing whidtet o(r how to cHreS; thy Difcourfe*. 
At Length,, an agreable young Lady, m whpm 
1 had pbfervM an Air di^agi^ whicW the jl^^adies in 
this Country are ^rfeftly unac%iainted ^ith,, made 
alfi ExcuTe to go out of the Roon^^ and when (he 
returned, her rlace being taken, fat herfelf down 
b'y me, and afk'd me> in French^ how 1 liked the 
Com{)any. I foon percfeived (he was a FrencbYfo- 
man, and that (he was ready t6 burft for wanf of* 
an Opf)ortitnity of unbridling her Ton^e, dndf 
giving Vent to the Obftrvatiorts I fouind (he was. 
brim-tull of j I foon gave her Eafe, By beginiag;' 
with fome I had made, after which (he drieoijxh 
gued with all the Freedom I could wi(h, ind 1 Was 
as open on my Side. You may eafiiy fmfagine, hzxdXf 
any of the Company efcapcd oiir Cenfure, cithci" 
for their Pcrfons, Drcfs, or Behavior. Among 
other Singularities, I could not but obferve one 
that to me appeared very whimfical, which was^ 
that as well the Ladies as the Gentlemen not only 
itrank to one another's Health in Tea and Coffee,* 
hut wi(h'd it to one another, at the Cuting fif art 
Orange, or eating a prcfcrved Pear or Plum3 A» 
oyr Converfation was pretty free, I imagined my 
Behavior might, without Offence, be the fame, 
and once offered to fakite my (he Friend •, but met 
with a civil Rebuke, and wgs told, ;that however, 
i^ady (he might b« to allow of that Liteny, dnd 
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think it no Stain to her Charafter, yet, with Rc- 
fpeft to others, it would caft fuch a Blemifh upon 
her Reputation, as might deprive her of the future 
Converfation of her own Sex: ** But (continued 
•^ (he) obferve a little the Behavior of thefe pre- 
*^ cife Prudes, who condemn a Kifs in public, 
*^ whatever they may do in private, as a Scandal 
^* to Society •, fee what Liberties they allow the 
•* Gentlemen to take with their Hands, Arms, 
** Laps and Waifts \ What familiar Hugs and 
** clofe Squeezes •, and judge by their Gefture, the 
wanton Roll of their Eyes, and the afFefted 
Simpering of their Lips, whether they are thofe 
^ cold, infenfible Ladies, they would appear to 
** be. I am miftaken (added (he) if you Gentle- 
** men would not find an ealier Conqueft with one 
** of <he(c prim Creatures, than with the mcrrieft 
^« (inging, dancing, prattling Dame in Parisy or 
** the moft forward Romp, m England. 

We fpent our Time, in this Manner, 'till we 
WM'C fummoifd again to the former Apartment, 
to Supper, whither the Ladies accompanied us. 
This Repaft was cold, and confifted very properly 
^f (bme of the fuperfluous Di(hes, which were not 
tovich^ at Dinner, with the Addition of a Couple 
of fyeftphalia-HzmSy a Sore of Bologna Saufages, 
which^hey 6at raw, and Lobfters. Supper being 
erided, as we were pretty near an equal Num- 
ber of both Sexes, and all feemingly inclined to be 
ftierrjr , I top^k the Liberty of propofmg a Fiddle, 
aiid a (I^^ountry-Dance : Our Hoft was unwilling to 
refufe me any Thing ; nor durft he (as I afterwards 
heard) comply with my Jlequeft. A profound Si- 
iemre therefc^e enfued, and the whole Company 
(eem'd ' thunder4truck at the Propofal •, but my 
agreable DamotfeUe^ whom I had taken Care to 
keep by my Side, and dcfignM her for my Partner^ 
fmiling, told me, that the Squeak of a Yiolin^ or

an Outcry ot Murder, were equally terrible to the 
lanAified Sinners of this City ; that a Dancing-r 
mafter, if any fliould venture among them^ would 
be^fteem'd a more dangerous Animal than aTown^ 
Bull ; that neither Mufic nor Dancing were allowM 
by their Priefts, even at Weddings, and that when 
any had been to bold to break thro' this facred 
Rule, they have been fure to be cenfured fron> 
every Pulpit, and to be avoided by their Neighs 
bours, at leaft publicly, as People of abandon'd 
Principles, with whom it would be dan^rous to 
converfe. I was glad to withdraw my rropofal,^ 
and the Ladies foon after retiring, the greater Pare 
of the. Company got innocently drunk, rather than 
to involve themielves in the Guilt of dancing to the 
Tune of a Fiddle. Before we parted, one of the 
Company invited us all to dine with him, the next 
Day^ where we were entertained much in the fame 
Manner t; and this iecond Feaft was produAive 
fubfequently of a third, a fourth and a fifth, and 
woula probably have gone the whole Round ; but 
as I found myfelf in Danger of being kill'd with 
Kindneis, at the fifth Entertainment, I call'd for 
a large Glafs of Wine, and drinking a Cup of 
Thanks to the whole Cbmpany, declared that I 
had taken a Place in the Hamburg Poft- Waggon, 
for the next Saturday (k being then Thnr/day) be- 
ing obliged to be, tht Monday follomng^ in that 
City. It was with Difficulty they consented to 
part With me fo foon, having formed feveral Parties 
of Pleafure for my Entertainment : But finding my 
Reiblution fix'd» at my prefling Inftances, they ac 
Length coniented to except of my Foy» the next 
Evenings at the Cellar ; 'till when 1 have lock'd 
myfelf up to write you this Letter, and, as my Tra- 
velling-Companion was obliged to leave me fome 
Days before, I have aSually belpoke a Place ia 
the Poft-Waggon, which departs to-morrowy about 

Noon> 
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Noon, for Hamburg j from whence 1 will trouble 
you, foon after niy Arrival, with the Continuance 
of my Adventures, being in the mean Time, as 
ever. Sir, i^e. 

p. S. I fhould have told you, that, between the 
fecond and third Entertainment, I made an Elope- 
ment for three Days, to fee the ancient and famous 
.City of Oldeffburg^ which is but fiVe German Miles 
^m this Place. In my Way thither, a German 
Mile from Bremen ^ I pafs'd thro* Delmenborft, the 
Capital (fuch a one as it is;) of a County of the fame 
Name ; but now little more, than a poor miferable 
Village. It was built by Qtto the Ii, Earl of O/- 
4enburg^ in the Year 1247, on the River Delmei 
and belonged to that County, 'till the Year 1.334, 
when^ by Agreement between the two Brothers, 
Jobn XI, and Chriftian IV, it fell, together with 
a certain Diftridt of Land, which from the Town 
was caird the County of Delmenborfi^ to the Share 
of the latter. It was once united to the Bifhopric 
of Munfier for a Time, but being rcftored to the 
Houfc of Oldenburg^ remained fo 'till both Counties 
fell to the Crown of Denmark. In 171 1, it was 
mortgaged to the Eleftor of Hannover^ but re- 
4ccm'd with Part of the Mony King George paid 
that King, for the Duchies of Bremen and Verden. 

OLDENBURG is a pretty large City, oa 
the River Honta^ which falls into the ITefer^ 
fortified with a Wall and a Ditch, the Capital 
of a fine and ancient County in fFeftpbaliaj which 
was known by chat Name, in or foon after 
the '^ime of Charlemaign ; JVatpertus^ Earl of 
^' "}eimj Grandfon (or as Ibmc Hiftorians will 
Nephew) * of fVittekind^ who died in the 

•This Dif{e»nce in Hiftory proceeds probably from th© 
Uncertainty of the Signification of the German Word Enchel^ 
which \% ufed indifoently to ifignify either Grandfon or Ne* 
phew. 
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Year 856, being the firft Earl of Oldenburg^ and, 
in Honour to his Countefs Jltburgis^ only Daughter 
of the Earl of Lefmona or Lejlbem^ having builc 
a Town on the U^efer^ which he called AUhurgi 
or Oldenburg^ and from that gave Name to the 
whole County. From this IVdpertus dcfcendcd 
the ancient Earls of Oldenburg^' in one continued 
Line, for twenty-three, or, as tome fay, twenty-four 
Generations, 'till it became extVnft \n^ Anthony- 
Guntber^ who died in 1667, without Male- heirs. 
After his Death; there were feveral = Competitors 
for the Succelfion, which,' however, fell at Length; 
together with the County of Delmenborfty- to the 
King of Denmark^ partly by Sentence of the Im^ 
ferial Court, jind partly in Confideration of a Sum 
of Mony, and feme Pla^s in Holftein^ given as 
jin Equivalent to the Duke of Holftein^Ploen. 

Thev tell you a very odd Story of one of their 
ancient Counts, call'd " Otto^ who, in the Year 967, 
•' being on the Chafe, and opprefs'd with Thirft,* 
*• cried out •, Acb Gott ! wer nur einen kyjflen Trunck 
^* balte! (Would to God I had a cool Draught!) 
** Upon which a Hill, called the Ofenberg^ that 
?' lay before him, operfd, and a very teautiful 
Damfel, richly clad, coming out of it, ap^ 
proach'd him, and offered him fomething liquid, 
in a Veffel, of the Form of a Hunting Horn« 
pf Silver gilt, and turioufly wrought, telling 
^^ hini, if he drank it all out, Happinefs would at-i 
*^ tend his Family. The Earl had the Pi^efcnce 
*' of Mind, to throw out the Liquor over, his 
^< Shoulder, and turning his Horfe abput, rode 
*' away with the Horn, upon which the Damfel 
^* retir'd, to the HUl, which clos'd upon her ; and 
it afterwards appear'd, that where any of the 
Liquor Jiad fallen upon the Horfe^ t^e* Hair 
•* was, as it were, fcalded off, to the very Skin*. 
" This Horn was afterwards fhewn, for fomc Hun- 
dreds 
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«^ dre^s of Years, as a great Rarity, in the Rc- 
«* fidence of the Counts of Oldenburg, f 
I In the Year 1676, the very Day that the Inha- 
bitants of Oldenburg^ which was firft built by 0//^ 
the Greats were to have uken their firft Oath of Al- 
legiance to the King Denmark^ this City was almoft 
wholly confumed by Fire, There are now feveral 
faandfom public Buildings in it, which I vifited, as 
the Churches of St. Lambert ^ of the Holy Gbojt^ 
wA of St. Nicholas^ the Caftle, where the ancient 
Earls refided, the Town-houfe, Chancery, Arfenalt 
Stables, &^. But I faw nothing in them fo re^ 
markably curious as to deferve a particular De« 
&ripcioa« 



f This Horn^ or what they 'call fo, is ftill prefervM in the 
King of Denmarfs Chamber cmF Rarities at Copenhagen^ at Icaft 
I. ikw it there, in 1 720. It is not in the Form of a Honting^ 
but rather of a Sow-gelder*s Horn : Nor is it of Silver-gilt^ 
hax rather Gold, of a bafe Alloy, or a Mixture of feveral 
Mdtals : Thp* thofe that will have it tcr be fapematnral tell yoa» 
that the greateft Artifts, after re-iterated Trials, have not been 
able to make any Compoiition of known Metals, perfe^y 
agieing yirith it in all its CJs^lities. On the other Hand, 
thofe who will not give into the Fable tell yoa, this Honi 
was made by Order of Chriftian I, King of Denmark, ih Ho- 
nour to the three Kings or Wife Men of the Eaft, whofe fup^ 
poied Names^ Cajpar, Mehbiw TxABntthafar^xt wrought upon 
ic« Be this as it will, the Horn they now (hew yoa^ is of 
curioas V^orkmanfliip. Round the Rim, are the Words 
Mater Dei, memento met ; and, at the fmaller End, is the Ft- 
|;axe of a Damfel, holding a Label, on which are the ancient 
German Words : Drinc al ut, (Drink it all out.)

U p. s u A N T to what I wrote you in my 
laft, I left Bremen J and came in die 
common Poft-Waggon for this Place. 
What they call a Poft-Waggon, which 
is the ufual travelling Carriage in Cerm^nyy can- 
not be more adequately defcribed, than by com- 
paring it to a Country Dung- Cart, with Boards 
naird a-crofs it for Seats ; fome of which Seats 
have Racks to them, about a Foot and a half 
high, but others are without any ; and to thele 
bleffed Vehicles was I confined for twenty-fix or 
twenty-fcvcn Hours ; curfing, at every Jolt, the 
Stupidity of ^ more ancient Germanic who could 
think of no better Conveniency, for the Accom- 
modation pf Strangers, and the Folly of the pre- 

fent Race, who will be A ^s, for no'bther Rea- 

Ibn, but becaufe their Fathers were A >s before^ 

them. We left Bremen between one and two in* 
the Afternoon, and came about feven in the Even- 
ing to the firft Stage, call'd Ottershurg\ a Fortrefr 
or Pafs on the Borders of the Stifft (Bifliopric) or 
Duchy of Bremen f three German Miles from the 
City of that Name. We were fix in Company, 
feated on three Seats, two and two, behind one 
another, and the Waggon was befides fo loaded 
with Goods, that we had hardly Room fo fet our 
Feet in ; infomuch that when we came to alight, 
I was fo crippled, I could hardly put a Foot to 
Che Ground *, and was already fo fatigued with thit 

Way 
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Way of travelling, that I (hould gladly have ilaid 
behind, if the Poft-maftcr could have given me 
any Hopes of procuring me a more convenient 
Vehicle the next Day, 

"We were allowed about an Hour to refrefli our- 
felves, and then were packM up again in two 
Waggons, lefsj and confequently more inconve- 
nient, than the former : But Patience was here a 
Virtue. We were hardly fet out, when it began 
to rain very hard, and continued to do fo 'till we 
arrived at the next Stage^ which is three long Ger- 
matt Miles, at a Place call'd Clofier Savefij and 
as we had only two miferable Boor's Horfcs before 
our Waggon^ it was near two in the Morning 
before we got thither. We alighted at a Hovel, 
which they call'd the Poft-houfe, little better than 
that I defcribed to you as my firft Ixxjging in 
H^efipbdia. We look'd like fo many half drowned 
Rats^ and I, for my Part, not being ufed to this 
Way of travelling, nor fo well provided for it 
as my Companions, (hould have been In awoYfb 
Pickle than the Reft, had it notffibeen my good 
Fortune to be placed at the left Hand of a good- 
natur*d bulky Female, who fiting to Windward^of 
me, not^only fcreen'd me from a good Part of 
the Rain, but let me partake of fome Conveniens 
cics (he had to (belter her from the Weather, which 
I was glad to accept of, tho* under the Mor- 
tification of certain Circumftances I (hould hard- 
ly have put up with at another Time. 

We found a Wood-fire,^ in the Middle of the 
Hovel, but the Waggons, with PafTengers from 
Hamburg for Bremen^ being come in before us, it 
was fo befet, that we were little the better for it 'till 
they were gone. Wet as I was almoft to the Skin, 
I could gladly have lain down on a Trufs of Straw 
fpread On the Floor } but was told we muft mount 
again in lefs than an Hour. However, I no fooner 
got a Seat by the Fire-Side than I fell afleep» and 
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was not a little difoleafed, when difturb'd by the 
Squeak of a Poft-Horn, a little Brafs Inilrument, 
of about eight Inches long, twifted almoft like a 
French Horn, which tho' otherwife mu(ical enough^ 
I now thought the moft difharmonious Sound I ever 
heard. We departed between three and four for 
the next Stage, cafl'd Boxtebude, being four G^-r- 
man Miles, upon Waggons, if poflib'Ie, worfe 
than the former. The Rain continued, but we 
baited about half Way, for an Hour, at a Hovel^ 
where, at the Expence of about a Penny each, we 
had an Opportunity of drying . ourfclves. We 
came to Boxtehude^ a little City, on the River Efs^ 
formerly fortified, but now in a ruinous Sftate, about 
ten. We ftaid only to breakfaft, and then went 
down this fmall River to the Conflux of it with 
the River Elb (ox Alhis) at a Place call'd Crantz^ 
about a German Mile from Boxtebude. Here we 
rook another great uncouth Boat, with a large high 
Sail, which tho* only to carry over a few Panengers 
and fmall Goods, was big enough for a Ferry, and 
might have carried twenty Ton. In this Boat^ 
we only crofsM the River Elb, to a Filher-Town^ 
caird Blankenefe^ in Danijh Holftein^ which is but 
two little Gerinan Miles from Hamburg. 

The whole Country, from Bremen to the Banks of 
the Elb^ is the Duchy of 5r^»i^», bought by the late 
King George of the King of Denmark^ wRo took it 
from the Swedes in the laft Nottbem War. This Part 
of it is moltiy Heath, and has the Appearance 
of a poor barren Country' ; but the reft of it, to- 
gether with the Principality of Verden^ transfered 
to King George^ at the fame Time, is, as I 2xn 
informed, a very fertile Country, and particularly 
productive of very fine Fruit, of all Sorts, The 
Banks of the River, on that Side arc very low, 
and would be frequently overflown, were it not 
for artificial Banks or Dikes* On the other Side, 

the 
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the Banks are naturally very high^ (TOtk fbmething' 
below this Place quite to tiamhutg* 

The Elbj in this Place, is near an Englijb Mile 
broad, and has the Appearance of a fine, nobTe 
River : But I obferved our Boat, tho' flat-bottom'd, 
was obliged to go a great Length downwards to 
avoid a Sand, in the Middle of it. As fbon as 
we came out of the £/}, into the Elb, we had a 
fine Profpefl: of the famous City of Hamburgh 
which, with its fix very high Steeples, makes a 
grand Appearance^, Ac our Landing, we found 
a larger and more convenient Waggon than any 
we had hitherto had, ready to receive us^ which 
carried u^ in about an Hour and a half to Altena^ 
a pretty large open Town, belonging to the King 
or Denmdrkj a little Engiyb Mile below Hamburg \ 
It being Sunday^ and during Afternoon's Service, We 
Were obliged to wait here, as I had been at Bre- 
iheHy 'till the Gates of the City were opcnM, after 
Service. I foon began to form a different Idea 
of the Inhabitants of thefe Parts, from thofe of the 
Place 1 came from : For inftead of that formal 
afFeded Sanctity which appeared in them, here 
Libertinifm feem'd to ride triumphant. In the 
ieveral Public Houfes we pafs^d bv, and in par- 
ticular that we ftopp'd at, were Mufic, Dancing, 
Nine-pins and all Manner of Diverfions, inlo- 
much that the whole Place liad the Appearance 
bf a Fair. We had not been there above an Hour, 
before we Were made fenfible, that the Gates were 
open, by the Shoals of People who came flocking 
out of the City to partake of thefe Diverfions, which^

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i foand afterwards, were not allow'd in the public! 
Hbufes, in ^own, tho' in private Houles^ nothing 
is more common : But more of that below. 

THjfe Space between yiltena and Hamburg is 
quite open, and Very pleafant, with agreable Walks 
en the left Hand, and the River, at the Foot of 
Tcry high Banks, on the Right. The Walls and 
Fortifications, which ly open to view, are covered 
with Grafs, and planted with feveral Rows of 
I'rees^ one above the other, which make a de-* 
iightful Profpevfl, and are befides fo high, that 
the Churches only, but none of the Houfes, are 
£en» 'till you come within the Gates. Being en*-* 
ter*d the Town, we pafs'd thro* feveral large 
&reets, of poor Houfes, and leemingty very mean 
Inhabitants, chiefly Jews : This, I was told. Was 
the new Town, When we came into the Old City, 
which is feparated from the former by a Canal only, 
we found both the Houfes and the Inhabitants make 
a better Appearance, but the Streets narrow and 
crooked. Our Waggon drove us to the Bremen 
Poft-houfe, from whence I was conducted by a 
Man, who carried my Baggage on a Wheel-har- 
row, to the Houfe where I was recommended to 
lodge, call'd the Litile EngUJh Houfe^ to diftin- 
guifli it from another calPd the Great Englijh Houfe ^ 
where the Society of Brtti/h Merchants have their 
Public Meetings and Chapel This Little Englijh 
Houfe is fo far from being little in Fadt, that it is 
cftecmcd the beft Houfe of Entertainment for Stran- 
gers in the City, and, being under the Proteflion 
of the Britijh Society, is allpw*d to fell all Manner 
of Liquors, which all Public Houfes are not, and 
is free from all Taxes and Duties to the Town. 
This privileged Houfe has formerly been always 
kept by Englijh-meny put in by the Society, but 
the Perfon who now keeps it is a Frenchman^ for- 
merly 
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merly Brigadier Sutton^ % Steward, and his Wife a 
Flanderkin. 

I FOUND, notwithftanding it \^as Sunday-Yjvcn- 
in^» the Houfe was fdl of Company * and ieverat 
drinking in a Public Room, where I might have 
made one : iSut as I was fatigued, I chole to retire 
to my Chamber, and having befpoke a Suppei'* 
deiired my Landlord's Company » who enteruin'd 
me very agreably with his Converfation, and an 
excellent Glafs of French Claret. Among other 
Things, I made Enquiry if the BrUiJJb Society was 
numerous ; what was their Manner of Living, and 
what Kind of Reception they gave to Strangers t 
His Anfwers to thefe, ^uid fome other Queftions I 
put to him, concerning them, were in ^ftance y 
•* That the Brtitjb Society of Merchants- Advcn- 
*^ turers, eftablifhed in this City, had formerly 
*^ been very famous, as well as numerous, and en« 
** joyed great Privileges, which had been granted 
'^ them to long ago as the Reign of Queen EHza^, 
'^ beth, when, they having an exclufive Privilege 
*^ of exporting the Engtijb Woollen Manufadures, 
•* their fettling in Hmiburg was of great Service 
**^ ip that Republic, and their Favour very mucb 
^V courted : But that, fince this Branch of Trade 
*• was laid open to all Foreigners, by Aft of Par- 
<^ liament, in King WUlianfs Reign, they were 
<^ dwindled away almoft to nothing : That they 
«* were not, at this Time, above fixteen or fcven- 
^< teen, of which not above one half were Houle- 
«* keepers: That they, however, yet enjoyed the 
«* fame Privileges (an Account of which he refer* 
ved to a more convenient Opportunity) and liv'd 
in great Reputation y but converfed chiefly a- 
♦* mong one another, and were very (by and jea- 
«* k>us of Strangers of the Eftglijb Nation, unle& 
♦• they came recommended to them : That if my 
«< Buiinds was Trade, and I had any Concerns

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^^ With them, I would ^ be admited intx) their InUf- 
y macy, and treated yery handfomly w/Bitt that 
^ otherwife, I might as well break my Head as

moft of the Countries! in Europe^ and fpent fome 
Time in every otre 6f cKem. : That I was m) Tra- 
cter, nor did I fcek the Company of the Englijb 
Nation in particular : That I traveled for the Im- 
provement of my TJnderftanding, and not of my 
Kftate : That I (hould be obliged to him if he 
could recommend me to the Acquaintance of any 
ibber ftaid Gentleman, of universal Knowledge and 
Learning ; and that it was equally indifferent to 
ine what Nation he was of. 

M y Landlord^ with a fcerhing Joy, anfwcred^ 
Ke had a Cullomer would fuit me to a Hair ; bur 
the Point would be how to get into his Converia-* 
lion. What (replied I) is he fo difficult of Accefs/ 
or is his Quality fo uiperior, that it would be a 
Frefumption iu me to aim at it ? ♦< Not fo (an-*' 
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y fwered my Landlord ) but he is fo fparing of 
^^"^ his Words, that, tho' he has conftantly frequcnt- 
** cd my Houfe, oncd a Week, for near two Years, 
** I have hardly ev^r heard him pronounce three 
•' Sentences." What Rcafon'then (dud I) have 
you to think this tacitufn Gentleman would be for 
my Purpofc ? " Becaufe ( replied he ) I am in- 
** formed he has fpent above thirty Years of hb 
'** Life in continual Travels, not only thro* all 
** Parts of Europe, biit even in the moft diftant 
'^* Regions of the known World. I am (conti- 
•* nued he) his Agent 6r Faflor in this City ; for 
^ he lives at fome Miles Diftance, in Dan0) Hoi- 
<* ftein: ' His Letters come all diredlcd to nif 
^* Houfe, afnd he has frequently large Parcels of 
^* Papers, Books, and other Things fent him from 
** En^landj Holland^ France^ Italy, and other Parts, 
*• which he is fo careful of, that I am cautioned 
*'* not to truft them in any One's Hands but my 
«* own, and am obliged, on fuch Occafions, to take 
** Horfe or C^ch, and to go out to him my felt, 
** for which he pays me generoufly. When I ant 
-•* admired to his Prefence, which is not always^ 
^^ I find him immured with Books, in the Midli 
** of a copious Library, with great Nilmbers of

^^ try, about him. He is a fingle Man, but has

«• His fingular, but expenfive, Manner of Livings 
** his cxtenfivc Charity and Generofity, his great 
** Knowledge and Succefs in Phyfic, he having 
«« a Pcrfon for that End in the Houfe with him, 
«* who goes by the Name of Doftor, and who not 
** only gives his Advice, but difpenfes Medicines 
•♦ to all that conie, and have the Appearance of 

*' Want, 
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«* W^'*^ ^rtf/iV : Thcfe Circumftances, I fay; 
'^ with that of his not being poijtefs'd of any 
^^ known real Eftate, but the Houfe and Qar^* 
^' den where he lives, and follovtring noBufine^ to 
^< fupport this ^eac ]^xpence, givre Qccafion to 
^* the common People to think him a Conjurer* 
^^ and that he deals with the l>evil c And others, 
not quite lb ignorant, im^ine he has found the 
Grand Secret, or the Philoibpher^s Stone^ He 
comes conftantly every jSaiurday tQ my Hbuie^ 
and, having perforiped his Devotion 9 at one of 
the Lutheran Churches of this City, on Sunday^ 
** returns in the Evening, or Monday Morning, 
** and he was but juft gone when you came to my 
** Houfc. In good Weather he rides • and fomer 
^' times walks, and in bad comes in his Coach ; 
*' but hardly ever miflcs coming. When he has 
^^ done his Buiinefs in Town, on Saturday Even- 
*^ ing, he always takes his Seat in my public drinks 
*^ ing Room, at a fmall Table, hardly big enough 
*' for more than one» where he fnipaks his Pipe, 
*' and drinks his Bottle, without fpeaking a Word 
to any one 9 and if, by Chance, any of the or 
ther Companv drink bis Health, or dired 
•' their Difcourfe to him, they are fure to meet 
'^ with no other Return but a Nod, a Shake of 
*^ the Head, or a Shrug, for which Realbn he is 
*' generally diftinguifli'd by the Name of the Dumb 
*< Man, and is never difturb*d unleis now and then 
*« by a Stranger. He is obfcrved to be very at- 
^^ tentive to all public Difcourfe, and fometimes 
<< to take out his Pocket- Book, and write : But 
'< if he finds the Company upon Bufmefs, or cau^ 
*^ tious of being over-heard, he takes a Book oat 
** of his Pocket and reads. He never calls for any 
•* Thing, but has his Winks and Signsi, which my 
^' Servants underftand ; and when he is difpofed 
*' to retire, at the Signal given, the Boy takes his 

•« Candle^ 
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'^ Candle, and he folio ws, without taking the leaft 
" Notice of any one: He never asks for any 
*' Reckoning, but when he goes away lays dowa 
a Ducket, and a Sixtcen-pcnny Piece for the Ser- 
vants, which is generally double what he ha$^ 
■* (pent., r give him an Account of what I lay 
^' out for htm once a Month, and he always adds 
*' a Prefent to the Payment. With thcfe Singula- 
^' rities (added my Landlord) you will probably 
*' take him to be a furly, morofe Philoibpher, or 
^' a Man-hater ; but he is the very Reverfe of itj 
^^ he is certainly a great Lover of all Mankind,. 
*' feems always pleafed, and looks upon every one 
^* with a beneficent Smile. He enjoys a perfeA 
*' State of Health, and the Vigor of Youch, in^ 
" an advanced Age •*. 

Here my Landlord ended his Narrative, and 
you will eaiily imagine how defirous I was to be 
acquainted with this extraordinary Perfon : I 
delired him to befpeak a Coach, to go out the 
next Day, to endeavour obtaining Admitance 
to him ; but he advifed me to ftay till the next Sa* 
turdayj and firft take a View of his Perfon and Be- 
haviour, after which we might think of the proper- 
eft Method of geting into his Company. I com- 
plied with his Advice, thq' I was fenfible I Hiould 
think the Time long, and rcfolved, in the mean 
while,^ to divert my (elf, as well as I could, without 
fceking much Acquaintance. I vifited, the next 
Morning, the moft noted CofFee-houfe, kept by aa 
Italian^ called Gallic where there was a handfoni 
Appearance of falhionable Company •, but I found 
their Meeting there was only to play at Billiards, 
or Tables, read the News, or fpend an Hour in 
ConVerfation, without the leaft Sign of any Bufi- 
nefs being tranfaded : And, I am told, it is 
the fame in other CofFee-houfes, of which perhaps 
I may make fome Mention in a future Letter :

Letter XII. 

S I ]^^ Hamburg. 

N Order to 'pafs my Time as agrcably 
as rcould,**till I fhould have an Oppor* 
tunity of fcing the karned Gentleman my 
Landlord had told me of, I enquired 
iivhat public Diverfions this Place afforded, and was 
told there was every Monday , Wednefday and Tburf- 
day^ a very good Opera\ the Property 6f which was, 
at this Time, veiled in Mr. ^- — A, the EngUJh . 
Envoy, and the Management left to'bne* of his Se- 
cretaries, our Country-nikn, Mr. L d, I invi*. - 

ted my Landlord to go with me, and expe6led to 
fiave been diverted more with a Sight of the Com- 
pany, than with the Drama^ being told the Price 
oi the Pit was but half a D6llaf , ' or abOut 2 s. Ste^ 
ling. I was, however, deceived, and found it far 
exceed my Expeftacions. The Houfe is large and 
handfom; the Stage very long, >nd. as I concei- 
ved, at the largeft Opening, not much lefs than a 
Hundred Foot deep •, broad proportionably, but 
two low for the Length, and the Declivity too' great. 
The Pit is beautiful and convenient, in the Form 
of an Amphitheatre, with a Space between that 
and the Orcheftre of about ten Foot broad ^ for 
Gentlemen to walk and converfe, and fo much low- 
er than the Amphitheatre, tliat, tho* they ftand, 
they do not intercept the Sight of the other Spefta- 
tor;^. And at one End ot this Space is a Soft c^ 

Shop, 
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Shop, where Coffee, Tea, Liquors, and other Re- 
frelhments are fold. There are two Rows of Boxes* 
one above the other, but bqth too high, and a Gal- 
lery over them. Excepting the middle Front-Box, 
and two Side-Boxes, neareft the Stage, with two 
Balconies over the Ends of the Orcheftre^ the Reft, 
in both Rows, are divided into fmall Family-Bojces, 
for four or fix Perfons, which are let, fomc by the 
Year, and others by the Day. The Front of the 
Stage opens, in a grand Manner, with a double Por- 
tico, one over the Orchejire^ and the other over 
about eight or nine Foo^ of the Stage, inftcad of a 
Sound-board. The inftrumental Mufic was good, 
and the Voices, tho* not comparable to ours at the 
Hay-market, Were far from being defpicable. The 
Habits were tolerably good, and the Scenes beau*- 
tiful, and in greater Variety, than I remember to 
have feen on any Stage. 1 foon perceived the Com- 
pofition of the Mufic to be of the inimitable Mr. 
Handel {^hoy itfeems, formerly play'dthe Thorough* 
Bafs, in this Opera^ for three or four Shillings a Time) 
and I fancied I knew the Songs. Upon buying the 
Book, I found the Opira to be Julius Cafar in 
Egypt y as reprefrnted at the Kihg*s Theatre in the 
Hay-market^ of which, I perceived by the Dedication, 
Mr. L d had tranflated the Recitative into Ger- 
man Verfe, and left the Songs in Italian^ in Order 
to retain Mr. Handel* s Mufic in them, tho* 
the Recitative was entirely new fet, according to 
the Tone or Accent peculiar to the Language : In 
the fame Manner as was pradiced in the Hay-mar- 
kety with great Succcfs ; 'till the Audience refol- 
ved to facrifice every other Pare of the Pleafurc of 
a good Play to that of their Hearing, or rather, to 
the Vanity of being pleafed with nothing but what 
was foreign. "What was wanting in Voices was 
fufficicntly made up in the Fourberia delta Scena, ( the 
Knavery, or trick ifh Part of the Drama) as Mr. 
^ H Addifon^ 
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Addifon^ I think, fomewhere calls it, which is rai- 
fed to a great Height here, efpecially in fplendid 
Entries, and great Variety of Dances, properly 
enough introduced : Befides which^ we were enter- 
tained with a whimfical Intermezzoy fet to Muflc, 
between the A6ts, reprefcnting the Adventures of 
an Old Man who married his Chamber-maid. In 
the Whole, the Evening's Entertainment was very 
agreable and diverting -, and pleafed me fo welli 
that I refolved to fpend more of my Time there. 
The next Pipce I faw, on the Wednefday following, 
was a Tragedy wholly in the German Language, 
and fct to Mufic by a German Compofitor, Mr. keh 
leman^ Diredlor of the Church-Mufic of this City. 
The Subjeft was taken from the Spanifl) Hiftory, 
being the Story of a King of that Nation, whofc 
beloved Confort was wrongfully accufed, by her own 
Son, of Adultery. The Words of this Opera were 
not, as generally with us, a mere dead Letter, or 
Vehicle to convey the Mufic to oiir Ears -, the Paf- 
fions feemcd to be finely wrought up in the Poetry, 
and as naturally exprefs'd in the Mufic, a Thing 
fcldom or never regarded in the Italian Operas } 
but which has a very great Effeft upoa the Mind, 
efpecially if accompanied with AAion. 1 muft, 
for my Part, confck, this Drama had as great an 
Effed: on me as any of our excellent Tragedies,, and 
it was hard to fay whether the Poet or Compofitor 
had the greateft Share in it. There was one Scene, 
which I thought the tendereft and moft afFefting 
I had ever fecn. The innocent Queen, the Night 
before her intended Execution, defires an Interview 
with the King her Hulband, as the laft Favor flic 
has to afk, not to fue for Pardon, but to indulge 
her Sorrow in a doleful Farewel. The King was 
perfuaded of her Guilt, and fully bent to let her 
fufFer the Death, he thought, fhe had deferved : 
He abhor'd the Criminal, but had yet the Remains

bf the tendcreft Affeflion for the Wife ; and, after 
a long Conflifl: between Love and Honour, he con- 
fents to it. The melancholy View of a mourning 
Chamber- , divefted of all Light but two dim Can- 
dled on the Table j the Queen in "Widow^s Weeds i 
her Submiflion arid Refignation ; the apparent Strife 
in the King's Bfeaft, between Love and Angerj the 
former of which fodn prevailed, and broke thro* 
^H the Art made ufe of to conceal it i All thefe 
Circumftances, I fay, heightened with every Thing 
that Poetry and Mufic could add to them, and ac- 
companied with a fuitable Aftion, concur'd to raife 
the tcrtdereft Compaflion poffible in the Breaft of 
the Audience. But what moft affcdled me, and, in 
Iny Opinion, defervM the utmoft Applaufc, was 
the Condufion of this tender Scene, where the Com- 
pofitor had (hewn his exquifite Skill and Judg- 
ment, in diverfifylng the three laft Words of a 
2)fff//p^fang by them, mcb eifimabl fahrewol (once 
more farewel) in fuch Manner, that what with the 
Repetition of them, on both Sides, with proper 
Faufes, fiird with Mufic perfeftly adapted to the 
Sttbjefl, they lafted fome Minutes, and thereby gave 
thfe Adors all the Opportunity they could wifh^ 
to difplay their Skill, and the Audience a fufficient 
Time to indulge that nobk Paffion, which the pre- 
ceding Incidents had raifed. To me, I muft own, 
this fingle Scene was worth more, than a whole life- 
lefe lialian Opera ; nor do I think it poffible for the 
utmoft Skill of the Poet, to raife tne Paffions to 
fuch a Height, as this fkilful Combination of Po- 
etry and Mufic cah ^efFeft. It is well this Letter is 
to cottie into n6 other Hands, than your own ; I 
might, otherwife^ be look*d upon, as a Fellow of a 
very cdd Tafte, or rather no Tafte at all. What ! 
fome might be apt to fay, give the Preference to 
Mufic fet ta Words, which arc a pcrfe<5t,Contra- 
•diilion to Mufic^ and fufficient to deftroy all 
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Harmony : But even this is a vulgar Error ; the 
High German is do fuch dilharmonious Lat^uage, 
but that a fkilful Poet, who knows any Thing of 
Mufic, may find Words as proper to be fet to it, 
as in Italian : And I defy any Italian to point out to 
me harflier Sounds in the German^ than I will fhew 
him in his Mother-Tongue. I was again at the 
Opera laft Night, where I was enteruinM by a 
Piece of as odd a Compofttion, as, I think, I ever 
faw. It was call'd Die verkebrte Welt^ or the 
World turned ^opfy-tnrvy^ a Come Opera. I foon 
found the Idea, and perhaps the principal Scenes, 
were taken from a French Piece, call'd Le Mmi 
Reni)ersi ; but it feem*d to be more particularly 
adapted to the Circumftances of the Times and 
Place ; and, if 1 may be allowed to judge by the 
Looks and Behavior of the Audience^ was not 
without perfonal Satyr. The Mufic was as Angu- 
lar, as the Subjedt, and the whole whimQcaly, tho' 
nonfenficaly diverting. I am^ ISc. 
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Letter XIII. 

S I Rj Hamburg. 

S I had heard a very favorable Chara* 

ftcr of Mr. L d, 1 had fought every 

Evening in the Opera, an Opportunity 
of geting acquainted with him ; and 
the laft Time, I was there, a very con- 
venient one offered. Towards the Conclufion of the 
Dranuh I was fhewn him fiting on a Bench at the 
Coil(^ Sliop ; and, as there was Room on the fame 
Bench^ for another, I immediately took Pofieifion 
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Off it. We had not fat long, before an Incident in 
the Play gave me an Opportunity of alking him a 
Queftion, which I did, mFrencb^ and from thence 
we fell into a farther Difcourfe, which lafted 'till 
the Curtain drop'd. I then beg*d the Favor of his 
Company to fup with me, at my Lodgings: But a 
young Gentleman of his Acquaintance, who had* 
in the mean Time, joined us, propofed going to 
the Rahfs^ or public Cellar •, defir'd to be of the 
Party, and ofFer'd his Coach to carry us thither. 
As I had not yet (een that Place, I made no Diffi- 
culty to accept the Offer, and we repaired thither 
accordingly \ having, at our going out of the O- 
pera-houfe, met with a French Merchant, I had 
fome Knowledge of, by his dining at the Ordinary, 
where I lodged, whom we took with us. The 
Gentleman, I firfl: mention'd, to whom I ihall give 
the Name of Nardino^ was, I found, a young Mer- 
chant, juft rcturn'd from his Travels, with a com- 
pleat Cargo (to ufe the mercantile Scile) of all the 
Vanities, Follies, and Vices of the Countries where 
he had been, as his Drefs, Air, and Difcourfe fuf- 
ficicntly fliew*d. When we came to the Cellar, I 
found it not like that at Bremen^ with a great Num- 
ber of Steps to go down to it j but a low vaulted 
Entrance, with an eafy Defcent, to what may more 
properly be called a Cave. Having call'd for a 
Room, our firft Compliment was, that as well all 
the private Boxes, as the public Rooms, were full, 
and that we could have no Place, unlcfs we would 
go into the Hangman's Room •. Upon this, we 



f Tiie Hangman is not allow'd to go into any Public Houfe, 
or Company, without pulling off his Hat, and, after having 
declared who he is, afking Leave : But he has the Liberty of 
going, at all Times, without any Ceremony, into this Room, 
which is public for every Body, whatever Company be in it, 
a!nd the Drawers are obliged to ferve him. 
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were preparing to feck other Quarters, when, a 
Company happening to go away, with much Diffi. 
culty, we were allow'd to fuccced them ; the Draw- 
cr telling us, he did not know whether he could an- 
fwer it, there being three Companies waiting, at a 
neighbouring CofFee-houfe, for Rooms, However, 
all his Rhetoric could not perfuade us to give up 
the Poffeffion we had taken. We, therefore, call -d 
for a Quart of Old Hock ; but the Drawer, to be 
even with us, let us fit near half an Hour without 
bringing us any Thing. I found our young Gen- 
tleman particularly uneafy: He changed Counte- 
nance, begun to fwell, and, at length, burft out, 
with a Sluelles Beks ! Parhleu^ Mejfteurs^y a Man 
cannot temoigner his Refpeft to his Ami^ with a 
Ferre du Fin^ but thcfc Coujons give you all Manner 
of Defagremens ; A Paris^ Meffieurs (ah la char- 
mante Paris /^ if a Canaille of a Drawer dares to 
treat you d^ telle Manierey Corbleu^ vous »' avez 
qu" afaire^ but to give him a Pirouette down Stairs, 
with a Coup de Pied. Thus he run on, for near a 
Carter of an Hour, in a Jargon half German and 
half French ; by which I found our young Tra- 
veler, if he had acquired no other Knowledge in fo- 
reign Parts, had gain'd the Advantage of forgeting 
his Mother-tongue 5 a Thing indeed but too com- 
mon with the Germans^ tho* they do not ftir out of 
their own Country ♦. At length, our Drawer 

came. 



* It is become fo common a Thing, ovtt bM Germafp^^ to 
lard their Language with French^ Italian y and even Latin Wowis, 
^hat tho^ a Man has taken never fo oiach Pains to make hipi&lf 
Matter of the G^f^/7« Tongue, if he docs not poflefs thefe Auxi- 
liaries, at the fame Time, he is notmuch the nearer. This ridicu* 
]ons Cuftom prevaiPd firfl among People of Palhjon, from them, 
^ cuflomary, defcended Cp the Merchants and Tradefmen, and, 
at length, got hold of the Vulgar. It bad onc^ pretty much 
painted the Works of the Learned : Bat the ingenious Autlvors 
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came, and, feting a Quart- Rummer on the Table, 
refted with both Hands upon it, and ftood ftock- 
(till, ftaring us in the Faces. For my Part, I could 
not but be lurprized at the Fellow's Stupidity, as 
well as ill Manners ; Mr. Z.— -^, I found, fmil'd, 
and Nardino looked angry •, and thus the Scene 
continued, for fome Minutes, 'till Mr. L—d put 
an End to it, by giving the Churl a Piece of 
Mony{upon which he retired) and told me, he had 
^ Mind I Ihouid fee the Humours of the Place, or 
clfe he had difmifs'd him fooner, it being the Cuf- 
tom here to pay for every Glafs of Wine, as it is 
brought in. It was not long, before we had ano- 
ther Inftance of the Politenefs of the Rahi*s Keller 
of Hamburg 5 for the Wine proving meer Hog- 
wafli, the Bell was rung, and the young Merchant, 
in an angry Tone, alk*d the Drawer, how he came 
to bring us (uch miferable Wine : His Anfwer was 
very ready, thai it was futb as other People drunk j 
andy if we did not like it, we might fee where we could 
get better^ and with that left us without any farther 



of the Fatrhts have now pretty well {ham*d them ont of it, as 
well by their Precepts as Examples. 

Our Author is ht from exaggerating the Matter, in his Sam- 
ple of the young Merchant's ynrgon. I believe I can't give a 
livelier Idea of this egregious Folly, and the Force of Cuftom, 
than by tranfcribing the £ril Period of a Letter written to me, 
by a German of great Diilindion,. and a Perfon who abounds 
in good Senfe and liearning too. 

Monfieur, 

Ich bin ohligirt fiir die Communication dero fchon inuentirte //- 
luminationen^ und will nicht allein, fo bald diefer curieux Ou» 
vjj^ge gentzlich achevirt .^, die EmpUtte felber machen, fondern 
auch, durch meine Recommendation ^ ihnen alien mpgiichen de- 
tours leillen, und die Subfcription encouragiren, Schrei ben fie 
mir nur wie viel Pieces die ColleRion enthalten wird, und wie 
bald fie gede&cken ^^e agreables Anufemens voilig recueilUrt zu 
liaben. 
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Ceremony- Mr. L- -i, htrcopon ftep*d out, and, 
returning immediately, told us we ihould foon be 
better fervedj this was a Novelty, he was, like- 
wife, willing I (hould fee. Soon after, the fame 
Drawer came, to fetch away the Glafs, and, at his 
Heels, an elderly Man, with an Afpefl: of Autho- 
rity (whom I afterwards found to be the Head- 
fervant, or Steward of the Place) with a large 
Rummer of Wine, holding a Gallon, which, he 
faid, he believ'd would pleafe us. He was defir^d 
to let us fee he was not afraid of tafting it himfelf, 
upon which he drank our Healths, and then retired 
very civilly, without ftaying for his Mony, as the 
other Looby had done. This, I afterwards found, 
was a Compliment to me as a Stranger. The 
Wine was, indedd, excellent, and, being in fo large 
a Quantity, upon* (baking the Glais, gave a Fla- 
vor to the whole Room. In fhort, we lik'd it fo 
well, that, having got a Di(h or two of Meat 
drefs'd, at a neighbouring French Cook's, we itoade 
fliift to empty the Glafs thrice. After Supper, my 
Friend, the French Merchant, at my Defire, gave 
the following Account of the Oeconomy and Singu- 
larities of this public Tavern. *' This Cellar (lard 
^^ he) with the Stock in and appertaining to it, 
** which is much larger, than that you mentioned 
** of Bremen^ and, perhaps, the largeft in Europe, 
^* belongs to the Public, and the Profits arifing 
** from it, which are very confiderable, are appli- 
•' ed to the public Ufe. The Wine, good or bad, 
young or old^ be it a dear or a cheap Year, is 
always at the fame Price, viz. 14 if. a Quart. 
*^ And this is one Reaibn, why you have fclHom 
•« any good Wine at all here. Not that I bclitlve 
«* they brew their Wine with any worfe Liquor, 
•* they can hardly have any Thing elfe fp cheap; 
** what I niean by bad Wine is young, hungry 
** Wine, of the worft Growths, which tjicy buy

*^ for a Trifle. They have their Faftors on the 
** Rbine^ who buy their Wine in great Quantities, 
very often (landing, and make it themfclves, and 
frequently, in plentiful Years, they have a full 
Caflc for an empty one. In (hort, as they have 
♦* always a prodigious Stock, they have no Occa- 
** (ion to buy, but when they can buy cheap j they 
*• always buy for ready Mony, and fend their 
'* Wine, down the RbinCy to Rotterdam^ and^ 
^< from thence, without landing ir, by Sea hither* 
** By this Means, their common Draught, fuch as 
♦* our firft Glafs was, doe^ not (land them, one 
** Time witii another, in 2 ^. a Quart, They call 
** it all old Wine, and, to make it appear as fucht 
♦* tho' it very feldora exceeds the Age of a Year, 
** or at moft two, when a Drawer is ordered to 
*' bring a Pint or a Quart of old Wine, or what* 
«* ever the Quantity be, (for they fell all in Rum- 
*< mers} he firft goes to a Ca(k, which always lies 
*« at the Entrance into the common Vault, on the 
** left' Hand, and draws from thence two, three^ 
<* or more Spoonfuls of a black Barcelona^ or All- 
«* cant Wine, which not only gives the Colour you 
*« obferv'd, to the Wine that is drawn upon it, o- 
*< therwifealmpftas pale as Water, but likewifcthe 
«* Tafte of Strength and Age. The Management 
«* of this Cellar (or rather Infpedion over it) is in 
** one of the Burgher-maftcrs, three Senators, one 
•* Ober- Alter, and three Burghers : But the imme- 
** diate Diredlion is in the Steward (or, as they call 
*• him. Captain) of the Cellar, who has 2 d. out 
*«^ of every Quart of Wine that is fold, for which 
«* he furniihcs Firing and Candles, Bread and 
** Cheefe, which they give grafts ; pays Servants 
*' Wages, and maintains them: And the Vent is 
** fo very great, that the Stewards get Eftates out 
** of it. It is not alone what is drunk jn the Place, 
*< but die vaft Quantities that are (ent for to pri- 
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*^ vaCe Houfes, and even to public Houies, none 
f^ being allowM to retail any Wine, of the Growth 
*^ of the ^inCi or adjoining Parts of G^mumy^ 
<^ except this and one Houfe more, unlefs it be 
•« bought of them : But what occafions the greateft 
** Vent, is the Cuftom of making Prefents in Wine, 
•* upon all Occafions, where a Prefcnt in Mony 
•* would not be fo decent. Thus, when any one 
** is eleded Burgher-maflcr or Senator, or to any 
^' other confiderable OfEce^ it is cuftomary for 
•' every Friend, Relation, Acquaintance or De^ 
•^ pendant, to fend a Prcfent of Wine, of ten, 
•' twenty, or forty Gallons, more or Jefe, to the 
** Perfbn.elefted, which, with fome, amount to 
*^ feverai Thoufands of Galloiis* In tbele Cafes, 
** the Wine is not fent in Specie, but Notes entk- 
•' ling the Bearer to fuch a Quantity of Wine, and 
•* thcfe Notes are not only always valid, tho* they 
•^ fhould not be prefented in twenty Years ; but the 
•^ PofTeffors may, at Will, have any Quantity cn- 
•' dor&M from them, even a finglc Quart,, if de-p 
•* fir*d, tho* the Note fhould be of 40 Gallons : 
•• Or they may, allowing zd. in a Quart, receive 
^' Mony for their Notes ; which I fuppofe is done 
^^ to have it thought their Profit is not fo eyorbi- 
*' tant. Their Pretence for demanding Mony for 
*• their Wine, when brought in, is, that as feverai 
*^ Companies fit in the public Rooms, at one and 
*^ tlie fame Time, it is impoffible, they fhould keep 
*^ an exaA Account, which might give Dccafion 
*• to People to go away without paying. I bclitve, 
•« however, this Cafe would very feldom exift, and 
<< if it did once in a Month or two, I think that 
** trifling Lofs fhould be bore with, rather than an 
*^ Indignity put upon every one who comes hither 
** to fpend nis Mony. This cannot but be Ytry 
^^ diflafteful to all, and more particularly to Stran- 
^^ gcrs^ who are not accuftomed to fuch Ufage : But 

« there 
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** there is another Thing, which is yet more difa- 
'^ greablc, I mean the Badnefs of their common 
*• Draught, as I have obfcrv*d already : Not but 
*• that they have the beft of Wines, of all Ages 
** and Growths, and will fell you, in Quantities, 
" to what Price you pleafc, and very well worth 
** your Mony : But as their Rule js, not to fell for 
** more or lefs than 14^. a Quart, by Retail, you 
** muft be contented with what Wine they think fie 
** to give yoy j and there is no coming at any bet- 
*' ter, unlefs the Steward order it, in Complaiiancc 
** to a Foreigner, for their Credit's fake, or you 
^^ happen to have any Intereft widi him 5 or elfc 
•* by a Method which is, indeed, daily prattifcd, 
** to the great Scandal of the Place, and indeed 
** of the City i I mean by an exorbitant Fee to 
** the Drawer. Nothing is more common, than 
•* for a Burgher, who nas a Mind to treat his 
** Friends with a good Glafs of Wine, to flip a 
** Crown, or fometimcs a Ducket, into a Drawer's 
** Hand, and perhaps be bit at laft : And I myfclf 
** have frequendy paid 14^. for a Quart of Wine, 
** and given a rafcally Boy twice thcMony to give 
♦• me what was fit to drink. This it is, that makes 
** theni fo (aucy, to treat People in that rude Man- 
*• ner you was a Witnefs to, and this, with other 
** the Hkc Mifmanagements, occafion'd a Perfon 
** of great Diftinftion to tell a Senator, at his owa 
*' Table, their public Cellar was fo fcandaloufly 
** managed, that he would fooner fpend his Mony 
*« in their Hangman's Houfe, than there. 

I H Av E feen a humorous Defcription of this ri- 
diculous Tavern, its Guefts and Management, by 
Mr. L dy in Hudibrajlic Verfe, begining thus :

&at as to our Vaults, I tnuft confefs, as much as I 
was furpriz'd at the Singularities, and ill Manage- 
ment ot this fubterraneous Tavern, no Icfs was I af- 
tonifhM at the prodigious Stock of Wine (hewn me, 
in monftrous large Caiks, efpecially as our Guide 
told me, they bad feldom leis than twenty other 
Store- Vaults, for fome of which they paid near 30/. 
a Year Rent* We were allowM to taftc of feveraJ 
Caiks of what they calPd their choiceft Wines, 
which were, indeed^ extraordinary, and nK>re par- 
ticularly one Ca(k, which was faidto be above 100 
Years old : But what pleas'd me moft was, that, at 
every Glafs which our Guide gave us to tafte, be 
cold us not only at what Place on the Rhine it grew« 
but in what Yean I took Occafion from this to' 
afk him, whether he bad this Knowledge from any 
Mark on the Ca(k, or from the Tafte \ for he al^ 
wavs tailed himfelf firil. His Anfwer was, thac 
he knew it by both^ and that there were People on 
the Rbinei who would tafte a hundred Cafks of dif-* 
ferent Wines, one after another5 and tell you the 
Growth and Age of each. Of this he gave us Ibme 
particular Inftances ; one of which, for the Hu* 
mor and Singularity of it, may be worth your bear* 
ing, tho' otherwife it has pretty much the Air of 
Fable, 

Two of diefe nice Palats being tafting a Cellar 
of Wine, both pitch*d upon one and the fame Caflc, 
of about fix liogflieads, which had all the good 
Qualities they were looking for } but both, at the 
fame Time, agreed it had a peculiar Flavor, which 
they could not account for : One faid it had the 
Tafte of old Iron, but the other would have it ra- 
ther to be that of Leather. They bought, how- 
ever, the Piece, and upon drawing the Wine off, 
into fmaller Calks, a Key with a Leathern Thong 
was found at tb^ Bottom of it.

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Tm e Hamhtirgbers were not fo'nice Tafters, Irt 
an Inftaticr, that is faid to have happen'd fome 
Years ago in that Gty. An Apprentice belonging 
to a noted Vintner, being miffing, was fuppofed to 
be Pun away, *tiil, fome Months afterwards, a kree 
Calk, which held feveral Pipes, and had becnfilrj 
with Canary, being empty and to be cleaned, his 
Skeleton and Cloatns were found in it. It was re- 
niember'd afterwards, that the Boy had been, the 
Day he was mifHng, in that Calk to clean it, and 
that he had the fame Morning a Quarrel with a 
Joufny-man, who died foon after ; and it was, 
therefore, fufpefted he clos'd the Door of the Calk, 
and (liBed him, by burning Brimftone at the Bung;

H E Saturday^ I waited for with fo 
much Impatience, being at length cotnt^

bles. On one Side of the little Table, at whicb 
this fingular Gentleman had placed himfelf, was a 
Bench, of which he had taken Pofleffion, and, as 
foon as I entered, without taking Notice of any one, 
I toqk a Chair, and fat down on the other Side. 
The Servant coming in., at a Signal given by him, 
a Bottle of Wine, Pipes and Tobacco were fct on 
the Table, and upon my repeating the fame Sig- 
iraL I was ferved in the like Manner* I conrinued 
to rollow him in every Thing, with a feeming In-, 
attention : When he took up a Pipe, fiird it, laid 
it down again, drank a Glafs of Wine, began to 
fmoak, and the like, I immediately did the fanie. 
This, I obferved, difcompofed him a little at firft, 
and I found he took every Opportunity of my turn- 
ing afide, to \^iew me narrowly •, but withdrew his 
Eyes, when he perceivM I took Notice of it.

«* could not be long a Stranger to this Coldnets 
" of her Huiband, and the more Ihe was convin-

^^ difFerency, and that, of Courfe, her ill Hu- 
^« mourj 'till, by a mutual DiflTatisfaftion, which 
'• daily cncrcafed, they both conceived, as they 
*< thought, a juft hatred, one to the other/. 

•' ^MUNBER^ hereupon, grew weary of 
•* his Wife and Home, and, to tooth his Unea- 
*' finefs, fought other Company more fuitable to 
*^ his own gay Temper. This he f6Cn found in 
^* the Acquaintance of Levifay the Daughter of a 
^* Country- Gentleman, whofe Eftate was conti* 
** guous to a Houfe he had in a neighbouring 
•' Filla. She was not indeed to compare with

** her Beauty kindled, was extinguiflied, and coil- 
" verted to Ice, by herfullen haughty Afpeft. 

•* Lu PI Nu s, a diftant Relation of yf/wi^;/^r's, 
-** had long been enamoured with Torva ; but could 
*« never flatter himfelf with the lead Hopes of a 
•* Return from her-, 'till, on this Occation, he 
•* flole into her AfFedion, by feigning a Compaf- 
<^ fion for her Sufferings v and4he, under the Pre- 
*« text of unbofoming her Afflidion, opencfd the 
<« Way to fucb an Intimacy between them, as, 
** by frequent Converfation with him, in her 
^« Hufband's Abfcnce, awakened a. Jealoufy in 
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'^ him, and an evil Opinion of her CbnduS: in 
" the Eye of the Worid. 

** This encrcafcd Amiander^^ laclination for 
^^ Levifa^ and he was fo liberal in his Prefents 
*^ CO her, chat he impaired his Eftate ; and, in 
^* the End, reduced himfclf almoft to a Want of 
" Ncceflaries. To drive away, as he thought, irt 
.** iome Meafure, this double Care, he took to 
^' Drinking, and thereby brought his Health and 
'^ his Eftate into one and the fame ruinous Con-

** LEVISAf in the mean Time, found the

^' ted his Horfe to ride off: But the Noife of 

^^ his Piftol, the Out-cries of Torva^ and the Con- 

■* fufion which was vifible in Amiander's Face, 

*' gave fuch Room for Sufpicion, that he was 

*' immediately flopped. In Ihort, Levifa and J- 

■ * miander fuffercd by the Hands of the common 

^* Executioner^ and ^orvoy confcious of having 

^' been the remote Caufe of all this Miftry, 

^* obtained Leave to fee her Hufbahd the Mom- 

^' ing of his Execution ; and, on her Knees, bcg-

Letter XV. 

S I Rj Hamburg. 

HE appointed Tue/day Morning being 
come, before I was up, my Landlord 
acquainted me the Coach was at the 
Door, and that my Friend (as I (hall 
for the future call him) expefted me to Break- 
fa ft. 1 got on my Cloaths, with all the Expe- 
dition I could, and departed : I reckoned it to 
be about five Englijb Miles from the Town, and 
the whole Way I obferved ftately Houfes and 
Gardens, on each Side, which gave me a 
very grand and advantageous Idea of the Opu- 
lence of this City of Hamburg. We arrived, a- 
bout Nine*^ at the Gate of my Friend's Houfe, 
which, tho^ not ib large as fome I had fcen, 
had an Air of Grandeur and Magnificence, 
that far exceeded any of thern, and (hewed the 
exquilite Tafte of the Po(re(ror, who, I foon per- 
ceived, had caufed it to be built, under his own 
Direftion. The Houfe is at a proper Diftance 
from the Road, and the Avenue to it thro' a 
Grove jof high Trees, in which is a Rookery : 
This Avenue is in the Form of a Semicircle, in 
the Middle of which are noble Iron Gates, that 
kad into a Court-Yard, with Out-Hou(cs on 
each Side. At the End of this Yard, is another 
Pair of Iron Gates, fomething lefs than the for- 
mer, which open to a beautiful Foie- Garden, fine- 
ly decorated with Statues, Vafes and Evcr-greens, 
and divided into four large Grafs-plats^ with a 
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large Statue in the Midft of each. In the Mid* 
die of this Garden is a Fountain, with a handfom 
Piece of Rock-work, adorned with proper Fi- 
gures, in the Center* On each Side, oppofite ti 
the Fountain, and in the Middle of two Brick- 
Walls, covered with Trees of different Sorts of 
Wall-Fruits, with Seats at proper Diftances, are 
two Iron Gates, leading to two Walks of the 
Grand Garden, which terminate in very agreable 
Vilios. The Houfe, which is at the End of this 
jf'ore-Garden, is raifed on an Eminence of three 
Steps, and a Terrafs of that Height, and about 
Ten Foot broad, furrounds it, being bordered by 
a low Brick-wall, cover'd with Stone, and adorn'd 
with beautiful Pots, containing great Variety o& 
Exotics. At each End of the Front of the Houfe, 
are two large Iron- Gates, which fill up the Space$ 
between the Corners of the Houfe, and the Walls 
of the Fore-Garden, and lead each to a Walk, of the 
Length of the whole Grand Garden, that terminate 
in handfom Alcoves. The Entrance intp die Hbafe^ 
is by a large handfom P<?r/i^,'^ leads yoU 
into a Hall, adorned with Paintings of the beft 
Italian ^ Mailers, Qppofite to the Entrance are 
large folding Doors, leading into a fine inner A« 
partment, which, in Winter-ltime, fcrves as a 
Stove or Green-Houfcj but in Suminer for a 
Dining-Room. In the Middle of each Side G^f 
the* Hall are other folding X)oors, that lead into 
the Side Apartments, Which confift of a Parlour 
or Fore-Room, an inner Room or Bed-Cham- 
ber, and a Preffiqg Hoom, on each Side regu- 
larly the • lame, and all with Windows towards 
the Garden. The lar^e or middle Room is cx- 
aftly fquare, according to the Walls, but tlie 
Area of it is rendered circular, by Twelve beau- 
tffull Corinthian Colpmns^ which fupport a Gal- 
lery of the fame Form^ The Columns are joined 
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hy a BaHuJire^ of about two Foot and a half 
high) and the whole GaHery is encircled with the 
fame^ behind which, both above and below^ are 
broad Benches, rifing gradually one above the 
other, to the Corners, to fet the Fots on in Win- 
ter^ but in the Summer there is only one hand- 
fom Vafo in the Middle of each, with a gilt: 
Statue on each Side : So that the whole has the 
Rciemblance pf a beautiful Ampbitbeaier or Cir^ 
^us > the Stoves Mng hidden under the Bench^ 
tB. Oppofite to the folding Doors, by which 
you enter, are two other folding Doors, leading^ 
to the Terras, and from tHencc, by a Deicent ot 
three .^teps, into the Garden* To give you a 
Defcripcion of all the Beauties of this Garden 
iirould be entilefs ; I fhall, therefore, only tell you^ 
that an exad Symmetry reigns everyr where, and 
give you a general Idea how it is laid duu 
The whgie Garden is pretty near a Square, o{ 
about a ' ^houfand Foot, and when you 4ef- 
cend into it backwards, you come into a Walk 
of about twelve- Foot broad, which joins tlie, 
two Side* Walks, proceding from the two Iron 
Gates, on each Side of the Houfe, in the Fore- 
Garden. Between thefb two Walks, for about 
two Hundred Foot, is a handfom Parterre^ 
with a Fountain in the Middle of it, and four 
Crofs^Walks leading up to jr. In the Middle of 
the four Squares, formed by thefc Crofs- Walks, 
are again large Statues, and in the Borders fe- 
veral fmallcr, intermixed with Vafcs and Ever- 
greens. From the End of this Parterre, and 
about two thirds of the Breadth of it, opens the 
grand Vifto^ planted with four Rows of Elms, 
which divides it into one large and two fmaller 
Walks The middle or large Walk does not 
run above two hundred Foot -, but is conti- 
nued 'by a Canal orFiih-Pond, with the Rows of 
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Elms, and Side- Walks, to the End, and tcrmf-' 
nate with a Crofs-walk, and a HawHaiw^ which 
opens a fine View over the Corn^Fields for near 
a Mile, and ends at a little Afcent, npon which 
my Friend has raifed a high Pyrannid, with a 
Roman Urn, rjfing in Flames, at the Top of it, 
In the Middle of the Canal, is a fmall circular 
Jfland or Sdorij with Bridges to it from cither 
Side. In the Center is a round Table with 
Benches > ^nd the Sahn is fijrrounded with Dwarf 
Trees, which fervc as a border, without inter- 
cepting the Vifto. 0{\ the Canal itfelf are two 
handfome Gondolo^^. The Walk at the End of 
the Garden, which is al)pqt twenty Foot broad, 
runs all along, and joins ^he two outermoft 
Side- Walks, which run down to the Extremi- 
ties of the two Walks that lead to the two 
Iron Gates on the Sides of the Fore-Garden. 
All the inifermediate Spaces are hid out in the 
handfomeft Manner, and the whole is inclofed with 
a high Brick-Wall ; with fall grown, high Limes 
on the Out-fide, that give Shelter to a great Num- 
ber of Singing Birds, which, by their Tamenefs, 
plainly fliewed they were not often difturbed, 
1 chofe to give you an Account of the lower 
Part of this beautiful little Houfe, and the Gar- 
den, which, in a Manner, furrounds it, in one 
View ; I fhall now inform you how I was en- 
tertained. 

M Y Friend met me at the Top of the Steps, 
on the Terras, and conduced me into the Back 
circular Apartment, of which I have already 
given you a Dcfcription. We there found an 
agreable, genteel Woman, decently, but not gau- 
dily, drcffed, who was preparing our Breakraft. 
I foon found, by her Diicourfe, that (he was an 
Italian^ who at forty Years of Age, had all the 
Agreablenefs of a Woman of twenty -five, of a 
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r«^dy Wit and fprightly Converlation. I per" 
ceived Ihe was the Gouvcrnante of the Family* 
with the Title of Houfc-kceper, and had after- 
wards an Opportunity of hearing, that bcfides 
her Capacity in that Quality, (he was an excel- 
lent Nlufician, had a fine Voice> played on 
the Harplichord, and touched a Lute to Perfec- 
tion. During Breakfaft, we were fo placed, that 
we had a View up the grand Viflo, on one Side 
of us, and of the Avenue from the Road, on the 
other, at one and the fame Time, Breakfaft be- 
ing over, Madame la Gouvernante immediately re- 
tired and left us alone, when my Friend propo- 
fed a Walk in the Garden. We Ipent fome Time 
in Difcourfe on indifferent Topics, in which I 
acquainted him with my Country and Circimi- 
ftances ; 'till at length, being feated on a Bench 
bppofite to the Canal, he gave me a brief Hif- 
tory of his Life, which (hall be the Subjcdk 
ql my next Letter. I am, ^c.

EING feated, as I told you in my 
laft, with my Friend, in his beau- 
tiful Garden, he gave me the fol- 
lowing Account of himfclf. 
** I AM a Native, (faid he) of the 
* City of Drefden^ in Upper Saxony -, from 
^^ whence my Parents removing, whilft I was ve- 
•^ ry young, and fettling in the fepious City of 
*' Hamburgh I had the firft Part of my Edu- 
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** cation, and laid the Foundation of my StQ* 
f^ dies, there: Bi;t I efteem the .whole World as 
** my Native Country, nay as one (ingle City» 
•' and mylclf as a Relation to, and FcUow-Ci- 
•* lizen witli, all ^lankind. Nei^ier Quality, Age 
•< nor Sex is any Bar to me, from Iqorking up- 
♦^ on every one as my Equal, and, without any 
*y PiftindioHj my Friend. My Life has beea 
** hitherto a Modey qf Good and Evil, Plea- 
** fiire and Pain, and has been attended with. 
*^ many extraordinary, aad alnM^ nniiraculous E- 
*« vents, of the tnoft remarkable erf" which I may, 
** as Time and Opportunity fiiall oflfcr, give 
*« you an Account: But for the prcfcnt (hall be 
^^ contented .^ith ktii^ you into a general I(^e4 
« of it. 

*' I THANK God, iwasbcMrn of, and broughf 
«« up by, Parents who enjoyed all the natural 
^< and acquired Advantages, both of Body anii 
^* Mind, which can m^e Mankind happy co 
** themfelves, and valuable to others, in tWs 
•^ World : And that the fame Supr^am Bzinc 
** has given me a S!bul, which, with the A(Ef- 
** tance of his Divine GracCy is prone to Good, 
*^ rather by a natural Inclination, than by any 
** outward Force of Law, Cu(bom or Example* 
** I have, from my very Youth* employed my 
** Time, in a diligent Reading of the Bible, and 
^' the moft celebrated Fhilofophers and Hifto- 
^< rians ; and lUcewiie in a narrow Scrutiny into 
** my own Qualities, both of Body and Mind, 
'« in Order to fortify myfelf againft all Habits, 
«' Prejudices and Pajffions. I foon found in my 
*' felf an innate C<mvidion of a Supream Eter- 
^* ncd Beings by whom I was placed in this 
*^ World to promote, to the utmoft of my Pow- 
*' er, and according to Rules prefer ibed me by 
f ^ that fame JSeiftj^^ not only my own Happi* 
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•* nefs, but that of all Mankind. la order to 
** perform this great and important Duty, I have 
*' made it my conftant Bu(iAe&9 to gain a Know- 
** ledge not only of myfelf, but of other Men, 
** and to make dili^nt Search into every Part 
** of the Creation, and particularly into every 
^^ Species of vegetable, animal, and rational Life : 
^* And I found myfelf the better qualified for 
•* making thefe Enquiries, as, in my early Years, 
'^^ I obtained, in an eafy and uncommon Man- 
** ner, a Knowledge of nine or ten of the moft 
•* neceffary Languages now in Ufe. My Father, 
*« who, befides a hrge hereditary Fortune, had 
•* acquired a very confiderable one, by his Pro- 
^* feffion of Phyfic, ijpared for no Coft to give 
*< me, his only Child, a fuitable Education : And 
•* as he was a profefled Enemy to the Pedan- 
•* try of the Schools, he was at the Expence of 
^ keeping a young Divine in the Family, to in- 
^ ftruft me in the Principles of Religion and 
•* Morality, and to teach me the learned Tongues, 
** which having, by this Means, attained to^ 
** while I was very young, I found it, I fey, ve- 
** ry eafy to learn the modern Tongues, which, 
** in eflfeft, are no other than Diale£bs of the 
" Latin or Teuionicky or of a Mixture of both* 
** I was inftruded in every other Branch, as well 
" of polite, as ufeful Literature, and, at the Age 
*^ of Sixteen, was thought fit to be fent to the 
<* Univerfity. My Father was prejudiced in Fa- 
•* vor of that in which he himfelf had abfolved 
<^ his Studies, or perhaps as it was in his Native 
«« Country, I mean Letpzick^ a Univerfity famed, 
«* beyond any in Germany^ for forming the Gen- 
*^ tleman, together with the Scholar. Here I 
** fpent five Years, and afterwards two more ii> 
•* vifiting other Univerfities of Germany. It was 
«* my Fathcr*3 Dcfire, that I fhould apply my 
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«' felf to the Study of Phyfic, which I fo fw- 
\' complied with, as to be infcribed into that 
^^ Faculty : But as I was not unacquainted, thac 
I fhould one Day be Mafter of a Fortune, 
which would place me above the Ncceffity of 
following any rrofeffion, I^vea larger Scope 
to my Studies \ and tho* I refolved to lay a 
good Foundation in the Science I fcen>- 
ingly profefled to follow, in or^er to build 
upon it hereafter •, aa my Mind was wholly 
bent upon Travelling, I fpent a great Part 
«• of my Time, in attaining to a Knowledge of 
** thofe Things, which might probably moft in- 
dulge nby Natural Inclination, and, in particu- 
*« lar^ in the Study of Natural Pbilofophy, 

After Seven Years thus Ipent^ I return- 
ed to Hatnhurgy not as my Father propofed, 
to fettle and pradice with him, but to pre- 
pare for a longer Abfence •, which, however, I 
^' waseafily indulged in, when I palliated my Refo- 
*' lution, with a Pretence of improving the Know- 
** ledge I had in Phyfic , by converfihg with the 
^' Learned of every Nation. My Stay, in Ham^ 
•* iurgy was no longer than was neceflary to iti- 
*' tic every Thing for fevcn or eight Years 
** Voyage and journy, which was the Time I 
*' had, at lead, propofed to allow myfclf, in 
*« vifiting the principal Parts of Europe, My 
** indulgent Parents, v;Jio thought nothing too 
*« much, nothing too cxpcnfive, to gratify my 
•« Inclinations, furnifhed me with all and more 
** than was requifitc, and being provided with Lct- 
*^ ters of unlimited Credit, wherever Ilhould come, 
♦' I took my laft and melancholy Leave of them. 

«' I SHALL not trouble you with an Account 
«* of my feven Years Travels, in Countries, per- 
•* haps better known to yourfelf than me, as 
«* you have vifitcd them fo lately. I flhall only 
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'^ in general tell you, chat tho* I did not derfy 
** myfclf a rcafonable Enjoyment of aH thole 
*< lawful Pieafures, which may be called gay and 
** gallant, and which my Years may feafonably 
*' have been fuppofed to prompt me to, yet I 
^' indulged myfelf no farther in them, than as 
" they were fubfervient to the great and prind- 
** j>al End 1 propofed to myfelf, by Travel- 
ling, the Acquifition of Knowledge } or at ledl 
no farther, than that they did not intcrfisrc 
** with this my main Purpofe, but ferved rathtr 
^* as a Relaxation of the Mind, which an intenfe* 
«* Study abfolutely requires. I always confidered, 
** that there is, or ought to be, a certain Seve- 
*« rity in Pleafure^ without which all Decency is 
" hanijhed % and that if Reafon is not to be prefent at 
" ourgreatefi Satisfailions^ of all the Races of Crea^ 
•* turesy the Human is the moft ASJerable. 

" At my Return, I found both Father and 
** Mother dead, and their whole Fortune, which 
proved more coniiderable than I had expe&ed^ 
fome Charitable Legacies only excepted, ba- 
** queathed in Truft for my Ufe. I might now 
*' have fat down in the Midft of an affluent For* 
" tune, and have enjoyed aH the Fafc and Com- 
** fort human Nature is capable of, oa this Side 
<* the Grave, and my Eftate would have enti- 
** tied me to the Choice of a Partner in my 
Happinefs, fuch as I myfclf (hould approve 
of, within the Limits of this opulent City : 
But the Itch of Travelling, for Improvement of 
ufeful Learning, which had fo early feized me, 
** was rather encreafed than abated. I, therefore, 
" fettled my Affairs, and difpofed of my Eftate, 
•' fo that I could command any Part of it when, 
** where, and in what Manner! Ihould think fit: 
** And, not content with having already fecn the 
** njoft civilized Countries of £urppe^ 1 refol- 
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** ved to vifit the more diftant Parts of the Worlds 
^^ and be acqiiainted with the almoft unknown Lap- 
•* landersy Greenlanders^ ^arldrs^ Mduuos^ Indiansy 
•* Cbinefoy Japonefe^ Mofsrs^ arid ev«n the HMeh" 
*• /c/i and CanmhaU. On thcfe Voyages, I fpent 
*' upwards of twenty Years, of which I was near 
'* two among the Ccmnibals of Amerua. 

*« B Y this Means, I not only, in general, diC* 
•* covered the Wifdom and Follies, Virtues and 
♦' Vices, Laws, Ordinances and Cuftoms, ot thefe 
•« my diftant Country-Meft, who, in th^ vulgar 
** Opinion, are efteemed finriple «nd lavage j bur, 
««^ at the fame Time, obfcrved fuch cxtraordi- 
*« nary Inftances of rational and virtuous Men a- 
^^ mongft them, ascoutd hardly be excelled by 
^anjl^^f us haughty jE«fvp<f^/. In fevcral of 
^ thefe Nations^ I likewife contraAed an Intif 
** macy with their Phibfopbers, aiid procured 
« the Writings of their moft fannied MCralifts^ 
«^ and, even to this Hour, I keep up an advan- 
** tageous and cxtenfive Corriefpondence, with fome 
*' of them. Whenever it happened in thefe my 
** Travels, as was frequently my Cafe, that I 
^^ was alone, and deflitute of all other Bqoksy 
•* the Bible, with the great Book ot Nature, 
«* were my whole Library, and a Difcourfe there- 
•Vupon, with my fclf, my moft agrcable Con- 
** verfatioa. 

ci With thefe, and other the like aflkluous 
*' Obfervations and Enquiries, my Thirft after 
♦* Knowledge is^ at length qiwnched, and I am 
«« now contented with myfelf, in an entire 
*' Tranquility of Mind : As much as I endea- 
*« vour not to be infenfible of the daily Mira- 
*♦ cles and Mercies of the Almighty, as little tlo 
«' X fufFer either a Scnfe of Difappointments to get 
«« the Maftery of me, or my Profpericy to mfake 
•* me hai^hty. I ocithcr fear nor grieve beyond 
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•* Meafurc i and can fay, with your excellent Spec* 
•* tator, that tbo^ I am always Serious y I do not know 
** what it is to be Melancholy : I never rejoice toEx- 
•* ccfs ; I fufFer not Anger to get the better of my 
*' Reafon ; I envy no Man i in Ihort, all my 
** Aim^ and all my Wifhes are, with Pleafure, to 
•* fee every one profper, and to enjoy that mix^d 
*^ State, which wiie Men both delight in, and are 
** qualified for. 

** I HAVE nowpafsMmy fifty-eighth Year^ and 
•* it is but a few Years fince I retii'ed from the 
*^ World, ^nd refolved to end my Days where t ^ 
** had agreably fpent my Youth. As I can here 
** enjoy an Abundance of every Comfort of Life* 
** with an unlimited Freedom ; fo likewife, in the 
•« Midft of a conftant, tho* Voluntary Employ* 
** mcnt, I here find what others call Reft. I have 
«« ncvdr been anxious after great Riches, and they 
•^ are yet Very far from being what I aim at, ia 
♦* any of my Adions : But as little as they have 
** been the Objcdls of my Hopes and DcfireSj as 
•* plentifullv are they fallen to my Share, Tho' I 
«' am far from denying myfelf a reafonablc En- 
** joymcnt of them, I live very much within the 
*« Compafs of my Revenues i And as I have al- 
" ways led a fingle Life, and have neither Chil* 
** drcn to provide for, or to leave my Eftate to, 
•* nor Relations who want it, I take a Pleafure in 
• employing the Rcfidue of my yearly Income, to 
•* the Benefit of others, and the public Good. 

" I LIVE here, in an agreable Solitude, at fome 
** Diftancefrom the Noife and Hurry of Bufinefs; 
•« but yet fo near the City, that as I frequently 
** vifit it, the little Follies of the meaner Sort, and 
** the greater Extravagances and Abfurdities of the 
«* Great, alternatively move my Laughter and my 
•* Fity. i am an Enemy to all Pomp, and fludy 
<^ Eafe and Decency more than Splendor and out- 
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^ ward Shew. My whole Equipage confifis' m a 
** Coach and Pair^ a Couple of Saddle-Horfes, 
** and fix or eight Domeftics of both Sexes, who 
^ ferve me in federal Capacities, and adminifter to 
*^ my Pleafurcs as well as my Neceffities. By this 
** NIeans, I live retired within myfelf, and want 
•* very little AiTiftance from without. My Taylor 
^< and my Barber, my Semftrcfs and my Laun- 
** drcfs, with fcvcral other neceffary Artificers, 
*^ and an excellent little Band of Mufic, are all 
** within the Cbmpafi of my fmall Family. I de- 
*' light to fee my Servants as happy, and as pleased 
^ as myfelf ; and feting afide their refpeftive Of- 
'* fices, for which their Wages are their leaft Re- 
^^ wards, they are much more my Companions 
•• than my Slaves 5 and they receive my Orders, 
«« as Favours rather than Duties. What others, 
*^ who perhaps have far lefs Means, than I have, 
** to fupport it, expepd in gilt Coaches, coftly 
^^ Liveries, fuperb Gardens and Palao^^ rich Fur- 
*^ niture and Apparel, Gaming, Feafts, Balls, 
^Maiquerades, and the like, I eipploy in making 
•* other People eafy in their Circumftances ; in rc- 
** lieving the Fatherlefs and the Widow ; in admi- 
<« niftring to the Sick |^i)i>.pu ting the Sons of de- 
** cay'd Families out to Trades ; and in giving 
<< fmall Fortunes to their Daughters in Marriage ; 
^« in procuring Employments for fome, and in 
«* feting up others in the Trades they have learned : 
•* And as I never appear in any of theie Things 
^ myfelf, and the Number of my Agents is not 
*< great, I am known to few. However, the £n- 
«< quiries I caufe to be made, to find out thefe real 
«* Objects of Charity, give me an Opportunity of 
<* knowing where I am not known, Qtfeing where 
f * I am not feen, and, in ihort, of prying into the 
^^ A&ions, Conduct and Mifcondua of. every 
<* Rank of Men^ in chis great City, and the 
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*' Ndghbourhood theFcof^ from the higheft Degree 
*' to the lowelh 1 find Means to get an Inijgbt 
*' imo the mofl iecret Tranfa(^ions ofthe Senat and 
" the Confiftory, in the AffembJies of the Great, 
" and the Divcrfions of the meaner Sort, in Ta* 
" verns and Cofibq-houfes* in Studies and Ware- 
^* houfes^ in Nurieries^ and even among the Gol^ 
•• fips.in the Chambers of lying-in Women: £ti 
•* fliort, there is no Door, but what my Silvcr- 
•• Key will open, whenever I think fit to put it 
•• into the Hands of any of my Agents, Nor is 
^ this meer Matter of Curiofity, b^ direfbly con- 
**. docLve to my main Purpole, and the ultimtile 
** View of all my Actions, the Happincfs of my 
•* Fellow-Citizens By this Means, I can, with- 
*' QUt being perceived or fufpe^ed, make Obfer- 
•• vations on the depraved Manners, evil Cuftoms 
V and Vices of the Times, and likewife diftinguifll 
** the Virtues and good Qualities of thofe, who 
** are fo happy as not to be tainted with them, and 
** dare be upright, generous and virtuous, in Spighc 
** of that grand Incitiveto Evil, Fafliion, and the 
•* Example of others \ and as it is a Part of my 
*• Employment to commit all thcfe my Remarks 
** to Writing, and to animadvert upon them, fome- 
^* times in a ludicrous, and at other Times in a ie-^ 
•« rious Manner, I find Means to render thefe my 
^^ Lucubrations ufeful to Mankind, by geting them 
*« inserted, without any View of farther Advantage, 
«* and even at riiy own Expence, in the public 
*^ Prints i of which, as Occafion ihall offer, I fhall 
** fubmit fome to your Ccnfurc.*' 

Here my learned Friend finilh'd his Hiftory, 
and 1 was fo highly delighted with this, and what 
I had before feen and heard, that I could hardly 
forbear burfting out, in an Ecftafy, in the follow- 
ing Lines, which I have fomewbere read:

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Y Friend had fcarce finifh'd the Skizz^ 
of his Hiftory, which I gave you in 
my laft, when a Servant camis to tell 
him Dinner < wao^icA for us ^ we 
thereupon returned to the pleafant Apart- 
ment we had breakfafted in, where, finding but 
two Covers on the Table, I took the Liberty of 
alking, if I might not hope to enjoy the agreable 
Converfation ol the Perfon who had managed the 
Tea-table in the Morning. My Friend's Anfwcr 
was, (he was but a Servant ^ that indeed', as fhe 
had been a faithful one, for many Years, and was a^ 
Woman of very good Senfe and Parts, he ufually 
admited her to his Table when alone, but never 
allow'd her to come into the Company ol Strangers, 
excepting at the Tea-table 5 however, as I defired 
it, he would for once break into that Rule, and 
thereupon ordered her to be called in, and bid her 
fit down. Having fucceeded in this Pbint, I ven- 
tured to go farther, and aik'd him, whether the

the Houfe, was not allowM that Liberty ? This 
^Queftion put my Hoft into fomething more than a 
Smile, and Madam in a Horfe-Laugh, which put 
me almoft out of Countenance, not being appre* 
;five there was any Thing ludicrous or ridiculous in 
what:! had aikM : But the former foon rid me ac 
once of my Doubts and Fears. *' The Phyfician, 
y* (laid he) whom you are pleased to honour with the 
*** Epithet.of Learned, is no.other than my identical 
^* ielf ; and 1 have a Diiguife for that Purpofe. 
^ thro* ^whjch it would not be eafy for the ncareft 
:^^ Friend to difcover me.'* 

O u ,R J^inner was plentiful and elegant, not fb 
4:idiculoufly fuperfluous, as is but too common here, 
as well a^ in Bremen ; but what pleas'd me moft 
.^as, that almoft every Thing was of his own 
Produflb : Fifli.out.of his own Ponds, Fowls from 
bis Barn-door, Gircens and Fruit out of his own 
.Garden : And tho* our Hoft oiffcr'd me Variety of 
the moft cxquifite Wines, I was prcfsM to drink no 
more, than I thought fit to call for. Our Difcourfe 
' at Tablfe was ferious, and yet diverting; merry with- 
out Levity •, and I may truly fay of my Friend, 
with Tully^ Jn eo facetice eranij ^ua nulla arte tradt 
poJf^nU In fhort, it would be almoft impofTible 
not to be pleafant, where the Hoft is fuch a one. 
As foon as the T^ble was clear'd, and we had drunk 
two or three Glaffes a-piece of excellent Champaign^ 
my Friend told me, I muft excufe a Weakncfs he 
bad contracted during his long Refidence in Italy% 
which he had never been able to (hake off fince, 
that of fleeping an Hour or two after Dinner, offer- 
ing me, at the fame Time, an Apartment where I 
tnight do the fame. I told him, it was a Cuftom 
I never hidulg*d myfclf in, but that I could pafs 
iny Time very agreably in his Garden. Upon this, 
be took a Key out of his Pocket, and, giving il 
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me, order'd a Servant to conduct tne into bis l^i-- 
brary, where (faid he) you may probably find 
Ibmething to divert you 'till I have taken my Nap. 
I FotLOWBD the Servant, full of Expedation , 
and overjoyed to a Degree beyond Expreflion, up 
one Pair of Stairs, where I was let into a Gallery, 
about twenty-five Foot broad, which took tne 
whole Breadth of the Houfe, on that Side next the 
Garden, and had a large Balcony that command- 
ed a View of the whole. The Front of this Story, 
I found, was divided into ieveral Lodging-Rooms,' 
handfomly furnifh'd, and over if, was only an At-- 
tic Story, for Servants. The dark Side of the 
Gallery, which my Friend had chofen for his Li- 
brary, was wholly taken up with Shelves for Books, 
difpofed in the moft regular and beautiful Marnier 
I ever faw, in different Clafles, according to their 
Languages, and the SubjeAs they treated of; and 
I found two Catalogues, an Alphabetical, and a 
Claflical one, fairly tranfcribM and lying on a Table. 
A handfom Cornice run along the T<^ of tho 
whole, in a ftreight Line, under which were Cur 
tain-Rods, bearing green Silk Curtains, from one 
End to the other. Above the Cornice were placed 
fine Bupfs^ of the moft learned Men among the 
Ancients and Moderns ; and, on the Edges ot ibme 
of the Shelves, were faften'd all the curious Medals, 
ftruck to the Honor of Men of Learning, which 
he bad been able to procure. At each End of the 
Gallery, and againd the Piers, betwixt the Win- 
dows, on the oppofice Side, were feveral Cupboards, 
or RepoGtories, containing great Variety of the 
moft curious and fcarce Things in Art and Nature, 
and handfomly embellilh'd with proper Mottos and 
Devices* Some were fiird with Foffils, fome with 
petrified Fi(h, others with beiautiful Infefts, and 
again others were fet apart for Letters, Manufcripts, 
4inid other Papers. Ox thefe lauer, I obferved two 
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in particular, one filPd with Foreign Letters and 
Papers, and the other with Inland. They had each 
their feveral Divifions, which were deftin'd for as 
many different Subjefts, as i. Philofophical ; 
2. Critical ; 3. Political, and (o on ; and thefe 
again had their proper Subdivifions, by which it 
was eafy to find whatever was wanted. The middle 
Pier was Looking-glafe, from Top to Bottom ; 
and in the Middle of the uppermoft Part, which 
ivas arch*d, I obfervM the following Words ia 
Golden Letters: Reddo^ nonfado^ which I thought 
was as applic^e to my Friend's Character, as to 
the GUIs, 

I N the Middle of each End of the Gallery, were 
two large Repofitories, in which were ranged, in 
an agreable Manner, great Numbers of curious 
Mathematical, Aftronomical, and even Chirurgical 
Jnftruments, with which, likewife, feveral other 
Parts of the Gallery were decorated 5 and, that no 
Room might be loft, the very Cieling hung full 
of one Rarity or other. I obferved, that one of 
the large Repofitories, I juft now mentioned, was 
chiefly fill'd with Inftruments (the ProduiSl, pro- 
bably, of very diftant Regions) to the Ufc of which 
I was an utter Stranger. Of thefe, as Occafion 
Ihall offer, I may perhaps, hereafter, obtain a far- 
ther Knowledge, which I (hall not fail to comma- 
nicate to you : But what, at this Time, moft com- 
manded my Attention, was a very curious and beau- 
tiful Ji^r/wwTw/^r, which, by a Label hanging to 
it, I found, had been fcnt my Friend from Suri- 
nam^ in South America^ by a learned Arabian Phi- 
lofopher, call'd Hoi Ebn Salaman. This moft ex- 
quifite Piece of Art is not above five Inches high, 
and ftands on a gilt Pedeftal, into which the Ball 
of the Tube is fix'd. This Tube, which is about 
three Inches Jong, isfaftened to an Ebony-Frame^ 
of the fame Length, and about an Inch broad. 
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On this Frame, are delineated the fevers^l Degree^ 
of Heat and Cold, by Strokes of Gold inlaid, but 
the Chara&ers (probably, to conceal the real Ufe 
of this little Inftrqment) ^ere to n^e gnintclligibfc. 
The Top of it rifes to a 3emicircle, artificially in- 
laid with Gold, reprefenting certain Charaders^^ 
likewiie unknown to nie, and on eact^ Side of thiii 
Semicircle, i$ a beautiful Vale, of the fame Meul 
The Tube is filled with a Liquor, or Spirit, of a 
refplendent Ruby -Red j and I obfcrved, to my very 
great Surprize, th^t this Liquor was ^Imoft in a 
continual Motion, higher and lowpr, ; tho% upon 
Tuning to the Window, I could not find any vifiblp 
Alternation in the Air, At a Diftance, I perceived 
the Spirit in the Tqbe ftand fix*d to the CcBtcr, 
without Mption j but I no Iboner approached it, 
than it began to rife and fall, as before, and fome- 
times» with great Swifmefs, almo^): from Top to 
Bottom. 

Astonjsh'p at this J^banomewm^ I fee my little 
Inftrunient on the T^ble, and fat down, to exa- 
mine it with more Eale and Leifure : I could, how- 
ever, by no M^ans, dive into the Secret, and be« 
ing tired with Speculation, calling my Eyes upon a 
VirgiU which lay upon the Table, I refolved to 
raifc my Spirits again, by reading a li(tle in tkit 
agreable Author : But how gre^t was my Amaf er 
ment, to fee, that, as (bon as I begun to read, the 
Spirits, in the Tube of my little Inftrument, rofc 
at once fcveral Degrees ! It funk, hoMfeyer, as prc- 
pipitatdy, to its former Situation, a$ foon as I laid 
down ipy Book to examine it niore narrowly. 

This fcem*d very ftrange to mc, and I foon 
perceived, that flaiEbn Sala^^n was a greater Artift 
tl>an 'Toracelli * ; But my Wpnder increased, when,

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«pon takii\g up my Book again, it rofe as before, 
and fell che Moment I left off reading. I began to 
imagine my Breath might have fome Effeft on this 
volatile Spirit ^ but could not obferve the leaft Dif- 
ference, whether I read loud or foftly, near to it or 
at fome Diftancc. Upon this, 1 took up another 
Sock, which happcn'd to be an ancient Tra^fl of 
Logic^ and here, to my great Aftonifliment, I 
found, that, as foon as I began to read, the Liquor 
funk feveral Degrees below its Center, and return'd 
:Xhither again, as foon as I laid my Logic down. 
JSome, in my Place, would certainly have taken it 
for Witchcraft ; and, I muft confefs, I could hard- 
ly forbear thinking it fome lUufion, or Deceptio Vi^ 
fits , not being able to conceive, what hidden Pro- 
perty could be contained in this Liquor, or what the 
Preparation c6uld be, to prodpce fuch wonderflil 
Efrcds. I, therefore, thought with Ovid^ Caufa 
laietj vis eft mtiffifna ; ^and, leaving it on the 
Table, was led, by Curiofity, to one of the Repofi- 
cories, fillM with Manufcripts and Psapers, where^ 
cafting my Eye on the Title of a Drawer, calM 
y^H^m^^ Papers, a Sort of Writing, which, of all 
.other, I think the mod entertaining, as well as in- 
ilru6tivc *, I took out the firft 1 laid my Hand 
upon, and found it to be entitled, A Descriptiont

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The Tide of this Manufcript raifed my Curi» 
olity CO read it; and I immediately fat down, in an 
cafy Chair, for that Purpofe. I foond it writen in 
the Hi^b German Tongue, and before I had read a 
finglc Fage, I had Reafon to believe my Friend was 
the Author of it. Before I had gone thro* it, iie 
came in very gay, after his Nap, and, feing how I 
l^asemptby'd, bid me put the Manulcript in my 
i^ocket, and read it at my Leifure, and defired 
me, at prefent, to go down with him into one of 
the Alcoves of the Garden, to partake of a Concert 
of Mufic, In that Inftant, feing his little ^ertw- 
meter on the Table, he fmiled, and, telling me he 
perceived i had not been idle, afk*d me what i 
thought of it* I readily embraced this Opportunity 
toconfefs my Ignorance, as well as Wonder, and 
to defire fome Information from him, to di^e) 
them both.

HAD hardly finifhM my Letter of the 
..... when Morpheus clos'd my Eyes', 
and obliged me to haften to Refir : But 
Curiofity open*d them again, with the 
JSifing gf the Sun, to make fome farther Remarks 
on my Tbenmmeters •, for fo I conceived the one 
Inftrument I had not yet feen mud likewife be. I 
nude a Begining, by trying fome Experiments, on 
that I already knew the Ufe of» with fome Books I 
had in my Trunk: And as I am never without 
Plays of all Sorts, I refolved my firft Trial (hould 
be with them -, I thweforc fetched my whole Stock, 
and laid diem on the Table^ and» after many Ex^ 
periments, made the following Obfervations : An 
MaUan Opera finks it to its lowed Ebb, and, on 
the other Hand, a Fantomime^ or Ballad-Entertain* 
ment, fwells it with fuch Impetuofity^ that I was 
cautious of repeating the E^cperiment too often, for 
Fear of burfting the Tube.

tinuing, fdr any Time, within the five middlemoft 
Degrees i But I had the Satisfadion, at reading 
Mr. Addifoffs Cato^ to find, that^ notti^ithft^ding 
they often rofc two Degrees above the Center j they 
never, tho^ a Tragedy ^ went more than a full De- 
gree belcfw it. 

I R EsoLV £D next to make a Trial with &mef 
other Books, and fetch'd an Arm^ful, without, exar 
mining into them.

ieaft three Degrees below the middle Point, but 
they rofe near as much above it, on laying that 
down, and taking up the ^de of a Tub. With the 
Atlantis^ I obferved, they always rofe to Sprigbt" 
Unefsy and fometimes to Ftre. I tried my Themuh 
meter with fevcral of the SpeSlaiors aftd TatlerSy and 
always found it (rife or fall exadly as the SubjeA 
required ; infomuch that I was able to diftinguifli 
the Author of every particular Piece, by my Gtafs,- 
before I came to the End ot it, to know it by the 
final Letter.

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and good a Man. I next made a Trial with &. 
fmall Piece of Baxter\ which, tho* the Man's In- 
tent may have been upright, 1 found To clogg'd 
with the Weight of Dulnefs, that it feldom rcach'd 
t-he middle Region, without, at the fame Time, 
running up to ail the Height of Enthufiaftical 
Madnefs and Extravagance. 

My Tea being, by this Time, brought up, 
while I was drinicing, I began to pleafc mylclf 
with the Hopes of being one Day Mailer of fo 
ufeful and diverting a Piece of Art. I had ob- 
fcrvcd, in my Friend's Repofitory, a Phial of 
luiquor cxaflly of the Colour of that in the Tube ^ 
and as I did not doubt but the Virtue was con- 
tained in the Spirits, (conceiving it would be cafy 
to get the Machine made) I hop'd 1 might ob- 
tain a fmall Share thereof. As we are apt to 
anticipate our Joys as well as our Fears, I began 
to number the Difcoveries I fhould, from Time to 
Time, make with this new Machine. There arc^ 
thought I, feveral particular Societies, as well in 
the City of London^ as clfewhere, whofe Judg- 
ments and Underftandings I Ihall meafure with 
the greateft Exadtitude, and I Ihall follow (faid 
I tomyfclf) the Inhabitants of that great City and 
its Suburbs, in all their Haunts, from the Church 
to the Play-hou(e. Nay, I flattered myfelf, with 
the pleafmg Hopes, that there (hould not be the 
Jcaft Grain of corrupt, depraved Tafte among us, 
but what I fliould ferret out and difcover, by 
Means of this my Thermometer : That being de- 
ceded, and expofed to the Eye of the whole World, 
the Evil might, by Degrees, be removed, and 
a better Tafte and Judgment be thoroughly re- 
ftored and eftablifhed amongft us. 

I BEGAN to wifh myfelf a larger Portion oi 
this wonderful Liquor, than I could hope to ob« 
tain, in Order to make a Prefcnt of one of thefe 

L nermo^ 
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^ermometers to every one of our Journalifts, tha^ 
they might, with the Help thereof, form better 
Judgments of their Authors, than moft of then> 
have hitherto done : And to the Writers of our 
Publick News, and more particularly Political 
Papers, to whom it would be of the fame Uni- 
iFcrfal Benefit. If every Author (thought I) and 
every Bookfeller could have one, how much un- 
ncceflary Labor would it fave the former, ^ and 
Expence the latter, and how many Squabbles would 
it not prevent ? 

I CONCLUDED my Speculations by thinking,^ 
that as the fmall Stock of this ineftimable Spirit, 
ivhich I could hope to have, would foon be ex- 
haufted, it might be for the good of the Public 
to recommend it earneftly to that illuftrious Body of 
Enquirers into the Wonders of Nature and Art, 

the R 1 S y, and their worthy Pr 1, 

£0 Ipend fome of the Hours they frequently cm- 
ploy upon Matters of mere Speculation, which 
are of little or no Benefit to Mankind, in the 
Search after this Secret of fo univerfal Advantage. 
They who feek to enrich and agrandize themfclves 
in the fruitlefs Attempt after the Philofopher*s 
Stone (thought I) would perhaps fooner find their 
Accounts in this ; and it might as well defcrve a 
Ptismium being fet upon it as the Longitude. 

In the mean Time, as this rare Invention came 
firft from*^a very diftant Region, it might be worth 
rhc while of an E—t I- — a orS — thS-a S'—p—go^ 
to make Enquiry, among the Philofophers and 
wife Men of the feveral Places they come to, after 
this valuable Commodity •, it might bring as much 
Advantage, and be left hazardous than any other 
Branch of private Trade 5 at leaft, it would not 
cxpofe them to the unreafonable and ill-natured 
Enquiries of their Superiors, whcn> poor innocent 

Gentlemen, 
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Gentlemen, they perhaps only follow the Steps of 
their Prcdeccflbrs, now their Mafters. 

Having finilh'd my Breakfaft, CurioGty led 
me to examine the other little Machine, which 
my Friend had lent me. I found, upon opening 
the Cafe, a curious Quadrangular Pyramid of 
Ebony, reding upon four little golden Balls, on 
the four Corners of a well-proportioned Pedeftal, 
"which again refted on four Balls of the fame Me-^ 
tal, and of a fomething larger Size.

upon it. Upon farther Examination, I found the 
Virtue and Ufe of this pretty Pyramid greatly to ex- 
ceed the Beauty of its Strudlure. MyManufcript in- 
formed me, that if it was placed upon a Table, in 
the Midfl; of a Company that was in Dilcourfe, 
either the Figurd that was in the lower Arch, or 
the Bell * over its Head, would be in continual

If 
Heart and Tongue agreed, the little Figure would 
move its Head and nod, more or lels, in Propor^- 
tion to his Integrity ; but if Deceit, Flattery, or 
formal Compliment, without any Meaning, had 
any Share in his Difcourfe, the Bell would begin 
to ring with more or lefs Force, as his Words ap- 
j)roach*d nearer, or were at a greater Diftancc 
from his Mind. As I was alone and could con- 
ibquently make no Experiments with this Machine, 
but on myfelf, 1 muft defer a farther Account of 
it to another Opportunity, and can only fay now, 
I had the Satisfadion to find, that happening oc- 
cafionally to throw out an Ejaculation to the Su- 
freme Beings my Friend Saturn faid jimen to it 
with a Nod ; I thereupon put it into the Cafe a- 
gain, and, laying it carefully in my Trunk, re- 
iblv'd to conclude this Letter with an Account of 
the fatal Cataftronhe of a Gentleman, with whom I 
had formerly an Intimacy in Holland. The Perfon 
I mean, was C — nf— r H^-n^ formerly Secretary 

to the unhappy Baron G r/z, firft Minifter of 

State to Charles XII, of Sweden^ who was facri- 
ficed to the Fury of the Populace, after the Death 

of that extraordinary Monarch. Monf. H n 

was a Gentleman of folid Learning, a found Judg- 
ment, great Experience, and the moft ready Wit 
I ever met with in any one Man, but wirhal a 
perfefl: Debauchee. He was let into tht Secret of 
all his Matter's Intriegues^ and was one of his 

principal Agents in (hem. This made the S 1 

of 5w— — » conceive great Hopes of making fe- 
veral Difcoveries by his Means : He was accord- 
ingly put under clofe Confinement, and as all the 
fair Promifes they could ma.ke him were of no 
Weight to engage him to betray his Matter, the 

prevalent Argument of the Rack was more than 

once 
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once made Ufe of to convince him of his Miftake: 
But as he had the Courage and Preftnce of Mind, 
even to undergo this Torture, without flinching, 
he was himfelf tried for high Crimes againft the 
State, and, being convided, was fcntenc'd to a 
fhameful and painful Death. After Condemnation, 
OflFers of a conditional Pardon were again tendered 
him, but in vain, 'till the Night before his intended 
Execution, having taken a plentiful Dofe of Bur^ 
gundy ^ he threw off what he afterwards callM a falfe ' 
Point of Honor, and reflefted upon the Folly of 
facrifictng his own Life, for the Sake of a Perfon 
who had drawn him into this Dilemma^ and who 
perhaps w5uld not have parted with a Finger to 
fave his.

He had not enjoyed that Station 
long, before, upon a Quurrel with the Super-In- 
ti^ndant of the Diftrift, he was involved in a te- 
dious and expenfive Suit' of Law, and wasoblig'd 
to retire from his Bailiwic. In this Retircmenc 
it was I contrafted an Intimacy with him, and 
was highly delighted with his Converfation when 
fober, which, however, was not often ; for 

after his Troubles in St //», he gave himfelf 

up to pxcelTive drinking, efpecially to Drams in a 
Morning j and, in his Cups, would fay, two 
Bottles; of Burgundy had faved him from an uni- 
timely Death, who then could blame him for

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valuing what he had received fb great a Benefit 
from? He was, as I have already faid, a Be- 
haucbee^ and in his Difcourfe apt to difcover too much 
of the Frce-Thinkcr : However, he always pre- 
tended to a Senfe of Religion ; and was a pun^ual 
Obferver of that praftical Devotion, in which the 
Germans are, in genera), too apt to place the whole 
of their Duty. His Morning Prayers he, in par- 
ticular, feldom omitted, and ( as I think, the 
SpeStatcr (bmewhere (ays, on a like Ocafion) wifeh 
confideringj that be migbt not be in a Condition^ to do 
the famej at Nighty would perform his Evening- 
Service^ at the fame Time. 

H£ had the good Fortune, in the Sequel, to 
triumph over his Advrerfary, the Super-lntendant, 
and not only recovered all Damages ; but, as a 
Recompenfe for his Sufferings, had a more con- 
fiderable Bailiwic confer'd upon him. He was 
now, as one would reafonably conclude, arrived 
at the Height of his Defires, and might have 
fpent the Remainder of his Days, in as comfortable 
a Manner, as a reafonable Man could hope or ex- 
pe6k : But, by what Fatality, is not eafy to deter- 
mine, after having gone thro* an Infinity of Trou- 
bles, and overcome them all, in this happy State, 
he himfelf put a Stop to the Career of bis good For- 
tune, and, with ail the Sedatenefs and Premedi- 
tation imaginable, brought upon his own Head 
the difmal Catafiropbe^ of which I ftiall now, after 
this long Preamble, give you an Account. 

B B I N G in this feeming happy State of Life, 
and having for feveral Days before conversed 
with his Acquaintance, in that free and pleafant 
Manner, which was natural to him, on the 1 2th of 
May^ laft, N. S. in the Morning, he ftiot himfelf, 
in his own Chamber, in the King's Houfe, in the 
Bailiwic of Hertzberg. He had placed the Piftol 
ac his right Eye ^ for there it appeared the Ball

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-went in, pafsM thro* his Brains, and went out 
again at the Crown of his Head. There had ap- 
peared no Signs of fudden Difcontent in him for any 
Time before: On the contrary, it feems he had 
calmly made feveral Preparations for this tragical 
Catajirophe^ which argue it was the Effeft of a pre- 
meditated and fteady Refolution. Not long be- 
fore he committed the Suicide, he put on a new Suit 
of Cloaths : Upon his Table, was found a Letter 
to his Majefty of Great Britairij begging his Par- 
don for ftaining his Manfion-houfe, with his Blood ; 
returning him Thanks for all his Royal Favors, 
and giving him fome Reafons why he was weary 
of the World. In his Pocket, was found a Paper 
with the following Lines :

* Various were the Opinions of Mankind, what could 
move this unhappy Gentleman, with whom !• was not only 
acquainted bat corref ponded to the laft, to take away his 
own Life in this violent Manner : The moft general was, 
that as he was given to Liquor, he did it in a drunken Fit : 
But I have been credibly informed, he went fober to Bed, the 
Night before, and had drank nothing but Tea, the faul 
Morning. That he was under no Difcontent of Mind is 
certain. I have an Original Letter of his yet by me, written 
i^ot a Month before his unfortunate End, foil of Exprefiions 
pf the higheft Satis&6lion, in the Station oi' Life he was thea 
^^ $ acquainting me with a Defign he had formed of intro- 
^acing Church-mufick in his Diftri^, and defiriog me to 
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procure him fome Anthems for that Purpofe. What Reafons he 
jiuiy have alledgM to his Majefty for this Deed, 1 never could 
learn ; but i% is to me felf-evident, that a very ill State of 
ilealth, being in almoil continual Pain, and a depravM Ap- 
petitCy which had Icfr him no Tafte of what he moft de- 
fiehted in. Luxury, had made him weary of himfelf, and 
of the World, and this is phunly exprefsM in the Lines that 
were found in his Pocket, of which I fhall give the Reader 
a literal Tranflation :

I N C E my laft, I have fpcnt a few 
Hours, in endeavouring at a Tranfla- 
tion of the Allegoricd Manufcript I men- 
tioned in a former Letter, entitled, A 
Description of the Empire of Pathia; 
of which, as it is fliort, I fend you a Copy. 

Unpeji the Title, were the following Words of 
Cicero t inftead of a Moifo : 

Duplex eft vis animorum. Una pan in a^efttu 
fafita efty qu0 hominem hue & iSuc rapit. Altera 
in ratione, que docet & explanat^ quid fadendufn^ 
fugiendumque fit. //^/?, ut ratio profit y appetttus 
johifrnperet. 

<* Thr 
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*^ The Empire of Pathia is a Country which 
«• abounds in every Thing that can be ful^fervient 
** to the Ncceflity, Convenience and Ornament of 
" human Life. Cephale, the Metropolis of this 
** Empire^ of an oval Form, is the Refidence of its 
** Emprefij who, for her extraordinary Infightand 
«* Prudence, in the Management of the public 
" Affairs, as well as her own private Oeconom;^; 
*< obtained of her Subjefts the additional Name 
** of Reason. 

" Baron Will, firft Minifter of State to the 
«* Emprefs, was a Nobleman better qualified for 
** Execution than Counfcl, and who, tho* he was 
<^ too hafty and capricious to weigh Matters duly, 
<* or to take any Thing under mature Deliberation, 
«< was the more expeditious and dextrous in the 
** Performance of his Duty, With thefc Quali- 
** ties, he was firmly fix'd in the Emprefs's Favor j 
•* for, as fhe was herfelfof a penetrating Sagacity, 
** in all her Counfels, (he had no farther Occafion 
** for his Service, than to fee them duly executed. 

** This Mbifter was married toa youngCoun- 
•• tefs, one of the Emprefs* s Attendants, whofe 
** Maiden-name was l4dy Fancy. Her more 
** than ordinary Capacity, and her Officioufnefs, 
** in the Choice of every Thing relating to Drefs, 
*< and in the Managemeut of the Toj/^^, had gainM 
** her the pa,rticular Efteem of the Emprefs, her 
•* Miftrefs, and flic was very afliduous to fccure 
•* her Favor, by agreably entertaining her, when 
•* in waiting, with a thoufand pretty Conceits, 
*« and little Pieces of Poetry, of her own Compo- 
*« fition. The Credit and Power this Lady had at 
". Court received an additional Luftre, upon her 
^* Marriage with Baron Will, and the Emprefs 
«^ was continually heaping her Favors on the young 
*« Couple. Among other Marks of it, flic made 
f * them a Pref^nt of one of her largefl: and noblelt 

, Caftlcs, 
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** CalHcs, built in a triangular Form, call'd Car- 
*< Di A, ficuate at a finall Diftance fron^ Cephale. 

** Hers our Baron, and his fprightly Countcfs, 
^ lived in great Splendor and Pomp, and were, in 
•* Procefs of Time, blels'd with a numerous Iffue. 
^^ Their firft Child was a Dai^hter, of exquifite 
^ Beauty, and fo engaging a Behavbr, that (he 
•* was diftinguifhM by the Name of Lady Lovel y* 
•^ She had four Sifters, the two eldeft of which 
•* bore fome Referablance to her charming Self, as 
•^ well in Mien as Carriage. The firft, whofe 
<^ Name was Lady Hope, cho* a very Dwarf in 
*^ Stature, had a moft agreable Countenance, and 
** was the true Image of Patience. The fecond 
•^ was a fprightly jdlly Girl, a great Lover and 
^ £ncoura6;er of Plays, Balls and Mafquerades, 
** and went by the Name of Lady Gay. The 
^ other two pofTefs'd very untoward (>jalities, and 
** were of a melancholy and crazy Conftitution. 
*^ Lady Anxiety, the eldeft of them, would 
** fpend Hours, in a folitary Mood, in her Clofet, 
♦* and generally in Tears. On the other Hand, 
•« Lady Timorous, the youngtft,, was continu- 
** ally liable to convulfive Fits. They had but 
** one Brother, who was not only very deformed 
** in his Perfon, but of fo ftrange a Caft of Mind, 
^ that they could think of no properer Appellation 
*« for him, than Squire SpLENAyic. 

** Lady Lovely had hardly attained to YearS 
*«^ of Maturity, when the Emprcfs niarried her to a 
** Gentleman of great Honor, and approved Cou- 
*' rage, of the ancient Family of the True- 
*« Goods* This noble Youth did no't, indeed, 
••^ poffefs the moft advantageous Blcffings of For- 
^^ tune : But fo great was his Merit, that this 
^^ difcerning Princefs thought him worthy of a 
*' confiderable Penfion ; and let the new-married 
** Couple want for nothing that could contribute to 

• " their 
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** their Felicity. They lived tog^her in the moft 
*^ perfe6l Hannony and Satisfadion, and were in 
'* high Efteem with every one. Integrity, 
*• Justice, CoMPASsiONand Friendship wefe 
" four of their Children ; but Hiftory is filent, 
" whether they had any more. The whole Family 
^' was advanced to the moft eminent Pofts at 
«* Court ; and as the Emprcfs was pcrfeAly happy 
** in the Choice of her Servants, they, on . their 
«♦ Parts, lived in all Manner of Affluence and 
*' Plenty, under fo gracious a Sovereign. The 
^^ Commonalty, in the mean Time, wanted nothing 
** to compleat their Felicity, under fo mild and 
*^ prudent an Adminiftration, but to be truly fen- 
" fible of it. 

While Pathia was i n this profperous and 

happy State, a Foreigner, from a neighbouring 
" Ifle, came to vifit it : He was a Perfon of an 
" agreable outward Appearance, and had a very 
^* pompous Train *, but, in his Heart, was a fubtle 
** Knave, and a Man void of all Confcience and 
*' Honor. The Marquis of Self-Interest (&>v 
** fo his real Name was afterwards difcovered to be j 
** was received in Cardia, in a very courteous 
** Manner, by Baron Will, who was fo deceived, 
** by his Fawning and Flattery, that of the moft 
*• deceitful of Hypocrites, he made him his moft in- 
" timate Friend and Confident. 

** The daily Converfation the Marquis had in 
*• Baron Will's Family, gave him an Oppor- 
** tunity of being acquainted with Lady Lovely's 
" Beauty and Virtues, which fo poffefsM his perverfe 
" Mind, already ripe for the moft flagrant Villa- 
" nies, that he found Means to poifon her Husband 
" True-Good, and afterwards, by a feigh'd 
'* Compafljon, artfully to gain the innocent Heart 
** of a Lady, who had never known what Fraud 
^^ and Sufpicion were. 

*• The 
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*' The old Baron, her Father, countenance 
*• the Lover's Addrcffcs, and the young Widow ' 
** was fo indifcrcct to marry him privately, with- 
*' -out the Knowkdge of her Bcncfaftrefs. The 
^\ Emprefi had no Sufpicion of the Marriage, 'till 
*< it was too late to remedy it ; but was then fo 
«* enraged at the elandeftine Proceeding, that, in 
*' the Height of her Difpleafure, (he not only dif- 
** carded the whole Family of the Wills, from 
** all their important Polls, but forbid all Manner 
** of Intcrcourfe between Cephale and Cardia. 

*' During the Difgrace of this Family, the 
^ Marquisof Self-Interest had three Sons, by 
^^ his Lady» The eldeft was a bold, indefatigable 
*' Adventurer : He imagined he could reach the 
*^ Clouds, if he could but once attain the Summit 
** of a Mountain in View, nor could the greateft 
^* Difiiculties obftrud: his climbing up to the Top 
*<^ of it : And when, with inexpreflfible Labor, he 
«< bad gained that Point, if another Mountain of 
^^ greater Height appeared between him, and his 
*' propofed Aim, he would, with the fan^ Ala- 
** crity, attempt to fcale that likewife. This 
•* afpiring Youth was generally known by the 
•* Nanfic of Lord Ambition. The next Brother 
*•• was a great Promoter of all Manner of public 
<^ Shews and Diverfions, and a vehement Lover 
** of the Fair Sex, who diftinguifh'd him by the 
•* Name of Squire Sensual. The youngeft. Squire 
*^ Avarice, who had a very unlucky Afped, was 
*• always fwell'd up, and ready to burft with Jea- 
^^ loufies and Sufpiciojis, and was continually dream- 
** ing of Thieves. When his Brothers had new 
*' Cteaths given them, he, for his Part, defired 
*« the Value of thofe defign'd for him in readv 
*^ Mony, which he hoarded with great Care. Thele 
•« three Brothers, tho* they differed fo widely in 
♦^ their Tempers and Inclioation^i poflfefs*d pno 

«♦ Quality^ 
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** Quality, which was common to them all: 
*^ They had moil voracious and infariable Ap- 
** petites. 
" They no fooner arrived at Years of Difcre* 
tion, than their turbulent Tempers put chem 
upon all Manner of frojefts to raifc their For- 
•' tunes. At Court, where Reason rul'd, they 
*' had no Admiffion ; it was, therefore, the Favor 
*' of the Populace they courted. The two ddeft 
*' Brothers, who lived in great Splendor and Mag- 
** nificence, foon gained their Point, by dieit 
" Liberality: And the many Sums of Mony, 
^< which the youngeft had placed at Intereft, 
*« among the trading Part of the Nation, brought, 
** likewife, no fmall Number over to their Fadtion, 
" H AVI NO thus ftrengthened their Intereft, they 
^' openly declared againft the Court, and infinuated 
*^ to the Vulgar, that the Emprefs, being norar 
** old, was no longer able to fupport the Weight 
*^ of the Government % and that the Empire was 
** by no Means in fo flourifhing a State, as for- 
*' merly, under the Adminiftration of their Mo- 
" thcr's Family. The giddy Croud, ever prone 
*« to change, laid hold of the firft Opportunity to 
*« rebel ; and the three Brothers managed fo art- 
*< fullv, that they foon got a private IntellJgcncc 
♦• with the Inhabitants of Cephale *, while thofe 
** of Cardia, taking Arms in the Night-ti-rrre, 
•* furprized the Metropolis, feized the Emprefs in 
** her Bed, and hurried her away to Confinement- 
•* The Government devolving, by this Revo- 
** lution, on the Family of the Wills, thcold 
•* Baron declared himfclf Regent ; the Marquis of 
** Self-Int BREST was made Stadt-bolder \ the 
* ' eldeft of his three Sons, Chief Minijier of State \ 
** the fccond, Marjhal of the Courts and the 
*' youngeft Lord-^reafurer. The Populace rejoiced 
** at what they call'd a Lucky Change, Strange, 
" » *' and 
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«* and *till then unheard of, Projcfts were thought 
^^ on^ to raife the Splendor and Credit of the 
*' Nation, which, they pretended, were confidc- 
^^ rably reduced and funic, during the indolent 
** Reign of the confined Empreis. Path i a foon 
*' became a general Relbrt of all who traveird 
♦* from other Regions, with the View of Pleafure 
^* and Senfuality only, and in Order to return as 
•* very Affcs as when they fet out. Her Palaces 
•* and Seats were fuperb ; Hofpitality reign'd every 
^* where ; Plays, Ridotto^s^ Affemblie^, and all 
^* Manner of public Shews and Diverfions were 
*< exhibited, in a moft pompous Manner, and far 
^< exceeding whatever had been feen during their 
•* depofed Sovereign's Reign. In fliort, nothing 
•* feem'd to be a Bar to the Grandeur and Felicity 
** of the new Regent, and his Agents, but that 
•* they were foon immerg'd in innumerable Debts. 
*< To put a Stop to this Evil, which muft 
** have haften'd their Fall, they bethought them- 
•* felves of an artful, but wicked Stratagem. A 
*^ Proclamation was iffued, ordering all the current 
*« Coin of the Nation to be brought to the Mint, 
** to be re-coined, in Order to efface the Image of 
«« the late Emprefs : But, by Means of a certain 
** Metal, the Invention and Compofition of which 
«« wasowing to the Family of the Wills, they 
* • debafed it to one Third of its former intrinfic 
«* Value, in fuch Manner, that it was not difco- 
*« verable either by the Touch or Weight. The 
*« Nation was blinded with the fair out-fide Shew, 
«* of this new and dazling Species, and received

«« SQUIRE 
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*^ S<^iRx Avarice lent Urge Sums, at an 
♦« exorbitant Intcrcft, to the Needy, and thereby 
«^ hurried on their impending Ruin. Squire Sple- 
^' NATiC, who, nocwithftanding his many and 
^' known ill Qualities, was now raifed to a confi- 
^^ derable Poft in the Adminiftration, deprefs'd 
Merit, wherever it reared its Head. Squire 
Sensual debauch'd the Wives and Daughters 
** of the principal Inhabitants* The Regent him- 
felf governM every Thing, according to the 
Di<9ates of his own Obftinacy, right or wrong ^ 
and his Grandfon, Ambition, entangled the 
Empire in an unneceflary aud fatal War, with a 
*' neighbouring Nation, about fome trifling Punc^ 
** lilio*s of Honor. Integrity, Justice, Com* 
«' passion and Friendship were banilh'd the 
•* State, for oppofing.thefe pernicious Proceedings* 
In fhort, the Subjefts foon became fenfible, that 
inftead of a gracious Emprefs, they had now a 
*< many-headed Tyrant at the Helm : But aS' 
Hope and Joy had long fince left their Con- 
fines, they had no Refuge to fly to, but the twa 
♦« Ladies, Anxiety and Timorous. 

** This Confiifion muft ncccflarily have brought 
** the whole Nation into utter Ruin, had not a cer- 
tain Matron, ^yho was held in particular Efleem 
by the late Emprefs ; but, by the Populace, was 
look'd upon to be no better than a Sorcerefs, 
<* interpofed, .and pat a Stop to this Mifery, while 
** yet there was a Remedy. This prudent and 
*« venerable Sybils whofe Name was Experi- 
** £ncb, taking the Opportunity of a Fair, ap- 
•^ pear'd in the Midfl: of the Croud, on the Mar- 
«« ket-place, and holding up a Piece of the late 
*< Emprefs's Coin, in the Sight of all the Peoplc,^ 
•^ 5riiV, my Friends and Fellow-fufferers (faid mq) 
^^ is a Coin which mil bear all Tefts ; (holding, at 
** the fame Time a Glafs over it, which, by ^^on^ 

' • •*' trafting 
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^ traaing the Rays of the Sun into a Center, had 
*« the Power to melt all Metals of a bafe AlJoy j) 
•« But this (continued (he, holding up. a Piece of 
•* the new Coin, which, upon applying her Glafs 
•* to it, was reduced to its intripfic Value) can 
«« hardly witbftand the leaft Degree of Trial : And 
** juftfo areaU the imaginary Advantages of your new 
*• Form of Government ; dazzling^ hut of no Du- 
^* ration. Is it for this Phantom^ you have bartered 
« * the happy Adminiftration of your* deposed Sovereign ? 

*« The Populace, whofe Eyes began to be 
" opened, at to palpable a Conviftion, finding 
** themfelves wounded ifi the moft fenfible Parr, 
** their Riches, took up Arms, by unanimous Con- 
«* fent, brought the aepofed Emprefs * out of her 
^* Confinement, and reftored her to her lawful 
«« Throne. Their Rage would haVe hurried them 
«* on to exterminate the whole Race of the Wills, 
*' had not this gracious Princefs hcrfclf appeas*d 
** their fury, and given immediate Command to 
*' facrifice Self-Interest. to their Revenge ; 
<< declaring, at the fame Time, that tho* the Fa- 
«^ mily of the Wills were wholly unqualified for 
«< the Adminiftration, (he had' other Employ- 
<* ments for them, in which they might be of real 
«' Benefit to the CommonWeal. 

«< This Defcription, as it is called, is plainly 
« an Allegorical Hijtory of the HvMAfj Passions, 
«< and contains the following Moral DoStrine^ viz. 
«* That the Happinefs of this Life conjifts chiefly in 
«< the Moderation and Government of thefe Paffions. 
<« We attribute two difierent Powers to the 
•' Soul, Reason and the Will. /i^^» teaches 
*« us how to determine our Views, and it is the 
«« Bufinefs of the WiU to put them in Execution. 
<• According to the Carteftans; Reafon has its Seat 
«« in the Brain, and the fVill^ with its Paffions, 
«* Lovcj Joy^ Hope^ Fear^ Sorrow^ Hatred^ Sec. 

« in 
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«* in the Heart. As long as the Will is govern'd 
by Reafon^ fo long a Man is in his natural and 
tranquil State : All his Paffions are kept within 
their proper Bounds ; and therein confifts the 
" Happineis of Life : But no foonjr does Sel^ 
" Intereft poifon his good Intentions, and his 
*« Paflions get the better of Reafon^ than he is in 
^< an unnatural Situation, and a confus'd State of 
" Mind. All his Paffions are Slaves to Intempe- 
^' ranee, they lead him into a Labyrinth of DiC- 
'* orders ; and herein confifts the greateft Mifery 
<* Mankind is liable to, in this World. 

" The only Method we have to remedy thii 
" Evil is, to take the Opportunity, when out' 
'* Paffions 2Xt lulled afleep, to weigh, in the Bal- 
" lance of Experience ^ the true and intrinfic Value 
" of every Object, which is wont to flatter out 
<^ Imaginations, and thereby learn not to fet out 
" AfFc&ions chiefly on thofe Things, which arc 
** leaft defcrving of them ; but, on the contrary, 
put that Value upon all Things, as they, with 
Propriety and Juftice, deferve ^ and, on the 
" other Hand, to proportion our Sorrow and 
^< Care, to our actual, and not to our imaginary 
" Lofies and Wants. 

«' I N this Examination of the intrinfic Value 
" of Things, we mufl: have an Eye, firft, to the 
** Goodnefsy and, fecond, to the Duration of them : 
«* Whether they promote our Happineis, and how 
'^ long they are capable of doing ft ? Let us, for 
'< Inftance, examine the Honors, Pleafures and* 
Riches of this World,#^y this Rule. Are they 
" real fubflantial Goods ? Are they attended with 
no Cares, noApprehenflons, no Uneafineffes ? As 
far as they are liable to any of thefe, io far they 
are fiiort of being real Felicities* But fuppoflng 
^* they were wholly free from thefe Inconveniencies, 
\\ the Quefti^si yet* rejiKMnsy of what DuratiM 
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*♦ arc they ? Will they laft to the End of our 
** Daysf How loi^ arc we fare of Health, or 
** even of Life itfelf to enjoy them ? To con*- 
*' elude, is our Life more than a Moment in 
** Comparifon with Eternity ? How then can they 
be faid to be durable ? In Reality, they arc no 
more than an empty tranfitory Vapour, a 
Thix)g of nothing,, which has no real or efien^ 
• tial Being, 

** When we have, in this Manner, difco* 
*** vered the deceitful Alloy of this counterfeit 
Coin, which has blinded the Eyes of our Un- 
derftanding, Reafon afcends her Throne again, 
and our Pajftons are confined within their proper 
^< Bounds. Nothing in this World can awake 
*^ any immoderate Dcfires in us,- nor are we ever, 
beyond Meafure, concerned for the Lofs or 
Want of any Thing. By this alone, we may 
come very near to the higheft Pitch of Happi- 
^* nefe We are here capable of, and keep Fofleflioa 
*^ of it when we have attained it *. 

To 
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^ Tothisy r cannot forbear adding a fine Paragraph froia 
pur Spe^ators, (Vol. VI^ p. 49.) and ihaE then leave the Reader 
to form a Judgment upon the whole. 

That ingenious Author, having alledg'd it to be '< a mighty 
'^ Miftake, that the Paffions fhould be lb entirely fubdued, a» 
''.to bequite excingui(h*d, which is puting out the Light of 
'< the Soul ; little Irregularities being fometimes not only to^ 
'^ be born with ; but to be cultivated too^ as they are frequently 
^ attended with the greateft Perfeflions : '' He then concludesv 
^hat ** iince the Paffions are thc^ Principles of human Addons, 
^ we muft endeavour to manag6 fo as to retain their Vigpr,

g A V I N G, fincc my laft, made it 
B my particular Bufinefs, to enquire in- 
^ to the ancient and prefent State (k 
% HoTitburg, I havcdcftin'd this Letter 
P- to give you as circumftantial an Ac- 
count thereof, as I have hitherto been able to 
learn. 

The Story of its being built by Drufus, in 
Honor w Jupiter Amman, I pafs by, as being 
generally efteem'i^ a Fable ; and proceed to what we 
may depend on, with greater Certainty. 

In the Year of our Lord 808, the Emperor 
CbarUimugft, or, as the Germans call him, Caro- 
lus Magnust cauTed two Forts or Caftles to be 
built on the Elh, to repel the Incurfions and Rava- 

§:s df the fVenden^ and other Northern Infidels. 
ne of them, on the North Side of this River, 
was ca.\\'& Hamburg, or Hammenhurg (or the Caftlc 
of or near the Wood) from a littlq Wood, at 
about a Mile's Diftance from where the City now 
ftands ; Hammen, in the ancient German^ figtii- 
fying a little Wood, and this Wood being in par- 
ticular call'd Hamma -, and there is, to this Day, 
likewife a Village on the iame Spot, call'd Hamm. 
We find, indeed, feveral other Derivations of this 
Name, as from the Statue of Jupiter jfrnrnn, 
■which CharUmaign deftroy'd there; or that thefirft 
Inhabitants were the Remains of the ancient Gam- 
brivii, and the Place call'd formerly Gmbrivimi

or, with Krantziusn from an ancient Saxon Hero, 
caird Hatha \ but all thcfe fecm ground Icfs *. The 
lirft Legatusy Lieutenant or Commander of this 
Fort, who likcwife built it, was calPd Odo^ Udo^ 
or Otto^ who firft calPd it Hochbuckiy or rather 
Hochburg (the high Fort,) the North Banks of the 
Elb being very high thereabouts. It was taken and 
raz*d by the Barbarians^ two Years after; but 
Cbarlefnaign^ having repePd thefe Infidels, the 
Year following, caufed it to be rebuilt, and, as it 
was cuftomary for the neighbouring Inhabitants to 
refort to, and build near thefe Forts or Caftles, it 
foon became a populous Town. In 8ii, Cbarle- 
maign built the firtj: Church here, which he dedi- 
cated to our Saviour and the Virgin Mary^ and 
this was the only Church Hamburg had, for above 
350 Years. Lutfovicus Pfus^ the Son of Charle- 
maign, made it an Archbifhop's See, in the Year 
833, and the Church of Hamburg , the Mother of 
ail thofe of Nprtb-yflbingia j which was foon after 
confirm*d by Pope Qregory. The firft Bifhop 
was St. Anfcbarius, z French Monk of the Order 
of St. Benediffy a zealous Converter of the Infidels, 
and Promoter of the Cbrijlian Religion, by whom 
it was planted in Denmark^ after he had converted 
the^r King Erick, as likewife in Sweden \ for which 
he was calPd the Northern Apoftle, and was like- 
wife ftiPd Primaty and the Pope's L^at for all the 
North. 

1 N 8^5, thp Danes, probably before they were 
converted tp the Cbrijlian Religion by Anfcbarius^ 



• Cbriffopber Si&fius, an ancient Poet of Hamburgh was of 
the fame Opfnion with our Author^ as to the Derivation of 
the Name of Hamburg, which we may fee by the two fgllpw- 
in^ Latin Verfes of hii : 

Hamkurgum Siha €ui mtum nmen uh Hama, 
Tnter Billa Ms, isf ehrifer, \^lfiria, duSus. 

M 3 furpriz'd 
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furpriz'd Hamburgh and either flew or carried away 
captive all the CbriJlianSr except a very fmalJ 
Number, who efcap'd with their Bifhop, probably 
to Ramejlo^ now Bardewickj near Lunenburg^ for 
there Anfcbarius refided afterwards, 'till, in 848, 
he was tranflated to the See of J^retnen^ where he 
vras the fotirth Bifhop, and the firft Archbilhop, 
that being made a Metropolitan See by Pope Ni- 
cholas^ wfth the Confci)t^of Ludovicus. And here 
German Hiftorians differ^ fome will have it, that 
Anfcharius was the only Archbilhop of Hamburg y 
and that after it was rebuilt, it was no more than 
^n Epifcopal See : Others pretend, there was an 
Archbifliop, caird Aridagus^ before Anfcharius. 
but this feems improbable *• Others, again, wilj 
have it, that the Metropolitan See was not tranf- 
fer^d to Bremen^ -till 1223, and yet others, that 
they were both Archbilhoprics 'till that Time; 
which to me feems the moft probable. Be thi^ 
as it will, the Danes^ having, fon^e few Years after, 
burnt the Suburbs, with the^ Bifhop's Palace, and 
the fine Church built by hini, and plundered the 
Town, left it ; whereupon Anfcharius returned^ 
and, repairing thefe Damages, took upDn him rh< 



* I h^ye an ancient German M^nurcrlpt-Chronkle of Ham:' 
httrg bv she, which, after having fuppofed Chariemaign^ when 
he £rit c^ofs'd the Elb, to N^rth ^IHngia^ to have ^und ^ 
CaiUe on the North Side of the Elb, call'd HammenSurg^ fays^ 
Cbarkmaigtt took this Ca^^e into his ProtedUon, and having 
placed a Gan-ifon in it, under the Command of a Captain,

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See again, but whether as Bifhop or Archbifhop, I 
Ihall not pretend to determine. He died, however^ 
in Bremen^ A. 865, in the fixtieth Year of his 
Age: But the Hamburgbers have, to this Day^ 
a Remennbrance of him, one Part of their Havep^ 
which is now a Market for Sea-fi(b, where for- 
merly one of tlie Gates of the City, which bore 
his Name, ftood, is yet cali'd, from him, the 
Schar-fhor^ or Gate. 

The Danes and Swedes y who had been converted 
by him, apoftatizing after his Death, with the Af- 
fiitance of the Infidel Wenien^ took,* ravaged and 
burnt this City, feveral Times afterwards; but it 
always rofe out (^the Afhes again in greater Splen* 
dor: Efpecially in the Year 1073, after the Death 
of Bifliop Alherty it having, the Year before^ 
been entirely reduced to A flies, by Kroko^ a 
Duke or General of the JVendm^ when it was 
very much enlarged. This City was formerly 
under the JurifdiAion of the Saxons^ and go* 
vcrnM by a Sort of Magiftrate caird a Vogt^ or 
Bailif ; one of whom was Count Adolpb of Scbaum^ 
burg^ who governed it in 1137, for Emperor L(h 
ibariusy Duke of Saxony. Adolph III, granted it 
many and great Privileges, in Confideration of 
Mony they furnifli*d him with for his Expedi- 
tion to the Holy Land, which were confirmed by 
the Emperor Frederick Bariaroffa. In his Abience, 
Henry ^ the Uon^ ruin'd it : But Adolpb y upon his 
Return, recovered and rebuilt it *• But fVoldemaft 
Duke ofSkfwici^ with the Affiftance of his Brother^

M 4 King 
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KiDgCanutus of Denmark^ took it afterwards from 
the Emperor Otto IV, and gave it to Count j^ert 
of Orlamunda^ y who, however in Coniideration 
of the Sum of 1500 Marks of Silver, let the City 
at Liberty, and transfer'd his whole Right to it, to 
the Citizens themfelvcs +• In 1359, Emperor 
Charles IV, took this City under his and the Empires 
fpecial Protedtion: But in 1375, he cnjoin'd the 
Hamburghers^ by a formal Sentence, to return to 
thtir Duty to the Counts of Holftein \.. Now 
tho' the fucceeding Counts and Dukes of Holftm 
confirm'd their Freedom, yet they were bound to 
them by certain Covenants : And when, after the 
Death of Adolpb VIII, the laft of the Male Line 
of the Earls of Holjlein^ that County devolved to 
Cbrifiian the Ift, King of Denmark, they likewife 
came to a certain Covenant with him -f -f-. The 
Hamburgbers likewife acknowledged a Sort of Fealty 
to the Dukes of Holftein, of the Oldenburg Line, 
not by Oath, but by giving of Hands, and this 



* from this Time, tbe Kings of Denmark iorm their ia& 
^reteniions on HamSurg, not omy by Right of Conquefl, but 
as Defcendants from the ancient Counts of Holfiein i to whom 
they pretend this City belongM from Time immemorial.

Jbr it was in 1464, that the Emperor Frederitk III, gave the 
Title of Duke, inftead of Count of Holftjsin^ to CbHfiian J, 
King of Denmark. It is pretended by fome, that the Ham^ 
ktrgbers did Homage to this King, and to his Sons, Jtbnvai I 
Frederick \ but thi» they deny, and preteiid it cannot be prov(d 
upon Record, 

Honoage 
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Hornage they paid to Chriftian IV, King of 
Denmark^ in 1603*. From whence the Kings of 
Dtnmark^ to this Hour, pretend a Right to it, and 
call it their Erb-untertbanige Stadtj (their City by 
hereditary Right,; tho', at the fame T^"}^> ^hcy 
keep an accredited Minifter there, which is a ma- 
nifefl: Recognition of their Independency and So- 
vereignty. In 1618, this City was folemnly de- 
clared a free Imperial City, and, in 1641, was ac- 
cordingly fummon'd to the Diet of the Empire : 
Tho% as Denmark and Holftein protefted againft 
it, they have not yet enjoy'd their Right of Sit- 
ting and Voting there. 

Great Priviliges have been granted them by 
fcveral Emperors, particularly, Frederick I, gave 
them that of a Toll upon the Elb^ on Condition 
that they could keep it clear of Pirats, inftead of 
which they now lay the Buoys, which are 54 in 
Number, from the City to the Sea ; and keep a 
Light- Houfe, four German Miles within the Sea, 
at the Ifland of Helgoland^ for which their Ships arc 
free from our King's Toll at Stade. This Toll on 
the Elb was confirm*d to them by Frederick 11. 
Frederick III gave them the Right of Staple j and 
Sigifmund thzt of coining Gold and Silver Mony. 

In 1686, upon fome Differences among them- 
felves, two of their principal Burghers, Hieronymus 
Scbnittger^ and Conrad ^ajiram^ confpir'd to deli- 
ver the City into the Hands of the King of Den- 
mark^ who thereupon came before the Town with 
a confidcrable Army , but the Confpiracy being dif- 



* The firft Homage paid to the Kings of Denmark of this 
Nature was in 1 938, to Cbrijlikn III. It was performed by 
the prefiding Burgher matter, not kneeling, but (landing, and, 
pelting his Hand into the King's Hand, declaring, they 
would behave towards his Majelty, as Men of Worth and 
Honor ; the King haying firft taken an Oath to prefcrve all 
jheir Privileges.- 

'"' ' cover'd 
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^ covcr'd^the two Chiefs paid for their Treachery with 
their Heads, and, by ttie Interpofition of the neigh- 
bouring Princes of Brandenburg and Lunenburg^ but 
more particularly of King James II, of England^ 
who, on that Occafion, fent a Fleet to the Elby the 
Siege was rai&'d in Confideration of a round Sum of 
Mony- 

In 1712, onOccalionofthe JVl?r/i&^r» War, the 
DaneSf Mufcovites and Saxons^ having their Armies 
in the Neighbourhood, made their feperate De- 
mands on the Hamburgkers^ with Threats, in Cafe of 
Refufal -, and they were oblig'd to compound with 
the Firft for 230,000 Dollars, and with the Se- 
cond for 200,000 ; but whether the Saxons got 
any Thing out of them, I am not ib wett in- 
formed . 

In 1 70S, upon Occafion of fbme Differences be- 
tween the Senat and the Burghers, Dr. KrumMtz, 
a LutberM Prief):, fomented Matters to fuch a De^ 
gree, that an InfurreAion being apprehended, the 
Senat privately applied to the Imperial Court, from 
whence Orders were iflfued tor 12,000 Men, of 
the Troops of Lower-Saxony^ to inveft the City •, 
and this was tranfafted with (b much Secrecy, that 
it was perform^ before the Burghers had any No- 
tice of it. It was to no Purpofe then to refill ; they 
were oblig'd to admit 2300 Men into the City, 
to keep Peace, while five Commiffioners, appointed 
by the Emperor, the King of Sweden, as Duke of 
Bremen J theEleftors of Brandenburg^ Lunenburg^ 
and the Duke of WblfembuUle, were empowered to 
examine and remedy the Grievances on both Sides. 
By this means, the rebellious Burghers were not 
only kept in Aw for the prefent, but faddled with 
a new Form of Government, which took a great 
Part of the Power out of their Hands, and inverted 
the Senat with it : But as this Commiffion laftcd 
upwards of three Years, during which Time they 

had 
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had an Allowance of loo Marks (or near 7 /.) per 
Dtem^ to each of the five Commiffioners, and the 
2300 Men, to pay, befides an Infinity of other 
namelefs Expences, it is generally believed, tlie 
Debt contraaed on this Occafion, tho' a Poll-tax 
was granted on that Account, is not fully paid to 
this Hour. 

Laft Year, the Hamlurgbers were involved in 
new Troubles, with the Danes^ on Account of the 
Currency of the Dantjh Coin in Hamburgh which 
'^till then had been almoll the only current Mony 
they had ; but was now, in a Manner, cried down, 
by their coining fo large a Quantity of their own 
Coin, which was confiderably better in intrinfick 
Value, as, with the Help of a Current Bank, ena- 
bled them to carry on their Commerce without the 
Jianijb Mony \ and the Senat empowered their 
Burghers, befides, to refule all Payments, if they 
thought fit, that were tendered them in any Coin but 
their own. This reduced the Valut of the Banijb 
Mony, and fo enraged Frederick IV, King of 
Denmark, that he, by Proclamation, prohibired all 
Manner of Trade and Commerce between all his 
iDominions, and the City of Hamburgh which con- 
tinues to this Day, tho* the Subjefts of Denmark^ 
fuffer as much, or more^ by it, than the Ham- 
furgbers *. 

A B o u T the fame Time, they had a Difputc 
with our Sovereign, King George, about the Right 
of appointing a Preacher for the Cathedral of this 
City, which, with the Chapter, and a large Number 
of Houfes belonging thereunto, arc under the im- 
mediate Proteftion of his Majefty, as Bilhop of

Bremen, 
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Bremen^ and independant of the City-Jurifdi6tion, 
Purfuanc to an ancient Padt between the Bifhops of 
Bremen and this City, this Right was veiled in them 
alternatively. The laft Incumbent had been put 
in by the Bifhop ; but, upon his Death, feveral 
Years before, the Senat of Hamburgh for their own 
finiftcr Ends, put off the Choice of another, from 
Time to Time, 'till his Majefty, having had nu- 
merous Complaints on this Account, and as often 
admonifhed them of proceeding to an Eledion, was 
obliged to (hew his Difpleafure: However, purfuant 
to his wonted Goodneis, he gave them ten Weeks 
Time, for the doing of it, and let them know, that 
at the Expiration of this Time, in cafe of Non-com- 
pliance, he would appoint one himfelf, ex jure de- 
volutionis. This Term being elapfed, and nothing 
done, the King's Council for the Adminiftration of 
the Duchies of Bremen and Verden^ at Stade^ by 
his Majefty's Order, gave them another (hort Term 
of eight Days, but to as little EfFeft ; Whereupon, 
the Sunday following, previous Notice having been 
giving thereof to the prefiding Burghermafter, the 
Minifter appointed by his Majefty was admitted 
into Poffeffion of that Office, by the Chapter, and 
preached in the Cathedral. The prefiding Burghcr- 
jnafter, a Perfon of fo violent a Spirit, that he had 
frequently cmbroird the State, in the Height of his 
^ Paroxifms, thro* Ignorance, Want of Thought, or 
* Pride, went, the next Morning, to the Senat, 
burning with Zeal for the Honor of the Republic 
(as he call'd it), or rather to fatiatc his own Revenge, 
at the Expence of Truth, and the Refpeft due to a 
crown*d Head, to whom the Republic had infi- 
nite Obligations, and had fo much Influence over 
his Bretheren, that an inadvertent Placat was im- 
mediately publifli'd, and affixed at the Corner of 
every Street, in which, among other Things, 
highly injurious to his Majefty, they denied having 
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any previous Account of his Intention, and forbid- 
ding any of their Burghers, under a feverc Penalty, 
to Sequent the Cathedral ; for which fome were ac- 
tually taken up and fined. But what was the E-f- 
feft of this ill'timed Zeal ? They were obligM, fooa 
after, to fee, for feveral Days together, Placats 
affix'd almoft on every Houfe belonging to the Chap* 
ter, in the open Street, and in the very Center of 
their own Jurifdiftion, in which they were fcverely 
treated in their own Kind; the L retorted 

upon them, and themfelvcs direftly tax'd with fuch 
Things, as did not conduce very much to tl^eir 
Honor. How this Matter will end. Time mufl: 
fhew ; in the mean while, tho* the Minifter con- 
tinues in his Living, his charitable Brethern have 
found Means to deprive him of certain Rights, 
which were to have been the beft Part of his 
Income *. 

Hj4MBURG ctnhrzctd iheLutberan'Rciigion ve- 
ry early, and has ftriftly adhered to it ever fince f* 
- ■ -^ ■ — 

* One of the Rights our Author hints at, is that of attend- 
ing Funerals ; a confiderable Advantage, of which he gives 
his Friend a more particular Account in another Letter. 
- 'f The firft Step made towards it was by Arnoldus Sttphe- 
lius^ Paftor of the Church of St. Catherine^ who declared 
publicly againft Indulgences, in 1521, about four Years after 
Luther had begun, by doing the fame 2X Erfurt. In 1523, or, 
as fome will have it, 1525, 5/^/^^ iL^/9/^, a barefoot Monk^ 
came ftom R^flock, to Hamburgh and gave a &rther Shock to 
.the P<9/tf/ Authority ; which was almoft wholly difregarded, 
upon the Preaching of yebn Ziegenbagen^ who came thither 
from Magdeburg^ in 1526. In 1527, or 1528, the Senat pub- 
liihed a Decree, by which they obliged all, who would not 
conform to the Lutheran Religion, to depart the City. In 1528, 
Tii.yohn Bugenhagen was invited to Hamburg from Wittenberg^ 
And, the next Year compleated their Canons. In 1530, the 
Reformation was fully eftabliflied, and the Canons render'd 
public by Authority ; and in 1532, ' Johannes JEpinus was 
appointed the firft Super-Intendant of the Church of Ham- 
burg., . 

They 
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They gave Shelter to the Englijh who fled thither 
from Perfecoiion, in the Reign of Quee;i Mary^ 
and a Treaty having been concluded in the Reign of 
her Succeflbr, by which they were allowed a Chap- 
pel, and the free Exercife of their Religion, the 
Anglican Church has been tolerated ever fincc. 
They are obliged to allow the Roman Catholics 
and Calvimfis the Exercife of their Religion in 
Ambaflador's Houfes; but, at the Inftigation of 
the Lutheran Prielk, their Burghers have been fre- 
quently put to Trouble for frequenting them ; for 
which Reafon they have their Churches in Altend, 
whither likewife the French^ Anahaptijis^ and Jews 
are dblig*d to repair. 

HAMBURG^ is now, in every Refpedl, the 
moft renowned City of permanyj large, rich and 
populous, and has more foreign Trade, than all 
Che Reft taken together : It is a free Imperial City, 
and fecond in Order, in the Hanfe. It is fituated 
pleafimtly on the Ell^ which wamcs Its Bulwarks, 
in the Circle of Lower Saxony^ the Metropolis of 
the Duchy of Holfiein^ in the Territory of Stor-^ 
fnaria: At thcEhftance of 28 Miles from Zri/»«ir- 
hurg^ 36 from Liibeck^ and about 70 from the Seat- 
It is almoft of a circular Form, and about five or 
fix Miles in Circumference.^ Towards the South, 
it is wafli*d, as 1 laid above, by the River Elhy 
which flows about as far above k^ as the Thames 
does above fuondon^ and brings Ships of Burden, 
with the Tide, into the very Heart of the City : 
The South Banks of this River are bordered by the 
l^KKhy oi Lunenburg^ and below that, the Duchies 
of Bremen and Verden^ almoft to. the Sea. This 
Hiver is fcparated about two or three Miles abov^ 
HanAurgj into two principal Channels, called the 
South and North Elb^ and fome fmalkr Chatmels, 
whicli having formed fevcral beautiful Iflands, all 

belonging 
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belonging to our King, except one very fmall one 
to Denmarky re-unite in one Channel, about fix 
Miles below HanAurg. Towards the Eaft, it is 
walh'd by the little Kiver BU, and towards the 
North, by another little River callM the jflfier^ 
which fortns a very large Bafon, juft wkhout the 
Towp, and another, tho* not fo large as that, yet 
of at leaft looo Foot fquare, within the Walls of 
it ; after which it drives the public Mills, and 
paffing by feveral Sluices and Canals, thro' the 
whole City, empties itfelf into the EU^. As this 
City is divided into five Wards, it has five princi- 
pal, or very large Churches, befide the Cathedral, 
an4 eight lefler Churches or Chapels of Eafe : And 
as a great Number of Canals, fed by the Waters 
of the Elbj and the j/ttftery pais thro' it, it has 
84 Bridges, 38 Water-MiUs (befide fix Wind- 
mills) and fix Sluices r And it has likewife fix 
large Markets. It is divided into the Old and 
New City, arid it is not above 30 Years fincc they 
were feparated by the Wall and Ditch of the OW 
Town ; Part of Which yet remain ; but of mucl^ 
the greater Part, the Wall is now levell'd, the Ditch 
fiird, and the fineft Street in the Town built upon 
it. The whole is furrounded by a fine high Wall, 
with 23 Bulwarks, befide other Outworks and 
Fortifications, in the niodern Manner } the Ditch 
is, likewife, very deep; but hardly broad enough 
for the Height of the Walls. They have of late 
Years ran a noble Line, or Outwork, with a broad 
and deep Ditch, and other Works, from the lar^cft 
Baibn of the yilfier to the Elbj above the Town, 
at about half a Mile from it: And, on the other 
Side of that Bafon, about the Midway between 
that and the Elb^ below the Town, is a very fine 
Fortification, call'd the Star-Sconee^ which com- 
mands the Avenue to the Town on that Side, and 
is of foch -Force that the King of Denmark ^ witli 
ail his Army, could not take it in x686^ tho' he 

bcficg'd 
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befieg'd it (if I am rightly inform'd) fix Weeks. 
The Hamburgbers keep a Garifon of 2300 Men^ 
among which is only one Troop of Dragoons, the 
Reft Infantry ; a Number hardly one quarter fuffi- 
cient to befet, much lefs to defend their Pofts. 
Their chief Strength, however, confifts neither in 
their Walls, nor in their Garifon } but in the Im- 
portance it is to all the neighboring Princes, not 
to let any one of them poflefs it : And it is fitu- 
ated fo conveniently for that Purpofe, that if the 
Danes attack it on one Side, they can open 
their Gates on the other, to let in Auxiliaries from 
the £le£bors of Brandenburg and Hannover^ and 
fo vice verfa. This City has fix Gates, and three 
Entrances by Water, two from the JE/f, and one 
from the Alfier. The Territories belonging to , 
this City, tho' not large, are pretty confiderable : 
On the Side of Denmark^ they have nothing but 
a fmall Part of Altenai on that of Holfiettij it 
reaches about a German Mile ; and for about three 
German Miles farther, a fine Diftrift, which was 

Swn*d to them, by fome of the Anceltors of the 
oufe of Lunenburg \ and, if I am not mifin- 
form'd, forfeited for want of Redemption: But 
they are terribly apprebenfive, it may, fooner or 
later, be reclaimed. 

At about two German Miles above Hamlurgi 
near the Elb^ they have, in Community with the 
City of Lubecky a Caftle, with a little Town and 
Bailiwick, call'd Bergedorfff of which they have 
been in pofieffion near 400 Years. This Place was 
firft pawn'd to the Lubeckers^ by a Duke of Lau- 
enbur^ ; but one of his Succefibrs, under Pretence 
of viliting the Governor, being got into the Caftle^ 
feiz'd it ag^in for his own Ufe. Upon this Luhck 
calling in Hamburgh to its Affiftance,, they, with 
united Force, reto^ it, and have been in PofTeflioii 
of it ever fincc j the formerj for their Mony lent, 

and 
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and the latter as a Re-imburfement of their Ex- 
pences in taking it. They put in a Bailiff alterna- 
tively, and garifon the Caftlc with an equal Nupi- 
ber of Soldiers, from each City. 

They have, likewife, a fine Bailiwick, with a 
Caftlc, and 14 or 15 Villages, calPd Ritzbuttel^ 
at the Mouth of the Elb^ which they are, likewife, 
not a little in Pain'for, left the Houfe of Lunen- 
hurg^ which now pofieiles almoft the whole Space 
between the Ell and the Wefer^ (hould, fome Time, 
or other, take a Liking to it : And their greafcft 
Security, in this Point now, feems to be, that there 
is a fmall Territory, between their Bailiwick and 
the Duchy of Verden^ callM Hadeln^ which is now 
in Poffeffion of the Emperor, by Sequeftratioft : 
But ftiould our King ever become Mafter of that, 
.either by Purchafe, or otherwife, it is not very dif- 
ficult to gtiefs what would be the Fate of Ritzbutteh 
efpecially as there is a diftant Pretence to it, on 
Account of the Houfe of Lauenburg^ which is 
now extinft. Of this Bailiwick the Hamburghers 
have, likewife, been in Pofleflion about 350 Years: 
They took it firft from the Lords of Lappetty who 
were notorious Pirats, and very much infefted the 
Navigaj^ion and Commerce of the £/i : But the 
Dukes of Lauenburg afterwards laid Claim to 
this Bailiwick, under the Pretence, that the 
Lords of happen were their VafTals : However, a 
Right of Conqucft and Forfeiture, a Claim of Dif- 
burfements, and a long Prcfcription, have hitherto 
maintained the Hamburgbers in the Polfefiion of it.

a Senat chofen out of the principal Perfou of the Repntdic;

ioreign Princes, without the Interrention pf the Burghen, 
and who are vefled with almoA erery A& of Sovereignn', bat 
that of laying Taxci and Impo&s, and Dtanaging toe Fi* 
nances.

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the Validity of it is debated, and afterwards de- 
cided by Vote: If the Perfon named be difallowed* 
the fame Eleftor muft name another, and fo on» 
"kill one is approved, and fo likewife the other 
three ; and when four Candidates are fixed on, it 
is decided by Lot, which of the four fhall enjoy the 
Office. As, upon this Occafion, perfonal Reflec- 
tions may naturally arife, the whole Senat is upon 
Oath oblig'd not to divulge what pafTes. When 
a Burghermafter is chofcn, after he is fworn in, 
they proceed to the Choice of a Senator in his 
Room : And when a Senator, he is immediatly 
lent to, wherever he be, the Court remaining firing 
'till he is found, when, being cloathed in the Habit, 
he is led to the Senat-houfe, between two of his 
neareft Relations, fworn, and diredlly admitted, be- 
fore the Court rifes. The Office of a Senator is hono- 
rable, but far from being profitable, in Proportion 
to the Labor of it, which is very great ; all the 
confiderable Ofiices of public Truft, fuch as Cora- 
miffioners of the Cufloms, Excife, Trade, Trealurjr, 
Admiralty, £#r. being all performed by them, by 
Turns, without any Reward but their Salary as 
Senator, which is fmall ; and they have no other 
Advantage, 'till in their Turn, they attain to the 
Office ofPrator^ which they retain two Years, and 
make a confiderable Advantage of. 

Among other Advantages, all Fines which are 
levied during their PinBtorJin^ fall to them, out of 
which however, they are obliged to maintain Cri- 
minals } and pay the Expence of their Trials and 
Executions. Tne mofl confiderable of thefe Fines, 
I mean that which is the Price of Wencfaiog* is 
levied in fo extraordinary a Manner9 that a par- 
ticular Account of it may not be unacceptable to 
you. They do not, z& is cuflomary in other Places, 
lend their Female Delinquents to the Houfe of 
Correction i No> that would bring no Grift i^ 

their 
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their Mill ; the moft is to be made of them, and 
then, poor Creatures, they are to be difmif^d tp 
follow their Profelfion again, and to till the Ground 
for a future Crop. This they do in the following 
Manner: When oneof thefe Wenches is ripe for a 
Harveft, (he is carried before one of the Pristors^ 
where (he is tortur'd with what they call Thumb-

The Perfon is fcnt for privately } told 
there is fuch an Information laid againft him, and 
threatened with an immediate Profecution, unle(3 
he comply with the Terms pre(cribed him* which,, 
acccording to his Circumftances, is 5, 10, or. 
perhaps 20 Times the Penalty cnjoyn'd by Law. 
Proteftations of Innocence, tho* attended with never 
fo plaufible Circumftances, and confirmed by an 
Oath, avail nothings the Strumpet's Word is to be 
taken, and pay he muft, or be expo(ed. But the 
former is generally the Cafe j for they do not give 
themfelves. the Trouble of lending for them who 
have not wherewithal. Of two Evils (fay they) 
the leaft is to be chofen : Should every one, who 
has incurred the Penalty, be expofed, how many 
Family Quarrels, Law-Suits and Divorces, with 
all the evil Confequcpces attending them, would

and' will take twa or three PuQJkefs rather than expofe him by 
a Frofecution.

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and commend their Praftice, did they never 
escaA ' more than the Law allows them ^ but 
aB the Cafe now ftands, nothing is more plain, 
than that the efficient Caufe of their Proceedings 
\% Mammon. There is, however, another Proof 
that fees it beyond all Difpute. No Doubt there 
are Wretches here, as well as in other Places, who 
proftitute themfelves for a Trifle to the mod abjeft 
6f the Vulgar, to iuch as are not capable of paying 
che fmalleft Fine : But I never heard of any of theie 
being expofed to a public Profecution : No, this 
wouM be attended with fome Charge, but no Pro- 
fit. But t(» this I would a(k, whether public £z- 
an^le be not a public Benefit, and whether this be 
not the Profit a Judge ought principlly to aim at? 
IVhat think you. Sir, is not this encouraging 
Wenchmg with a Vengeance ? Efpecially as thefe 
Strumpets, afler they have made their Confeffion, 
ixt turned loofe to begin again. Would not the 
Allowance of public Stewi, as in many Places, be 
ds comnriendable ? And what think you,- Sir, Gf 
admitmg che fingle Evidence of a profl^te 
Wretch, under the Agonies df Torture, who 
ftah^ convidied of a Crime^ puni(hable, by Law ? 
It is Dy far worfe than an Evidence admited in 
ftur Ciourts, which I have always condemned : I 
Weaa the limple Chth of the Profecutrix In fmRo 
Stupri^ a Crime, perhaps, never commited by 
any one Man, fincc the Creation, unlefe thro* 
Threats and Fear in the Perfon injur'd. 

I MiTst not conclude this Subject without mak- 
ingfyou merry with a ludicrous Story that has been 
told me, on tnis Occafion. HerUfirtus^ a Burgher, 
and afterwards Senator, of great Reputation, wout 
the Begining of the foregoing Century, was lb im- 
moderate a Lover of the foir Sex, that he greatly 
impaired his Fortune, as weH as his Conftitution 
by it. Being arrived at the Fratorjhip^ he was 
lefolv'd to pick up i^is Cf unibs again,^ by iubjeding 

others 
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Others to the fame La(h he had fb often lain under 
himfelf ; and none was ever more noted for this 
Sort of Profccution than he. Having once a fe- 
male Delinquent of this Kind under his unmerciful 
Clutches, who had already given him a long Bcde- 
Roll of her Gallants, which Ihe protefted were all 
fte knew j Avarice or Want prcvaird upon him 
to be incredulous, and to order another Turn of 
the Screws* which put the poof Creature to fo ex- 

?|uirite Torture, that obliged her to cry out, .with 
uch Vehemence as was heard in the Street ; If you 
viould take my Life away^ I can confefs no more ~ Vr 
hut your Worfhip and your Son ! who, it feems, 
was a Chip of the old Block. This becoming fooa 
a Town-Talk, fhamed our Magiftrate fo, that he 
was obfervcd to be nu)re moderate ever after. 

The Bailiwick of Ritzluttel which the Sena* 
tors enjoy, by Turns, forfeven Years, \t like wife 
profitable ; but when they have pafs'd thcfc Offices, 
^ey have nothing of rrofit more to hope, unlefs 
Fortune advances them to the fupream Dignity. 
They have two Courts of Juftice for civil and cri- 
minal C^ufes, the Lower and. Upper Court, The 
M^cr Coun ponfifts of the two Praetors, whereof 
one ge^s out every Year, and 13 Burghers, three 
Icarnifd in Law, and the Reft Traders, of which a 
^^''tain Number, likewife, go out, and are fupplied 
"y others, annually. The Upper Court is the whole 
Body of the Senat. In civil Caufes, the former try 
all under 200 Marks (or a^out 13 /. lOi.) but there 
lies an Appeal to the Upper Court. All Caufes above 
that Sum are cognifabic in the Upper Courx, from 
whence if the Sum exceed 2000 Mark, thefe is an 
Append to the Imperial Chamber at JVetzlar. Cri- 
minal Ca,ufe$ are t^ied before the Lower Court -, but 
the Sentence given muft be confirmed or t-eform*df, 
and finally pronounced by the Upper Court. They 
have, likewife, fince the Year 1^23, a Court of Ad- 

N 4 tniraity. 
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i^alty, which confifts of a Burghermafter, four 
Senators, fix Merchants, and two Mafters of Ships ; 
with the Afliftanceof a Secretary and a Water- 
Bailif. Their Liw is the Civil or Jufiinian Law -, 
and, in Criminal Caufes, the Statutes of the 'Exii- 
^ror Charles W J with which they have, likewifc, 
their own Statutes : But both one and the other are 
(6 explained away, inftead of illuftrated, by in- 
numerable Comments, and puzzled rather than 
cjear'd up, by contradiftory Precedents ; that the 
Law there, as well as elfewhere, is itfelf a greater 
Evil, than the Evil it is defign'd to remedy, the 
Bane of the Nation 5 and the great Number of 
JLawyers, the Flock of Vultures, which are con- 
tinually preying upon the Intrails of the State, 
and fpend in Sloth and Luxury, what the pains- 
taking Trader or Artificer has honeftly gain'd by 
the Sweat of his Brow : A Sort of defpicablc 
Wretches, of whom we may juftly fay, with Mar- 
tial J Iras 6f Verba locant : (They hire out their 
Words and Anger.) What think you. Sir, of the 
Laws of Denmark^ the whole Body of which is 
brought within the Compafs of about a Quire of 
Paper, where no Comments are allowed, nor Pre- 
cedents regarded, and where every Suit, tho* never 
So intricate or important, muft be decided within 
the Space of a Year ? Happy People, had they 
not wantonly given up their Liberties, in Revenge 
to their tyrannizing Nobles, a Prey to abfolute and 
defpotic Power ! But to return : Befides thefc two 
,Courts, the two pr^fiding Burghermafters, and the 
*two frastors, fit each of them in their own 
Houfes, three Times every Week, and try Caufes 
under 45 Marks, (or 3 /.) where a Fry of leffer 
Harpies, under the Name of Procurators *, arc 

. ^ in an £di6t pttblifti^d by the Senat, for the Regulation of 

.thefe Harpies, (as our Author calls them] they are juilly ftiTd 

a Pell of the City : But how itomes it, then, they are ftill 

'tolerated? ' . 
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fure to fleece both Parties, let which ever win the 
Caufc. In the Lower Court they have certain 
Terms of fiting j as they have, likewife, in the 
Senat on Caufes ; but on other public Affairs, cx- 
<:epting in the Dog-Days, they fit three Days every 
Week, befides the Bufinefs of their feveral Offices 
of Truft, from which none of them are free, and 
ibme have four, five or fix at once. So that a 
Senator of Hamburg is a very Slave to the Public, 
and can hardly call a Day his own. 

The three Colleges of the Burghers are; 
' I . T H A T of the Oher-Alten (or chief Elders^ 
which confifts of fifteen, three chofen out of each 
Ward. They were firft cftabli(h*d in the Year 
1528, and were then but twelve, the City confift- 
ingbut of four Wards, *till, after the new Town 
yvas built, and a fifth Ward, on that Account, 
added, in 1685, they were encreas'd to fifteen. 
This College has gf eat Power 5 not unlike that of 
the Tribunes in Rome*, can, upon Occafion, de- 
mand of the Senat, to call a Convention of the 
Burghers, and even accufe a Senator of Malvcr- 
fation, to the Senat : They can likewife demand 
a Conference with a Deputation of the Senat, 
upon thcfe, or any other Occafiorts. 

2. The College of Sixty, which confifts of the 
forin/^r, and nine more out of each Ward, who 
are callM Deacons: From 1528, toi6S5, their 
Number was but 48. 

3. The College of One Hundred Eighty, which 
confifts of the two former, with the Addition of 24 
butof each Ward, call'd Sub-Deacons: To which, 
.fince 1720, each Ward adds fix more, as Adjunfts^ 
who are caird in upon certain Occafions. From 
1528, 'till 1685, this College confifted of but 144 
?erfons. 

When they are all affcmbled, and the Senat 
at the fame Time, which is upon all cxtraor4inary 

Occa- 
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Occafions^ and particularly for laying of Taxc», 
it is call'd a Convention of the Senat and Burghers : 
And, at thefe TimeSt the Gates of the City are 
fliuc, the Pofts befet, a ftrong Quard drawn up 
before the Senat-Houfe, and Ceotinels placed at alt 
|be Avenues to i(. When the Number of Burgheri 
is oompleat to do Bufinefs, the Doors of the Senat- 
(ioufe are fhut up, and none fuSerM to go out or 
]n» *till their Debates are at an End, and their 
"^Refolutions taken. Each Ward debates and votes 
by ttfelf, and when they are come to their feparate 
Reiblutions on the Queftion propofed by the Senate 
the Majoritv of th^ Five, agree or not agree, de- 
cides the Matter. 

Before the laft Difturbances, wUch bi'ought 
on the Commiflion, every Burgher who paid 
Taxes^ had the Right to make one in thefe Con* 
ventions, which was often the OccaQpn of great 
Confufion, and frequently of Infults upon the Senat } 
every Cobler affuming as great or a greater Liber- 
ty, than the moft fubftantial Merchant : And thU 
came, at Length, to fo great a Height, that no 
Bor^r of any Note would attend the Bufinefs of 
the rublic, at thefe Meetings, not thinking their 
Lives fafe. You will eafily conceive what a Life 
the Senators » who were then chofen by the Burghers, 
led, efpecially as they had not only fuch a Crew 
to deal with, but were, in a Manner, watchM, or 
rather lock'd up by them, the Guard before the 
Senat -Houfe confiding then of the Trained- 
Bands*.

. * It ws» very common, daring thefe Troubles, for the 
Barghers to infttit the Senators In the Semtt-Hottfe.

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The Balance of Power was then» beyond all 
Difpute, too great in the Hands of the Cpmmo* 
nalcy : But I don't know whether it mayn^t oe now 
as much too great on the other Side. The Senat 
chufcs themfelvcs ; tKc Colleges confift, indeed, of 
the mod fubftamial Burghers, as it is but reafonable 
they fhould, but I believe the Senat has no fmall 
Influence in the Choice of them -, they arc molt 
of them either related to, or dependant on fome 
one or more of the Senators, or afpire thcmfelvcs 
to that Dignity, and, therefore, court their Favor : 
And when there does happen to be one among them 
more turbulent or refractory than the Reft, they 
bring him into another Way of thinking, by call- 
ing him, as foon as pofTible, into the Senat *. 

This, 

fiime Time there was a Tumult \i^ithin, and an Attempt made 
to throw one of the Senators oat of the Window, and his Ha^ 
Periwig and Ruff were aAually thrown out. At this Tim^ 
likewife, the Burghers, contrary to their own Statutes, turned 
out feveral (I think 7) of the Senators, without alledging any 
|>articnlar Crime againft them, or giving them a Hearing, and 
only to make Way for fome of their own Creatures. And 
when Matters were come to that Height, that the Senators no 
l<mger thoughttheir Lives fafe to go to Council, great Num- 
bers of the Burghers went, in a tumultuous Manner, widi 
Drums, to the Houfe of the Prefiding Burghermafter, an4 
commanded him, in a haughty Manner, to repair to the Senat* 
Houfe. The Day the Troops of the Circle inveiled this 
City, in Order to reprefs thefe Enormities, the chief Officer 
of the Qarriibn, who has the Pdft of General (the eldeft Bur- 
ghcrnftiler being GeneraiiJJimo) having been in a Council of 
War at the Senat- Houfe ; and returning with the Orders of the 
Senat, on io emergent and extraordinary an Occafion, was 
ftop*d and infuked by fome of thefe TrainM Bands ; and I 
was Eye-Witnefs, that one of them, who had the Appearance 
of a Cobler or Botcher, feizM his Bridle, and, in an infolent 
Manner, toM him, he fhould know that they paid him. and 
were his Maittrs, and therefore would know what his Orders 
ivcre.

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This, Sir, may ferve to give you a general 
Idea of the Form of GoTcrnment here, to enter 
irtto a particular Difeuflion of it, I muft exceed the 
Bounds of a Letter. There is, however, one 
Thing, m the Adminiftration of Juftice between 
one Burgher and another ,« which is (b very com- 
mendabte, and pfts an Elnd to, or prevents lo many 
Law-SuitSy that I cannot j^ut mention it. Either 
PlamtHFor Defendant, if a Suit be depending, or 
the Perfoa who thinks himfclf aggrieved, if not, 
fe.allowed to petition the Senat for a Commiffion, 
and to piropofe two or' three Senators, by Name, 
as Commiffioners to examine into the Allegations 
on both Sides, and endeavour to make up the Mat- 
ter in an amicable Manner. The other Party is 
ob!^*d to appear before this Commiflion ; and tho* 
ekher Party i^ at Liberty not to fubmit to their 
Award *» yet it is reckoned fuch an Indignity ofFer'd 
to the Senat in general, and to the Commiffioners 
in particular,' that th6 Cafe does not often exift. 
In thcfe Cafes, Matters are treated fummarily, 
without any Form or Expence, and I have been told, 
that, on fuch Occafions, the Senators take an infi- 
nite Deal of Pains to reconcile Parties, and put an 
End to, or prevent Law-fuits, than which nothing 
can redound more to their Honor. 



the Senatorial Dignity, was, by his turbulent, haughty Ttm* 
per, very troublefome : And tho* this Change of Circum* 
iiances rather heightened than abated his Pride, he became as 
anant a Senator as the beft.

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Their Ecclefiaftical Governiaent, of which 
the Sen'at is undoubtedly the Head, is managed 
by a Minijierium (as they call it) or Confiftory, 
who meet, and debate on Matters which regard 
Church- Difcipline, in a Sort of Convocation . This 
•Affcmbly confiftsof a Senior and four other Head- 
Paftdrs, of the five principal Churches ; an Arch- 
Deacon, and two Deacons of each of them ^ one 
fupefnumerary, for the Church of St. MicbaeTs^ 
which has a Chapel of Eafe belonging to it, and 
eight Paftors, for the other feven fnutller Churches 
or Chapels, that of St. George^ having two : To- 
gether 29, moft of them, as arrant Popes, as fax 
as they can poiTibly extend their Power, as his 
Holineis of Rome^ who may, in a great Meafure, 
be laid to govern the whole City. * For tho* the/ 
are, ia Reality, as much Subjedt to the Senat, as 
any^ other. Burghers, and have no dired Power Or 
ver them ; yet they have fuch an Influence over 
tlie Minds of the Commonalty, as makes the Senat 
cautious of doing any Thing they can apprehend 
will dilbblige their fpiritual Fathers. There have 
been, as I have been told, Inftance^ of their ha- 
ving abfolutely refufed to comply with Injunctions 
of the Senat, and declared one for all, they would 
rather quit their fat Livings^. I cannot, how»

But this is not all -, the holy Myftery is hereby pro- 
ftituted, and I am told, it is very common for a 
poor Body, perhaps not a common Beggar, to 
beg a Half-penny of you towards raifing a Fee 
for Confefllon, that they may/ be enabled to go 
to the Sacrament : And, when they have it, it is 
twenty to one but it goes to the next Alehoufe 
or Brandy-Shop *.

&nou8 Praflice, and what he fays of it is true to a 7*ittle. 
This Cuftom is, I believe; peculiar to Hamburg only ; for I do 
AOt remember to have heard of it in other Parts of Germany, 
It is, indeed, cuftomary, in other £«/^^rtf/^ Countries, for 
Mailers or MiilrefTes of Families, to make Prefents to their 
Fatber-Confeffbrs (as they call them) at Cbrtfimas^ according to 
their Abilities or Difpofitions. This may, in fome Meafure, 
be caird paying for their Abfolution ; but it is voltmtaxy, and 
not bargaining for it, as for a Pound of Me»t at Market.

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Letter XXII. 

I Rj Hamburg. 

INCE my Letter of the I 

have bad an Opportunity of examinine 
more particularly into the Virtues and 
Qualities of the little portable Pyratmd^ 
or ^oucbftone of Sincerity^ lent me by my learned 
Friend, of which I gave you a Defcription in that 
Letter, and fhall now add fome of the Experi* 
nients I have hitherto made with it. 

As it was impoffible for any one io much as to 
guels at the Meaning of the extraordinary Motions 
of the Figure and the Bell, I refblv'd one Morning, 
being indifpofed, and not inclined to go out, to 
fet my Pyramid on the Table before me, and ob- 
ferve the £fie£b every one that came into the Room 
to me, that Day, might have upon it.

Dinner, and defign*d to cOmc and take Part of it ; 
Jind the other, when (he faid her Hu(band had been 
horridly drunk the Night before, and (he would 
rattle the Beaft for it fcvercly, when he g6t out of 
his $1^. 

The next who came into my Chamber was one 
of thofe Jewsy who go into all public Houfes, 
to (ell Muflin, Cambrick, Handkerchiefs, and the 
like •, but he no fooncr began to open in Praife of his 
Wares, than my Bell began to ring, with fucfclm- 
petuofity, that I was forc'd to thrult him out of the 
Koom^ lead it (hould burft, and put an End^to 
my farther Experiments. 

Much the iame EfFeft it had, upon the coming 
in of a ^dker^ or as they call them here, Meth 
noniji^ whom I had employed to negociate a Bill 
of Exchange for me; *till, to put a Stop to it, I 
told him, I (hould want him again next Poft-Day, 
upon which he faid he would be fure to come, and 
Saturn^ with a Wink, gave him his Difcharge. 

I WAS no fooner rid of Aminaddbj than in came 
my Landlord reeling, and rubbing; his Eyes, told 
me what a Pickle he had been in almoft all Night, 
and what a Curtain-Ledlure his Wife had read him, 
in the Morning, with many other Circumftances,to[all 
lyhich old Time gave his AflTent, ' 'till tinfortunately

I HAD too good an Opinion of my Friend's Sin- 
cerity, to have any Inclination to put it to thcTrialj 
I, therefore, covered my little Inftrument with a 
Napkin, and had the Pleafure to find the Bell fi- 
lent during the whole Vifit, excepting once, when 
I inadvertently ofitrM him a riece of Service, 
which I afterwards found was not in my Power to 
perform. 

I MADE feveral other Experiments with it that

Inftrument with me thither, likewife -, and being, 
by the Favour of my Friend, Mr. L i, admit- 
ted upon the Stage, into the Room where the 
Adlrefles were dreflfjng, I fet it upon the Table a- 
mongft them ; upon which I perceived t hey took 
me for a Jugier, and wanted to know by what 
Art I could let the Bell a ringing, at fuch a 
Diftance. You will eafily conceive, Saturn had 
very little Employ among thefe Creatures ; I could, 
indeed, have put him in Motion, by telling one 
I thought her ugly, a lecond that fhe was a Co- 
quette^ ^ a third that (he was a Prude^ and the like; 
but I could not prevail upon myielf to be guilty 
of fo much ill Manners, efpecialJy as there were 
feveral Perfons of Figure in the Room, who pro- 
fefs*d to be their Admirers : And indeed they were 
all fo taken up, that it was long before I could 
find one at Leifure to ipend a little idle Difcourfe 
upon. At Length, I eipied a little hump-back'd 
Creature, in a Corner, who 'till then had efcapM 
my Notice, without fo much as one Fop nejrf her, 
to»footh her Vanity. To her I addrefe'd myfelf, 
for Want of a better, when whifpering nic in the 
Ear, that (he was not for my Purpofc, I might 
addrcfs myfelf to her Sifter, who was every Man's 
Mony •, I caft my Eye upon my little Figure, and 
found fhe was in Earneft ; as I likewife afterwards 
perceived her Sifter was, when, upon puting the 
Queftion, fhe confented to accept of a Supper with 
me, after the Play was over. However, as I dc- 
fign'd nothing lefs, fhe was no fooner called upon 
the Stage, than I pack*d up my Awls, and retired 
to my Lodgings, to write you this Letter, leaving 
my Lady to look out for another Companion.

Should have told you, fomeTimc fincc, 
that my Stay being longer here, than I 
at firft defign'd, I have changed my Lodg- 
ings, from a public to a private Houfe: 
But a merry and pretty Angular Adventure, which 
has happened to fne, fince this Change^ a Relation 
of which may give you fome Amufcment in your 
Solitude, puts me in Mind of my Negleft, and 
gives me an Opportunity of doing it now. The 
Houfes are in general pretty krge here, and in 
fome of tlie Out and mod pleafant Parts of the 
Town, they are fo adapted for leting Lodgings, that 
not only feveral Perfons ; but frequently different 
Families are harbored under one and the fame Roof. 
In that where I now am, there are, on the firft 
Floor, three convenient Apartments, of two hand- 
fome Rooms and an Alcove-Bed-Chamber to each. 
1 have my Lodgings backwards ; and forwards* in 

one Apartment, lodges an ancient Banker of • , 

who has been a few Weeks in this City, on Account 
of a Law Suit, and whom I (hall call Toccario. His 
Family conflfts of a young buxom Wife, who, for 
her Age, might have been his Grandaughtcr, a 
Book-keeper and a Servant-maid. In the other 

Apartment lodges the young Bai^on mn B r^, 

a Holjiein Nobleman, of a confiderable Fortune, 
juft come to his Eftate, by the Death ot his Fa- 
ther. 
fOCCARIO^ as I have been informed, had 
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been guilty of the Indifcretion, after having been 
above 12 Years a Widower, to marry Rmmia, 
(which is the Name I (hall give his Wife) at 17 
Years of Age, 'tho* he was juft entering into his 
Grand Clifna^terick i and, nocwichftanding this 
Diifference of Age; tho' Ihe was of a better Family 
than himfelf, for Reafons cafy to be guefs'd at, 
had a conQderable Fortune with her. A fmall 
Mony-Affair, I had to tranfad, foon brought me 
acquainted with the old Gentleman, and that Ac- 
quaintance has as ibon been improved into a decent 
Familiarity, both with him and Riminia\ infomuch 
that I ofteti dine or fup with them, and take the Li- 
berty frequently to fend in Provifions, which 1 find 
neither of them miflike : For Toecaria has the Failing, 
which is very common with People of his Age, to fet 
his Heart too much upon Mammon. He is very fond 
of his Wife, but yet more of his Mony, and keeps 
her extreandy bare : He has, however, one good 
Quality, rarely found in Men of his Age and Cir- 
ftances, he is not infcAed with the leafl: Tindure 
of Jealoufy. As the Baron likewife vifus them, 
efpedally in the Evening, we have often been very 
merry together, and Rimma would fometimes ad- 
mit of fuch Freedoms, in the Prefence of her Huf- 
bandt as aimed exceeded the Bounds of Decency : 
This he is ft> far from being difplea&'d at, that it 
feems rather to encreafe his Mirth, and be would 
often make it the Subjeft of his Raillery. Kimim 
is now about 20 Years of Age, tall, well lhap*d, 
has regular Features, dark brown Hair and Eyes, a 
good Skin, and a Con^lexion too fanguin to put up 
with the Satisfadtion her Huiband is capable of 
giving her. I foon obfervcd a Familiarity between 
net and the Book-keeper^ beyond wlpat was be- 
coming either, by which fhe probably makes her- 
felf Mafter of more of Jxer Huihand's Calb, than 
tc is aware of. I likewifc obfcrvcd, at my firft 

coming, 
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coming, that "the Baron took every Opportunity of 
making himfelf agreable to Madam, which at 
once broke off, with fuch a Coldnefs* and Teeming 
Difdain for each other, as I could nor but be furprifed 
at. I alfb foon found, that if Riminia and I were 
not better acquainted, it would not be her Fault ; 
and, indeed, ftrong Temptations, on her Side, 
have not been wanting ; but I took, at our firft 
Acquaintance, fo firm a Refblution, as has been 
Proof againft them all. In the mean Time, Tqc* 
carlo has been twice abfent ; once, fbr a Night only, 
at a Gentleman's Seat in the Neighborhood j and 
afterwards for two Nights at his own Home. The 
laft Time, the old Gentleman was fo good-natur*d 
to dcfire I would bear his Wife Company, at Dinner 
and Supper, 'till his Return, which I promi^*d, 
in her Prefence, and, of Courfe, could not be 
worfc than my Word. At Dinner, the firft Day, ' 
I took the Liberty of bringing ft* Friend with me, 
which, I found, by Madam's Behavior, difpieas'd 
her; but to put her in Humor again, I rcfolv'd to 
let her have my Company, in the Evening, alone. 
I came from the CofFec-houfe, where I had fpent 
the Afternoon at Billiards, about Nine, and going 
direftly into Rimima^s Apartment, foon- found, 
by her Garb, that (he had laid her Snare. She 
had a light loofe Gown on, of Grimlon Luftring, 
which the Scafon of the Year feem'd to require : But 
the Window- (butters being clos'd, and Candles 
lighted, tho* it was yet Day, for whigfc flie chid 
her Maid (who I found was her Confident, and 
Miftrefs of all her Secrets) and pretending the too 
great Heat of the Weather had made her faint, 
fte threw open her Gown, under which (he had 
nothing on but a Jacket of MarJeilUs^ and a Petti- 
coat of the fame ; and (he had taken great Care to 
remove all Obftruftions that might conceal what 
Ihe was refolv'd to expofe. What think you. Sir, 
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had not I the Refolution of a Stoick, to (land my 
Ground ? During Supper, all went pretty decently, 
except that (he was continually preffing me to drink 
more than I was inclin*d to do : But the Cloth was 
no fooner taken away, and Maria (for fo the Ser- 
vant is caird) out ot the Room, than, upon my 
propoiing a Game at Picqutt^ flic glanc'd a wanton 
Look at me, cried, Piih ! and drawing her Chair 
clofe to mine, lean*d her Head upon my Shoulder, 
^ fqueez'd me by the Hand. In fliort flie gave 
me fo plainly to underftand, that flie thought me 
too bafnful, and wanting as well to myielf as her; 
that I was forc*d to break off our Amour abruptly > 
by confefling myfelf guilty of the highefl ill Man- 
ners ; expreffing my Concern for being obliged, 
in Compaflion to her, to deny myfelf the greateft 
Happinefs I could wifh, and to alledge a Reafbn, 
which made me Blufh \ as much as it did her. She 
flew from me in a (eeming Paflion ; but, after having 
taken a Turn or two in the Room, tocompofeher- 
felf, fat down again by me^ with all the Prefencc 
of Mind imaginable, as if nothing uncommon had 
happened ; and falling into Difcourfe on fome in- 
dinerent Subjed):, we fpent an Hour or two after- 
wards, with great Coolnefs and Decency. I was 
under no Apprchenfions of a fecond Attack the 
next Evening } nor, indeed, did fhe feem to have 
laid any Bait, more than ordinary, in my Way ; 
But I was not a little furpriz'd to find, that, as well 
at as after Supper, fhe was more free with the Glais 
thannfual, and feem*d to be under great Impatience 
and Uneafinefs of Mind ; upon which I could not 
conceive what Conftruftion to put. I was more than 
once going to offer fome Familiarities to her, with 
no other View, than to put her in a better Humor : 
But happening to afk, how it came we had not en- 
joy'd the ,Baron's Company of late ? Immcdiatly 
I perceived her Countenance change, her Eyes 
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darted Fire, her Lips loft their Ruby-Color^ 
mm'd white and trembled; her Toneuc faul- 
ter*d, and tho' (he attempted to fay iomething 
to me, ihe was not able to fpeak a Word. 
** Madam, (faid I, taking her in my Arms, and 
*^ kifling her, at the fame Time) what has befallen 
«« you ? Why are you in this Agony ? Has any 
** Thing happen'd between the Baron and you, 
^' that can occafion this Difturbance in your Mind ? 
«* Sure, he muft have offer'd you fome very hei- 
<< nous Indignity, that the bare naming him can 
«« throw you into fuch a Tranfport of Rage ! Un- 
c^ bofom yourfelf to me, and tho' I am fo un- 
♦« happy at prefcnt, that I can only profcfs myfelf 
** an Admirer, you (hall find a fure Friend in me/' 
It was fome Time, before poor B^imnia could fo 
far recover hcrfclf, as to give roe an Anfwer: 
She (igh'd, ihe fobb'd, and was ready to burft, for 
Want of Vent, either in Tears or Words. At 
length, (he got the better of her Paflion, and look- 
ing earneftly upon me : " Sir, (laid (he) you arc 
** of a Nation famed for Gcnerofity : All your 
^^ Adions befpeak you a Gentleman: Can you 
** pardon a poor Woman's Weaknefs ? Gin you 
«« have Companion on my Infirmities; and have 
*« Patience to hear the Story of the moft injured of 
•« my Sex ? " At which Words, Ihe burft into a 
Flood of Tears. I dcfir'd her to compofe herfelf; 
and not to give Way to her Uneafinefs, aflfuring 
her, I would not only, with Patience and Com- 
palfion, hear her Story > but give her all the Aflif- 
lance and Relief in my Power. ** You muft then, 
*« Sir, (continued (he) have obfervcd, how une- 
•* qually and unhappily I am married ; but as an 
*♦ unlucky Fate, which I brought upon mylclf, 
** reduced me to the Neceflity of accepting of this 
«« Match, I think I could bear the Burden of it, 
•♦ with fome Du'gree of Patience, at leaft, did but 
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** ^oceario let me partake of any reafonable Share 
•« of his Riches, tho* but in Proportion to the 
*< Fortune I brought him 5 that I might appear 
•' like myfelf, among my Friends and Acquaint 
*' tance. He is, otherwife, good-humourM enough, 
*« but covetous, even to debaring mc of Necef- 
*' &ries. This, of Courfe, puts me upon Strata- 
«« gems to fupply my Wants, which I fometimes 
** find Means to do, at his Coft 5 and his Eafinefe 
•' of Temper furnifhes me often with Opportuni- 
^ <' ties : For he is fo far frpm prying narrowly into 
*' my Aftions, that tho* he fee me wear Jewels 
*' and Cloaths, which he is fenfible I cannot have 
•' come fairly by, as long as he has no Sufpicion 
*< oJF. their being fupplied out of his Purfe, for the 
*^ Reft, he is eafy. Before I proceed, I muft con- . 
** feCs to you, that 1 have all the Frailties of my 
Sex 5 and, indeed, I have laid myfelf too open 
to you, to pretend now to more Virtue than my 
•' Neighbours } you muft, however, allow, I 
•' have two ftrong Temptations, to prompt me to 
" Vice : But to the Point : 

.<' Thi Day after our Arrival here, being 
*« walking in the Street, with Maria following me, 
«' 1 happened to pafs by the Baron, whom T did 
** not then know, as he was talking with a Friend, 
*' at a Book-feller's Shop. I obfcrved that he 
*' looked earneftly at me, and I had hardly gone 
*< three Steps, but I over-heard him tell his Com- 
«' panion, that he thought me one of the moft 
*< charming Creatures he had ever feen, and that 
•« he would willingly give 100 Duckets, for the 
•* Pleafure of enjoying my Company one Night 
•• only. Had he been alone, I ftiould immcdi- 
** ately have taken him at his Word : However, 
*• a young Ijprightly Lover, with fo handfome a 
*« Sum to introduce him to my farther AfFedion, 
♦* were Temptations too ftong to be refifted : I 
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** was, therefore, no fooner got at a convenient 
*« Diftance, than I ordered Maria to watch the 
** Gentleman to his Lodgings, and enquire his 
** Name and Circumftances. She foon returned, 
** with the fatisfaftory Anfwer, that it was the 

♦* young and rich Baron Von B rg^ whofc 

•* Charader I had before heard ; and 1 had the 
** Courage, without farther Hefitation, to fend 
** Maria to him, to let him know, that if he was 
** in earneft, I was not wholly difinclin'd to give 
** Ear to his Propofal ; and that, if he thought 
^^ fit to take a Lodging, that was empty, in the 
*• fame Houfc, and on the fame Floor, with me» 
** it would not be long, before a proper Oppor- 
** tunity would offer, to gratify both our Inclina^ 
*' tions. The Baron accepted the Offer, with 
** a feeming Joy, and I had the Pleafure to hear^ 
•* the fame Evening, that he had taken the very 
** next Apartment to my own. How foon, and 
*' how familiarly we were acquainted, you your- 
** felf have been an Eye-Witnefs : Buttho* I gave 
*« the Baron frequent Opportunities, in the Abfencc 
of my Husband, to fulfil the Bargain, I found, 
nothing lefs than a whole Night would (crvc hii 
«« Turn, It was not long, before this Convenience, 
Hkewife, offer'd, and I took Care to acquaint 
him of it by Maria : You may remember the 
•« Evening we fpent together at Ombre, when Toe- 
•' cario was out of Town : You had no fooner 
«' both left me, than I undrefs'd, and had contrived 
*• it fo with Maria, that fhe introduced the Baron 
** to me, in his Night-gown, juft as I was going 
k** to flcp into Bed, with only an under Petticoat 
* oh. I feem'd furpris*d, railM at Maria, who 
*^ had lock'd the Door upon us, and was retired j 
«* and, notwithflanding all he could fay of a pre- 
*' vious Agreement, pretended Ignorance of all 
*' that had pafs'd j treating it as a Trick of her'a, 
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** without my Knowledge or Confent, and told 
^ him, chat as we were alone, and I had no Way 
*^ to difengage myfelf from him, but by raifing 
** the Houfe, which, as it would be a Prejudice to 
*^ his Reputation^ as well as mine, I hopM he would 
«• treat me with Civility. All this did but make 
^* him the more eager ; and, without any more 
•* 0)mpliments, he emptied his Purfe of Gold^ 
^^ which, I afterwards found, juft contained the 
^< Sum ftipulated, into my naked Bofom, telling 
'^ me, he did not know how he could treat me 
^ with more Civility, than by paying me my own 
•* Price 5 and, at the feme Time that he Was very 
^^ officious in helping me to take the Gold out of 
^^ my Bofom again, added, that if I would not 
•« perform my Part of the Agreement, he would 
*« difcover the Whole to my Husband. In ihort, 
** I was prevaiPd on to lock up the Mony in my 
«^ Cabinet, and it was not long, before I lee the 
•« Baron have his Penny-worth for his Penny, 
«* after having tied him down, by an Oath, to 
•^ inviolable Secrecy. However, Maria having, 
•* by the Baron's Order, fet a Bottle of Cham- 
•« paign on the Table, we emptied that before we 
*« fignM and fcal'd. 

•' HiTH£RT0, you will think, I had no great 
«< Caufe to complain : But, whether the Baron 
<< afterwards thought he had paid too dear for his 
«* Purchafe, or whether the Wine had intoxicated 
^* one, or both of us ; upon what Occafion I can- 
** not call to Mind ; before Morning we quarrePd. 
«^ jAimong other abufive Language, he did not ftick 
*< fo call me common Proftitute, which fo enraged 
^5 irie, that I added Blows to my Words, and he 
<* returned the fame. In fhort, he left me with 
<« the moll horrid Imprecations of being rcveng*d, 
«* I no (boner came to myfelf, in the. Morning, 
«« than I repented of my Indifcretion, and was 
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** thoughtful how to regain the AfFedion of lb 
** agreable, fo generous a Lover. I fent Mitria 
*« to him, to make my Excufc, and to defirc his 
*^ Company at Brcakfaft. He pretended a Necef- 
•* fity of going out immediately 5 but told her, he 
^^ had entirely forgot all that had happened, and* 
«< at our next Meeting, all (hould be right again. 
** I was in Hopes now, I had regained my Pointy 
«^ and that a kind Look, or, at worft, leting him 
** enjoy his Purchafc again, for the fame Reward, 
«' would fecurc him : But how inexpreffible was my 
♦« Confufion, when, immediately after my Hut- 
<« band's Return, I heard the Baron, in the Dinii^- 
** Room, with him, and that their Difcourfe was 
^' about 100 Duckets. I did not doubt but the 
Villain had betray'd me, and, in the Height of 
Rage, feizM a Penknife, with Intent to plunge 
^' it into his falfe Heart; which I had certainly 
«« done, had not ^occariOy in the very Moment, 
«« caU'd to me, in a friendly Tone, to bring the 
** 100 Duckets, the Baron had left with me the 
** Night before, to be exchang|*d for Silver ; be- 
** caufc he had now unexpeftedly received current 
*« Mony, and would rather have his Gold again. 
<< I was immediately fenfible of the Stratagem the 
«< bafe Man had made Ufe of, to get his Mony 
*' again ; and could now have imbrued my Hands 
** in his Blood, with as good a Will as before; 
** but I had no Pretence left to excufe fo ra(h an 
** AAion, unlefs I would betray my own Shame, 
«« which I found he had not done. With how 
** good a Will I fent the Mony by Maria^ you 
•* may eafily imagine ; and 1 have conceived fuch 
** a Hatred for him, on Account of his bafe Treat- 
^^ ment, that I can hardly fee him, or hear him 
«^ named, without falling into the Agonies you faw 
<^ me. in ; infomuch that it is with great DifB^ 
^J culty I refrain from them in the Prcfence of my 
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*' Husband. The Villain knows it, and takes a 
, •• Plcafurc in infuking me, by coming into my 
•« Cbmpany, when you or any one elfe is with 
•' me 5 but will never give me an Opportunity of 
** reproaching him alone. I fhall never have an 
«* cafy Minute 'till I am revenged of him 5 and 
*< if you have that Value and Compaffion for roe 
*< which you exprefs, let me conjure you to len4 
« me your Afliftance, in fo juft a Defign/* 

I MUST confefs, I was fo touch'd with her Re- 
lation, that tho* the Chara£ler (he had given mt^ 
of herfclf was not the moft advantageous ; yet the 
A^ion appear'd fo bafe apd ungentlemanlike in the 
Baron, that I refolved to be her Champion^ I 
told her, that tho* I could not, at prefent, think 
of any Revenge, but what would expofe her, rather 
than afford her any real Plcafure, yet this 1 would 
promife her, that the Baron (hould reftore the Mo- 
ny, or give me Satisfaftion in another Manner, 
This, I found, made her pretty eafy : For tho' (hjc 
would gjladly have jfecur'd the Lover too, it was, 
in a great Meafure, in Hopes of future Gain ; and 
1 plainly perceiv'd, that of the two (he was, if 
poffible, more mercenary than amorous. 

The next Afternoon, I met with the Baron at 
the CofFee-houfe, and ask'd him to drink a Bottle 
with me at an adjacent Tavern. We went alone, 
and after a little previous Difcourfe, I ask'd him 
what could occafion fuch a Coldnefs as I had, of 
late, obferv'd, between him and Riminia. He 
fmil*d, and told me her Impudence had given him 
an Averfion to her ; that he belicv'd her to be an 
arrant Proflitute, a very Mejfalina, and, thereupon^ 
began to tell me his whole Affair. I interruptwl 
him, by faying he might fpare himfclf the Trou- 
ble , for I was already informed of it from her own 
Mouth. Upon this he laugh'di and told me, as he 
found I was fo iniimate with her, he did not doubt 
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but I had paid h^r Price^ as he had done; but 
whether I had fo cafily recovered my Mony again, 
be queftion^d. I aflured him, his Sufpicions were 
ill-grounded 5 that the greateft Familiarities I 
ever had with her j he himfelf had been an Eye* 
Witnefs to •, and that, for what he feem'd to glory 
in, it was the very Point I had to diicufs with him^ 
and could not but condemn him for it : However, 
before we went farther, I told him, I fhould be glad 
to know what could be the Caule of the Quarrel, 
wiiich occafioned fo wide a Breach between chem i 
not being perfe<^ly fatisfied with the Account flie had 
given me of it, which I acquainted him with. He, 
thereupon, affurcd rtie, uport. his Honor, that ic 
never entered into his Thoughts to grudge her the 
Mony he had once given her ; nor had the Wine 
produced the EfFedt (he feem'd to infmuate : But 
that their Quarrel proceeded wholly from her unia- 
tiable Lewdnefs j for which he now defpis'd her, 
more than he had; at firft, efteem'dher: That he 
had, indeed, called her common Proftituce , but it 
was not till Ihe had not only abufed him, with the 
moft opprobrious Language 5 but would have forced 
him, in the moft difagreable Manner, to take mora 
for his Mony than he dcfired. 

I BEGAN now myfclf to conceive an Averfion 
for fo abandoned a Creature, and towifh I had not 
been (b free in promifing ; but my Word was en- 
gaged, and it was too late to retreat. I, there- 
fore, told the Baron, that tho* thefe Circumftances 
fufficicntly juftified his breaking with Rimnia^ yet 
I could not fee how he could anfwer it to his Ho* 
nor, to deprive her, in fo clandeftine a Manner, 
of what he had given her, in Purfuance of fo for- 
mal ah Agreement. To this the Baron gave me 
a more favorable Anfwer than I expeded. <« I 
** allow (faid he) your Obfervation is juft : I was 
*^ cxafperated to the higheft Degree, and rcfolved 
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^^ to give her all the Unealineis I could, for which 
«« I could think of no more proper Method : But 
<< now I have {o far taken my Revenge, I have my- 
<< felf been thinking how to let her have the Mony 
«^ again with a good Grace ; and have, at Lengdi, 
*^ pitched upon a Method, which I believe you 
<« will approve of. I am refolv'd not to be widi 
«< her alone ; but if you will make one with us, 
<« to night, after Supper, and will decline a Party 
«< of Ombre which has been our ufual Diverfion, I 
•« will propofc a Game at Picquet^ between her 
<< and me, and will contrive Matters fo as to loie 
*« this Sum to her. 

The Baron was as good as his Word, and ad- 
ded 20 Duckets more to the Sum^ to make her 
amends for the Fright he had put her Into : But re- 
iblved never to fee her more. He left this Cicy 
two Days afterwards, to return to his Eftate ; as 
poor Riminia is to do to morrow, to accompany 
her Hufband to his own Home again. My next 
may probably give you an Account of the Return 
of my learned Friend, and of the farther Satisfac- 
tion, I hope to enjoy in his agreable Converiadon, 
'till when I remain, as ever, &^.

SIR, Hamburg. 

HAVE now the Satisfaftion to acquaint 
you, that my learned Friend, being re- 
turned from his Journy, came, accord- 
ing to Cuftom, on Saturday laft to my 
Lodgings.

" ftruftive, and unreferved Difcourfe (fays he) is 
** that which paffes between two Perfons who arc 
*' familiar and intimate Friends. On thefe Occa- 
** fions, a Man gives a Loofe to every Paflion, and 
•* every Thought that is uppermoft ; difcovers his 
•* moft retired Opinions of Perfons and Things i 
** tries the Beatity and Strength of his Sentiments, 
^' and expofes his whole Soul to the Examination 
** of his Friend. 
And in another Place : ** The Mind never un- 
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•* bends itfelf fo agreably as in the Converfation 
*• of a well chofen Friend. There is, indeed, 
** no Bleffing of Life, that is any. Way com- 
«« parable to the Enjoyment of a difcreet and vir- 
<c tuous Friend. It eafes and unloads the Mind \ 
«• clears and improves the Underftanding ; engen- 
«^ ders Thoughts and Knowlege j animates Virtues 
^^ and good Refolutions ; fooths and ajlays the 
<« Paflions, and finds Employments for moft of the 
«« vacant Hours of Life.** 

All and every of thefc Happinefles I enjoyed 
in the Company of my Friend \ and methinks I 
partake of them a fecond Time, when I open my 
Mind, with the fame Unrefervednefs to you : But 
to proceed ; I fhall, in this Letter, give you an Ac- 
count of fome extraordinary Pieces of Curiofity, 
which are treafured up in my Friend's excellent li- 
brary : The firft Thing which, this Time, fixed 
my Attention, was ia curious Watch, of a fomc- 
thing larger Size than ordinary, which my Friend, 
telling me he had bought it at Mecca^ diftinguifh'd 
by the Name of a Philosophical Watch, and 
gave me the following Account of it. 

The Invention of a Pbilofopbical Waicb (faid he)

*^ only my Watch is applicable. 

^^ A Man may be faid to live up to the bigheft 
<^ Perfe£tion of his Species, if he have attain'd to 
«< a true Knowlege of his Duty to the Suprsam 
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<< Being, to bimielf, and to' his FeUow-CFCature^^- 
'^ and fquares ail his Adions according lo th^ Dic«* 
** tates of that Knowlcgc. 

** This may properly be calM The Ratio-t 
** NAL OR Philosophical Life Of Man, the 
*« Length of which my fFaicb has the Angular 
Virtue to meafurc, with the greateft .Accuracy. 
Ic fliews (I fay) with the greateft ExaAitude,' 
" how long a Pcrfon may be faid to have livedo- 
«* taking that Word into the moft perfedt Acccp- 
** ration it will bear. 

*^ Whatever the common Opinion of the 
*f World may be, we cannot properly bcf faid to 
*' live the- Time we fpend in Dreffinig, Gamingy 
<< Dancing, Pratliqg,. Laugfaiog, and the like. 
*« We live no. longer, thaii we a<9: according to^ 
the true Dilates of SoHd Reafan and Ssfund Un^ 
derftan^ng. At leaft in this Senfe il is, that my 
ff^atch (hews how long a Matt has really livedo 
with Regard only to fuch PeirfeftioBS, as Carlfiot 
** come within the Compafs of thofe., which ar© 
*> commpn to the Vegetable or Animal Life. 

**' To outward Appearance, you fee, fconti*- 
** nued my Friend^ that this fFaich d\Stv$. from a» 
** common jPockeuWatch only in the, Dial-Plate^- 
** and the Motions of the Hands. The Qrcle^ 
^^ which, in common Watdhes, (hews the Mi- 
<«. nutes, is here divided into 360 Degrees : Thirty. 
*« of them is a Pbilofipbical Month, and esfcch 
«* fingle Divifion a Pbibfophicd Day, which is 
«« fomething longer than a natural Day, becaufe 
*« 360 make a Year. The inward Circle isdivi-. 
^^ ded into 24 Hours, with their Subdivifion$ as 
«« in common Watches ; but the Motions of the 
'> Hands are juft the reverfe. The Hour-Hand 
<< moves round its whole Circle, while that which 
^^ iscall'd the Minute-Hand, in other Watches, 
«^ is moving the 360th Part of its Circumference ; 
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*' and both move eitjier backwards or forwardi, 
*• as Circumftances recjuire. 

••The Ufe of this Watch is exceeding plain

<* But if he has mifpent any of his Time in Adti- 
** ons unbecoming a rational Creature, it pre- 
^< fently (hews it, by runing fo many Days, 
<^ Months and Years backwards. Has his Life 
M been a Medly of good, bad and indifferent 
** Adtions, as moft Men's Lives are, it fliews the 
<< Ballance, on which ever Side of the Queftion 
<< it happens to fall. 

<< T o enter into a Difcuflion of the inward 
** Conftrudlion of this Watch^ and the Caufes, 
«< which ftx>m thence produce thefe wonderful 
*f Effefts, is foreign to my prefent Purpofe, and 
<< indeed, in a great Meafure, beyond my Com- 
*^ prehenfion \ my Defign, at this Time, is only 
<< CO give you an Account of fome Obfervations 
<< and Experiments I have made on and with 
<* it : And 

<« I. I 6BSERVE, that my WaUb (lands (till, 
<< not only the whole Time a Man has fpent in 
<< Idlenefs and Indolence, which is generally the

«* able Aft of Injuftice, it flies backwards with 
fuch Rapidity, that I have often been apprc- 
henflvc the whole Machine might fly in Pieces. 
«' 3. With Regard to. the Male and Fe- 
male Sexes, I have obferved, that, in general, 
** in the Company of Men, it is very apt to run 
<* backwards, and in that of the fair Sex, to ftand 
" ftill: Tho% in Honor to the latter, I have fome- 
« « times oblerved it to run with greater Swiftnefs for- 
*' ward, than has been common with the other Sex.

" Harry Spadille, a Gamefter, of "• 
*« 60 Years of natural Age, is, according to my 
** Watch J but two Years, 14 Days and fix Hours 
*< old. At that Age he made a Halt in Life, and 
'* Jet one of his Grand-children grow feven Months 
<* older than himfclf. 
• ♦* 8. N I c K M I s B R, an old Ufurer, dicd^ 
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«* 9iCCord\n% to my Watcb^ fome Years before he 
** wa6 bom. The many Afts of Injuftice, he had 
** been guilty of, had luch an Effed upon it, as I 
•* cannot better defcribe, than by having Recourfe 
** to the Algebrcnc Term and Character Minus^ 
*« by the Help of which I can fay, he lived — 5 
«* Years, + 3 Months, +10 Days, + ^ Hour, 
«^ and fo much, in his Account of Pbilofopbical

** If, therefore, any of your diftant Corre^n-

^< attained to, upon fending me fuch an Account, 
f * they fhall have the Satisfaction they defirc. 

" I T is with a (enfible Concern, I am obligM 
** to fay, that upon examining, in this Manner, 
** the Lives of fome of the ancient HeaibenSi I 
** find them extend to a greater Length, than thofe 
«* of mofl of our modern Cbrifiians : And they 
<* may be accounted long and good Livers, to 
*^ whom we can, with Juflice, apply the Epitaph 
** a Roman Confute in the Time of Emperor Trajan^ 
•* who died in the 73d Year of his natural Age, 
<* caufed to be placed on his Tomb i

*^ T o make a juft and advantageous Applica- 
^< tion of thefe Reflexions, let a young and heal- 
er thy Perfon, attain'd to Years of Reafon and Re* 
<^ fle&ion, snake a Suppofition of the Time he 
*^ may reafonably think he has got to live. If the 
« Life of Man be reckoned, at a Medium^ 30 Years, 
*' let us for Argument's Sake fuppofe x^ Years: 
<< of thefe 12, we mufl: abate at lead four^ for the 
^* neceflfary Time of Sleeping, Dreffing, and the 
*' like. Two Years wc may reckon for Eating 
*^ and Drinking } and that Perfon muft be very af- 
*« iiduous who does not fpend two more in Pleafurc 
«< and Diverfions. We have then four Years left, 
^^ for the rational and beneficial Occupations of a 
** Philofophical Life. No fmall Part of that is 
<^ probably fpent in Indifierency and Indolence ; 
** and he muft be a very exaft Obferver of his 
<^ Duty, who has not fome of it to ballance againft 
«< Time fpent in irrational and unwarrantable Ac-

Th e next Thing I faw in my Friend's Library, 
was a Tin Box, with the Infcription Universal 
Snuff, for refreshing the Memory, of 
which he gave me the following Account : •• This 
•• SnufF(faid he) is a Compofition of 1 8 choice Ve- 
•^ getables, the fecrct Virtues of which, a learned 
** Chymift of my Acquaintance attain'd to the 
•♦ Knowlege of, after great Study and Labor. It 
** clears and refrelhes the Memory, in a very won- 
<< derful Manner \ deanies and opens all the DcK>rs 
*• to die Eyes, Ears and Tongue, in which Time, 
^^ or any Accidents of Life, have occafion'd Stop- 
«< pages or Obftrudtions ; reftores thofe Ideas to 
•« the Brain, which have formerly had Place there, 
*^ but, by Degrees, are loft or fupplanted. I could 
« give you nun^erous Inftances of the Succefs of 
«« this Umverfal\Snuffi but fl&ljj at this Time, 
*• think two fufficigpr-^ . i 

« PARVULUS is a Perfon of mean Birth, 
^* and not the greateft Merit : But Fortune having 
^^ taken him irom behind the Plow, and placed 
** him in the Family of a worthy Merchant, 
•« continued to heap her Favors, in fuch Manner, 
<^ upon him, that by a Chain of unforefeen and ex- 
** traordmary Events, he is now become, in a very 
«« fliort Time, Poffeflbr not only of his Matter's 
«« and Benefaftor's Trade, but of his Fortune too ; 
^\ and Riches have recommended him to one of 
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the principal Polls of Honor and Truft, in the 

Republic of . This Excefs of good For- 

*' tunc occafion'd fuch a total Subvcrfion of poor 
^^ Parvulus^s Brains, that a continual Giddinefi 
** in the Head, and an entire Lofs of his Me- 
'^ niory, enfued } infomuch that he could not call 
** to Mind ever to have had any Friends, Rela- 
** tions or Acquaintance, but what proceeded from 
'^ tbofe Alliances, which he had contradled fince 
*' the Advancement of his Fortune. If any of 
the Conirades of his youthful Days came to 
congratulate his Happinefs, thinking to p^r- 
^' take of a Bottle with him, in the fame familiar 
Manner they formerly had done, when theirNames 
** were fent in, he could not remember ever to 
** have heard of any fuch Perfons ; he was either 
'* bufy or indifpos*d, and was by no Means to be 
** fpoken with: And when^ in his gilt Chariot, 
*« . he happened to meet a Country Cart, with his 
** aged Parents in it, felling Peas or Turnips,

** fince, fo miferable a Memory, that he hardly 
^ knew what he faid or did from one Moment to 
•* the other. As great Regard is had to his Ke- 
•* commendation at Court; Intereft is frequently 
•* made to him for the obtaining of Fofts in the 
^ Government or Army, and he is fo true a Cour* 
♦* tier, that he hardly ever refiifes any one : But then 
^ his Memory will fo fiiddenly fail him, that it is 
^ common for him to promife the fame Employ to a 
•*^ Dozen different Perfons one after another. When 
•• fiich a Poft becomes vacant^ it is twenty to one 
** but he forgets every one of the twelve j and if 
** another to whom l>e was never under any En- 
*^ gagement before, comes with a Recommenda- 
** tion from a Friend, or a Purfe of Gold, or 
•* a Letter from his Miftrefs, fuch a one k more 
«• likely to carry off the Prize, than any of thofe 
** to whom he had before pledged his Word and 
** Honor. Honeft Jack Saunter was one Day 
*^ complaining to me, that Count Udeno had fed 
«• him up with Hopes of an Employment for above 
«< feven Years: But notwithftanding his conilant 
^^ and affiduous Attendance at YihLeveiy and other 
«« public Places, where he could not efeape the 
♦* Count's Notice, he was never t^ie^nearer. Having 
«« fifl'd his Box with my Snufffe^T advis'd him to 
•* watch his Patron when he was going to Court, 
*< and without exchanging a Word with him^ to 
♦< offer him a Pinch. He followed my Counfel ; 
*« it had the defired Effeft % his Lordftiip blulh'd ; 
*« all his Fromifes> Oaths and Aifurances flew at 
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once in his Face ; Jacfc got a good Employ, and I 
*^ am not out of Hopo^, if I can find any Means to 
get my Nofirum]zp^l\edy but I may make a perfeft 
Cure of my Courtier, to the great Emolument 
of a Number of Expeftants, who otherwife may 
dance as long after him as poor Saunter had 
** done. 

*' This Arcanum (continued my Friend) has 
** hardly ever fail*d me, except where the Malady 
<* amounts to a Delirium^ and the Perfon affeded is 
•« entirely loft to himfelf and the whole World. 
<^ Of this I had a late Inftance, in this City. 
«* Sartor is the Son of an honeft Artificer, and 
«' himfelf ferved his Time to another j but a rich 
** Merchant, his Godfather, was perfuaded, at 
«' the Hour of his Death, to bequeath his whole 
«• Eftate to him, and fome will even fay, that the 
♦* Teftator happening to dy, before the Will could 
** beengro(s*d, the Attornfcy compleated the AStus 
'< Donationis^ by guiding his Hand. Be this as 
** it will, fuch unexpeftcd Fortune fo turned poor 
^* Sartor^s Brains, that he has never been himfelf 
** fince. He has not only all the Symtoms of a 
** Madman, of which I cured Parvulus^ but many 
** more incorrigible. It is no uncommon Thing 
•• for him to rife early of a Poft-day ; to order his 
^< Horfe to be faddled ; put on his Boots, and a 
^' Hunting Habit ; and after all to fit down in his 
*' Counting-houfe, in that Drefs ; write his Letters, 
*• go to the Exchange, dine with a Friend, vifit the 
*^ Ladies, and go to the Opera, ftill in his Hunt- 
*' ing- Habit: And to compleat the Farce, for- 
** gcting at the Opera, that he has a Wife at 
home, to rake it all Night, and coming home 
the next Morning, to order his Horfe into the 
Stable, which has never been out of it, and go 
to Bed, to reft himfelf from the Fatigues of 
chafing an innocent Hare. This is one of the 
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•^ Incurables on whom my Nofirum has been cm- 
•* ployed in vain. 

My Friend made me a Prclent of a Paper of 
this Univerfal Snuff r, but cautton'd me, at the fame 
Time, to ufe it with Difcretion, and not to offer 
it in all Companies, efpecially if there (hould chance 
to be any old Maids prefent. I ihall have the 
Satisfaftion, at leaft, as often as I make Ufe of 
it myfelf, to call to Mind the many pleafing 
Hours I have pafs*d in your agreable Company, 
which will engage me to be ever ambitious in ihew- 
ir^, how much I am, iSc. 





Letter XXV. 

S I R^ Hamburg; 

Y Friend having finiihed his Difcourie 
concerning his Univerfd Snuff \ I, at the 
fame Inftant, obferved, in one of his 
l^epofitories, a fmall Phial of tranfparent 
blue Water or Spirits, which I took to be the fame, 
the Colour only excepted, as that in the Tube of my 
liiilt Thermometer 9 or which I gave you a Defcription 
in former Letters, and was about to beg a fmall* 
Portion of it, when perceiving my Eyes fix'd upon 
St, he took it into his Hand, and, defiring me 
to fit down, told me, the Virtues of that Liquor 
were fo extraordinary, that 1 probably might not 
think a Moment's Time milpent, to give Atten- 
tion to the brief Account he would give me of them. 
Being feated accordingly, he began his Difcourfe 
in the following Manner : 

** When I was at Peking; in China, I had the 
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^ Pleafure to be acquainted with the greatcff Chy- 
** mift in that mighty Empire, named ^Gram 
*^ ST^^. As our Converfation generally turnM 
*' upon the wonderful Force of his Art, 1 once 
** put the Queftion to him, whether he thought 
** it poflfible, by Chymiftry, to prepare a Water 
*' or Spirit, which (hould have the Virtue to ftreng* 
*^ then our Eyts to fucb a Degree, that we might 
** perceive the Vapors ariQng from the Brains of 
** Men, and thereby figuratively difcovcr the 
** Paffions of their Minds ; and likewife per- 
*' k€t\y diftinguifli thofc different Creatures, which 
*« float and fpprt continually in the Air, like Fi(h 
** in Water, His Anfwer was in the Affirmative ; 
^^ adding, that he did not queftion, but he (hould, 
" one Time or other, be able to convince, me of 
** the Poffibility of it, by the Efficacy of a Pre- 
^ paratioh of his own, which had already coft 
** him many Years Labor and Study. 

" A s I had very little Hopes of his fiiccecding, 
*' it had quite efcap^d my Memory, when, fboti 
'* after my Return to Europe^ I received a fmali 
** Box, from my Correfpondcnt ^x. An^erdam^ 
«* which came direfted to him for me, by one of 
** the Dutch Eaft-Irdia Ships. Upon opening it, 
«* I found this Phial, carefully wrap'd up in an 
*« obliging Letter, advifing me, that the Liquor 
*< contained in it would fully efFeft all I had re- 
«< quir'd. I was fo aflfured of my old Friend's In- 
** tegrity, that I had no Room to doubt the Truth 
<* of his AfTertion ; I was, however, impatient 
«* *till 1 had made the Experiment, and I found it 
<« perfedly anfwer my Expectations, of which I 
«* Ihall, as Occafion offers, give you many In- 
*' ftances. 

** From the Head of an ambitious Man, I ob- 
*< ferv'd a iiibtle, volatile^ blue Vapor, contimi« 
^ ally arifing, and foaring dircdlly upwards. A 
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** party-colour*d watery Pew proceeds from the 
^^ Brains of a Libertine, tho' not fo conftantly ; 
^^ and a thick, earthy, white and yellow Cloud 
*^ inceflantly furrounids the Brow of a Mifer. 

*^ The third Day after I had received this agre- 
*« able Prefent, I had Occafion to pay a Vifit to a 
** Lying-in Lady, where expecting to meet with 
** Variety of Company, I ftrengthned my Eyes 
•* with this wonderful Water, hoping to repair the 
^^ Time, I was fenfible I mufl: mifpend in fuch an 
*« Aflembly of GoflTips, by making a nice Difco- 
** very of the feveral Tempers and Humors of 
*' every one prefent, for my own Edification. I 
<« was at firft alone, but had not been th^e long, 
<< before three Ladies came in, and, foon after, 
** a Gentleman, who was foUowM by three of the 
** fame Sex, as they were by fcven more of the 
" fair Sex, of different Ages. After a full half 
<^ Hour had been fpent in congratulating the Lady 
** in the Straw, and admiring the Beauty of the 
** Child, and the Rcfcmblance fome or other Fea- 
** tureof its Face had to every one in the Family j 
" and the like Space of Time had been taken up, 
*• in fettling the importartt Point of Precedency, 
*« we were at Length happily feated ; and I, for 
** my Part, had fortunately obtained a Situ- 
«* ation, from whence I could obferve the whole 
<^ Company, tho* not without fome Jealoufy and 
*• Heart-burning. 

** We were no (boner placed, than a general 
•* Silence, as profound as in a Quaker's Meeting, 
** enilied, which gave me the wi(h*d for Oppor- 
•* tunity of making my Remarks, with the greater 
** Exadtitude. And here, to my great Surprize, 
** I perceived the Air of the whole Chamber 
^' replete, with little frightful Infcdts, fome refcm- 
*' bling Bajiliskst others Cbimera^s, and a third 
•« like long fiery Serpents. Immediately there 

** proceeded 
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^* proceeded from the Brains of moft of the 'Com. 
** pany, thro* the Eyes, certain ugly dcfortned 
•* Monfters, with thick Heads, and long Ears, 
*' which I foon perceived to be the Images of .§72^ 
** runce. Theft feem'd to wink to the other litde 
*^ flying Animals ; whereupon they immediately 
** made their Entrance, the Bafilisks into the 
** Eyes, the Chimera^ i into the Ears, and the S^- 
** pents into the Mouths of the greater Part of >the 
*« Aflcmbly. The firft EfTeft which I percci^d, 
** of this ftrange Fbenomenonj was a more than 
^* ordinary Motion of the Eyes, rolling and 
** fquinting from oneObjeft to another, but chiefly 
** direftcd to the Laces, Jewels, Cloaths, Defedls 
*< and Foibles of others, which was immediately 
«< followed by difdainful and envious Looks^ fiorcfd 
«* Smiles, and aflTeftcd Complaifance. I partico- 
" larly obferv'd a continual Motion of the fmaH 
*' Mufcle, which draws the Nofe upwards, whea 
** it exprefles the Contempt, which the Owner of 
^< it has upon feing any Thing he does not likcj or 
«* hearing any Thing he does not underftand. 
<• The hifling Serpents having, in the mean Time, 
^* placed themfelves, in a proper Situation, in the 
Tongues, chiefly of the weaker Part of the At 
fembly, and immediately approaching, with a 
*^ difdainful Laugh, the itching Ears of thofe who 
*< were neareft them, fupplied the little Animals, 
^* who had taken PoflcflTion of that Member, with 
** fo large a Stock of flanderous Venom, that they 
** almoft vifibly fweird, and extended themfclres 
** to fuch a Degree, that the long-ear'd Inhabitants 
** of the Brain had hardly any Room left, in thsx, 
*^ otherwife empty Manfion. I began to lament* 
<< that my Ears had not the fame additional Force 
** as my Eyes j by which Means, I am perfuadcxJ^ 
^* I might have heard a thoufand Vanities, and 
^< Backbiting?, from the Mouths of thofe, who, in 

** this 
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^* this plentiful Manner, were fupplying the Ears 
** of their neareft Neighbours; For I obferved 
*^ their Eyes fparkled> their Lips were in continual 
*^ Agitation, and their Tongues feem'd to bid &ir 
•* for a Perpetuum Mobile. 

*« As (continued my Friend) I generally endea- 
•* vour to improve every Incident of Life, not to 
«* my own Advantage only, but to that of my 
<^ Neighbours alfo^ I was moved with Horror at 
^^ what I had feen, and was uneafy 'till I found a 
«^ proper Excufe to take my Leave ; when, retiring 
^^ immediately to my Chamber, I began ferioufly to 
^^ refle£l on the Heinoufnefs of a Vice, look'd upon 
^^ by the greater Part of Mankind, as an excufable 
^< Weaknefs, founded too much upon Cuftom and 
<^ Example, or at leaft fomented by them, rather 
<^ than a crying Sin, as dangerous in its Confequence, 
<^ as the Commilfion of it is unreafonable. With 
^^ Grief I remarked, that it had taken deei>e(t Root 
^^ in the moft beautiful Part of the Creation, and 
^' began to think it a Curfe on the Female Sex, 
<^ innifked upon them, for the Sin they had intailM 
<< upon all Mankind, and a Scourge put into their 
*^ Hands, in a more particular Manner to punifh 
^< one another. I had obferved how affiduous each 
<< of the little invifible Monfters, which Ihaddif- 
** covcr'd by the Help of my incomparable Eyc- 
*« Water, were, in their feveral Capacities, at the 
*^ Birth of this complicated Monfter Slander, 
< < the Vice I am fpeaicing of : And upon maturely 
<< reflefting on the different Caufes, from whence 
«« this almoft common Evil might probably arife, 
<< I could find no other than thofe, which were in 
^( fo lively a Manner reprefented by them ; I mean 
«< Ignorance^ Envy^ Malice and Vatnty. 

<« M V Landlady , where I then lodged, 
<« while this Houfe was building, pofiefs'd a large 
<< Sh^e of every one of thclc unhappy QH^lities. 

« The 
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** The old Lady iVl— i^ a Widow of an affluent 
^ Fortune^ who has improved a large Portion of 
*^ natural Ignorance, with the too common Preju-* 
< * dice, that it is unbecoming a Wooian to aim at 
*^ the Knowledge of more than the Management 
«* of her Kitchen, her Tea-Tablc, Toilet, and 
** Servants ; but in thefe, (he has the Vanity to 
^* think (he excels her whole Sex. As (he bas^ 
^' nothing to do, but to receive her Rents twice a 
«' Ye^r, (he has the more Time to be dabbling in 
** the Concerns of others. When a young Couple 
«' of her Acquaintance are married, wiio hut Jbe 
** is capable cf reguUuing their Qecommy? If a 
*^ Neighbour has rais'd his Fortune by his Induf* 
«* try and good HuU>andry, be need mt truly be 
•' fopnmd of it: Sbe very^well refnembers the Siiwr, 
** when a Fuftian Frock was inf heft Apparel^ and' 
^* a Crown lent bim to go to Market was a Ea^oor. 
^^ On the contrary, when it has pleas'd Divine 
*< Providence, for wife Ends, to us unknown, to 
fufferan honeft pains-taking Family to fall tO' 
Decay : it was no more ib an Jhe bad long forefeen^ 
and propbefied ; what elfi could be the End of their- 
** Juf^etting and Finery f She wonders how her 
*« Neighbour Thrifty i with all his Pretences to 
'« Oeconomy, can (ee his Servants impofe upon- 
*< him in fo grofs a Manner : But that (fays (he)- 
*< is no Bufinefs of nme. She can hardly believe, • 
** that Mrs. True-love^ with her afllimed Air of 
'^ Modefty, can, in private, be fo di(rdlute a 
•* Wretch, as the World reports of her, efpeci- 
'• ally as (he has (b deferving a Husband i-But 
^' (adds (he) we riwjl put the beji ConJlruHion upon 
*^ TTnngs. She has heard, and not without foipe- 
«« Grounds, that Mr. Friendly is not fo upright a 
'* Man, a|»heisin general look'd upon to be: 
But 9 for her Part^ Jbe is very loth to fa^ any 
^h^ HI (^ any of her Neighbours. It is her * 
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«* c»iiftant Employment, to found and pump the 
*< Children and Servants of all who dwell round 
<^ abouc her, co get a Knowlec^e of the private 
«* TranfaAions of their Families : And yet, when 
" any Thing is told her, tbo* (he knew it nc^cr 
•*• fo well before : Ay ! you may fee how littk I 
** concern tnyfelf toitb other People^ that Idotif know 
«* this J tbo* all the Street rings of itj are her firft 
«* Words. You will eafily conceive, that (he is 
<^ often caird in Queftion, by thofe fhe has (lan- 
^^ dered : But fhe is always ready with the An- 
•« f^eT) it is impoffiUe for her to flop her Ears ; if 
•« PeopU mils 'whttherfhe deftres it or not^ tell her 
« Stories 9 bow can fie help it ? This Teftimony 
•« i muft, however, give her, that fhe never in- 
«* vents a Slander of any one^ Without adding, 
^« that fie is heartily firry to hear fttcb Things (^ 
«« PeopU fbehds fo great a f^alue fori and' that fie 
•* bopci there is ko Grounds for the Report. 

•* I HAVE always obferved, that thofe who art 
*< the mofl given to raife evil Reports of others, 
" are the moft fcnfibly tbuch'd, if any Thing be 
^* faid that feems to afiedt them. They are fufpi- 
•< cious almoft of their own Words, and it feems 
*< to be a Sort erf" Judgment upon them, that they 
<< are continually plaguing themfelves* with con- 
•* (buing the Words of others, who never fo 
^* much as thought of them ^ or perhaps knew 
^< them, to their own Diiadvantage. 0( this I had 
<• anf Inftarice, the very fame Evening, in my 
" Landlady, at Supper j when my Mind being 
«< tAken tip Wkhthe Subjeft, I happened, unde- 
««^>flgnedly, to comment bn the Bafenefs of Detrac- 
•^ taott. Her Confeiertec accufed her 5 ihe took Fire, 
<< and would have it, my Defigh was to atf ront her ; 
^« tho*, poor Lady, the mioft innocent oi that Crime, 
« of any of her Sex, Her Fury tPanfported her 
<^ t6 ffich Indteencie^ of ExprciHon ana A&ion, 
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^^ that I thought it beft to leave her alone : And 
** being once more retired, I began again, in the 
** moft ferious Manner, to reflcft upon the Fright- 
*• fulnefs of this Vice, and the molt bafe and hatc- 
^^ full Motives to it offer'd themfelves to my Con- 
<« fideration. I found that there were three Inci- 

tives, all equally vile and unjuftifiable 9 which 

put Men upon (landering one another^ viz. Self* 
*«. SaHsfalfion, Malices or Vanity. 

*« What Art and Cunning (thought I) docs 
<< not the Detraftor make Ufe of to palliate 
^< his real Defigns, by glofling them over with 
** ambiguous or equivocal Words ; by gilding the 
«' bitter Pill, with a pretended Companion for his 
" Neighbor, or' wounding the Reputation of his 
** Friend, under the fajfe Larve of defending him 
^^.ag^inft the Slanders of others! He pwrs, as it 
" were a coftly Oil on our Head, which, however, 
*' conceals a corofive Venom : His Words fcem 
*^ to be fmoother than Oil, but are in Truth a two- 
«* edged Sword. 

*' Being thus work'd up to a Deteftation rfthe 
*« Crime, in Order, as much as in me lies, to 
** put a Stop to this dreadful and growing Evil, I 
*•* formed fcveral Rules, as Prefer vatives againfl: 
*' this Infedtion, which 1 made public, the firft 
*• Opportunity, and fhould be glad you would add 
*« your Thoughts to them, for their Improve- 
*« merit." He thereupon put a jjrinted Paper into 
my Hands, of which the following is a TranQa- 
tion : 

Rules against Slander. 

I. Set a Watch upon your "^ords, and never 
fpeajk without Deliberation : Than which, nothing, 
in human Life, can procure you a greater Re- 
gard. 

II. Pursue your own Affairs with Diligence, 

0^2 and 
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and concern yourfelf as little as poffible, i/vith thofc 
of others. 

III. Take Care to have always to much BuTi- 
neis upon your Hands* that you may not, tor 
Want of ncceffary Employment, be led, againft 
your Inclination, to fpeak Evil of others. 

IV. Never take a Pleafurc in hearing others 
reviled : But accuftom yourfelf to have Compaf- 
(ion on their Infirmities, rather than to rejoice at 
them. 

V. If you hear a Perfon flandir'd, and know 
any good of him, reveal it : Which may, at leaft, 
counterbalance the Detractions and fo far preferve 
his Reputation. 

VI. Let it always be a Maxim with you, that 
it coft you nothing, and that it is the fmaileft Fa^ 
vor you can flicw your Neighbor, to fpeak well, 
or, at leaft, not evil of him. 

VII. Consider what Efteem you yourfelf have 
for tl^ofe People, who make it their Bufmefs to 
fully the Repuution of others, by Defamation ; 
and let them be a Warning to you, not to fall un- 
der the fame hateful Chara6ler. 

VIII. When you find the leaft Inclination in 
yourfelf to defame another, lay your Hand upon 
your Heart, and afk yourfelf, whether you have 
not merited the fame or a worfe Reprehenfion ? 

IX. Examine your Mind, how you have been 
able to bear with Afperfions caft on you by others : 
And tho* you may have the Refblution to defpifc 
them, conlider another may not. It may perhaps 
be an Afflidion to him* and this AfHidiion may 
be attended with other evil Circumftances. 

X* Enquire narrowly into the Certainty of 
of what you intend to fay of another. Whether 
you can affirm the Truth of it of your own Know- 
ledge, or only by Hearfay ? If the latter, it may 
be groundlefs, and you may draw upon yourfelf 

the 
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the Charader of a wicked Ddfamer. If the former, 
then confider, whether it may not be as friendly an 
Office to conceal it, as to relieve a Neighbor under 
Neceflity. 

XI. Look back into former Times, and recoU 
left your Memory, whether the Pcrfon in Queftion 
has ever wronged you? If not, you are about to 
a£t a Piece of Cruelty ; and if he have, your 
Slander is, at beft, but the Fruits of Revenge and 
Malice. 

XII. Recollect, likewifc, whether that Pcrfon 
has never done you a Favor : If he have, you add 
to this Vice the Sin of Ingratitude j and if not, 
lifw^y he rot have an Opportunity of doing it for 
the future ? May not the Time come when, by the 
InftabiJity of Things of this Life, his good Will 
may be- of Service to you ? 

XIV. Think as far forward as poffible, and 
rcfleft upon the various Confequences, which may 
arifc from Detraction. Tho* at firft they may 
be little regarded ; the greater may be the Danger 
hereafter. A Slanderer always finds his Match, 
who pays him in his own Coin : He is hated by 
all Men*, is liable to be involv'd in Law-Suits, and 
falls imperceptibly into Broils and Quarrels, which 
are often not to be ended but by Bloodfhed. 

XV. Lastly confider, that tho* the various 
Underminings of Detraftion, arc not punilhablc 
in this World i yet they are a diredl Breach of the 
ninth Commandment, and incur eternal Punifhment, 
in the World to come. 

After having read thefe Rules, I told my 
Friend I had nothing to object againft them, nor 
could I fee there wanted any Thing to be added : 
unlefs, if he (hould ever re-publilh them, he 
might be induced, for the Benefit of thofe who 
Jay under the Lafh of flanderous Tongues, to add 
fomc Rules for their Behavior : To which, I added,

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he might, in tny Opinion, very properly fubjotn^ 
the Story of the famous Painter Amies ^ among the 
Ancients, as we find it told by Lucian : A Tranf-^ 
lation whereof, as you may not have that agreable 
Author by you, at (b great a Diftance from Lon- 
doHy may not be difagreable to you. 

•' APELLES was accused by AntipbUus^ a 
*' jealous Dawber in Painting, of having confpir'd 
* ^ againft King Ptolemy^ and, among other Treache- 
^^ ries, of having been the Occafion of the Defedlion 
•* of the City of Tyrus. Ptolemy gave Ear to this Ac- 
*^ cufation, and without the lead Examination into 
•* the Merits of it, was about to put him to Death, 
•^ as a Traitor and Rebel. Happily for ApeUe^ 
•• his Innocence appeared by the Self-Confeffion of 
^< one of the Confpirators : And the King fo far 

repented of the Injury he had done him, that 

he not only fent him a Prefent of 100 Talents, 
«* for Satisfaiaion, but the Accufer, to be punilh'd 
<^ according to his Will and Pleafure. ApelUs^ not- 
*^ withftanding the Atrocioufnefs of the Fad, did 
«• not feek to gratify his Revenge on the Perfon of 
•• his Enemy, but on the Crime, which had brought 
«' him into fuch Danger of his Life. 

<* He painted CreduUty in the Form of Mid§»y 
<< fiting in an Elbow Chair, with Igtwrance and 
« Sufpicion on either Side of him. He ofFcr'd his 
«* right Hand to DetraSion^ who feem*d to ap- 
•« proach him. The Complexion of the latter, 
*« was of a fiery Red, notwithflanding which her 
^< Face was engaging and agreable. In her left 
«* Hand, Ihe held a burning Torch, and with her 
■^ Right (he dragg'd, by the Hair of his Head, a 
•' Youth, who, ftretching his Hands towards Hca- 
** ven, fcem'd to implore the Divine Afiilbnce. 
«< Before her march'd Env^^ in the Form of a 
•• Man,- macerated with a tedious Sickneis, of 
^l a pale Complexion^ with iquinting frightfiji 

Eyes. 
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Eyes. She was followed by ]^eceit and JiiJJi* 
mulationy who endeavor'd, to the utmoft of their 
Power, to excite and encourage BttraHion^ and 
to adorn her in the beft Manner they could: 
Theft were followed by Repentance^ whofe tat- 
ter'd Rob^, was cover'd with a Veil of black 
Crape. She turned her Face continually towards 
the Image of Truth, but Shame and Sorrow 
would not fufFer her to open her Eyes, which 
fejcm'd ready to burft with Tears. 
As much as you will be pleas'd with the Sy m^ 
bolical Invention of this Piece of Painting, I ht* 
lieve you will much mor^ admire at the Nlagnani* 
mity of the Inventor of it, who indeed Ih^wM his 
Enemy what a Monfler he was, but afterwards 
fcreen'd him from farther Punifhment. 

Slander is never better encounter'd with, than 
by a noble Scorn of it. , Am I guilty of what is 
laid to my Charge, it is my Duty to amend I Am 
I innocent, I look upon Detra&ion no otherwile 
than as a Random mot, flying over my Head, 
which indeed makes fome noife in the Air, but is 
foon loft. 

OiTR farther Difcourfe was at this Time, inter* 
rupted, by a Summons to Dinner, and while my 
Friend was taking his Afternoon's Nap, I took the 
Opportunity, to pen down what I had ften and 
•heard in Short- Hand, in one of the Akx)ves in the 
Garden, in each of which was a Deik with Pens, 
Ink and Paper: And I took the fame Method 
every Day afterwards : The Fruits of which will 
be the Subjeft of fome future Letters. I conclude 
this, as ufual, with Aflurances of being, &r.

N toy Letters of the*—— I gave you 
a brief Account of the ancient and pre- 
fent State of this City : I have fet apart 
this Co give you a Defcription of fome 
.of the public Build jngs» which are nurtiei^ous here, 
and fome of them ftacely ; and I ihaU begin with 
the Churches : 
^ Of thele the Jhim or Cathedral^ which is under 

the immediate Protedtion of our Sovereign, Kii^ 
.GiorgCj is the firft in G)nfideration ; as being the 
eldeir, and^ for 350 Years, the only Church in 
Jiamburg. I have already obferv'd that Emoeror 
.Charles the Gnah built a Church here in Honor 
to the Virgin Mary^ about the Year 811. For 
.we find, it was this Year confecrated by a Bifhop 
caird Amdarius FortunuUus: In the Year 831 bis 
Son Ludovicus Pius^ ereAed it into a CoUegiate 
' Church, which was confirmed by Pope Gregory IV, 
and *till 1164^ or 1168, Hamburg hzA no other. 
How long this firft Church ftoM, or when the 
prefent Church was built* I have not yet found : 
This is, however, a large and ancient Pile, with 
jl^ a very high Spire> which, together with the Tower 

<: that fupports it, is 360 Foot high ^, butplain and 

adorn'd with ve^ few Embelliftiments. liie Chap- 
ter was eftablifli'd in or about the Year 10 15, by 



* The Hamburg Foot is but 1 1 Inches and a Qaaiter, of 
our Meafure, which reduces the Height of this Steeple to 
357 and a half EngHJb Feet. 

Arch- 
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Archbifhop Unwan^ and confifts, befidcs the Bi- 
fliop^ of a Dean and 12 Canons, now fecularizM^ 
who have large Revenues, and a confiderable Dif- 
trift oF Streets and Houfcs round about the Church, 
appertaining thereunto j which are a great Eye- 
Sore to the Hamburgers^ as being exempt, and 
a leparate Jurilclidion, in the very Heart of theirs. 

In this Church arc feveral ancient Tombs and 
IBpitaphs, of which I fliali give you an Accounc 
of two or three only for a Specimen : 

ADALGAGUS, ArchbifJiop of Hamhtrg^ 
Chancelor to the Emperor 0//», brought Pope 
Ben€di5 II, who was elefted in Oppofition to Lex^ 
Prifbner to Hamburgh where he died in ^66^ and 
was buried in this Church, under a large Tomh» 
raifed about three . Foot from the Ground^ io the 
middle Ifle, near the Afcent to the Choir, on 
which js. the Effigies of a Pope, in his Pontifi- 
cal Habit, of plated Brafs, and the following in- 
icription. BenediStuSj Papa» qui di Sede Apq/hlicd 
jper ,violen$iam remotus, poftea cum revocaratur obiit 
HamburgL 

Here we likewrfe fee the following Epitaph x^ 
the famous Northern Hiftorian, Albert Krantzim^ *

Virginis^ Celebris fc? Reverendus Ptr^ Albertut

But the moft.remarkable is an ancient Stone fix'd 
in the South Wall of this Church, Feprefenting aii 
Af5 playing on a Bng-pipe^ wiih fcvcral Inlbip- 
* ' tions 
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tions, in the ancient Monkifh Chara^er, of whicb^ 
for their Singularity as well as Antiquity, I (hall 
fflve you a Tranfcript, with a Tranflation of them : 
On the Top of this Stone, which is an Oblong, of 
about five or fix Foot high, and about three Foot 
broad^ are the following Words : viz.

Underneath is the Reprefentation of a Man fiting 
in a Bafket, like thofe ufed to put Fowls in^ with 
the Infcription :

About the Border of the whole are thele Words :

Who 
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Who thcfc Perfons were, I don*t find ; nor is it 
pofTible to fix the Time of this Stone's being placM 
here * j there being neither the Date of the Year, 
nor any Thing elfe te determine it. 

Next to this Cathedra) Church, I (hall give 
you a brief Account of the five principal Churches 
belonging to the Hamburgers, which give Name 
to the five Wards, into which this whole City is 
divided, 

I. The firft is the Church of St.P^/^r's, on the B^rg 
(or Hill) fo caird, I prefume, becauie it fcems co be 
die higheft Part of tne whole City. This Church is 
likewife an ancient large and noble Pile ; but when i( 
was built is uncertain. It is mentioned in a Diploma 
of Pope Homrius III, jim. 1220, which, as far 
as I can find^ is the elded Account of it : And, by 
an Infcription at the South Entrance of the Church, 
it appears that the Foundation of the Tourer, ob 
which there is the higheft Spire in the City, was 
laid Ann. 1342. On the fame Side, is a very large 
Charnel-Houfe, and over the Front of it, in a Pc* 
diment, a very fine and curious Piece of Painting 
reprefenting the Reiuredion *, as likewile a Set of 
Chimes, and a Dial, fhewing, among other Things^ 
the Encreafe and Decreafe cf the Moon« 

* The Ckara^r fiiews it to have been before the Refornw* 
fluatioii, in the Times of the M0tis ; and the Stone has the 
Appeaiance of beii^ very ancient; but the Langaage is mnck 
the fame that is fpoken to this Day in Hamburg. I'he YuU 
gar have a Tradition, that the Perfon, in whofe Memory thia 
Epitaph was ereded, was a young Prodigal of a noble Fa- 
jnHy^ whoy being wam'd by his Friends, that the Caurfe of 
Lile he led would inevitably bring him to Penury and Want, 
anfiKrerM ; that was as impofible as Ibr an A& to [day on the 
Bag-pipe ; that being, at Length, reduc'd to extream Ne- 
cemty, he one Morning heard a Bag-pipe under his Window, 
and, looking out, faw an Afs playing on it ; and that, comzng 
afterwards to great Riches again, he was the Founder of the 
prefent Chuish : But this idfe Fable hM not a fingle Voucher, 
ibr any one Circumftance of it. 



I 
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I K the Body of the Church are a great Num- 
ber of curious Pieces of Painting and Sculpture, 
with Altar- Pieces, Images, and ocher Remains of 
Popery]; of which this, and all the other Churches, 
excepting the new St. MicbaeP^ Church, and thoie 
which were built fince the Reformation, arc very 
full. ' Among other Pieces of Paintins, I obfervcd 
chat of Martin Lutber^ with the following Latin 
Verfc under it : 

Peftis eram vivus^ tnoriens ero mors tua. Papa. 

On the North Side of the Church is a large and 
antique Piece of Painting, reprcfcnting a View of 
the ancient City of Hamburgh within its Walls ; 
as there is, on the South Side, another : And, on 
both Sides of the Altar, are two large and fine 
Pieces of Pcrfbeftive. 

' 11. T H B Church of St. Nicholas^ which, like 
the Reft of the five principal Churches, is now a 
noble and fpacious Building, was at firft but a 
Chapel, built between the Years 1 164 and 1168, 
out of the Ruins of which afterwards arofe this mag- 
nificent Pile, the firft Steeple whereof 'was built 
Anna 151 7, but, being confum'd by Fire in 
1589, was rebuilt in 1591. The prcfent Steeple, 
which is a very beautiful one, in the Italian Tafte^ 
was built in 1556. The Pyramid, or Spire of ic 
refts on Golden Balls of a prodigious Size. On 
the JNfcr/A Side of the Church, is a large Profpeft 
pf the City of flb»i^»r^, painted in 1552. At 
the fFefi'End pf the North Ifle, is a large and 
curious Piece of Perfpedive, by the famous Gabriel 
Enge. Among the Pieces of Antiquity, in Paint- 
ing and Sculpture, in this Church, I obferved a 
Piece of Carving, reprefenting the Virgin Mary 
in I^abor, not in the moft decent Pofture,. with 
Mother -Midnight in the Aft of giving her Afitf- 

tance. 
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tance, and all her Implements about her ; a Piece 
I could not but think very improper for the Con-- 
templation of People performing their Devotion. 

III. S. Catherine's, another of the five prin- 
cipal Churches, is likewife a {lately Edifice, which 
arofe from the Ruins of a Chapel dedicated to the 
fame Saint, and fuppos'd to be built in the 14th 
Century. The Steeple, which was built in 1601; 
was blown down in 1648, but rebuilt, in a more 
magnificent and beautiful Manner, in 1657 and 
16^%^ hy Peter Marckbard^ the ingenious Archi- 
tedt, who likewife built the Steeple of St. Nicholas. 
The Front of the Tower, on which the Steeple 
refts, is adorned with a great Number of Statues 
in Niches, and ,the Steeple is broke into fundry 
Lanthorns, refting on each other, and dimini(hing« 
•till the laft only fupports a Pyi-amid or Spire^ 
not unlike our Steeple of St. Bride\ in Fleet ftreeS^ 
but much higher. The Middle of this Spire is 
encircled by a large Crown, or rather open Coro- 
net, of Copper-gilt ; which, the Vulgar tell you, 
was Originally of folid Gold, and made of a 
Booty taken from certain notorious Pirats, who 
had long infefted the Northern Seas, but were, at 
Length, fubdued by the Hamburghers ; and that, 
when the Steeple was blown down, it was employ- 
ed for the Re-building of it, and this Copper 
Coronet placed in the Room of it : But the Value 
of Mony is too well known in Hamburgh to fuffer 
fo large a Capital to remain near 50 Years ufelel$. 
Among other curious Pieces of Painting, in this 
Church, they (hew you one, reprefenting our Savi- 
our laying into the Sepulchre, which they fay ex* 
ceeds any Thing of that Nature, in any of the 
other Churches: It is, beyond all Difpute, a curi- 
ous Piece, but I could not underltand by what 
Artift. 

IV. St. 
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IV. St. Jacob's was likewife formerly only a 
Chapel, which fubfifted in the 14th Century •, 
but when the prefcnt ftately Edifice was creacd, I 
do not find : The Steeple, however, was crefted, 
jIhm 1580. This Church is particularly remark- 
able for fcvcral fine modern Pieces of Painting. 

V. T H I new St. Mcbael^s is the only one of 
the principal Churches, in Hamkurg, built fince the 
Reformation, and was crefted upon the great En- 
creafc of the new City i for the Ufe of which, the 
oW St. MicbaeTs Church was much too little. The 
firft Stone was laid Jpr. 26, 1649, and, on the 14th 
of Marcb^ i66i» it was confecrated, but the Steeple 
was not finilh'd "till 1669. This Church is large, 
light and lofty ; but not crouded with fuch a Num- 
ber of little trivial Embellifhments, as thofe built in 
more early Times. I obferved nothing particularly 
itmarkable here \ but a ridiculous little Piece of 
carvM Work, in a Pediment, over one of the Side- 
Entrances into the Church, defign'd, I fuppofe, to 
xeprefcnt the Creation of Adam, i ou fee the upper 
Parts of a Man compleatly form'd, and the two 
Arms, I prelume, of the Almighty, iffuing from 
the Clouds, and, with a Mallet and Chizzel^ a(5l- 
ing the Part of a Sculptor, in forming the lower 
Parts out of Clods of Earth. 

The other fmaller Churches, or rather Cha- 
pels of Eafc to thefe five principal Churches, are : 

VI. That of St. Jobn\ bmltby AdoLpb IV, 
Earl oi Scbauenhurg^ Anno 1227. 

VII. St. Mary Magdalen's, built the feme 
Year, likewife, by AMph IV. 

These two are term'd Filial, or Dependant on 
the Church of St. Peter'^. 

In die Chapel of St. M^ Magdalen^ are feve- 
ral whimficalPicccs of Painting, particularly one 
reprefcnting the Trinity v the firft Perfon by an 
old Man, the fccond by a Lamb, and the third 

by 
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by a Dove, attended by the Heavenly Hofl: : And 
another reprefenting Hell, in which are the Bodies 
of fevcral Perfons of both Sexes, lying promif- 
cuoufly, and roafling, or rather broiling on burning 
Coals^ and gnawed, at the fame Tim^, by the moft 
hideous Monfters the Mind of Man could invent: 
But what made this PiAure the moft remarkable 
was, that the Painter had exhibited two Faces^ 
very well known to the whole Town ; one the 
Wife of a wealthy Merchant, famous for being fo 
pcrfeftly good-fiatur'd, that it was impoffible for 
her to refufe her Favors to any one j and tlie other 
of a Jew, as noted for having raifed immenfe Riches 
on the Spoils of his Cbriftian Neighbors: Tht 
latter is yet remaining; but the Lady being mo- 
deft and bafhful, the Painter has taken Compaflioa 
on her, and fuffcf'd her to Cover her Face with her 
Hand. I have been told of a Pidure in this 
Church, reprefenting our Savior playing at Cards 
with his Difciples ; but either it is now removed 
or efcap*d my Sight : This latter, if true, \% pretty 
much of a Piece with the Pafchal Lamb larded^ 
which I have fomewhere read of^ to be feen in 
fome Church in Italy. 

VIIL The Church of the Holy Gboft, fuppos'd 
to be built in the 14th Century. 

IX. The Chapd of the Hofpital for Orphans. 
Thefe two are dependant on the Church of St, 
Nicholas. 

X. St.GEORGE%, without the Walls of 
the City* built about the Year 1250. 

XL The Chapel of Sc. Gertrud% built to- 
wards the Conclufion of the 14th Century : Botk 
dependant on d\e Church of St. Jacobus. 

XII. St. PAUVs without the Walls of the 
City, confecrated Augujt 24, 1682, and« on the 
:14th of OSloher^ 16^2^ declared Alial {q the new 
St. Mkhad'% ChufcK '■-•'■ 

XIIL 
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XIII. The old St. Mcbaers Church, burk m 
1605, and fold in 1678, by St. Nicholases to St. 
MkbaePs. 

There are, befides thefe. Chapels tn the Gafi- 
iojfj or Hofpital for aged Men and Women ; and 
in the Zueht-baufz^ or Houfc of Correftion, or 
radier Workhoule : And the Britijh Society have 
a Chapel allow'd them in their Houfe call*d the 
great Enghjh Houfe. 

I SHALL add only two or three Obfervationj, 
with Refpeft to the Churches in Hamburg ii> 
general. 

They have, moft of them, very fine Altar- 
Pieces, curioufly adorned with Painting and Sculp- 
ture : One of the fineft, which is but tately built, 

arofe from a very odd Incident : Mr, H r, a 

wealthy Merchant, lately deceafed, more noted for 
A6ks ol Extortion, and for a particular Dexterity in 
fobbing the Public, than for his public Spirit^ or any 
A£k of Liberality, unexpeftedly offered to build a 
new and coftly Altar-Piece, hi the Room of one that 
was decaying, in one of the principal Churches, 
ar the &cpence of near 2000 /. out of his own 
Pocket. As he had never before been accufed o£ 
Generofity, this very much aftonifh^d the whole 
Town : However, his Offer was accepted of ; the 
Materials for the new Altar-Piece provided, and 
the Paintings and Carvings finifh*d : But before 
the old Altar-Piece was puITd down (the Materials 
of which he thought himfdf intitled to) unluckily 
a Letter was fomc how or other intercepted, by 
which it appeared, that he had fold fome Pieces 
of Painting, in the old Altar-Piece, and agreed to 
deliver them, in HoUand^ at a Time ftipulated, for a 
Sum rar exceeding the Expence of the new One : So 
that, it feems, be expefted to have received the Re- 
ward of his Charity even in this World. The Elders 
of the Church, however, underllood this Matter 

otherwife \ 
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otherwife \ and, tho* they loaded him with grateful 
Acknowledgments, for his Generofity,^ gave him to 
underftand, that the Materials of the old Altar- 
Picce might, probably, be of future Advantage to 
the Parifli: But, in Lieu thereof, they fuflferM his 
Pifture to be hung up in the Chancel, as a Monu- 
ment of his extenfive Goodnefs. 

The Organs are, in general, very fine here, 
of a prodigious Size, and finely adorn'd : That in 
St. Catherines Church is faid to confift of above 
6000 Pipes, of which I, myfelf, obferv'd two 
that were fo large, that I could but juft grafp tbem 
-with the Extent of my Arms. They allow of 
Church Mufic, both Vocal and Inftrumental, and 
have a very good Band, paid by the Public, which 
perform in ail the Churches by Turns : But what 
is remarkable, the fame Perfons are employed in 
the Church, and in the Opera -, and I have feen 
the fame Singer, after having fung in the Charafter 
of Je/us Chrift in the Church, aft the Part of 
Pluto in the Evening, in the Opera. 

Th e Steeples, which of the Cathedral and five 
principal Churches are very high, are only Frames 
of Timber, covered with Copper : And I have been 
told, the latter refines to fuch a Degree, by being 
exposed to the Sun, that when they were obliged to 
fake any of it down, to repair the Havock made 
by the Teeth of Time, they find it greatly in- 
creafed in Value, and that it will yield a fmalt 
Quantity of Gold. 

A s the Churches are moft of them Thorough- 
fares, and ftand open from Morning to Night, 
they arc frequently made Places of Appointments, 
or Rendezvous, and, by the Appearance of People 
I have fometimes feen in them, I fear often of very 
fcandalous Ones. Some have Ukewife BookfeUer^s 
Shops in them. 

R I SHALL 
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I SHALL defer the Account I defign to give 
you of the other public Buildings in this City, to 
a farther Opportunity, and, in the mean Time, re- 
main, as ever, (^c.

CAN hardly forbear fmiling myfelf, at 
my prefent Undertaking, to pretend to 
write without a Subjedt •, than which no- 
thing could be more ridiculous, had 1 not 
your Commands to plead in Excufe of it. I pro* 
tefl, I would rather undertake, tho' I never learned 
the ProfeiUpn^ to make a bad Watch corrcft the 
Sun, than to treat a Man of your Tafte with fo 
flender a Repail, as I now mufl-: But fo it is ; (ince 
my laft, I have neither feen any Thing worthy of 
your or my Notice, nor met with any Converfation 
capable of giving me Pleaiure* I have, indeed, 
rencounter^ that Retenue *, which is a prudent Ar-» 
tifice to cover Dullnefs ; and which I am fo far 
pleas'd with, as I look upon it to be one of the 
moft uleful Patterns J can poffibly imitate, tho' hi* 
therto I am but a poor Proficient. 

HavinO, therefore, found fo little Pleafurc in 
Converfation, I have fometimes been obliged to 
THINK -, a noble Occupation, ia which the Mind, 
you know is but a bare Spectator of the various 
Movements of its own Ideas« Now, 1 ft^ncy, in a

Man 
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Man that reafons well, thcfe Ideas draw up and file 
off naturally in good Order. A Man of excellent 
Judgment is one who can difpofc them advantage- 
oufly, in Cafe either of Attack, or Defence. A 
Man of pure Wit has his Cavalry very dextrous, 
but often without Condudl. The Statefman*s Head 
is full of Ingeniers, who fometimes are fo unfortu- 
nate to be miferably treated with Counterbatterics : 
But when thefe Ideas are well-proportion*d, in fuf- 
ficient Number, and dance in Cadence, it is what 
I fancy makes a Poet ; tho* a fmall Detachment, 
in ragged Equipage, may ferve to form a Rhimer, 
or Poetafter ; luch as our Friend G 

Tho* I have your pofitive Commands not to em- 
ploy any Part of my Letters in anfwerihg what you 
may write to me, yet give me Leave, for once, to 
break in upon that Rule. You feem to think, by 
what I hinted to you of the Excefs of Ceremony, 
in both Sexes, in this Country, of which I (hall 
give you a more particular Account in a future Let- 
ter; that I have made a Truce with Compliments 
of all Sorts, and utterly condemn them. Not fo ; 
it is the Abufe, and not the Ufe of them, I com- 
plain of. I would not have then) wholly laid afidc -, 
but 1 would have them given and anfwer*d with 
Prudence and Moderation. It is enough to tell a 
pretty Girl, that (he is handfome, without fwearing 
her Eyes are brighter than the Sun ; and one who 
can take decently a Kifs, and hear fedately a gen- 
teel Compliment, has more good Senfe, than ano- 
ther has Modefty, who runs fkitti(hly away to be 
.but the mojc eagerly purfued. 

B u T to examine a little, on this Occafion, the 
fo fafliionable Commerce of Compliments, {o much, 
cultivated and praftifed, and fo well received as it 
is, by the fineft Wits, and even the fbundeil Judg- 
ments ; for my Part, I muft own 1 approve of it 
extreamly^ when it is ingenioufly performed. It is

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certainly more eligible to fin on the Side of Com- 
plaifancc, than on that of Rufticity ; and is it not 
a much nobler Employment to deterre * Graces, 
and fet the leaft of Virtues in an advantageous 
Lights than to ridicule Deformities, or banter the 
Errors of a weak Mind ? Or is it lefs than Stupi- 
dity to be infenfible to the Points of Wit, or the 
Beauty of Eloquence ? Befides, Praifes, which en- 
ter k nccc0arily into Complaifance, that they are, 
as it were, the Effencc of it, are undoubtedly to be 
numbered among the ir^oft coveted Rewards of Vir- 
tue : Self-love, which is inherent to all Mankind, 
prepares our Relifli for them, and this Relifh be- 
gets a new Appetite to more fublime Qualities, than 
thofe on which they are beflow'd ; atleaft, this a- 
greable Commerce: pleafes all the World, and 
ought not, if it were but on that Account, to be 
wholly laid afide ^ efpecially, as far as it is innocent. 
The Vain are charm d with the pleafing Fumes of 
the ftrongeft Incenfe, which they fancy an indifpen- 
fable Oaring to their pure Merit, and fnufF it ea- 
gerly, to the turning of their Brains +. Even the 
Modeft and Judicious feel a foft Titillation^^r des 
JjOuang€s delicates \. ; tho', with fuch, their greateft 
Effefts are only to become Incentives to higher De- 
grees of Virtue, 

For my own Part, I have Vanity enough ; and 
if any Body could but perfuade me, that I Have the

I have difcovePd an excellent Expedient, which 
you have furnifhM me withal, to oblige all three % 
and you have done it in one fingle Word. You 
ftile me Learned^ in the Superfcription of your Let* 
ter : Now what Ihould my Vanity prompt me to 
more naturally, than to ftick it on my Window, or 
leave it on my Table, (negligently on Purpofe) that 
all the World may fee it, to my lading Honor ; 
tho* my Modefty bluflics every Time I caft my 
Eyes on it myfelfj and my Judgment, at the fame 
Time, ihould not fail to inform me, that my Read*^ 
ing and Study have been infinitely too fuperficial to 
merit fo glorious an Epithet : But if, likewife, to 
thefe three Qualities, be added a convenient Mix« 
ture of the Itch of Reputation, it is not improba- 
ble^ but, in fuch Cafe, that one Term alone mig^C 
coil me the Ledture of a hundred Volumes.

Emperors and Kings are little to be en-^ 
vied : For the Exterior of Felicity » and the Thing 
itfelf, are, for the moft Part, far afunder* I rather 
pity their Conftraint to look big, and to endea^ 
vor to infpire, with an awful Afjpcft, Fear and 
RefpeA in thofe about them. All the effed Pa-* 
geantry has on me is, when I iee the ftruting Co-* 
median a&s bis Part gracefully, I applaud his Con**

<crib-d. I muft tell you, I am fo far from envying 
his Happinefs, that I would willingly fubfcribe to 
whatever may confirm him in fo agreable Senti- 
ments as thofe of which he has poffefe'd himfclf, 
provided only that he will not oblige me toad 
the Mifanthrap on his Verfes : But between you and 
me, I fancy, without knowing his Nativity, that 
Mercury governed his Afcendant, fortified perhaps 
t)y a Trine of Luna-y and if I had not unhappily for- 
■got my Aftrology, I could have told very nearly, 
what JPofit ion Saturn muft have been in to Jupiter^ 
•lb malicioufly to hamper a Poetic Genius, with fuch 
a Dulnefs of Expreffion; 

I MUST not, however, difmifs you with this 
flender Repaft, without adding fomething to make 
jyou amends for it j and what I juft hinted above 
of the wide Diftance there is between the Exterior

of Felicity, and the Thing itfelf, puts me upon 
the fcrious Reflcdlion, wherein true Felicity con- 
lifts : And furely, next to a good Confcience, and 
a fettled peaceable State of Mind, with Regard to 
"Futurity, there can be no greater Happinefs in this 
World, than a perfeft Satisfadlion and Content of 
"Mind, in the State or Station it has pleas*d the 
At-mighty, of his infinite Goodnefs and Wif- 
dom, to place us. I remember, that this Subjeft 
was Part of an agreable Evening's Converfation 
with my Learned Friend, who, thereupon, as there 
are few Topics on which he has not commited his 
Thoughts 10 Paper, fent me a Manufcript, Part 
of which I have tranflated, and fhall fubjoin for 
your Amufcment. 

After, having in general expatiated on the Hap- 
pinefs^ 
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pinels of a contented Mind, and the Folly as well 
as Unreafonablenefs of Difcontent, he goes on as 
follows : 

*« Do not, BurrbuSf as an Excufe, pretend^ 
*' that thy Difcontent is a Difeafe j or fay, who 
** can make himfelf otherwife than God has made 
^^ him ? I am not unacquainted, that a found and 
«* healthy Body, quicken'd with a fluid and regular 
•* Circulation of the Blood, is a Gift of God, and 
*« that a Perfon who pofleffcs that Happincfi, can 

approach nearer by fome Degrees, to a chearful 

Performance of his religious Duties, than ano- 
*' ther, whofe Veins are filld with a Mixture of 
*• Gall and Phlegm. I am likewife convinced, 
** that the Almighty Creator of Mankind, who 
•* tries our Hearts and Reins, will not require of 
** one, what he cxpefts from the other : But this 
*• I blame in thee, that, tho* fenfible of thy peevifli 
•* murmuring Temper being a Difeafe, thou art, 
*« neverthelefs, under no concern for the Danger 
*• of it -, but rather, inftead of aiming at a Cure, 
♦* encreafeft the Diftemper by indulging it, and, by 
*' thy continual Uneafineffes and Complaints, wil* 
*« fully cafteft Oyl into the Flame. 

«' PERTINJX will probably raife another 
** Objedion, and fay, all Things are in the Power 
«* of the Imagination. As the ambitious and 
<* covetous Man can calm his Mind, under the 
<* Diforders of his own PafTions, fo even I am 
«< fatisfied under my own Difcontent. But this 
<« Tranquility of the ambitious and covetous Man 
** is merely phantaflical. Thou thyfelf calPft it 
*• fo, when thou faycft, All Things are in the Power 
•« of the Imagination. Wilt thou pretend to aflert, 
*^ that fuch a diftradted Peace of Mind, and diP 
** fatisfied Content, is the End for which God 
*« has created us ? And couldft thou hope, when, 
•* foon or late, thou fhalt be call'd to an Account,

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•' for thy Life and AAions, to be juftified by fay- 
** ing : That, notw.ithftanding the manifold Gifts 
" of the Almighty, of which thou waft not 
" worthy of the thoufandth Part, thou haft fought 
** thy Content in Difcontent j thou haft, without 
** Caufe^ murmur'd, complained, 6ff. thou haft 
•* fpar*d no Pains to depreciate his Benefits, and 
** not only to make thyfclf but others unhappy, 
*' diflatisned, nay, even unfit to render him his 
^« due Praife ? Doeft thou think, that the righte- 
•* ous Judge of Mankind will not, with the ftridteft 
'' Juftice, condemn thee to an eternal Difcontent 
" of Mind ? 

" A THIRD Objeftion, Afflitto may probably 
*• make and fay : I have Reafon to complain, to 
^* murmur, and to be difcontented. I am in mean 
•' Circumftances, or I am in Want : Yet more, I 
*' have been in a fortunate State, and have a- 
^« bounded with Riches ; but now I am poor and

*« and is alike felicitous for their Prefervation, 
^< Nature abfolutely makes no Difference. Kings

« Arguments ; I fliall only give ftce the Hiftory 
^* of an Egyptian King, that was related to me,

•* poffeffeft, if thou wilt but be at the Trouble of

f SCHJCK ALMOKAURAN, a Ruler over 
twenty-one Kingdoms, being on the Chafe, in full 
Speed after a Lion, got out of the Sight of all his 
-** Retinue, and his Horfe having afterwards thrown 
*' him, in the Extremity of a Wood, lie was 
** there left not only alone, and deftitute of Help, 
'«* but ih a very miferable Plight. 

*^ Having wandered about, fome Time, he at

*< Thirfl drove him to the very Brink of it. At 
** the/ariie Irift^t, a monftrous Crocodile, rufhing

^ Th e Fright had operated with fuch Violence

♦« mokaurany with his Speech, found himfelf dc- 
«« privcd, erf" four of his Senfe5> and had only that 
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« of Feeling left. He had prefcrv'd, however, his 
«« Underftanding, in its full Force ; which did but

'« After fomc Time, Jokdahj a Man of great 
^* Wifdomand Knowledge, and of 115 Years of 
** Age, came, and, by Means of certain Medi- 
^« cines, reftorM him to his Hearing. The King 
«« made all the Signs he was capable of, to cjcprefs 
" his Joy, and being told what he had written, 
< and afk*d, Whether that was his Will ? he con- 
<< firmed it by a Sign. Jokdab^ at firll, refufed 
** to accept of fo great a Reward ; however, he, 
<* at Length, confented, under certain Conditions. 

" He afterwards made Ufe of the Sap of a Tree, 
*« the Roots, L.eaves, and Fruit of which have the 
«< Form of a Tongue : And having diftilPd this 
•* Sap (even Times, with a Fire made of the Wood

«« the Recovery of my Sight : For unlefs I am able 
*^ to fee that noble created Being of God, the Sun^

«* whether, or bow far, the King obtained his 
«« Wi(hes i becaufe my travelling Companion was

*^ and confequcntly have fome Caufe for Difcontent;^^ 
•* how will thofc Perfons excufe then^felves, yrho 
<< are rich, efteem'd,,and healthy, and who pofleis 
« not only all chat is neccfiary i(j this Worlds but 
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«« a Superfluity of the Gifts of Fortune, and yet 
*« pafs their Lives in one continued State of Dif- 
** content, 

** It is to you, ye fortunate, yet unhappy, 
** Wretches, that I now dircft my Words. You 
*' fwim, as it were, in a Sea of undeferved Fortune, 
«* with which you are encompafs*d on every Side, 

and yet pafs your Lives in Difcontent, without 

(hewing the leaft Signs of a fatisfied Mind. Why 
** will you thus put off your Joy from Time to 
** Time, to a far Day ? When wilj you begin to 
" rejoice at your Happinefs, and to fhew your 
<< grateful Acknowledgments, for the numerous 
" Benefitsof the Almighty? The Hour of your 
<' Death will approach, before you become once 
** fenfible how happy you have been. 

** What then is the Reafon of all this Mourn- 
** ing ? Perhaps I may guefs at the Caufe. Arc 
«* you not commiting Idolatry with your own Per- 
** fon ? Does not an immoderate Self- Love repre- 
«' fcnt your own Merits in fuch a Light to you, as 
** if you were worthy of Pofleffing every Thing? 
** You continually employ your Tlioughts on your 
•^ prefent imaginary Wants, or perhaps what you 
<« think you may, for the future, ftand in Need of; 
«« but never confider what you aftually poffefs* 
<* You negleft making a right Ufe of your Senfes; 
«< you neither hear nor fee what are the Works of 
*« God. 

<< The greateft Satisfa£tion a Man can partake 
*^* of in this World, next to the Performance of 
*< his religious Duties, is when, with a quiet Con- 
«« fcience, he, by a rational Ufe of his Senfes, be- 
« holds the Works of Nature, as the Creatures of 
*« the Almighty. This is an Adion, in which 
^* the Angels themfelves take Delight, and wherein 
•« they probably find one Part of their Happinefs. 

^^ As» therefore, much depends on a rational 

*' Ufe 
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<' Ule of oxa SeoTes, how advantageous and even 
•* ncceflary would it be, for Children to be taught, 
*' among other Things, in the Schools, rightly to 
*' apprehend and behold the Prefence of God, in 
•• all his Works! lam convinc'd we fliould find 
•* the Fruits of it, not only in our own Duty towards 
** God, and the Satisi^dtion that would thereby 
** accrue to our own Minds, but by a great Change, 
■* in the Convcrlat'ion of Mankind; and, on the 
** other Hand, that a good Deal of every Species 
•* of Peeviihnefs, Murmuring, and Complaint 
** would be loft. 

So far my Manufcript, which needs no farther 
Application. In my next, I fliall endeavor to give 
you an adequate Account of the feveral Sorts of 
People, who, at this Time, inhabit this great City* 
and am, in the mean Time, as ever, fcfc.

SIR, Hamburg. 

i D E S I G N, in this, and two or three 
K future Letters, to give you a particular 
1 Account of the Circumftances, Qiali- 
s ties, and Manners of the Inhabitants of 

§ this City. As it is a Placeof conder- 

able Trade, much the greater Part are Merchants, 
Retailers or Manufafturers j with ihofe Artificers and 
Laborers, who arc dependent on them. The Mer- 
chants, who are in great Numbers, are in general 
a difcreel, fober and honeft Sort of People, tho' 
by much too ceremonious, than which nothing can 
be more difagreable to an En^lijhmm. This fcems» 
however, to be a modero Vice, not wholly of tlieir 
own 
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pwn Growth, nor leam*d of their Forefathers; 
but an aukward Imitation carried to the higheft 
Degree of Extravagance, of fomething they think 
they have feen in foreign G>untries *, and are refol* 
ved to excel In, by overdoing it here. They arc 
nice to a Fauk in their PunSiUd's^ or falfe Points of 
Honor, and a very trivial Negligence, in that Re- 
fped, often makes an Enemy of the moft intimate 
Friend. I cannot give you a better Idea of thcfe 
Matters, than by an Inftance that happened to my- 
fclf. They are mighty exaO: in giving the Place 
of Honor, even in walking the Streets, to thofe 
to whom by their Ru^s it is due. The fair Sex, 
Foreigners, Clergymeh, Graduates in Law or 
Phyfic, and among thefe, thoie who are married, 
or moft advanced in Years, have progreffivcly 
their Rank. With two, the Right-Hand is the 
Place of Honor ; and if you are walking with a 
Lady, you muft be fure to give it, tho* in order 
thereunto, you fhould be obliged to thruft your 
Companion into a Kennel or Puddle, or expofe 
her to the Wipe of a Coach or Cart-Wheel, which 
in thefe narrow Streets, where there are neither 
pav'd Stones nor Pofts to fcreen you, is often the 
Cafe. With three, the Middle is the dignified 
Station, and with five, the inmoft Right and Left 
are far more honourable Places than the outmoft. 
When one leaves the Company, or another joins 
them, not a Step muft be made 'till all are pro- 
perly adjufted ; and when a Coach or a Cart dif- 
turbs their Symmetry, it is not, fometimes, with- 
out infinite Difficulty they get into Order again. 
When a Compmy meet, who are not perfcd:ly 
well acquainted with one another, or with whom 
Rank and Order has not been before fettled, Whif- 
{)erings to know their Quality and Circumftances, 
and Ceremonies to afcertain theiit Stations, gene- 
rally take up ttic firft Quarter oif an Hour . Ths 
' ' premised 
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premised, I (hall tell you my Adventure : I had 
contracted a Sort of Intimacy with a young Mer- 
chant of this City, who, being a fingte Man, 
dined at the Ordinary in my Lodging, and we ufed 
frequently to walk together. As a Foreigner, the 
Place of Honor was my Due, and I was frequently 
oblig'd to fubmit to the Inconvenienne of being his 
Right- Hand-Man, at the Expence of a Pair of 
white Silk-Stockings, or the like. It happened one 
Day, that we had Occaiion to walk thro* the great 
Engtiflf Houfc, whkrh is a common Thorough-fare, 
and truly my Companion took it in his Head, 
as I had let him know I was an Et^lijhman^ 
to imagine, that in this Paflfage, of perhaps about 
100 Yards, I was the Native, and he the Fo- 
reigner, and expefted the Right-Hand accord- 
ingly. I was {o unfortunate not to be fo well 
inftru£ted» and fo unmannerly to keep my Station : 
My Friend, took it in Dudgeon, fpoke not a Word 
afterwards all the Way home ; moped ail Dinner- 
Time ; went away without taking Leave, and I 
expected nothing lefs than a Challenge the next 
Morning ; but tho* his Phlegm got the better of 
his ChcJer, after having confultcd his Pillow, I 
foon found I had irrecoverably loft my Friend for 
ever. 

It is not, however, in thefc idle PunSHlio's 
alone, that the Ceremonies of the Hamburgbers are 
troublcfome to themfclves and others : Their ver- 
bal Compliments are equally fulfom and tedious. 
A Man cannot bid his Neighbor good Morrow, 
after the modifh Way, in lefs than ten Minutes 5 
and a Compliment of Congratulation or Condo- 
lance, is the Work of a good half Hour. They 
confifl[ in a Form of Words, which they learn in 
their Childhood, and think as little of, when they 

f pronounce them, as t)iey do of the Lord^s Prayer. 
t is common to fee their Lips move, for a Quarter 

of 
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of an Hour together, without hearing a diftindl 
Word : But the Pcrfon, to whom the Compliment 
is direfted, knows the Occafion, and has the Re- 
turn ready, as fbon as he perceives his Friend's Lips 
ceafe, of which the other hears as little as he has 
done : I would recommend, to the Hambur^bers, 
a Definition, I am wonderfully pleas'd with, m the 
Spe£latory of Compliments, when he fays : They 
are a Projlitution of Speech^ Jeldom intended to mean 
any Pan of what they exprefs^ never to mean all 
they exprefs. However, whether they, know this 
or not, it is certain they praftile it : For as their 
Compliments exprefs nothing, fo of Confcquence 
they mean nothing : Nevcrthelefs, a Senfe of this 
might make them a(ham*d of fpending their Time 
fo idly. 

But to t-eturn to the Merchants, they arc here, 
beyond all Difpute, the main Pillars of the State, 
and, at the fame Time, they, with the BlefRng of 
Heaven, fupport and advance the public Welfare, 
they are fupporting and advancing their own. By 
their Affiduity, the Inhabitants of this great City 
are furnifh'd, not only with all Neceflaries, but 
with all Conveniences, which Life, or even Lux- 
ury, can call for ; in as great Plenty, and With as 
great Eafe, as if they were the Produce of that 
Spot of Ground, which is within their own Walls. 
'They have their Vineyards in France and S'pain^ 
their Groves of Oranges and Lemons, in Portu- 
galy their Fleeces in the luxuriant Meadows of 
Great Britain^ and their Plantations of Sugar and 
Tobacco in the ff^ejt- Indies. Hamburg may be, 
in Ihort, faid to be the Storehoufe of Germany^ 
which it furnifhes with all -thofe Neceflaries, Con- 
veniences and Superfluities, with which it is^it/elf 
provided, from foreign Parts. Diligence and Art 
are here, encouraged by the Advantages they pro- 

S ' duce 
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ducc, and Mony, which is the Nutriment of the 
Republic, is thereby made to circulate thro* all its 
Veins. From the Merchants, the Poor have their 
Subhftence, the Middle Sort their Conveniences 
of Life, and the Rich their Pomp : And, at the 
fame Time, that they make their own Fortune, 
they promote the Good of the Republic, which is 
agf in their own ^. 

The Qcconomy of this ufeful Part of the Inha« 
h\tZT[isoi;Hamburg is, however, not very confiftent. 
-In their Houfekceping they are frugal to a Fault, 
pr rather mean : A large Piece of fmoaked or iaited 
.Beef, boird on Sunday^ is ferved up the whole 
•Week, with Vegetables, or a Difli of Fifli, which 
is extreamly cheap and good here ; while their Ser- 
vants arc chiefly fed with fundry Sorts of Spoon - 
'Meat, made of the Soop of their Salt- Meat and 
'Herbs, or of fundry Groocs, boiled in Milk, Wa- 
ter or Beer. But as fparing as they are in their own 
families, as extravagant are they when they treat 
Strangers •\. The Account I gave you, of the 
Entertainments I was invited to at Bremen^ may 
ierve as a Specimen of the like I have feen here. 
They arc generally obferved to adt by Extreacns, 
and a remarkable Inflance thereof has been told me, 
in two of the principal Families of this City ; that 

of the S »i*i, wno ruin'd themfelves, and all 

who were allied to them, by a luxurious Table, 

while their next Neighbours, , the L s\ faved 

an Eftate by itarving themfelves. While the foi-- 
mer fpcnt the Revenue of a Month in a Supper, 
the latter were contented with an Egg a-piece, or.

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f Winter, with an Egg between two. The Heirs 
the latter, . however, iquander'd away their 
feftate as extravagantly, as their Parents faved it 
ridiculouQy. I could give you many more In- 
ftanccs of the like Inconfiftences. 

Coaches, for Example, which are not very 
jicceffary heret are fo common and numerous, that 
a Merchant, or even any confiderable Shop-keeper, 
without one, would almoft find it difficult to nego- 
ciate a Bill of lOO L on the Exchange. Many, 
however, pretend to excufe it in a Manner, thkc 
rather aggravates than extenuates the Folly, -if not 
the Crime of it. ** They fave at leafthatf the 
Expence of it in Cartage, by ufing their own 
Horfes, with a Sort oJT little Carts or Sludges, 
to carry their Merchandize, when not too bulky 
** or heavy, from one Part Of the Town to tte 
«* other." But they don't confider, that, in Order 
to defray Part of this, perhaps, unneccflary Ex- 
pence, how many poor People they deprive of a 
good Part 6f their Livelihood : And the more, as 
the common Carts here, which are only a long 
Pully, fuch as our Vintners ufe, laid upon an Axle- 
tree, between two Wheels, are drawn, not by 
Horfes, buc Men ; and you will fometitnes fee 
^twelve or more brawny Fellows, link*d to fuch a 
Machine, with Slings crofs their Shoulders, draw- 
ing a Fat of Yarn or Linen, of two Tons Weight. 
The NarroWnefs Of the Streets makes Coaches very 
inconvenient here, to their Owners as well as others, 
and is a pretty fure Afgunt^nt, that their Forefa- 
thers-knew-betterhow-fio-make Ufe of tbeir^JLegs : 
But there is yet aoofhcr, which is 'incontcftaWy fo, 
-'viz. That, exceptittg fome fewc^new-built Houfes, 
they have no fueh Thing as^CoAch-houfcs or 'Stables: 
When 'Sighor^ Tfor fo ^the confiderable "Burghers 
afieft to be ftil d) comes * from the Exchange, or 
Madam from ChUrch 'Or ^a Vific, you -will fee the 

S 2 ' Coach, 
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Coach^ by Means of a certain Crane or Pully, || 
the Middle of the Hall, gravely marching up 
Stairs, and the Horfes as foberly defcendiTig in- 
to the Cellar*. But as inconvenient as their 
Houfes are in this Refpeft, as convenient, on 
the other Hand, they are, with Regard to 
Trade, with a View to which they leem to 
have been folsly built. They have Warehoufes 
upon Warehoufes, even to four, five or fix Story 
high, and it is common to go into the very Garret, 
to buy a Butt of Wine or a Hogfliead ot Sugar. 
Their Houfes are generally but narrow in Front, 
which, I prefume, has been the Occafion of their 
building them fo high: But what they want in 
Breadth, they have in Depth •, and molt of them 
have Canals behind them, by which Lighters bring 
up their Goods to their very Houfes, which are 
cafily conveyed to and from their lofty Ware -houfes, 
by Means of a Crane at Top of the Houfc. Bc- 
fides the Want ot Room below, they had another 
very fubftantial Reafon for making the upper Part 
of their Buildings Ware-hqufes : For, it fecms, 
they have generally, twice a Year, towards the 
Begining, and the Conclufion of the Winter, fuch 
high Floods, with a Nortb-fFeft Wind, and a 
Spring-Tide, that not only their Cellars are fill'd, 
but many of their Streets overflowed with Water. 
Their Houfes are vaftly ftrong, as they need be, 
to bear fuch Burdens , but are of a very fingular 
Strudure, I took the Dimenfions and Divifionsof 
one, which may ferve to give you an Idea ot the

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reft ; for they arc pretty much alike. The Fron^ 
is 32 Foot, of which the Gate, which is in the 
Middle, is eight, and twelve Foot high, arch'd at 
Top. To this Gate you go up fix Steps from the 
Street, and as foon as you enter, you find two Par- 
lours, one on each Side, of 10 Foot broad, 15 
deep, and 1 2 high. Being pafs'd thefe Parlours, 
you come into the great Hall, the Breadth of the 
whole Houfe, 60 Foot ^deep, and 24 high. This 
Hall fcrves as well for a Ware- houfe, as a Coach- 
houfe. At the End of the Hall, on the left Hand, 
you go down fix Steps, into a back Yard, 50 Foot 
deep, and half the Breadth of the Houfe, which 
leads to back Ware-houfcs, 20 Foot deep, and under 
tbem to the C^nal. On the right Hand of the 
Hall, at thfe End, you go up two Steps into Rooms, 
which take up the other half Breadth of the Houfe, 
the fame Depth of the Yard, and join to the Back- 
Warehoufes. Thefe are divided' into three Apart- 
ments ; a Dining- Room of 25, a Withdra wing- 
Room of 15, and a Cabinet of 10 Foot deep; 
all 14 Foot high •, and under thefe are Cellars, as 
are likewife under the v/hole Houfe. In the Middle 
of the Hall, on the right Hand, is a very large 
Chimny, of 10 Foot long, which, with about five 
Foot on each Side of it, and eight Foot in Depth, 
is feparated from the Hall by a Wainfcotting of fix 
Foot high, with a Baluftrade of a Foot and a half 
high, at the Top of it ; but all above that open 
to the Hall : And this ferves them for a Kitchen, 
where they make a glaring Shew* with their Pew- 
ter, Brafs and Copper, behind the Baluftrade, and 
over the Chimney : But are obligM to burn Candle 
all the Day. Over four Foot of this Kitchen, runs 
a Gallery, the whole Length of the Hall, from 
a Room over the front Parlour, on that Sidc» to 
the other End of the Hall, into the Rooms over 
the Back- Apartments below : And thcle arc» like- 
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wife, divided into threes a Forc*Room, a Bed- 
chamber, and a Drefling-Room. The two little 
Rooms over the Fore-parlors are join'd by a 
third over the Entrance into the Houfc, and thefe 
are the G)mpting-hourei and Rooms for the Book- 
keeper and Apprentices. At each End of the HalU 
on the Right, is a dark winding Stair*ca(e, which, 
leads to the Gallery, and from thence to the upper- 
Stories, fo narrow, that two cannot go conveniently 
a-breaft, and fo fteep, that a Man cannot with 
Decency follow a Woman up them. The Story 
over the Hall is divided into Lodging-Rooms, 
backwards and forwards, with a Sort of Hall be- 
tween \ and above this are three Stories of Ware- 
houib over the Whole, from the Front towards 
the Street, to the Canal, 145 Foot deep, ^s Foot 
of which is 30 Foot broad, and the Reft 1 5. In 
this Manner moft of the Merchants Houfes in 
Hamburg zxthvak : Thofe, which, like this, have 
a Back- 1 ard and Back- Apartments, are, except- 
ing the Stairs, convenient enough ; but for fuch as 
are cut off by the Canal, at the End of the HaU, 
as is the Cafe of many, they are very inconvenient, 
becaufe they have not a good Room, 'cill you come 
up two Pair of Stairs, to the Story above the Hall^ 
As for the Furniture of thefe Hot^s, it is not much 
better, than what I mentioned of the Houfes in Bre^ 
men \ fo that an Upholfterer is a very poor Trade 
here : But they delight much in a Sort of large Wal- 
nut-tree Cup-boards, finely adorn'd with carved 
Work J of a monftrous Size, fome of them to the Va- 
lue of 30 or 40/. Of thefe you generally fee two or 
three in their Halls, in which the Women hang 
their Cloaths ; but their Ufe is by no Means ade- 
quate, either to their Price or Bulk. Their Stoves^ 
which they have in almoft every Room, inftead of 
Chimnies, are an exceeding good Invention, and 
furprizingly beautiful here, beyond what I have 
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feen in other Parts of Germany. They arc gene- 
rally rais'd in one Corner of the Room^ uponX»egs 
or Pillars of about a Foot and a half htght an4 
are carried ap, about two Foot and a half, or three 
Foot Iquare^ to near the Cieling, all of blue and 
white Tiles, ^dornM with MouidingSj Pillars, and 
a Sort of Crown at Top, and other Embelliih- 
mencs of the fame. They are pretty coftly ; but 
are a Part of the Houfe, and furni(hM by the 
Landlord. They fave a great Deal of Firing, for 
a fojall Matter of Wood or Turf (which is what 
they here ufe) heats them, and they will retain their 
Heat fix or eight Hours, and diffiife it equally 
throughout the whole Room. The Firing is 
put in without the Room, and you Ut no- 
thing of it, except in a particular Sort, whith they 
call Wind-O^ens, that open with Brafs Doors, on 
the Infide ; but thefe confume twice the Quantity. 
of Firing, which the others do, and will not retain 
the Heat fo long. You may heat them to what 
Pegree you pleafe ; fo that in Winter, when it is 
very cold, you may at once, by opening youi; 
Chamber-Door, go from under the Line to Nova 
Zembla : For they often heat them^ in other Part3i 
of Germany^ where I have been, like Bagnio's, and 
I fuppofe they do the lame here. As great Lovers 
^s they are of Heat* as fond they are likewife of 
Light i for thofe Sides of their Rooms, which are 
^xpos*d to the Air, are all Windows, with very 
fmall Piers, or only Pillars, between them ; the 
Glals generally bad, fmall Quarries, and fix'd in 
Lead. And fo much for their Houfes: In my 
next, I Ihall continue my Account 6^ the Inhabi- 
tants of this {^lace ^ in the mean Time, I am, &fc.

S I Rf Hamburg. 

PnoposE, in this Letter to give you 
a farther Account of the Inhabitants of 
Hamburg 'y and here I muft acknow- 
ledge myfelf guilty of a great Miftake, 
in not having mention*d a powerful Body of Men, 
who, by their Rank, ought to have been named 
before the Merchants, I mean thofe which they 
call (tho* often very improperly) the Learned, or 
Graduates in Law or Phyfick •, but chiefly the 
former. Thefc are very numerous here -, for hardly 
a Merchant or Shop-keeper of any Note but what 
breeds up a Son or two, if he has them, to be 
Scholars : And the particular Honor unreafonably 
ihewn to thefe Limbs of the Law, beyond their 
trading Bretheren, who are their Support, is a 
Spur t<J Youth, to direft their Inclinations this Way. 
There is, likewife, another Caufe why fo many 
lawyers arc brcfj. here : Divinity is look'd upon 
as a Study too ui^iicoming and defpicable ; fo that, 
if a Youth has no Inclination to Trade, he muft of 
Courfe be a Lawyer ; tho* to his own Misfortune, 
as well as that of the State, to which he thereby 
becomes a Worm, that gnaws on the Intrails of 
it. There are fo many of them, that they may 
rather be faid to be of the Science than the Pro- 
feflion. This is of e3ttream Prejudice to Trade, 
by uking large Sums of Mony out of it, which is 
loft to the Public, or employed to the Prejudice of it 
in Ufury ; while many brave Merchants Houfes, 
which were a great Support to the State^ fink at the 
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Death of a confiderable Trader, by fo great a Part of 
the Stock being drawn out, for the Shares of thefc 
ufelefs Members of the Community. Ufelefs, I 
fay, becaufe hardly a tenth Part of them can be 
employed in the Senat or at the Bar j and the Reft 
muft either fpend their Fortunes, inftcad of impro- 
ving them, or, in fome fhape or other, prey upon 
others. 

There is, indeed, a Cuftom here, that I have 
not met with elfewhere, which is of great Refourcc 
to the poorer Sort of thefe Learned Gentlemen^ 
and the richeft do not difdain to partake of the 
Benefit of it : I mean their being paid for attend- 
ing public Funerals. Thefe Froccffions arc in the 
Afternoon, on Foot, and a folemn Invitation being 
made to the whole Town, by a fine Scroll of 
Parchment, beautifully engrofs*d, and hung up two 
Days before on the Exchange, they are generally 
very numerous, often confifting of many Hundreds^ 
Men only, and ail in black Cloaks. There is fome- 
thing very Angular, and I can hardly forbear fay- 
ing diverting, at thele Funerals^ tho* on fo folemn 
and melancholy an Occafion. I (hall, therefore^ 
give you, in a future Letter, a particular Account 
ot one, with all the numerous Preparations for 
the Solemnization of it •, and (hall now only obferve^ 
that every Senator, Member of the College of 
Ober JUen, Divine, regular Phyfician and gra- 
duate Lawyer, has his Fee for attending thefc Fu- 
nerals : If I miftake not, tlut of a Senator is a 
Crown, and that of a Divine, Phy(ician, and Lawyer 
half the Sum. I have been told, but will not 
pretend to affert the Truth of it, that this Mony 
was formerly intended for the Ufe of the Poor dF 
the Pari(h ; and that, in the Time of their Forc- 
Fathers, when Charity was more ditFufivc, and 
the Churches not fo exceffivc rich as they now 
are, it was cuftomary for every one who attended 
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a Funeral, to put ^ Piece of Mony mo a, Bafon 
at the Church Door, for the Benefit of tb^ Poor : 
fllit tli^at, as k was thought an Honor to have 
the Compny of thefc dignified Gentlemen, k was 
deemed unreafonable they ihould be pUJt to any 
Expcnce , and this Mony was put tnrasheir Hands 
fip* be fo difpofed of. Be this as it will, they make 
no Scruple now of converting it to their own Ufe, 
a4id as there are fomctimes two or three of thefe Fti- 
derails in an Afternoon ; it is, as I obferv'd before, 
©f great Refourcc to the lower Sort of thefe Gen- 
try. They have befides another Advantage over 
their Trading Bretheren ; for having little or no- 
thins; elfc to do, they generally attatti to a greater 
Pferfciaion in the little Arts of Drefi and Gallantry, 
fo apt to cai>tivate the Hearts of the fair Sex, and 
tpay, therefore, be cfteemM a Sort of Fortunc- 
hiHitcrs. Add to this, the Pre-eminence and Rank 
tlteJf Wives have over thofe of a Merchant or 
Sk>p-keeper 5 and it is no Wonder tf they arc pre- 
fer*a before them, and commonly run away witb 
the bcft Fonunes, when leaft deferving of it t and 
here again Trade greatly fufFcrs^ I have often 
wondcr*d> that the Wifdom of the Senat has not 
provided ^infi this growing Evil, by obliging 
every Merchant's or Tradefman*s Son, who deferts 
the Profeflion of his Forefathers, by which the 
State has been brought into the flour ilhing Condi- 
tion it now is, to be contented with a fmaHer Share 
of his paternal Eftate, or at leaft to leave half of 
It in Trade at a low Intereft, which would be, as 
it were, laying a Tax upon Vanity and Ambition : 
Or eife, by ^giving the Rank and Pre-eminence to 
thofe who have the jufteft Claim to it, the Trad- 
ing Part of the Subjefts : But I might as well 
wonder why Monopolies and Stockjobbing are not 
put down in England ^ the lame Caafe probably 
obftrufts both, 
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Some of the mofi con^derable of thefe Men of 
Learning, as well as of the Merchants, have their 
Country-houfcs, at two, three, or four Mil^s pit 
tancc from the City, chiefly in their own Terri-* 
tories ; in which they are very extravagant, as well 
as in their Gardens *, and far exceed the Q>ndition 
ck Life they are in, as they do, likewife, in their 
Feafting and Entertainments there. They have 
been obfcrved to be the Ruin of many of the beft- 
Families, efpecially of Merchants, who whilft they. 
were revellii^ in Delights, left the Care of their 
Counting-houfes and ware-houfes to th?ir book- 
keepers, and they, in a few Years, hj\Ke fuc^fcded' 
in a Trade their Mafters have been oblig'd to aban* 
don. Of this I have heard more than one Inllance^ 
in the Family of the D — H- — *-^'s» I have been 
told iBonftrous Stories, of the wicked Coqrfe ot 
Life led at f6me of thefe Garden AfTemblies ; bot^ 
as I have not the beft Authority for thefe Report^ 
I chufc rather to fupprefs Calumny, than to pro- 
mulgate it. The Story of Wengartia^ or the Un^ 
fortunate Beauty ^ is, however, too remarkable* 
to be pafs'd over in Silence. This uniiappy Lady^ 
in the Prime of her Youth and Beauty, having, at a 
Midnight Revel, in one of thefe Country-Houfes,. 
been deluded, as it was fuppofed, by a near Rela- 
tion, brought a Burden with her to Town, which 
fhe was oblig'd to bear, 'till the Time limited by 
Nature freed her from it. She 'had artfiilly con- 
cealed her Misfortune from the Eyes of the whole 
World, but a Servant Maid, her Confident : By 
whofe Affiftance, at- her Delivery, the Fruit of 
her Indifcretion, whether, alive or dead was never 
known, was conveyed into one of their Stoves, 
and a large Fire made to confume it. An un- 
ufual Stench being perceived in the Houfe, and 
Search made what could occafion it, two Legs of 
an Infant were found entire. Thq Maid being 
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conveyed privately away, the whole was laid upon 
her, and the Matter thereupon hufli'd up. The 
unhappy Fair-one could not, however, efcape Ccn- 
fure, and her Reputation of Courfe fuffer'd for it. 
Neverthclcfs, as (he was the prcfumptive Coheirefs 
of a confiderablc Fortune, an indigent Gentleman of 
Charafter was prevailed upon to marry her, and 
they lived many Years together in Penury and 
Want, on a miserable Pittance, allow'd them by 
a Perfon who long out-liv*d the Time they hop*d. 
Shop-keepers are here, as in other Places, 
whole(ale and retale Dealers ; the former are more 
properly Warehoufe-keepers, and fell their Goods 
m thofe large Halls I gave you an Account of a- 
bove : Both one and the other have conHderable 
Dealings in the neighbouring Countries, efpecially 
at the Fairs of Le^zick^ Francfort, Brumjwick and 
Nauembur^y which are the principal Marts of Gcr^ 
manyy whither incredible Quantities of all Sorts of 
Goods are fent from this Place, and great Numbers 
of the Merchants and Shop-keepers repair thither 
in Perfon. The Manufafturers are chiefly of four 
Sorts of Goods, of which this City vends vaft Quan- 
tities, and fends them to all Parts of Germany; and ef^^ 
pecially to the Fairs I have juft mentioned. Firft, of 
knit Stockings, in which are employ*d vaft Numbers 
of the Poor here. Second, of Velvet. Third, in Su- 
gar-ReBnirtg; and fourth, in Call ico- Printing. From 
the three Maft, which are confiderable Branches of 
their Trade, they have intirely cut off the Duicby 
who ufed formerly to furnifli all Germany with them ; 
the Lbwnefs of their Duties, and the Cheapnefs of 
Workmanfhip, enabling them to carry thefe Goods 
to Market, at leaft ten per Cent, cheaper than the 
Dutch. As I am fpeaking of Trade, I (hall take 
this Opportunity of faying a Word or two of their 
foreign Trade, which is very confiderable. Mr. 
£#— -rf, who, by his Office, is obliged to keep 
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a Regiftcr of them, tells me, that the Number of 
EngUJh Ships alone, which come yearly into this 
Harbor, exceeds 2 go. Of thefe, however, very 
few come from England i but from Sfain^ Portu- 
gal and Italy^ from and to which Countries, the 
Merchants of this City pay them double the Freight 
they do for their own Ships -, becaufe the Englifb^ 
by Reafon of their ""Mediterranean PalTes, being 
free from the ^urks^ they more than fave that in 
Infurance. Befides, the Englijh Ships being lels 
than their own bulky Ships of Force, which they 
lend to thofe Parts, are fooncr difpatch'd. They 
employ, however, great Numbers of their own 
Ships in the Greenland Fifhery, to France and 
England. They have wholly engrofs'd the London 
Trade, in which they employ upwards of 20 large 
Veflfels, that generally make three Voyages each, 
every Year, and as they fail much cheaper than the 
Englijh can do, hardly any Englijh Ships come 
hither from London^ except one or two, every 
Year, for fuch Goods, as, by the hdi of Naviga- 
tion, are not importable on foreign Bottoms. 

Having, by my Encjuiries, found the Trade 
of this Place, both Foreign and Domeflick, to 
be fo great -, I had the Curiofity one Morning, to 
ask after the Cuftom-Houfe, thinkings I fhould 
have found there fome fpacious Hall, where I might 
hav^e walk*d and diverted myfelf (as I have fre- 
quently done in the Long-Room at London) witjii 
/eing an infinite Number of Officers and Clerks, 
with their Deputies, and Sub-Deputies, perform- 
ing their Duties, over a Difh ot Tea or Coffee, 
with fuch an incredible Eafe and Flealure, as could 
not but give Delight to me, as a Speftator : Tho* 
I can*c but fay, I pitied thefe laborious Gentlemen, 
for their being kept fo hard to their Duty, as not to 
be allowM Time to take their Breakfaft elfewhere. 
My Landlord, to comply with my Defire, carried 

me 
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me to the Senat-houfe, to what he caird the Cuf- 
totn*houle; but how great was my Surprize, to 
find it only a fmall upper Room, juft big enoi^h 
'to hold the People who had Bufmcfs there, but 
none left for Sauntcrers, as I propofcd to have 
been j and that all the Officers confided .of one of 
the Senators, who as Commj/Iioner (in which Office 
they take their Turns and ferve gratis) took the 
Mony, and fign*d the Cbckets, and three Clerks, 
who, indeed, wtre very expeditious, and did not 
feem to have much Time to idle aWay. Upon far- 
ther Enquiry, I found, thefe few Officers, with 
two more, in the Nature of Searchers, at the En- 
trance into the Harbor, did the whole Bufinefs of 
the Cuftoms, in a City of fo great Trade. This 
put me upon Reflefting what could be the Oc- 
cafion of fo greaf a Difference, in this Refpeft, 
between London and Hamburg : I allow the Trad« 
of the latter' to be "much more inconfiderable than 
that of the former, but I hardly imagine the Dif- 
ference to be 500 to one, which, if I am not mif- 
inform'd, is the Proportion of Officers: I con- 
cluded it muft be owing to the Smallnefs of their 
Duties, which gives little Encouragement to 
Smuggling, and the Severity of the Penalty, which 
is Confifcation ; tho* I have been told, that, for 
the Encouragement of Trade, ivhen they are fen- 
fiblc the Goods entered are tinder-rated) for all 
Cuftoriis are paid ad valorem) if it do not amount 
to an aiterum tanlum, they very often wink at it. 
Happy Nation ! thought I, whofe Traders are 
not liable to the Scourge of their Inferiors. I could 
not, upon this Occafion, but think, that if the Num- 
ber of^tmr Cufldm-honfe Officers, and the Rates of 
our Duties, were both reduced to half^hat they now 
are, the Revenue would be rather encre^s'd than 
decreased thereby. The Lowering of the Duties 
would leffen the Encouragement • to Smuggling, 
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and the reducing the Number of Officers would, 
according to our Friend JV, Jcflen^ the Opportunity. 
This has fomething of the Air of a Paradox, and 
1 mull confcfs, I cannot fo perfectly give into it 
myfelf. His Pofition is, the more Officers the 
more Smugglers, and his Argument, chat foaie 
People, who have but one Employ, and no Eftatc 
either Real or Perfonal, live up to double or treble 
their Income : But may they not, upon the Credit 
of their Office, run into Debt, and, iatisfying old 
Demands, by creating new ones, carry it on many 
Years, 'till Death or a light Pair of Heels wipes 
of all Scores ? I have however been led into this 
Way of Thinking, by a Diibourfe I had yefterday^ 

with Mr. F j, a confiderable Sileftan Mana- 

fadturer of Linen, lately returned hicker from £)^- 
land, in his Way home ; who lodges in the fame 
Houfe with me. His Remark, in fhorc, was this: 
That being going to England early this Spring, xo 
fettle fome Affairs with his Correlpondents, and 
having received large Commiffions for feveral 
Sorts of narrow and broad Germany\ as they <:all 
Jiis Manufafture at the Cuftom-houfe, where the 
former pays little more than a third Part of the 
Duty of the latter, he rcfolv*d to carry a fmall Par- 
cel with him upc^ his own Account, to bear the 
Expence of his Journy : But when he came to offer 
it tor iSale to the Linen-Drapers, they evidently 
proved 'to him, that his Correfpondents had 'fold 
their broad Gerinany^ at fix and nine Months Cre- 
dit, for 6 'per Cent, lefs, than it adually c'ofl: 
them, if they had paid the Duty. " This (added 
** he) as my Correfpondents are Men of Scb'ftancc, 
■•* and need not fell at Lofs to raife Moiiy, can 
•• have been no otherwife, than that their broail 
-*' GermaAy; dr 'a jgre'at'Part of it,^ muft have been 
^'^ entered ds 'narixJw, ^hd,*by the NcgltA, or 
*• Connivance of the Officer, hare p:ifi,*U as fuch/' 
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1 think no Punilhmcnt can be too fevcre for Smug- 
gling, a Crime, to me, equal to the worft of Fe- 
lonies \ and io I would have it deemed, in the Eye 
of the Law, at leaft, with the Benefit of the Sta- 
lute, for all, cither diredlly or indireftly concerned 
in it, either afting it themfclves, or hiring, or any 
Ways encouraging others to do it : But then» for 
the Officer, who fhould be convicted for conniving 
at it, in any Shape, I would have his Crime Fe- 
lony without Benefit of his Clergy, as I would 
likewife Perjury, and that Ihocking Praftice of 
one Perfon f\yearing for another -, by which taking 
an Oath is, in fome Places, become a mere Farce. 
But to return to Hamburgh the Excife, or Duty 
on Inland Con fumption, which, that the Cuftom 
on Im - and - Exportation may be the lighter, is 
wifely laid pretty heavy, is levied in the fame ex- 
peditious and frugal Manner. 

With Refpctt to Artificers, I have but little 
to fay •, they are but too apt here, as well as in 
other Parts, to follow the fafhionable Vices of 
their Betters. There is one Thing, however, with 
Refpeft to Artificers, which was a Confequence 
of their laft Troubles, and the new Regulations 
which enfucd, fo very commendable that I muft 
not omit it. This is, that when an Artificer of 
any Kind, can perform a Piece of Work, beyond 
the Skill of any of his Profeffion in Hamburgh he 
is immediately made a Freeman of the Guilds or 
Company to which it belongs ; a Benefit not other- 
wife to be obtained, but by Servitude, or by marry- 
ing the Widow or Daughter of a Freeman, or elfe 
at a very great Expcnce. 

The common People are reckoned very rude 
and brutifh here ; but where are they not fo ? For 
my Part, I cannot complain of their being worfc 
than" in other Countries j nay I will venture to 
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affirm, that they .. are much; more : civilizM and 
polite than in HoUand^ and (ctm to have a better ~ 
Senfe of Religion^ land of their Duty to. Gpo and . 
Man, than in England. . , 

Gentlemen or Nobility they have, properlyt , 
none : For when a Senator addrefles himfejf to the 
Burghers, in Convention ; his Words a^e, Ibr \ 
Herren^ und ASf- Burger y (Sirs^ and Fellow-Citi- . 
zci>s.) The Gentlemen and Perljbns of Diftin<Sion, 
who do inhabit this City, are cither /orcign Minir: 
fterst (of which there are fromalmoft all the Poten^ 
tates of Eurafe) and the Nobility of the neighbor- ; 
ing Countries of D^i/^n^rit, Holfiem^Jaunenlurg^ and ' 
Brandenburg^ for whom this City is a Sort of Fair 
or Affembly, chiefly in Winter; and many. of. 
them have Houics here* 

A s I have meiiit^nd pmblic Miniflers, I mufl; . 
tell you, that iiH^j^ are always fonae herei wha i 
are merely^ tixular ;' and who generally make;. 
thjemfelveSitheXaUghing-Stock 9f the whole Town. / 
Qf this Sort, 1 have been told of one, to whop) I. 
Ihali .give the Nanie of Morpheus^ R-t—pU pf a : 
ncftgboring IJo^jper, whether now, or feme Yeaus 
fince, I am iot xrertaip. Of ihis.ild&r/i&^j thjere. 
go more ridiculous Stories, thaa:yy;ould fill a large ^ 
Volume in Folio { One, hpwever, may fcrve to give 
yoM an Idea of the Reft. A wiglibotiiog Sovereign 
Prince having gracioufly plcafed to take up bis Re^: 
fidence, together with, his Confort, and Court, 
for fome V^ttks^zt Hamburgh Mpr$bei^s took the 
Opportunity of .feme public pay,' to invite the 
Puke and Efucljeis, with the principal Noblen^en 
and Ladies of his Court, to dine with him, at his 
Cpuntry-houfe, abput a Mile out of the Town, 
and the Invitation was accepted of. I fhall but 
barely hint at Tome extraordinary Circumftancea

dered the Servant /to'be callM bkcik, ^iid every 
Thing to be put' into its former Orddf. Whk 
think you, Sif, of foch public Mlniffers> 

But to return ; fome of ' the OMrtrs t)f thfc 
Garifon are ' likewife foreigit tjentleirlen, enticed 
hither by the Goddnefs of theii: Pay, which is 
double what the Neighboring Princes gbe, Thefe 
foreign Noble or Genrlemien have generally a very 
mean Opinion of ,tlic Hamburgbtfi^ ahd reckon

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them a rtide, trtipolite, Pcopk ; <? which Mr.£ — d, 

fave me a ludicrous Inftance^ that happened in hi^ 
Vcfeficc, aft an Ordinary at Rendsburg, a gari- 
fon'd Town in Dan\/h Holftein^ where the Company 
were chiefly Officers j but a young Hamburgher^ 

i'uft fledged, who had taken his firft Flight from 
lis Mamm^% Liip, happeoM to be among them* 
Oo^ ot* the Officers, impatient at the Dinaer^s <K)C 
being brought upon the Table, em^ir'd what they 
Vfcre to have, that couM occafion the Delay ? Ano»» 
ther anfwer'd him Boeuf a-la-mQde. The YOung Man 
who did not underftand Fftnab^ taking it probably 
for feme foresgnFiffa or Sowly unfortuhMely cfaftnc'd 
CO afk what that was ; whereupon a third replied^ 
a Handfurgher^^ that tad iravel'd -, intimaring that 
thofe who had not, were downright foetus. . ' Thi^ 
iet the whole Cboipany into 4 loud La^gtifier^ Md 
the Eyes of every one were tipon die yming M«h 
who found he was the Jcft of the TaMe, without 
knowing whe.i*dfort. A/vhaJt Wit there Was in this 
Jeft, I ihall not pretepd itQ .% : But it is cent^ly 
fuch a Piece of ill Manners, that had I been pre- 
fent, I ihould not have wonder'd if the Ham- 
burgher had thrown a Difli or ' a Bottle at the 
Officer's Head, and fhould have been apt enough 
to have fecqnded him in it : For to affront any 
one Perfon, in a public Company, is certainly lo 
offer an Indignity to the Whole. 

Tho* there is no Want of the meaner Sort of 
People in Hamburgh yet there are few or no Su- 
gars in fheir Streets ; which is chiefly owing to 
the Care of the Magiftracy in keeping them em- 
ployed, as well without as within the Zucbi-baufai 
and they have a Sort of inferior Beadles* called 
Pracber-VSgtf whofe Bufinefs it is to pick them 
ups and carry them to this Houfe of CorreSion, 
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where; for their Encouragement, they receive a 
Reward for every Beggar they bring in *.

* One mat Reafon why there are now fo few Beggan in 
Hamburg is» that ^ere is a Manttfa6^ure of knit Stockings 
eftabliihed there, at the Charge, and for tfhe Benefit of the 
Pablic, which is fofficient to employ all their Poor, were they 
saoie tramcrotts than they are, and that onder fo wife and 
pmdcnt a Regulation, as is worthy>pf Imitation. They have 
a fttfficient Number of Officers in each Parifh, whofe Bufinefi 
it is to enquire out the Poor in their Habitations, in Garrets 
and Crilars ; to carry them Wool to be carded and fpun^ and 
Worfied to be luiit ; and to go to them every Saturday^ to 
fistch away their Work, and to pay them for what they have 
done : And they allow them the utmoft Price, that can be af. 
fi>rded, whidi prevents others from preying upon the Indigence 
of the Poor. As this Manufadure employs Women and Chil- 
dren of all Ag^> noone is, or need to be deftitute of a Live- 
lihood in Hamburg ; all who are not capable of performing 
this Work, being maintain*d by their refpedive Pariihes. By 
fhii wife Inftitution, you fee not only few or no Be^rs, bat 
ftw conunon People in the Streets, none being obligM to go 
abroad to feck for Work* or their Payment.

S I Rf Hamburg. 

AVING given you a pretty particu- 
lar Account of the Male Part of the 
Inhabitants of Hamburgh I come now 
to the Female Sex. 
Thk Women here are, in general, comely, of 
a fair Complexion, and well-fiap'd, tho* ihey fcl- 
dom wear Stays, except when they go abroad } 
but, inftead thereof, have a Sort of clofc Jacket, 
not unlike the Ladies riding Habits in England^ 
which look very decent and modeft : When I fay 
well-{hap*d, I mean fuch as bountiful Nature, with- 
out Art, has beftow'd upon them ; none of thofe 
fine forc'd Shapes, which reduce the Bodies of the 
fair Sex to the Form and Ufc of a Funnel, are de- 
ftruftive of Health, and impeach the Wildom of 
the All*wife Creator. As plain and decent as they 

fo at Home, as much they aim at Drefs and 
'inery, when they go Abroad ; and endeavour to 
imitate the French and the Englijh^ tho* fomewhat 
ftiiF and aukwardly. They delight in Jewelst 
and wear them beyond what becomes their Rank. 
They are efteem'd the Meafure of the Bridegroom's 
Love to his Bride, and he is thought to be a very 
cool Courtier, who does not lay out half his Wife's 
Portion in this ufelcfs, dead Commodity % which 
many a young Merchant has experienced, to the 
Prejudice of his Trade, if not to his Ruiir, the 
Remainder of her Fortune falling, perhaps, far 
Ihort^f th9. s^ddicional Expenceoi Houf^rkeeping. 
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The Remedy of this, I am told, has been fre- 
quentty attempted by » Swopc^ry Law : Bat, 
upon thefe Occafions, the Power of the Fair Sex, 
even ib the Govcromem, has beeo expecicficed, 
thofe intended Laws having always mifcarried^ 
either in the Senat, oir in the Lower Colleges. 
When the Ladies are equip'd ' in all their Finery, 
they cover jail again, with a black Veil and Petti- 
coat, fuch as I defcrib*d in one of my Letters from 
Bremen^ which, among the better Sort, are of 
Silk, and fometimes laced with a handfomc black 
Lace ; but among the midling People, of a Kind 
of Ruflel, and the Vulgar have them of Serge. 
Thefe covet* them, and their Qoaths, in fuch Man- 
ner, that a Man may meet his own Wife in the 
Street, and not know her. When they come to a 
Friend's Houfe, where they make any Stay, 
they not only lay afide the Veil, but the Petticoat 
is gently lifted over their Heads, tho' not without 
fome Danger of difcompofing their Head- Attire, 
and they then appear in their Finery asain» This 
I muft, however, fay to their Praife, that, at 
Church, they keep their Veils on, and thereby 
prevent that indecent Behavior of both Sexes, 
but coo common with us*.

I firft came hither^ on the other, a neat Brafs In-

I furpris'd, when, foHowing one of them into a 
Church, I faw the Incenfe offer'd, where I leaft 
cxpeAed, and where I fiiould have thought an 
additional Heat not abfolucely neceflary : And I 
have been confirmed in this, my Opinion, by the 
Obfervation of a Phyfician, chat an immoderate 
Pradtice of this cenforial Devotion, not at Church 
only, but daily arid hourly at Home^ has frequently 
been the Occafion of Sterility, and .oftner of Paint- 
ings and Swoonings. When the Women go in 
Coaches to Church, the Maid generally (its on the 
Back-Seat, tho' the Hufband be in the Coach at 
the fame Time, a Cuftom, I think, not altogether 
decent. 

What I faid, in a former Letter, of the Punc- 
tilious or falfe Points of Honor, among the Men 
of this Place, is' as applicable to the Fair Sex, who 
are, if poffible, more Ceremonious than they. I 
remember, upon this Occafion, a pretty Story of 
Emperor Charles V; who, for his Wifdom and 
Integrity, efpecially in deciding difEculc and dubi- 
ous Cafes, has been juftly compared to King Solo- 
mon. 

*' This great Emperor happened to be once at 
*• Brujfelsj at a Time when a great Difpute arofe> 
** between two Ladies of the higheft Diftindion, 
*' in Point of Precedency, which had like to have 
«^ created a fatal Divifion between the principal 
*• Families of that Province, At Length, with 
«« great Difficulty, the two Ladies were prevail'd 
'"upon to leave the Deterniin^tion of this weighty 
^^ Affair to the Emperor ; and his Imperial Ma- 
«^ jefty, liaving appointed a Day, declar'd^ that 
*< he would give jfudgment in tKc great Kbll of 
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«< Audience, and in the Prefence of the whole 
•* Court. 

«* The Day being come, never was the Hall 
«* of Audience fuller, than on this Occafion : The 
< ' fair Sex flocked thither in great. Numbers, to 
«« hear the final Decifion of a Matter, which fo 
«< nearly concerned them« Never was the Empe- 
** ror*s Prefence expe6ted with greater Impatience ; 
«< and confiderable Wagers began to be laid, on 
•* which Side the Judgment would &1U 

•« At Length, Charles V, being feated on his 
«* Throne, with a (erious and earned Countenance 
«< and Voice, feid, in the Hearing of everyone: 
<• fVe have well and duly weighed the Dijpute between 
«• tbefe two Ladies y and our Commands are^ that 
« « Sbey who is the prettieft^ andpioft beautiful of the 
«« two^ Jhally upon all Occafion s^ give the Precedency 
<* to the other. 

What think you, Sir? Would cither of them, 
do you believe, ftand upon her Rank, on thefe 
Conditions? Noj the Quellion was not now. Who 
ihould go firft, but Who fhould go laft ? And, 
had not there happened to have been two Doors 
to the Hall, it would have been as great a Diffi- 
culty to have perfuaded cither of them to have 
gone Home. However, this Judgment had that 

food EflfeA, that there was no fuch Thing as a 
>irpute, in Point of Precedency, either in Bruf- 
fdSy or in all Flanders^ for many Years afterwards. 
Some fuch Law as this, enafted by a Convention 
of the Senat and Burghers in Hamburgh would be 
of great Service to both Sexes, and fave them a 
great Deal of Time and Labor, which might be 
much better fpent, as well for the Benefit of the 
Public^ as tneir own private Families. But to 
return.

Captain LupifcuSy an Officer of thi« Garifon, 
had the Courage to marry a Lady, who, in the 
Time of her former Husband, and during her 
Widowhood, was fo terribly afflia:ed with this 
Diftemper, that (he was hardly a Day free from ir, 
and that with fuch violent Paroxyfms, as would fct 
the whole City, in an Uproar, and make cvai the 
Senat trcmbJe : But he had the good Fortune to 
cure her, even in her Wedding Shoes, by the Ap^ 
plication of a Remedy, fiimous for being of foyc- 
reign Ufe with rcfty Horfes, called in their Lan- 
guage Peiifib^ but in iMiu, Scutica. 

BvT, to bcTcrious j if I were to recommend a 
Cure for thb Difeafe, to the P^ticnii themfcivcs,

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it (hould be, to read frequently the Story of Pbi- 
lip II, King of Spainj and his Cabinet-Secretary. 
♦* This Prince having written a very long Letter, 
on important Concerns, with his own Hand, 
his Secretary, • who was ordered to put it in a 
** Cover, and fcal it with the Royal Signet, by 
^^ Miftake took up the Ink inftead of the Sand- 
** Box, and pour'd it over his Matter's Writing. 
** The King, without faying a fingle Word, fit 
*« down, and with the greateft Patience imagi- 
** nable, wrote the fame Letter again; which 
** done, he turn*d to the Secretary, and only, widi 
** Coolnefs, faid : There ftands the Inky and there 
" the Sand** I am very much miftaken, if fo 
large a Dole of Patience, ftequently repeated, 
would not work an effedual Cure. 

The meaner, and even the pooreft of the Female 
Sex go much more decent in their Dreis here, than 
in England. Every Station among them has, fbme- 
chbg particular in Drefs to diftinguifh them, nor 
do they aim at exceeding it, or appearing what 
they are not. It is rare to fee a Woman here in 
Rags, which is owing to their not being given up 
ib entirely to Immorality and Debauchery, as with 
us. A poor Woman will rather pinch her Belly, 
to put fomething upon her Back, than pamper her 
Belly at the Expence of Kakedneis. They are 
contented to live as they can afford to do, and a 

E3or Widow, who can earn but 16 i. a Week, by 
niting or fpining, will maintain herfelf, and three 
or four Children, decently out of it. This Pro- 
priety of Drefs is no where more obfervable than 
in their Servant-Maids, who are always decent 
and clean, in a plain and proper Habit, which con* 
fifts of a Petticoat and Jaclcet of Serge, every Day ; 
and, perhaps, of Cloth, or a flight Silk, for Sun- 
days ; a Linen Cap, cloie to their Heads, and no 
farther than their Ears, with an Edging or Border

of Muflin, and a Linen or Silk Handkerchiefs 
The Make of this their Habit is always the fame \ 
nor are they allowM a Plait more in their Caps 
than cuftomary. Their Wages are fmall 5 feldom 
or ncvor above 40 j. and yet they are always neat, 
even at their Work ; and, when out of it, there is 
ibracthing in the moft of them very taking. A 
proud Minx, who like the Generality of ours^ 
(hould aim X at drefling like her Miftreis, or but at 
Mnearing^a Gonwn, or Headcloaths, would not be 
fuifcr'd in their Houfes. Thefe Wenches, when 
married to Handiaafts-men, Sailors, or thp like, 
or when, pretending. to be io^ and their Husband 
at Sea, or clfewhere abfent, they fcrve as Nurfes^ 
are then allowed two Plaits more in their Caps, or 
a Silk one over it, which is all the Difference Mar« 
riage makes in their Drefs. 

But finCc I have jofl mentioned Nurfes, I niuft 
not omit mentioning the vaft Number d thefe Do- 
meftick Conveniences, which this City affords, for 
the Ufe of idle and unnatural Mothers, who, for 
their own Eafc or Pleafure, can deprive their Chil- 
dren of that natural Suftenance, which the Wifdom 
of the Supream Bei^ has ordained for them, and 
can turn them grazing into foreign Pafture. They 
arc computed to be feldom lefs than 4 or 5000 ; 
and the moft, if not all of them, young Wenches, 
who have been debduch'd, arid got rid of the 
Fruits of their unlawful Pleafures, either by a na* 
tural Death, throwing them upon the Public^ or, 
I fear, but top often, by violent Nfeans, The beft 
Merchants, and even Senators, make no Scruple of 
caking thefe Hufieys into their Houfes, and their 
being Wh— *— res is fo far from beine an Objec- 
tion, that they even chufe them preferably to ho- 
nefl married Women ; and they aUedge this whim* 
fical Reafon for it: «' Man and Wife (fay they) are 
^' fr^uemly, if not continually^ brawling and

f* Icolding ; this muft of cotide foor and takif the 
f^ Milk, and render it unwhoiibme; whereas flolen

^ their Milk wholefocne aIld^OlKiflling*^ People 
ef Faihion are« hcmever» generalt]^ rib cautious^ 
to have their Milk^ as well as their J^erfbns, exa^ 
ninM by a Phyltcian, or, at leaft, by the Grario^ 
ol the Family ; that if they labour undler. any.

Theft 
Wenches, wha> thus employed) as Nuries, hav« 
hot only double the Wages diey had as Maid-Ser«* 
vancs> and many other Advantages^ but are £> 
fximpei^d and tended, for the ^Sake of the Ch3d» 
that it IS no fm&Il Eacouritgeiiiiont to young Wencfaes» 
who are Eye-Witneffes of it^i to give way to their 
Pleafares, when they can <b much m^nd their Cbn- 
dition by it : And this undoubtedly is one Reafbn^ 
why a Supply of thefe Creatures is never wanting4 
What think you, Sir ? is this Method, or that of 
our good Women in Engiand^ of puting oat their 
Children to Nude, moft dig^le f They are both 
inhuman, and, without an abiblute Neceffity, fih-^ 
fol ; bat I am inclined to pronounce for the former, 
notwichftandmg fome Inconvenieoces that attend 
it. • ' ■' • '

To conclude this Letter, I fiull jaft mention a 
Word or two of the Cheapneis and Goodne& of 
ProviGons here. I think I took Notice, in a for* 
mer Letter, of the Cheapnefs of Itiib; but as cheap 
^s it is, ^s good is it ]ikewi&« The Hambur^ben 
tell you, they have a differait Kind of Fi(h, in the 
bcft of its Scafon, for every Ntonth in the Year :

S I R^ Hamburg; 

ESTER DAY, being the Anniver- 
fary of the Birth of our Soyerdgn King 
George, was celebrated here by Mr. 

ff^ cb^ the Brilijb Envoy, with great 

Pomp and Solemnity. 1 never was better pleased 
witb a Tj^eatrical Performance, than I was with 
that giVjpn laft Night, on this Occafion* by 
tiiat Gentleman^^ and prepared by his Secretary, 
J^Ir. Z> J . The O^ra pitch'd upon for this 

Solemnity, was that of Julius Ca/ar^ in £^/, ot 
which I gave you an Account in a fprn>er X^toer ; 
but it was introduced and concluded with twp mag-, 
nificent feparate Drama's, composed for this Pur** 
pofe, entitled. The Joy 4»d Hafpine/s ef ti^e Bvkiiti 
N^tioHt in a Mufical Prologue and Epilogue, ac- 
companied with Illuminations and FircrWCM^ks, 
Thewjiole Houfe was, upon this Occafiqn, illiuni- 
natodand adorn'd in a beautiful Manner ^ with Lu- 
ftre's, and a vaft Number of Glafs-Sconccs^ with 
Waxr (handles. The Orchcftre was provid^with 
a better Concert of inftrumental Mufick than ordi- 
nary, and in two Balconies over each End of it, 
were two Choirs of Trumpets, Fr^i Horns and 
Kettlc-iDtums. As R)on as Mr, ^— ri& and his 
Guefts entered the Houfe, they were faluted with 
a pompoifs Martial Symphony, which continued 
tin every one was conveniently feated ; when the 
Curtain drew up leifupely under a fofter Symphony 
of Flutes and Violins, and difcover'd the moft 
- I noble 
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noble and beautiful Profpeft I ever faw on any 
Stage. The Whole Theatre was illuminated with' 
feveral Thoufands of Lamps, difpos'd, however, 
in fuch Manner, behind tranfparent Scenes, that 
none of them were to be feen^ and yet the Light 
they gave was extreamly penetrating by Reafon of 
their great Number. 

The Fore-part of the Stage was defign'd to 
reprefent a large Court before the Temple ot Mars^ 
with the Temple in View, open iand nnely illumi* 
nated. On each Side of the Front were two fine 
Thrones, on which were placed two Singers rc- 
prefenting Mars and Minerva. Beyond thefe, ia 
Perfpedtive, was a double Row of Columns, 
wreath*d with Branches , of Laurels and Olives. 
Before thefe were 1 2 Pedeftals, and upon each a 
tranfparent Efcutcheon, adorn'd with Trophies, 
in which were 12 Emblematic Reprefentations, 
defcribing 12 Attributes, alcrib^d to the Kings 
of Great Britain. 

The Columns fiipported fix threefold trium- 
phant Arches, tranfparent, adorn'd with Foliage, 
of liindry Colors, interfpersM with -proper Em- 
blems, Mottoes and Devices, in Honor to his Ma- 
jefty's facred Perfon, and moft illuftrious^oufe. 

Between the Pillars wereerefted 10 Thrones,, 
in Niches, adorn'd with Fefloons and Flowers, 
upon which fat 10 Nymphs (who fuiig- in the 
Chorufes ) reprefenting 10 Bleffings, which his 
Majefly's Dominions enjoy under his happf Ad- 
miniftration, viz. Moderation^ Tranquility^ Liberty^ 
Concord J Jufticey Toleration 3 Plenty ^ Security ^ Con* 
tenty Joy. Each of thefe Nymphs lud a Repre- 
fentaticn of her Adverfary, bound in Chains, at 
her Feet, viz. Tyranny^ Civil Broils^ Captivity^ 
Dijcordy InjuJHcey Perfecution^ IVant^ Incertituae^ 
Ddifpair andf Sorrow: And over each Nich was 
placed a proper Hmbkm, with a Motto.

Itf the Middle of tk^ Stage, under the trhim- 
1^ Arches, were 6x tranfparcnt Columns,, adorned 
^^idi Foliagp and Flowers, in the Middle of which 
were (ix:Ovals» and in them the following Words: 
Brarifgativa Corotus^ PrivU^tim Procerum^ Liber- 
Mc PopulL The Columns were joined by a Chain 
of 32 Links, each containing a Letter, and to- 
gpther ficMrming the following Inlcription : Ex bis 
tfStms. Vinculum inMoiHhUe. Before thefe Columns 
weet a Lion, and Unicorn, fapporting the two Ini- 
tial Letters of his Majefty's Name, in|Cyphers3 and 
upon the Columns refted three trapfparent Archesi 
Gontaintng ChfOfX^ramiM(ic Infcriptions. 

In. the Center, under the farrbeft Arch, was 
ee^od^ on a Podeftal of white Marble, a gilt 
Statue of his ^foiefty, as large as Life, in his 
9^oyal Robes, adorn'd^ with the Enfigps of the 
ipoft noble ONrder of the Garter, haying the Im- 
perial Crown, of GrM Briitin on his nead, and, 
the Soepter and Globe in his Hwd$.

The Stage, in the Epilogue, reprefented a |4ear 
£uit Pro&ect in the County of Oxfcnrit where the 
River Ifis falls iqto the T^bom^ and both together

Diftance was difcovcred a large Arch, finely illu- 
minated, ihto* which appeared the Gonflax of 
tbefe two Rivers,

Letters, of his Majcfty's Name, G. L. in a Cy- 
pher, with a Crown over them, which were plac'd 
m the Center, (upporced by the Lion and Unicorn: 
And between thcfe Figures, fomcthing elevated, 
were the Letters V 1 V A T. 

The Fire- work was introduced by a fine Mar- . 
£hal Symphony, accompanied with IVumpets, 
French Horns, and Kettle Drums, which was 
foIlowM by the Difcharge of 45 Cannon from the. 
Ships and Shoaf. After this, all Sorts of artificial 
Fire was pumpM out of the Tops of the Crowns 
on the Columns. Then the Stars of the Pyramids, 
and radiant Suns on the Top of them Gurnc in 
white Fire, and the Letters in the Suns, ^and the 
Pedeftal of the Pyramids in blue. After this, 
Neptune rofe out of the Water, and, with his 
blazing Trident, fet Fire to the King's Cypher 
and Crown, with the VI VAT, which burnt the 
firft in blue, and the laft in white Fire ; and^ at 
the fame Time, all Sorts of artificial Fire, Pea- 
cocks-tails, and the like, were play'd and fill'd 
the Air : And to conclude, a great Number of 
Rockets, and Fire-balls, proceeded from the Tops 
of the Grenadier's Caps : The Martial Symphony 
continuing all the while. The Curtain was no 
Iboner drop'd, than all the Doors, Windows and 
Twilights of the Stagp, were immediately thrown 
open to carry off the Smoak, which, by that 
means, did not in the leail offend the Audience. 

These Pieces were continued for four fucceflive 
Days, and met with the Applaufe they juftly de- 
lerv'd : But this I muft beg Leave to pbferve, that 

tho' my Friend, Mr. L J, has, upon this 

Occafion, Ihewn a great Fertility of Invention, 
yet it borders too much on that falfe Wit fo beau- 
tifully defcrib'd by Mr. Mdifon^ in the firft Vo- 
lume of the SpeSators^ and abounds too much in 

Chrono- 
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Cfironc^rams and the like * : So likewife his Ar- 
chitedture, tho' very beautiful, has a little too much 
of the Gotbick in it, I mean of the Extravagances 
of an irregular Fancy +. 

This Entertainment being over, I was carried^ 
by an Acquaintance, to drink a Glafs of Wine; 
at a Tavern where there is the largeft Calk in 
this City, containing upwards of a Hundred Hogf* 
heads. We found it fiJl'd with oW French White* 
Wine, a Liquor very much in Efteem; and, 
indeed, excepting Rbemfl) or Old Hock, almolt 
the only Wine drank here : For you feldom meer 
with Red Wine, except in the Houfes of the 
French or Englijb: And this old ir^/rrA White- 
Wine is valued, and a Price fet upon it, according 
to its Age. We drank three or four Pint-Rummers 
(landing at the Head of the Cafk, during which 
I took Notice of a more than ordinary I^ife, as 
of Men quarrelling in their Cups ; but, at the fame 
Time, accompanied with an almofl inceilant 
Laughing, which appeared to be in the fame 
Apartment, and at no great Diftance. Thefe in* 
coherent Sounds feeming to proceed from one and 
the fame Company, put me upon enquiring into 
the Meaning of them. My Friend told me, fmil- 
ing, that, in an adjacent Room, there nfiet^ everj^

Bat for 
the ^aiietj the fecret TranlE^ions of k 4rt Knit 
ought to be held as &cred » the GMiinet of a pktkt 
Minifter of Statt* Had iome cekbraved Beauty, 
indeed, condefcdlMied to have difplay*d her Charmi 
in fo open a Malnner, I Ihoald not f6 m^fcb bavef 
wonder'd if die Bean Mnuk had rtfiirted thftter^ 
to feafk their Eyes at fo delicious a Banq^t : But

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a Lady not far (hort of her grand CIima6leric, in 
the Aaion of vainly attempting to repair the 
lluins of Time, I could not conceive. I was, there- 
fore) impatient to fee this grand Curiodty ; and 
having defired a Friend to introduce me, was yefter- 
day carried to this extraordinary Aflembly. The 
Lady I mean, is the old Countefs ^-— «---/, who 
lives in one of the fineft, beft builr, and beft fur- 
nifli'd Houfes in this City, and this Affembly is 
held for an Hour or two before Dinner. Wc were 
carried into her Ladjfhip*s Drefllng-^oom, which 
wc found almoft fiJl'd with Pcrfons of Quality, and 
I obferved fomc foreign Minifters among them, 
who, I fliould have thought, might have pafs'd 
their Time better. The Gentlemen were all ftand* 
ing, and had formM a Sort of Ring round the 
Lady's Toilet^ where fhe was fiting on a low- 
back'd Elbow-Chair, bare-headed, with her Gentle* 
woman behind her, combing her grey Locks, 
whilfl: Ihe was cleanfing the few Teeth fhe had left, 
and between whiles difcourfing with the Conipany. 
As I could find nothing in this that cdulcfgive 
great Delight to the Eye, I flatter'd inyfelf, that 
by geting towards the Front pf the Ring, I 
flxouTd not fail of meeting with fome Entertain- 
ment for the Mind \ for I had been informed, ic 
was the Lady's Wit and Underftanding that had 
gain'd her fo many Admirers. I found the Lan- 
guage an odd Compolition of German and French^ 
lometimes indeed ipoken alternatively ; but oftner 
interwoven. While I n^^ at fome Diftance, I 
would have fworn by the. Airs, the Smiles and 
Mirth, . that every Compliment which pafsM muft 
be refm'd to Sublimity, and every Jeft, Wit An- 

gical : But when I came within hearing, good 
'-dy what Stuff! Hai^; ine, if I have not heard 
Porters and Fifh- wives talk better Senie,.. and break 
Jefis infinitely more touching. I was foon as im^ 

patient 
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patient to be going, as I had been before to lee 
this Aflembly ; but as I found my Friend would 
not be the firfi; nor did I care ro appear fingular ; 
I therefore bethought myfeJf of a Stratagem to 
break up the Company. I remember'd I had 
fome of my learned Friend's Univerfal Snuff, for 
refrcfhing the Memory, in my Pocket j and pul- 
ling out my Box, offer'd a Pinch of it to the 
Gentleman who flood next to me •, and he, for 
the Singularity of it, offered it to the Lady. She 
had fcarce cleared her Fingers of the Pinch flic 
had taken, before it began to work moil Effica- 
cioufly : Her Loquacity began to abate •, a gloomy 
Penfivenefs fat on her Brow, and the Vapors feiz'd 
her Lady (hip in fo violent a Manner, that (he was 
oblig*d to retire, and of Courfe the Company 
broke up. The Symptoms were fo extraordinary, 
that every Body was apprehenfive of the Conie- 
quences ; but happening to take a few Drops of 
the Water of Letbe^ her Recovery was as fudden 
as the Fit, and the Lady was in a Condition to 
fee Company again the feme Evening. 

Going from this whimfical Aflembly towards 
the Exchange, I obferv'd a great Concourfe of 
People flocking into the Town -Hall, which 13 
near it, and, upon Enquiry, found it was to fee 
the Ceremony of pronouncing Sentence of Death 
performed on a Malcfaftor, who had been guilty 
of a very barbarous Murder. As there is fome- 
thing very fingular in this Ceremony, as well as 
in the Execution of it afterwards, a Relation thereof 
may not be unacceptable to you. When I came 
into the Town Hall, I found the whole Senat fir- 
ing, in a Sort of fquare Tribunal, in their Habic 
of State.

This 
upper Garment, which confifts of a Mixture of 
Silk and Velvet, adorn'd with monftrous large 
Tufits, an black, is of the moft odd Shape and 
Make of any Thing I ever faw. The Facings, 
which are at leaft fix Inches broad, I obferv'd 
to be of Sattin, in the Habit of a Senator, and 
of a dark brown Fur, in that of a Burghermafter. 
They all wear Ruffs of a monftrous Si«, and 
large high crowned Hats of Velvet,^ likewife of % 
very fingular Form, and the whok very heavy and 
cumberfom ; and yet^ with this fweltering £)reis» 
they are always burthen'd, when upon Bufinefs^ 
which is daily of one Sort or other, and at Fane* 
rab. But to return , The Senat beins feated, aU 
covered, but the prefiding Burghermaner, and tlie 
Priibner brought into 0)urt, his whole Proceis 
was read over to him, and then the Sentence pro* 
nouncM ; which was to have the Flefli torn off 
his Arms with red hot Pincers, and then to be 
broke, not on, but with the Wheel, alive. During 
the Ceremonv, I obferved feveral of the Senators 
had a Sort 01 Fan in their Hands made of Feathers^ 
foch as they ufe here to blow Fires with inllead of 
Bellows. Upon afking a Perfbn who flood near 
me, what was the Meaning of it, I was told it 
was the Remains of Popijb Superftition. It was 
fuppos'd, that fuch notorious Male&ftors were pof- 
iefs d with a Devil, who, when the Sentence was 
pronounced, having performed his Part, )dt him, 
and thefe Fans, which I fuppofe were dip*d in 
Peter^s univerial Pickle, were a Sort of detenfive 
Weapons to fccurc their Worlhjps from any In&tt 
from his D — If- — p j and the tame Perfon (hewed 
me a fquare Trap-Doi>r in the Ceiling, thro* which » 
being open'd upon thefe Occafions^ hie was fup- 

pos'd 
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poi'd to make his Exit. Whether any Tuch idle 
Story did ever prevail among the Vulgar, in thofe 
Days of Ignorance, or whether that Peribn endea* 
vor*d to impofe on n\y Credulity, I leave undeter- 
mined ; but I give it you as it was told me. The 
Day for pronouncing Sentence on Malefaftors, for 
capital Crimes, is here always on a Friday^ and 
Execution is on the Monday following. 

I HAD the Curicrfity to go the next Day to fee 
the Prifoner, in the common Piifon, which is here 
the Hangman's Houfe \ and was pleas'd to find^ 
ikat thefe unhappy Wretches (tho* the Punifhment 
they fufFer is more adequate to the Atrocity of their 
Crimes, than with us) are, 'till the melancholy Hour 
comes, treated with more Humanity. Before Sen- 
tence, they are chain'd to an oblongTable, in a lower 
Room of the Prilbn, and particular Care is taken 
that they behave with Decency. At Night, they 
are carried up Stairs, where they are chained to 
the Floor, with Straw to ly on, and the Hang^ 
man is allow'd four Marks (or about 5 s. 4^.) a 
Week, for the Maintenance of each Prifoner. 
But they have no fooner receiv*d Sentence, than 
inftead of being thrown into a noifom Dungeon, 
as is the inhuman Method with us, they are car- 
ried into a handfom upper Room, where they are 
allowed a good Bed, and all reafonable Comforts 
in Beating and Drinking; and from this Time, 
they are conflantly attended by an abloiMinifter,'' 
which Duty every Clergy-man who has\ Living 
in this Ciry, is obliged to perform by Rotation. 
However, the Clergy have introduced this Cruelty, 
that if the Convift happen to be a Roman Catholic ^ 
Calvini/t or JetVi he is not allowed to prepare for 
Heaven, in the Way he has been edocated -, but is 
conftantly harrafs'd by the Lutheran Priefts, in 
Hopes of making a Convert of him. 

BZING 
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B z I N o, upon this Occafion, as a Stranger, 
ftcwn the whole Houfe, I obferv'd the Hangman'* 
Apartments handfomly furnifh*d, his Wife and 
Children decently drefs'd, and the Man hinnfelf 
a clever^ genteel, well-bchav'd Fellow : This pw 
nie upon enquiring what might be the Revenue 
and rcrquifites of a Hangman (Scbarfmhkr^ or 
Severe Judge^ for that is his Title) in this Place j 
and I was told» tho* the Office is in fome Meaibre 
jreckon'd fcandalous, the Income is confiderabley 
andy bcfides the Salary, arifes from the following 
Perquifites: i» As I ^id before, he is atlow'd 
four Marks per Week, for the boarding of every 
Frifoner; and a. the fame Sum for each Prifoner, 
every Time he is carried up to i^s Trial, which 
is. generally four or five Times. 3. One Mark 
for every Execution ^ of whatever Kind, whether 
Wluping, Hanging, Beheading, &<:. 4« Two 
Pence for every Pcrfon who comes to fee the Pri- 
Jba and Prifoners, and four Pence after a Condem- 
natk)n ; which, as the Curk>rity of the Vulgar here 
is iniatiable, raifes a large Sum, the Houfe being 
alnM>(t continually full on thefe Occafions. 5. The 
Hangman is T — m-t — dman general of the whole 
City- 6. He has the Privilege, that all dead 
Hories, Cattle, and other dead Beads mud be 
carried out of the City, by his Servants, for which, 
befides the Hides, he is in Right to demand a 
Fee of a Dollar for a Horfe, and fo in Proportion : 
And if any prefume to throw put, bury, or other- 
wife convey away, but a Dog or a Cat without his. 
Knowledge, and Satisfaction given him, he has 
Power to fet his Cart at their Door, and let it 
remain there 'till they have compounded with him- 
7. Every other Year, his Servants, who, for that 
End, go daily thro* the Streets with great Clubs, 
have Power, during the Dog-Days, to knock aU 
jthe Dogs on the Head they meet with> that have 

not 
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not their Matter's Ticket round their Necks, which 
niuft be purchased at four Pence each: 8. And in 
the cnliai^g Year, he is in Riglit to demand a 
Piece of Mony, which is generally an Halfpenny 
or a Penny of every Houfe in the City, and in 
Cafe of Refufal has Power to break a Pane >af 
Glafs- Judge you. Sir, what all thefe Pcrqui- 
fites, in fo great a City as Hamburg (which is laid 
to contain 30,000 Houfcs) mull amount ta With 
this, he is reputed a very good Surgeon, and in Caies 
of Diflocations and Fradbures is employ'd preferable 
to any other. The very Superftition and Folly ai 
the Vulgar adminiller to his Advantage: Tiie 
Blood of Peribns beheaded ; a certain Mo Is growing 
on the Head of Wretches who have hung forac 
Months on the Gallows *, nay the Birchen Rods, 
with which a Crimiiaal has been whipt, are fondly 
believed to be Sovereign Remedies in certain Cafes, 
and purchas*d at a dear Rate. A Knife, Sword, 
or any other Inftrument, with which a Pcrfon has 
been murder'd, .put into the Hands of a Wotxian 
in Labor, gives a fpeedy Delivery : The Fat of 
Dogs, us*d as a Pomade, is an ejccellent Preferva- 
tive of the Skin, and as fuch purchased by Ladies 
of the bell Diftinftion ,at an ejctfavagant Rate, 
with 20 more fuch egregious Follies, which biiqg. 
ilaily Grift to his Mill. 

Having feen all the upper Part of this Prifon, I 
was carried to fee the Place and Inftruments of Tor- 
ture, which are in the Cellar. By their Laws, in cri- 
minal Cafes, no Man is puniihable here, v^idiout a 
Self-Confeffion ; but to extort this Confeflion, they 
have five Degrees of Torture, which are applied, 
one after the other, in Proportion to the Strength 
of the Evidence, in Support of the Accufaiion. 
If there be no diredl Proof, they proceed no far- 
ther than the firft Degree, or, as they call, it, the 
Territion ; when the Pcrfon accused is carried into - 

the 
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the Pface of Torture, ftript, and the Executioner, 
in a Readinefi to perform the Office, with the In- 
ftrutnents of Torture, fliewn him ; if this have 
no EfFcA, and no farther Proof appears, he is cleared. 
If there be feme direft Proof to any Part of the 
Fa6): laid in the Accufation, attended with pro- 
bable Circumftances, they proceed to the fecond, 
third or fourth Degree, according ta the Weight 
thereof, bcginin^ always with die loweft; buif 
they never go lo far as the laft Degree, unlefs 
the Fad be clearly and inconteftably made out. 
This laft Degree of Torture being very fingular, 
I Ihall give you a Defcription of it. They call it 
the Pein-Banck (or Bench of Pain) and the Man-> 
ner is this : At one End of the Cellar is a Son of 
Bench or Table, floping doyv>nwards, about lo 
Foot long, and two and a half br6ad : The Pri- 
foner, after having before undergone the other 
Degrees of Torture, being ftript naked to the 
Waift, is laid on this Table, on his Back, and 
his Feet ftrapM down to the two lower Comers 
of it. His Arms being tied behind him, with 
a Rope round his Wrifts, are, by Means of a 
Pully at the upper End of the Table, drawn up, 
m fuch Manner as to diflocate the Shoulder Bones, 
and turn them quite round, to ftretch the Body be^ 
yond its ufual Length, In the mean Time, an 
jnftrument , which they call the Gefpickte Rafe 
(or Larded Hare) being an Iron Roll as long as 
the Breadth of the Table, and about two Inches 
Dbuneter, the Surface of which is full of Iron 
Spikes, about the third of an Inch long, is placed 
under the fmafl of his Back, and as the Weight of 
his Body forces thofe Spikes, that are upperm<^, 
into him, io every Twitch of the Pully removes 
it higher, and fixes other Spikes into his Back, 
Mil, in the End, it comes up to his Shoulder- 
Bones : And as if all this was not fufficient Tor* 
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tnrc^ che Exieciuioner ftands by the Side of ^ 
poor Wretch, with a Pot of mehed Brimfton^ 
which, by Means of a Bundle of Quills, with die 
Feathers on, he is continiia41y fprinkliog on his Belly,. 
Breafls and Arms. What chink you. Sir, of thia 
Inhumanity ? Is it poflible, that the Hopes of pre^ 
fervlng a ^niferable Lite, flioutd enable a Perfbn tm 
endure fuch exquifite Paki for five or fix Hghib 
together ; that being the Time ufually employed 
in going thro' all the Degrees of Torture ? I am 
cdd it is, and that there have been Inftances of 
Perfons who have endur'd them all, and c&s^dt 
with Life. They tell you, as fomething remark- 
able, that two of their Magiftrates, who, about 
the Year 1682, invented this laft Degree of Tor- 
ture, wet« the firft who experienc'd it : For having 
confoir'd tq deliver the City into the Hands of 
the K,ing of Denmark^ the Plot was difcover'd, 
and the two Rii^-Loiders being brought ta il 
Confeffion; by the fame cruel Argument they bad 
invented for others, paid for their Treachery, with: 
their Heads. The interlocutory Sentence* by whidi 
a Prifoner is adjudg'd to Torture, is only general^ 
but thei Degree is lockM up in the Breaft of the 
Judges, who are always prcfent, fiting, with » 
Clerk to take down the Confeffion in Writing, at 
a Table with a Curtain drawn round it, io that dicy^ 
can hear and fpeak to the fuflNcring Wretch, withooc 
being Eye-Witncfles of this Cruelty ; and can mi^ 
tigate or extend it, according to the Strength, or 
other Circumftances of the Patient. 

But to return to the Malefadtor I ftrit mcn-- 
tion'd ; I had the Curio(ity, for once^ to fee itnf 
ihockii^ a Sight as his Execution* On the Afirar^ 
day foIto^Hog his Sentence^ at Nooo, he was brought* 
out ofithexrifon,. attended by vno Minifters, one 
op eapit^idi^. of bim^ and was piacM in a Cart, 
firing <xn a^3knch, with lus Hands tied to each 

Side 
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Side of it, and the Inftrutnencs, with which he had 
commited the Murder, hanging about his Neck, At 
the fame Time, an iron Pan» with burning^Charcoal, 
and a Pair of monftrous large Iron Pincers in it, were 
put in the Cart ; and the Cloaths and Shirt being 
torn off the Prifoner*s right Arm, the Executioner 
feizM it above the Elbow, with the red hot Pincers, 
and, as I apprehended, tore the Piece off; for, not- 
withftanding the Wound was cauterizM, with the 
red hot Iron, Blood iflued plentifully from it. The 
Place where the Murder was commited being not 
£ar from the Priibn, the Cart was drove thither, 
and there the Prifbner fuffer'd the fame in his left 
Arm. In this mangled Condition, he was carried 
to the Place of Execution, which is about half a 
Mile without theTown, in the Suburb of ^t.Georg^s% 
a large high artificial Mount, with a broad Moat 
round it, and a Draw-Bridge } and fituate in fuch 
a Manner, that the Execution may be ieen at a 
great Diftance. The Slownefs of the Proceflion, 
thro' an incredible Crowd, and the Diftance^ made 
it a good Hour before the Prifoner came to the 
fatal Place, the two Minifters walking all the 
Way, on each Side of the Cart, praying for and 
exhorting him \ a true Slavery, which our eafy 
Pricfts here would hardly be brought to comply 
with. The Cart being come to the Foot of the 
Bridge, the Prifoner was led between the two Mi- 
nifters to the Top of the Mount, where, after a 
very fhort Preparation, he was ftript to the Waift, 
and laid on his Back, on a Sort of a wooden Frame, 
raisM about a Foot and a half above the Ground » 
in fuch a Manner, that his Arms and Legs hty 
hollow. The Executioner then, with a wooden 
C^rt- wheel, firft broke his Legs and Arms, then the 
Body being turn'd, gave him three Strokes with 
the Wheel, on the Neck, and being again turn'd, 
three more on the Breaft, which difpatch'd him* 

When 
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When the Crime is not attended with very bar- 
barous Circuoiftances, they begin with thefe Coups 
de Grace , or Blows on the Neck and Bread, and 
the Criminal is ftrangled at the fame Time. The 
Body, mangled in tnis terrible Manner, was then 
thrown into the Qirt again, and carried to the 
Gallows, which is about half a Mile farther, be- 
yond the Outworks of the Town, and there chain'd 
upon a Wheel rais'd to the. Top of a Poft about 
twelve Foot high, toj remain a public Spectacle, 
among many others, who had luffer'd the fame 
ignominious Death. 

And here I could not without fome Concern 
obferve the ridiculous Curiofity of People of the 
bell Fafhion in this Country. I found, when I, 
came to the Place of Execution, a vaift Concourfe 
of People, as is ufiial, indeed, every where, on 
thefe Occafions : But I was furprizM to fee among 
them great Numbers of Perfons of the firft Di- 
ftidion, and more Ladies than Gentlemen, in their 
own Coaches, I believe I may fay fome Hundreds : 
And I am informed, it is not^ as it was with me» 
a Matter of Curiofity for once only ; but that you 
may fee the fame Perfons, at almoft exery Execu- 
tion, feafting their Eyes with the fame horrid Spec- 
tacle over and over again (an Amulcment I think 
not very becoming the fair Sex, and Perfon^ from 
whom one might expeft a more delicate and refin*d 
Tafte) and making the Circumftances of fuch a 
doleful Scene, the Subjedb-of their Difcourfe in all 
Aflemblics, for many Days afterwards. - T|^he De^ 
fign (and a very commendable one it is) 9f pul^lic 
Punilhment, is public Example ; but lure Perfons 
who have h^d. the Advantage of a liberal l^iica- 
tion, and either have or ought to have t;he principles 
of Virtue deeply rooted in them from their Infancy^ 
can't be fuppos'd to ftand in ^I^d qf; fuiph pubiix; 
Admonition. But there was one Circumftance, in 

X the 
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tht Cdnchflon of thb Tragedy, which, ik^ tmth 
as it had funk my Spif itt« I could not bat look 
upon as ludicrous. When the mangled Body of 
the Malefaftor. was thrown into the Cart, to be 
conveyM to the tlace where it was to remain ex- 
posed) what ftriving was thjfiW nbt among the 
Ooeichcs, which (hbuld get fiii*areft to attend itj 
and as they were obliged - tb pafs a narrow Gate- 
way, where but one. Coach could go abfeaft. It 
made a Proceflion 6t a largjef Number of Coaches 
than I remember ever tb have fecfi attend the 
Corpfe of Perfons of the higheft Quality to their 
Graves. 

Tnts melancholy Sight put me tipon reflefting 
On the Diflference between our Executions in Effg- 
land, and thefe here, and tho' the latter are attended 
with fiich lh6cking Circumftances j yet as the Pu- 
nilhment is more adequate to the Crime, I think it 
certainly better anfwers the Delign 6f it, as well 
with Regard to the Perfon fuffering^ as the Spec- 
tators. To fee a PeHbn,* who has been guilty of 
a Murder, attended, perhaps, with all the cruel 
Circumftances Barbarity could intent, fuffer no 
greater Puniftiment, than a poor Rogue who has 
ftolen the Value of a few Shillings only, to keep 
him, perhaps, from ftarving, fcems to call fuch 
a Slur upon Juftice, and to argue fuch a Deficiency 
in our Laws, as I cannot think on without Con* 
ccm. The Manner of ourpublic Executions defeat 
the very Intent of them : The Lownefs of our Gal- 
lows, or Gibbets, and the Method of drawing the 
Cart frorrt under the Malefaftors, by which they drop 
wiA their Feet within two Foot of the Ground, de- 
prives hine in ten of the Berfons for whofc Example 
the Execution is defigft'rf,- (torn fcing any Thing 
of it : The Indecencies that are commited, even 
under thfc Galtows, turns the whole, inftead of 
a fotemn fttft of Jufticc, into a liiere Farce 5 and 

the 
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the Perlbna who fuffer make £> eafy a Step t^qt of 
this World into the next, that thcfe Examf^a ra- 
ther ferve to encourage than to deter People of 
defperate Fortunes, and Iktle or no Principles or 
education: Wretches who look no farther than 
the prefent Moment, ^till it is too late \ wiio have 
no farther Care than to live well, according to 
their Notions of living , or at leaft tnerrily ; 
and when the Hands o( Juftice puts a Scop lo the 
ICarrier of their Wickednefs, to be cafcd of their 
Miferics at the Expence of a gentle Swing. But I 
am walking in a Path I have no right to, and there- 
fore (hall ftop ihorc to aiSbre you of my being as 
ever, Wc.

S I R^ Hamburg. 

M O N G other Rariticrs in my learned 
Ffiend^s Houfe in the Coiintry, I w^s 
highly delighted with his Cplledion 9f 
Pidlures j whi^h difcover as well his Judg- 
ment in Painting, as hi$ Skill in Invention v to 
which latter they are. moft of them owing^ for a 
Qualify not always, nor indeed often, found in 
the beft Pieces of Painting : i mean^ that^ at the 
fame Time they delight the Eye, with tl>e Maf- 
tcry of dead Art, they pleafc and rnftru^ the 
M|nd, by a lively and fymbpl)cal Kepre£entatio|i 
of lome Virtue or Vice 5 of fhe Naxurc ojf which, 
they inQprint in us a ftronger Idea» than any Cpnr 
ception we can hflive of them from t^e moft ele.^ 
gant Defcription in Words. An Account of fomc 
tew of them may not be unacceptable to you. 

X 2 In 
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In the Hali, oppofite the Entrance into the 
Houie* on each Side of the folding Doors, lead^ 
in^ into the circular Apartment^ are two very latge 
Pieces of Painting, of the lame Size, anfwering 

I one another, and containing feveral FigMrcs as big 

as Life. In that, on the right Hand, is reprefented, 
(itin^ on a magnificent triumphal Char, adorn'd with 
looking Glafles, and cover'd with a Canopy of Cloth 
of Gold, Paofua^ the Confort of a Cbineje Emperor, 

/ caird Ten Vam^ cloath'd in the richeft and moft 

gmpous Apparel The sreaceft and alnnoft only 
flight this Princefs had, was in hearing the 
\ rufhing Noife made by the tearing of Silks and 

I other coftly Stuffs ; and in gratifying this Pleafure 

Jhe expended feveral Millions during her Reign. 
She is repreiented in the very Aftion of tearing 
in Pieces a coftly Piece of Velvet ; at her Feet 
N the Spoils of her Labor, and on her left Shoulder, 
ine has a Camekon. The Hories of her Char, 
richly caparifon'd, are led by Pride, on die one 
Side, adornM with Peacocks Feathers ; and Va- 
nity on the other Side, with a Bubble in her left 
Hand j but Env% with a long leathern Bridle, be- 
hind the Char, keeps it back, with all her Might. 
Under the Char lies a great Heap of old-falhion'd 
Cloaths, ftiff-bodied Gowns, Fardingals, high- 
crown'd Hats, and the like. At her Feet lies a 
great empty Bag, which two Figures, reprefenting 
jhxious CarCf and Deceit^ the former with a La- 
* rum on her Head, and the latter, with a Fifhing- 
Rod in her right Hand, and a Bird's Net, in the 
Lefti, are endeavoring to fill. AtaDiftancei is 
difcoverM Poverty^ fuing on a miierable Dung- 
Cart, drawn by two wretched Horfes, io meagre 
that they ieem to be but the Skeletons of that noble 
Creature^ and withal fo feeble, that they can hardly 
fupport their own Weight, Poverty is accom- 
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panied b^ Servitude in Chains , and Contempt 
cloathed m miferable Rags. 

I N the Pidure on the left Hand, is reprefentcd 
a Heathen Temple, of a circular Form, the Pave- 
ment as well as the arched Roof of which is of 
Mofaick Work ^ tho' not of Stone, but of fmall 
Bones, artificiaily join'd and interwoven. The Idol, 
which is one of the moft extraordinary, and withal 
moft frightful Figures I ever faw, has a monftrous 
large Head, with fwoln pufTd out Cheeks, that 
almoft hide his Nofe, a wide Mouth, with, the 
Teeth of an Hyena^ the Neck of a Crane, a fat 
purfy Belly, &c. His Breaft is covered with a 
fcaly Coat of Mail made of Oyfter and Cockle- 
shells, his Etead adorn'd with a Pally, in the 
Form of a Turband, and his Mantle an Intermix- 
ture of the Feathers of Pheafants, Ortolans and 
Qi^^ils. This Idol is not placed, as ufual, upon 
his Altar, but fiting behind it ; and the Altar it* 
felf is in the Form of a Table, plentifully coverM 
with the moft delicious Foods, placed in beautiful 
Order, and many of them raifed in the Form of 
Pyramids. A great Number of Perfons of both 
Sexes, in coftly Attire, officiate as Priefts, fbme 
with Chaffing-Diihes and L^mps in their Hands, 
inftead of Cenfers, but moft of them with Spoons, 
Knives and Forks. They perform their Sacrifice 
neither ftanding nor kneeling, but fiting round the 
Alun On a little Altar, on one Side, ftands a 
Sand or Hour-Glafs, which has ten Hours to run, 
to ihew, that thts Sacrifice muft be of fb long 
Duration, and there are feveral other By- Altars, in 
the Form of BoufFcts, Marble-Tables and Tea- 
Tables, . at proper Diftances. One of the chief 
Pricfts, in the Habit of a Cook, drives 7i»if, Pru^ 
dence and temperances out of a Door of the Tem» 
pie, with his Spit ; while a lecond, with a large 
Glafs in his Hand, opens another^ and lets in the

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btopfy^ "with a pak Vifagc, but a thick Belly and 
Legs, and the Gout^ with f^ln Feet, and crippled 
Hands. At a DiftanCc, thro* a Window of the 
TemplCf arc difcoverM fcveral Pcrifons, in fhabby 
tatrci^d Appate!, ninning away, moft of them 
gnawing of Bones, ^itli which rhcir Hands arc 
filled. I need not now tell you, that thefe two 
t^^ieccs of Painting ncprrfifnt Lnxury in Aj^pard and 
Feafiing; ; and the Figures are (b well difpofed, the 
Colors fo beatitifu)^ the Shadowiitg fo juft, and 
every Strotec of the Pencil fo mafterly, that I was 
at a Lofs to determine whether the Invention, or 
the Ejtecutron of them, were mod worthy my Admi- 
ration, 1 was likew?fc pleafed at my Friend's 
placing them in the full View of every one who 
came into his Houfe, as a Token of his Abhorrence 
as Well of one as thte other, 

OvE R thie folding Doors, I drfcover'd another 
Piece of Painting, not fo large indeed as the two 
former, but which, at firft View, 1 perceived to be 
emblematic, and is, for its Inventibn, very well de- 
ferving a Place between the two former, in a more 
felevatcd Station. This Piece, which had evident 
Signs of its i)eing the Performance of a mafterly 
Hand, <hews a calm Sea, with the fincft Reprc- 
fentaftion of Sun-fhine, that it is pofTible for the 
Imagination to frame. Upon this fpacious and 
fmiling Ocean, I could difcover, but one only Bark, 
fcem.ing to be near, and haftening towards, a Har- 
bor, which appeared to be the very Reverie of the 
beautiful View I have juft defer ib*d. It was over- 
fpread with black frightful Clouds, and the Shoar 
ofFer*d nothing to View, but ruinous Sepulchres, 
Skeletons, and the Iike« An ancient Man, with a 
Scyth in one Hand, and an Hour-GUfs ftandit^ 
by him, fat at the Helm of this Bark, which was 
rowed by four Perfons, of very diflferent Alpedls 
and Garb. One had his Brow girt with la Chaplec

of Flowers, another with a Garland of Ears of 
Corn, the third was adorn*d with ail Sorts of Fruits, 
and the fourth was clad in Furs : And they all fecnn'd 
to ftrive, with great Diligence, to reach the Har- 
bor they had in View- In the mean Tinie, the 
only Paifenger, I faw in the Boat, lay unconcerned 
iw ri>e Poop, fccming in a fecurc and profaund 
S\tep^ tho* an i^^ngeT, who ftood by Hl^y Qk04 
held a Label, on which were certain Words writ- 
ten in a Language which I did not underftand, en- 
deavored to awake him. 

While I was reflefting what might be the De- 
(ign of this Piece, my Friend came up to roe, and, 
fiiK^in^ me at a JCoIf, g9>ve me the following J^x- 
planacion of it. *' The calm Sea'::and Sunfhinc 
(laid he) arc lively Reprefentations of thofc 
HappineJeSy which it has pleas'd the Su^ream

Letter XXXIV. 

S I Rj Hamburg. 

W AS juft going to make my Obftnra- 
rio/fnome other Pieces of Painting in my 
Friend's Hall, when he told me, we 
might take another Opportunity for that ; 
but for the prefent, he would (hew me, for the A- 
mufenient of an Hour or two, the wonderful Ope- 
ration of a curious Laterna Magica^ the Invention 
of a very great Artift, and an extraordinary Im- 

Erovement of that pretty Machine we generally call 
y that Name. He led me to his Attick Story^ 
into a Gallery over his Library, which I found 
was fet a-part, and prepared for that Purpofe. It 
was entirely darkned, excepting two Candles on 
one Side, near which two Elbow-Chairs were 
placed, in which we were no fboner (eated, than 
the Candles went out, as if it were of themfelves. 
Immediately, upon a Signal given, a Curtain, at 
the End of the Gallery, was drawn up, and dit 
covered the moft beautiful Firmament I had ever 
feen. On one Side, the Sky appeared diveriified 
with that Variety of beautiful Colors, which wc (ee 
at the Setting of the Sun, after a fine Day \ and, 
loon after, the Moon,, rifing in a clear Horizon, 
and the Scars appearing, bright and twinkling, as 
on a frofty Night, difcover'd new Beauties on the 

other 
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^ther Side. I had not divened niyfelf with thit 
beautiful Profpcft above two Minutes, before there 
fiiddenly appeared, on the Middle of the Stage^ a 
fine tranfparent Globe, partly green, and partly 
blue, which, being in continual Motion round its' 
own Axis, I foon difcover'd was defignM to repre* 
lent the Planet we live on. I obferv'd round the 
Globe a motly coloured tranfparent JEtber^ in 
which I perceived feven Figures hovering, near the 
Surface of the Earth, fo fmall, that, with the naked 
Eye, I could not make any Diftinftion betweoi 
chcm : But upon making Ufe of a Perfpeftive I 
had in my Pocket, I perceived that one, which 
feemed fuperior to all the reft, was the Figure I 
had frequently feen painted to reprefent the Groddefs 
of Riches. I was preparing to take a more exaft 
View of the Figures, with the Help of my Glafs, 
when my Friend told me, 1 need not give myfelf 
that Trouble, I fhould foon fee them diftindb and 
feparate. 

He, thereupon, gave-a Signal, and the Curtain 
fell ; but it loon rofe again, and diicovePd the 
Goddefs of Riches alone, as big as Life. One Pare 
of the Stage reprefented a noble Palace, and the 
other a beautiful Garden, with pleafant Walks, fine 
Statues and Fountains. The Cjoddefs herfelf fat in 
the Middle of the Garden, on a triumphal Char, 
covered with Purple, richly embroidered. She was 
clad in a Veftment of Cloth of Gold, with a Man* 
tie of Silver Moor, embelliih*d with precious 
^ones. In one Hand, (he held a rich Jewel, and 
a coftly String of Pearls, and m the other, a large 
Bag of Gold Coin. Round about her were feveral 
open Chefts of Money, and great Heaps of Gold 
and Silver Plate. The Horfes of her Char, which 
were led by a Figm-e reprcfenting Subtlety, were 4- 
ck>rn'd with Trappings, covered over with M^s, 
which feem'd to be fo many Tokens of rDveiti 
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mkry^ in the Figure of a Afi^r, having' Bags of 
Mony in both Hands i Luft^ almoft naked & ?r^^ 
rfciy, with two Faccs^ and Fire in both Haod9» 
were her Retintie ; and in the Cb/tr (at forwards % 
little Perfon^ in coftly . Apparel^ but! oi a bold at- 
r<^ant Afpe^. 

While I was viewing this little-Figure nriore nar« 
lowty, the Scene chang^d> and difcover'd the hwc 
Figure^ as large as Life. She held a Lookii^ 
gtais in her Hand« . was adomM ivtch Peacocks 
Festhers^ and a Mantle embroidered with Pearls 
and Rubies ; wFisch, together with her haughty 
Looks and Carriage; plainly diicovcr*d her to be 
Imagie of Priii. The Scage reprcfented a no- 
ble Sqaare, in which were fcvcral Obelisks, triunj- 
phai Arches, Pyramids, and the like coftly Vani-- 
ties. The Goddefs herfelf was feated on a Char, 
in the Form of a Throne, the Canopy of which 
was fnpported by a Golden Peacock. One of the 
Horfes, which drew this Char, was decked with 
Trappings full of Eyes, as an Emblem of Curio- 
fity, and the other was a lively ReprdGbntation of 
^tuibomefs. They were led by the Figure of Scorn^ 
aod followed by three others, which to me feem'd 
to be the Images of Slander^ Self-Canceit^ and Dif- 
obeience. 

I HAD hardly taken a diftinft View of the/e 
Things^ before there was again a. fudden Change 
of the Scene ; and, inftead of diofe Beauties which 
had beibne offered to my View, appeared a nic- 
Ifrncholy aqd difagreable Profped. I diicover'd 
spj^igure, iiting in a defpicabk Carnage on a Chair 
which leem*d to be composed of' Snakes, Sa- 
iMnattd^rsj and Adders^ interwoven into that Fornax 
and this PerJbn I plainly po-ceivM to be the Figure 
of' Envy. In her Hand fhp lield a bloody Hearty 
ia which were rifibly :the Pf ints qf her venomous 
iWeth*; The Stage reprefemed nothing but Ruim 
. _^ . and 
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^nd Defolatbn, and the very Air fcemM to be tern- 
peftuous, and filled with black, heavy Clouds. Thfe 
Furniture erf" her Hor fes were covered with Tongtie% 
probably, to reprcfent DHrdSion^ and theyw^rc 
drove, by Revengeful Spite with a Scourge of Ser- 
pents, and Di/canten£ widi a Rod of Thorns. On 
each Side of this railcrable Vehicle, march'd Refi- 
Jejjptefsy with a Larura on his Head, and Sedition 
with a Pair of Bellows in his Hand, 

This melancholy Scene was foon (ucceeded -by 
^another as terrifying. Here the principal Figtrre 
reprcfcuted War^ feated in his Chariot, branding :a 
tnakcd Scymiter in his right Hand, and a burning 
Torch in his Left, in a wild, difcompos*d Poftore- 
At his Feet lay Muskets, Piftdls, Battle-Axes, 
Calls and Bombs •, and behind him was ra-Med a 
Pile of Cannons^ Mortars, Colore, Standards anfi 
Pikes, The whole Stage feemM to be covcr'^d 
with dead Carcaflcs^ and, at a Diftance, Z 
'difcovcrM aCity in Flames, The Horfes of hi^ 
Chariot .a«S&read by Rage^ whofe Head had ^the 
Appearance of a fiery CoaK and rn his Hand ht 
lield a burning Link, almoft confumed. C&^ileH" 
iiouy wkh the Head of a Dog -, Blaffhmnyy witk 
the Tongue of a Serpent; Famne^ gnawing a Bones, 
and Crueky^ loaded with Iwftruments of Torture, 
marched on each Side of the Chariot, as the At- 
tendants of War, 

W H I LE my Thoughts were bufied \n reflc<*>- 
.ing on this Scene of Mifcry, it, on a fudden, -drf- 
appeared, and the farious God of War was foJlow'^ci; 
at the very Heels, by the miferab'le Figure ctf a 
Woman, almoft nalied, which, I foon tound, *re^ 
prelcntcd P^jerer-^.- She was feated ona.paiiltry 
Cart, on which 1 -could difco»ver nothing bur bro-' 
ken' earthen Ware, fome Pieces of mouldy Btrrad; 
and other the Kfce Signs of Penury and Want. Tht 
whole ProlpeS, round about her, was wafte aniS drl 

folate^ 
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folate, and diicpver'd only a few thatchM Cottages^ 
which feem*d to be the poor Remains of a general 
Ravage. This miierable Carriage mov*d very 
fiowly, being drawn bv two Animals, that had 
hardly the Appearance ot Horfes ; but reprefented^ 
in a more lively Manner, Debility zx\d Sicknefs. Carcy 
atmoft ftiff* and motionlefs, fupplied the Place of a 
Driver } and Patience^ bearing an Anvil, with a 
Heart upon it, which feem'd to be torn with Hooks 
of Iron, together with Servitude in Chains^ were 
the wretched Companions of this doleful Figure. 

This melancholy Scene was no fboner at an 
End, than a more agreable one appeared, in which 
I difcover'd a Woman of a ftaid, ferene Counte- 
sance^ Gting on a very low but decent Vehicle^ 
which moved but juft above the Surface oJF the 
Earth. In one Hand, (he held a broken Heart, 
and^ in the other, a Shepherd's Crook. Eveiy Cir- 
cuniftance gave me to underftand, that this Figure 
could be no other than tha{ of Humility ; efpecially 
as (he was accompanied by Fdtbj Hbp^^\nd Cba- 
rity^ (he latter having a Child at her Breall, and 
leading; two more by the Hand. This humble 
Vehicle was drawn by Mecknefs and Sobriety^ led 
by Ttmoroufnefs. The Landfcape, as I have before 
obferv'dy was more agreable, than that of the pre- 
ceeding Scene v but with what Satisfadion did i fee 
it, in an Inftant, changed into one of the moft beau- 
tiful and noble Views, I had ever feen; upon the 
Appearance of a lovely Nymph, feated in a coftly 
Char, which, as well as her Perfon, was embcl- 
liihM with every Thing that could pleafe the Eye 
and the Imagination. I concluded » without any 
Hefitation^ that this pleating Figure muft be the 
Goddeis of Peace^ and with that amiable Denomi- 
nation it was my Friend diftinguiflied her. QqH' 
€»rd and ?%Uic Good, guided by Love^ drpve the 
Char^ and Truths Jufticey Diligence and Liberty 

accom- 
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accompanied it. At the Goddcfs's Feet lay all 
Manner of Mathematical, Mechanical and Mafi- 
cal Inftruments, together with z Cornucopia ^ and 
looking more narrowly, I obferved, in the Char 
with her, the little Figure, which, at the Be- 
ginning, I had difcovcred, with the Help of my 
Glafs, to bq the Goddefs of Riches. I was Juit 
going to make ibme Refledions, on thefe Things, 
when, upon a Signal given, the Curtain dropM, 
the Candles burn'd again, of their own Accord, 
and my Friend ask'd me, how I liked this Re* 
prefentation of the Inftability and Yiciffitude of th^ 
Tranfaflions of this World, which were in a con- 
tinual Rotation, and fucceeded each other, much 
in the fame Manner, as I had obferved in this 
little Theater. I told him I could not enough ad- 
mire, as well the Invention as the Execution of it ; 
but this I would venture to affirm, that^ the excel- 
lent Moral, which was hidden under it, far exceed- 
. ed either. I added that there wanted nothing more 
to make it an inimitable Copy, but the Invention 
of a ferpetuum Mobile^ to keep that Rotation in a 
continued Revolution ; which I did not doubt, but 
he> or fome one or other of his learned Correfpoq- 
dents, would, foon or late, bring to bean As I 
cxprefs'd a Satisfaftion in whafl had fecn, my 
Friend gave me a Paper with about a Dozen 
German Verfes upon it, in which he told mc I 
fhould find the Content of the whole briefly cx- 
prefs'd, and would ferve me as a Memorandum of 
thefe Reprcfentations. I did not look upon them 
then^ but upon pcrufmg them, after I wasretir'd to 
my Chamber, they put me in Mind of fome home- 
ly, but expreflive Lines, which 1 have feen at the 
Top of fome of our Sheet- Almanacks, and, if my 
Mennory does not fail me, are as follows:

As it is a double Satkfadlion to me, to fee any 
Thing curious, that fccms to have had its Rife 
from our Country, 1 could not but pleafe myfelf 
with the Imagination, that my Friend^s Verfes, as 
well as the Invention of his iMtemot Mag tea were 
originally taken from thcfe Lines of one of our 
PhibmatbS': Tho* I muft confcfs he has beautifully 
augmented the Genealogy, with two very proper

•' a Vidim to: But her Father (as is the Face of 
*^ mo(t who defer making their laft Difpoiiciofi, 
^< 'till the Agonies of Death render them incapabic 
«* of forming a true Judgment of Pcrfons or 

Things) 
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'* Things) placing an entire Confidence in Pbtlau- 
^^ tuSf a falie Sycophant^ to whom he had en- 
^^ trailed too great a Share of his Eftate during 
** his Life-Time, made him. his fole Executor, 
** and» tc^ther with his whole Subftance, in Troft 
♦* for his Daughter, then but twelve Years of Age, 
*< left both that and her to be difpos'd of, as he 
*^ thought moft expedient, without any Controul. 
** Pbilautus was a Bachelor, turn'd of fifty, of 
•* abandoned Principles, who tho* he cover*d all 
^* his Adions in pobltc, with the Larve of Sanc-

«« younc; Merchant, the Son of a Senator, who 
^^ thinking her a Conqueft worth purfuing, after ba- 
** vinghad fomcDifcourfe with her during the Flay, 
•* b^*d Leave to wait on her home j which, with a 
*^ feeming Reluctance, pretending an Apprehenlion 
«* of incuring her Mamma's Difpleafure, (he con- 
«< fented to. Both Mother and Daughter behaved 
♦« with fuch Re(crvedne(s, that Lyfander began to 
•* fear he had miftaken his Perfon. However, 
«« not to give over the Attack at the firft Repulic, 
•• he beg^d Leave to make Madam a Prefcnt of 
•« fome fine Imperial Tea, which he faid he had 
*« juft receive, and that he might be allowed to 
•• tafte it with them the next Morning, which was 
•• granted, without much Ceremony. 

*• It was refolved, to give Lyfander^ the next 

•* Day, an Opportunity of explaining himfelf far- 

•* thcr }. but Corinna^s greateft Care was, as flic 

«« hop'd to make him pay dearly for what (he had 

•• not to difpo(e of, how to repair the Flaw rnadc 

•' by Pbilautus in the Premi(cs, which, if difco- 

•* ver*d, might rob her of her Expeftations j but 

?« the old Lady cas*d her of thofc Fears, by giv- 
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ing her a Remedy, which fhe aflar'd her would 
enable her to deceive the moft Knowing, at teaft^ 
feveral Times ; and that (he might be fully in* 
ftrufted in all the Arts of plcafing, made her, 
** at the fame Time, a Prefent of the Bibltotbeque 
*^ tf Aretin^ which fo engaged her Attention, that 
*« (he ftudied it the bcft Part of the Night, to 
<* make hcrfelf Miftrefs of the whole Theory, at 
«* leaft of libidinous Love, 

" LTSJNDER came at the Hour appoin* 
♦* ted, when Eugenia not only took Care to be out 
** of the Way, but left a Servant, who was eafily 
•* prevailed upon, for the Sake of a fmall Rc- 
*• ward, to direft him to Corinna*s Chamber. He 
** there found the lovely Charmer feated at her 
*« Toilet, almoft in her Shift, with all her Beauties 
** difplay'd to the beft Advantage. He made but 
*^ one Step from the Door, and clafping her round 
** the Waift, oblig'd her, notwithftanding her 
** faint Refiftancc, to fit down by him on the 
** Bed, which was very opportunely near at Hand. 
*' Here the Treaty was begun, and foon ended ; 
*' and, in Confideration of 50 Duckets, with the 
*^ Addition of a Diamond Ring from his Finger, 
•* the Forcrefs was furrender'd at Difcretion. Ly- 
*' fandery tho* deceived, was fo pleasM with his 
" Bargain, that he fent her, the lame Day, as a 
** iToken of hb Satisfaftion, a Piece of Brocade, a 
** Suit pf Flanders-h^ct Headcloaths, and a Pair 
*« pf Diamond Ear-rings. 

** This fuccefsful Bcgining put Corinna upon 
«« laying her Snares for frclh Game ; and it was 
*' not many Days before (he drew into her Net a 
*' young Proficient in the I^w, juft returned from 
*' his Travels, whpfc Name was Olindro^ to whom 
•« (he fold the fame counterfeit Ware, for 100 
^* Duckets and a Gold Watch, as fhe did agaui, 
*' the fame Night, to a Country-Gentleman, who 

Y 3 ^* acci- 
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" accidentally came to the Houfe of her pre- 
♦• tended Mananna, for 100. Crowns. Thefe three 
«« were afterwards her conftant Cuftomcrsj by 
^* Turns \ and Ihe mana^d fo artfully, that nei- 
^\ ther of them had the leaft Knowledge of the 
♦* other, and each had the Vanity to think himfclf 
^* the folc PojBcflbr of what they had all feparately 
f^ bought, at fo dear a Rate. Corinna, however, 
^* not fatisfied with their almoft daily Vifits, but 
^* prompted, either by an unlatiable Avarice or 
^< unbounded Luft, added daily to the Number of 
f^ her.Lovers; and her two Agents, finding Mony 
*^ pouring in upon them, even beyond their Expec- 
f < tations, (par^ for no Pains> to cultivate their mu- 
«< tuallntereft. Officers and Merchants, Lawyers 
f < and Phyficians, nay> even Players, Muficians and 
f « Apprentices were all welcome, if they came with 
5 < Mony in their Hands ; and as Corinna choie 
<< always rather to play at fmall Game than to 
«f iftancl out, flic hadT hardly an Hour in the Day 
«* flic could call her own. The Houfe (he lived 
f « in was very convenient for her Purpofe, not only 
f * as it was m an Out-part of the Town ; but as 
f « it had a Back-door into a By-Lane, which ferv'd 
•* cither to admit or difmifs her Admirers, as Oc- 
f ^ cafion required ; and Eugenia knew how to ma- 
•* nage fo cunningly, that tho* Corinna was as 
f« common as the High-Way, fhe carried on this 
«< Trade for upwards of a Year, before her Repu- 
f « tation, or the Credit of Eugenia's Houfe, were 
«< fi> much as calPd in Queflion. 

^* Among all the Votaries who conftantly of- 
f^ fer'd their Incenfe at Corinna^s Shrine, there was 
f* none in whofe Cohverfation flie more delighted, 
f « than in that of Morif. C^«^', a French Dancing- 
V Mafter, from whom, however, fiie reap'd no 
<< fiirther Advantage, than that of taking Lefibns 
t!i In /his Profeffipn, in Return for thofe flie gave 
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him in her Way. As his Vifits were very fre- 
quent, notwichftanding all the Care Eugenia 
?* could take, he once happened to break abrupdy 
*« into Corinna^s Chamber, while Ihe was cngag'd 
with Lyfandet ; and finding them in fuch a 
Pofture, as plainly (hew'd at what Altar they 
had been offering Sacrifice, at the Sight of Ly- 
fandcTy who was his Scholar, would have retired : 
But Lyfanderj having efpied him, infilled upon 
his Staying ; and to engage his Secrecy oblig'd 
him, in his Prefence, to partake of the fame 
« Fare, he himfelf had fo lately feafted on. And 
** tho* as well Coupe as Corinna denied their having 
*« had any previous Correfpondence, farther than 
•' the Excrcife of his Profeffion, it was now agreed, 
•* that fhe (hould remain their common Miftrcfs y 
•* and (he, on her Side, gave them all pofiible 
•* AflTurances to be theirs, and only theirs ; adding,

'' fcffion delerv'd. 

** CORINNA continued this her wicked 
Cour(e of Life for fome Months longer, in 
which Time, among many others, (he was fre- 

2uently vifited by Lyfandery Olindroy and Monf. 
oupCy *till at Length, her Mcaliire being full, 
*• (he hcrfelf paved the Way to her own Deftruc- 
** tion i which happened in the following Man- 
" ner. Monf. Coupe being one Day employed in 
" giving her a Leflbn, as ufual, Eugenia calrd her 
*• out, under the Pretence of fpeaking to a ncigh- 
*• boring Gentlewoman, who had Bufinefs' with 
^ her ; but, in Faft, to difoatch a chance Cufto- 
•< mer, who would admit of no Denial ; and (he, 
** in the mean Time, defir'd Mon(. Coupe to di- 
** vert himfelf with reading in fome Book or other, 
^< among thofe he would find in a Glafs-Cafe In 
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*^ the Room. Coupe^ upon looking to find out 

<^ one to his Mind, happened to li^t on a little 

*« Book entitled. The Journal of a Coquette. Curi- 

<* ofity led him to open it, when finding it to be 

•• written all in Connnds own Hand- writing, and 

^^ to contain a Journal of her own Life and In* 

•• trieguesy he immediately put it into his Pocket, 

*• rcfolving to perufe it at Leifure, in his own 

«* Lodgings. Impatience to be going, for that 

•* End, made him Ihorten his Vifit, at Corinn^% 

«• Return, and having lockM himfelf into his 

•* Chamber, there read the whole Hiftory of her 

*« Life and Aftions, with a Journal of her Atnours^ 

•* from the Time of her entering into Partnerfcip 

** with Eugenia and her pretended Mother j a Lift 

•* of her Lovers, (by which he found (he had 

<* been a Proftitute to the common Hangman for 

•* Gain) with a particular Account liow fhc had de- 

<^ ceived them all, and, in a more efpecial Man- 

•' ner, Lyfander^ Olindro^ (who was likewife hi? 

«« Scholar) and himfelf \ on whom (he had made 

** the moft opprobrious Remarks, and treated them 

^« with the moft fcurrilous and abufive Epithets. 

•* Hatred and Indignation immediately took Place 

•* of the Love and Efteem he had before conceived 

** for fo abandoned a Wretch, and he refol ved not 

•* only to communicate the Journal to his two 

** Friends, but to confultwith them how to be 

^* reveng'd on fo infamous a Creature. He went, 

«* accordingly, the very next Morning, to Lyfan- 

«« der^% Lodging?, and defir'd him to fend for 

«< OlindrOf he having fomething of Importance to 

** communicate to them both : He had no fooner 

*« read the fcandalous Libel to them, than they 

** bothconcur'd with him, in conlulting how to be 

«• amply reveng'd •, and they refolvcd, before tbey 

** partfd, tp chaftife her in the Manner flic herfcJf 

«« nad prefcrib'd. 
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"To this End, Lyfander and C^op/ went, the 
** next Day, in a Coach to her Houfe, and invited 
** her to partake with them of a Party of PJcafure, 
" fome Miles out of Town. On the Road, they 
were overtaken by OlindrOy who infiftcd on their 
accompanying him to his Father's Pleafure-* 
•• Houfe, then not very far diftant j to which Ly- 
fander and Coupe readily confenied ; and tho' Co- 
rinna could gladly have difpens'd with Olindro^s 
«* Copipany, at that Time, fhe was likcwife obli- 
** ged to fhew a ready Compliance. After fome 
<< Time fpent in Jollitry, when Corinna^ being 
*« elevated with Wine, begun to be merry, Olin- 
** dro ask'd Lyfander^ Whether he had ever feen a 
«* little BoQk entitled, The Journal of a Coquette^ 
«< to which Lyfander immediately anfwcr'd, he had 
** not only feen it, but had it then in his Pocket. 
«« At the very mentioning of the Title, Corinns 
*« changed Countenance y but fhe no fooner fkw 
*« her own individual Book produced, than fhe 
*« trembled, and, turning pale, was ready to fall 
<* into a SWoon : She retained, however, fo much 
*' Prefence of Mind as to fall on her Knees, and, 
«* in the moft fupplicating Terms, to beg their Par- 
*« don and Compaffion. Lyfander told her, fhe 
*' had no greater Favor to hope, than that they 
** would be fatisfied with her undergoing only tte 
*« Punifhment fhe herfelf had diftated ; and thcrc- 
" upon taking his Ring from her Finger, as Olin- 
** dro did his Gold- Watch from her Side, fhe was 
*' order'd to flrip immediately to the Skin, and 
** threatned, if fhe ofFer'd to make the leaft Noiie 
** or Difkurbance, fhe fhould be delivered immcdi- 
** ately into the Hands of Juflice, to fuflfer a mor^ 
♦' fevere and public Punifhment, according to her 
* < Deferts. When neither Tears nor Prayers would 
** prevail, fhe, at Length, rrwde a Virtue of 
«< Neceifity, and being flrip'd as naked as (he was 

•' born. 
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«< born, fubmiced to be lafli'd with Birchen Rods» 
** provided for that Purpofc, which were laid on 
«« with fo good a Will, that, in lefs than five Mi- 
«< nutes, me appear'd, from Head to Foot, to be 
*' one Piece ot raw Flclh. In that Condition, fhe 
<< was obliged to huddle on her Cloaths again, and 
<« was turned out of Doors, to walk feven or eight 

«* Miles, on Foot, to N , Lyfander telling 

«« her, at the fame Time, that unlcfs (he quited 
«* the City within the Space of eight Days, not- 
<« withftanding the Punifhment fhe had already 
<^ fafier'd, flie fliould be delivered up to the Rigi- 

- *< dity of the Law. 

<* EUGENIA was no fooner informed of 
*< the urthappy Fate of her Foftcr-Daughter, than 
^* fhe took to her Bed, and, after having lingered 
^ ab6ut three Weeks, died with Grief : But the un- 
«< fortunate Coritma did not live fo long to fee her 
«« End: For being terrified with the A pprehenfion 
«< of falling into the Hands of Juftice, fhe em- 
«« bark'd, in a few Days, iox jtrnfterdam ^ but the 
< < VefTel being cafl away on the Coaft, fhe there 
5< ended a miferable Life ; and her Fact^may ierve 
f f as a Warning to all Parents, and others, how 
«« they leave their Children, Relations or Eftates 
<« a Prey to Vultures, and Harpies, who have no* 
*< thing more in View, than to promote their own 
^< wicked Ends and Purpofes, to the Deftruflion 
«« of the Perfbns, and the Ruin of the Eftates, 

« «< commited to their Charge \ and an Example, 
♦' how difficult it is for fuch unhappy Wretches, as 
*' are here dcfcrib'd in the Perfbn of Corinna, to 
«< abandon the wicked Courfes they have once 
«< given themfelves up to. 

«< But to you. Sir, whoftand in Need neither 
« of Advice nor Example, this fhort Hiftory can 
<( only ferve as an Amufement, giving, at the 
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** fame Time, an Inftance of the v/'ifc Ends of the

Letter XXXVI. 

S I Rf Hamburg; 

AVING already given you an Ac- 
count of the Churches in this City, and 
of the Inhabitants of it, in every Station, 
and both Sexes, I think there remains 
nothing more to be laid of this Place, but to fend 
you a brief Defcription of the other public Build- 
ings; and I {hall begin with the Senat-Houfe, 
which is a large and ftarely ancient Building, eredted 
however at feveral different Times. The principal 
Part, in which is now the Town-Hall, is fuppos'd 
to have been built in the 13th Century. In 1601, 
that Part was added to it, in which the Senat now 
hold their Sefiion ; and in 1648, that where now 
the Bank is. They have lately added another new 
Building for thier new or Current Bank : And, at 
the other End, is an ancient Building adjoining to 
it, where the Lower-Court of Juftice fits, which 
was built in 1558. The Oucfide of this Building 
is handfomly adorn*d with Statues of Emperors, 
as is, likewife, the great or Town Hall, and, in 
the upper Apartments, are held the Affcmblies of 
the Colleges, and all the public Offices of the Cut 
toms, Excife, Admiralty, tfr. Oppofitc to the 
Town-houfe, on the other Side of the Street, is 
the Exchange -, a Square, one Part of which is 
open, and planted with large Trees, and the other 
covcr'd, with a large Hall over it} in which a Com- 
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mkee of the principal Merchants, call'd the Bdrfiff 
Alien (Elders of the Exchange, or properly Council 
of Commerce) aflcrnbles. The Exchange was built 
likewife at three fcveral Times, in 1558, 1578 and 
1669. At the other End of the Exchange is the 
principal or public Crane ; and in a Street adjoining 
is the Poft-houfe for Holland and England^ the only 
one which can properly be faid to belong to the 
Public ; for the Emperor, and (everal other Princes 
of Germany^ as well as the Kings of Denmark and 
Sweden^ have their own Poft-houfes, in this'^Cfty, 
oaanag'd by Poft-mafters or CommiiTaries appointed 
by themfelves. On the Street before the Town- 
houfe, the Lawyers hold a Sort of Exchange, as 
the public Minifters do at or near an eminent Toy - 
ihop, oppofite to one Fart of it: Infomuch that^ 
as this Place is (ituate pretty near in the Center of 
the City, fo all the public Bufinefs feems to center, 
or be traniadbed here. 

There are, properly fpeaking, twoHoulesof 
Corredion in this City ; the Zucbt-Haus (or Hpufip 
of Difcipline) and tne Spinn-baus (or Spinning- 
houfe:) The ancient Zucbt-baus being confumVi' 
by Fire, in the Year 1666, the prefent Building 
was immediately begun, and finiih'd in 167Q. AH 
of it, that prefents to View on the Street, is, on one 
Side of a pompous Entrance or Gate-way^^ t^c 
Chapel^ which is very handfom, and on the other 
Sidcj a Range of Apartments, the upper Story of 
which only has Windows forwards Within the 
Gate is a large fquare Area, with Apartments on 
every Side, of which the innermoft are on the 
fmaller Bafon or Head ot the Alfter. This Houfe 
/ is reckon^ more honed or honorable than the ^nn- 

hausj as it is not a Receptacle for Thieves, nor (uch 
as have been under the Hangman's Hands ^ and 
as one Part of the Defign of it is to employ the 
Poor, and particularly thofe who have no fettled 

Houfe 
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Houfe or Habitation, or fuch as are taken beging 
in the Streets, it may be callM a Work-houfc -, and 
chey carry on feveral little Manufaftures in it, par- 
ticularly of Rugs, and a Sort of coarfe Kerfey, 
with which the Perfons confined there are cloath'd. 
But it is iikewife a Houfe of Punifliment £3r Va- 
grants, and incorrigible Rogues and Vagabonds \ 
as it alfo is for Perlons of a diffolute Life, Profli- 
gates, bad Huibands or Wives, and undutiful 
Children, who are co»fin*d here for a certain Num- 
ber of Years, or for Life, at the Difcretion of .the 
Judges, or fomctimes by Dircftion from the Senat 
to them 5 but without anv public or formal Procefs, 
and at the Expence of their Friends, For fiich 
Perfons, they have private Rooms, which are diflin- 
guiihed by the Names of certain Countries or Cities, 
fls England^ ff^eji-lndiesj Portugcd^ Idsbon^ i^c. 
and the Perfons there confined are faid to be abfent 
for a Time, on their lawful Callings, in thofe 
Countries or Cities ; or, if for Life, they are re- 
ported, after fome Timej to have died in thofc 
jParts. Before I leave this Houfe, I muft juft men- 
tion a whimiical Kind of Punifliment they have 
here for thofe who are idle. The Perfon who has 
not performed his Taflc, is put into a Balket, and 
hoiflied up over the Table, in the common Hall, 
while the Refl are at Dinner, where he is tantalizM 
with the Ufe of two of his Senfes, Sight and Smelly 
but is dcbanM that of Tafte ; and this during one 
or more Meals, according to the Heinoufncfs of 
his Neglc6t. 

The Spinnhaus^ which is fituate near one End 
of the former, was likewife begun to be built in 
1666, and finifli'd in 1670, by a Legacy left for 
that Purpdc, by a deceased Senator. It is a Place 
of Punifliment for Thieves, Bauds, Whores, and 
other Malcfaftors, whofe Crimes are not capftaL 
They are generally firfl publicly whipt, and Joite- 
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times branded, in the fame Manner Ixieicrib'd to 
you from Bremen^ and then confined here for & 
certain Number of Years, or for Life, according 
CO the Atrocity of their Crimes ; tho* fometimes, 
they are baniOiM the Territories of the Republic 
for Life, The Prifoners here, be they Men, Wo- 
men or Children, of whatever Age, are all kept 
clofe to Spiningy and are allowed but very hard 
Fare and Lodging. I was told of an Officer,* 
who underwent this Hardfhip for 1 5 Years, as a 
Punilhment for boafting of certain Favors he pre-^ 
tended to have received from the Wife of an emi- 
nent Citizen } which tho% by the general Charader 
of the Woman, no one queftion'd the Truth of, 
he could not prove : Bu^ it was very remarkable, 
that the injured Hufband, many Years afterwards, 
partly by his own Extravagances, but more by 
thofe of his Wife, was redu^d to fuch Streights, 
that to fupport and continue the Courfe of Life he 
had long been us'd to, he was tempted to mi/apply 
feme public Mony, that, by Virtue of an Office 
he bore, went t hro* his Hanas *, for which^ being 
accufed and convifted of what they call Crimen di 
Refiduisj he was condemned to be publicly whipt, 
and then confined to the very fame Place, for Life. 
I faw this unhappy Perfon, together widi another, 
formerly an eminent Woollen-Draper, who having 

fiven a confiderable Sum of Mony for a public 
Employ (for all Offices are here fold by Audion) 
and not being able to render an Account of his 
Adminiftration, when call'd upon, was condemn'd 
to the fame Punifhment. I faw another old 
grey-headed Man, who, with his whole Family 
fuffcfd this Punilhment, for a very odd Crime i 
It feems they made it their Bufinels, in the Night^ 
Time, to pick up Dogs or Cats in the Streets, and 
make Saufages of their Flefh, which they k\A from 
t>oor to Door j and they not only throve for fomc 
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Time, in this fcaodalous Way, but were in Repu- 
tation for the Goodne(s of their Ware. 

Being fo near the Head of the jSfter^ I muft 
not omit mentioning a famous Walk, which runs 
along one Side of this beautiful Bafon, and leads 
from the great Play- of Opera-Houfe, into the 
Heart of the City. I believe it may be looo 
Foot long, and 20 or 25 broad, raiPd in, and 
bordcrM by a Row of large high Trees, on each Side. 
On one Side is the Water, with feveral Stairs for 
the Convenience of Boats going off and landing; 
and, on the other, a broad Street, with a Row of 
noble Houfes facing it. This Walk is, not im- 
properly, caird the MmdetCs JValk^ tho* I believe 
the Maidens who frequent it in an Evening, after 
the Play is done, are of the Cwent-Garden Kind ; 
and there cannot be a greater Conveniency for their 
Profeffion : For there are always a Sort of little 
coyer'd Barges plying there, which upon Occanon 
wili hold eight or ten People, with a Table kfr 
them to (it at ; but when a Couple have any pri- 
vate Concerns, in a dark Night, they may do 
what they will in the Stern, without being difco- 
vcr'd by the one, and only Waterman they have, 
who is rowing at the Head, with the Table betwixt 
them ; and befides, I don*t doubt but thefe honeft 
Fellows, if feelingly applied to, are as ready to look 
one Way and row the other, as our Thames^ htrvY-- 
men. I remember at my firft Arrival here, I once 
exprefs'd my Surprize to a Friend, that this City 
feem'd to afford no fuch Thing as Night or Street- 
walkers; ior I was not then acquainted with the 
Conveniency of this Walk : He unird at my Igno- 
rahce, but foon convinced me there was no Want 
of fuch Cattle. After having (hewn me the Mai- 
4en*s JValk^ and a(kM my Opinion of the Company 
we there found, he carried me to the more fober Part 
of the Town, about the Exchange. It was about 

ten 
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ten at Night, the Time when the young Merchants, 
or their Book-keepers, carry their Letters to the 
Poft^houfe. As I faw nothing like what I had been 
enquiring after, I ask*d my Friend what he had led 
me thither for ? He thereupon, by Means of the 
Lamp-light, bid me oblerve an old Woman or 
two, at the Corner of almoft every Street. " Sure, 
•* faid I, the young People of this Country are 
*^ not tied up to fuch hard Commons, as to break 
** a Commandment with thefe old Hags ! " Notfo ; 
(reply 'd my Friend) As we fafs hy them inferious 
Difcourfe^ tbefU pretend to beg our Charity ; but go 
to one of them done^ and^ with a pert Air^ ask ifjhe 
home not a bandfom Daughter -,. take my Word for 
it J you will foon find the Scene change. Curiofity 
led me to follow my Friend's Diredions ; and I no 
fboner began to open to one of thefe Underftrappers 
in Iniquity, than fhe bid me follow her. She car- 
ried me to a Place not far diftant, where I found 
all the Convenience that could be defir'd te fatisfy 
my Curiofity farther, had I been inclin'd •, but being 
thoroughly convinced with this, I gave my Guide 
a Fee for her Trouble, and Madam another for her 
goodwill, and returned to my Friend, who rallied 
me fufHciently for my Increaulity. I believe the 
Creature, I was introduced to, mufl be one of 
thofe fine Ladies who, I told you in a former 
letter, are faid to be wink'd at by the Judges, for 
their own Advantage -, for (he was gorgeoufly appa- 
rel'd, and had very handfom Lodgings ; But to re- 
turn : On Moon-light Nights, it is exceeding plea- 
fantand diverting, in this Walk} for then you fee the 
Bafon covered with thefe little Barges, fiird with 
Perfons of the befl Character and Reputation, at 
Supper or over a Bottle ; and often attended by 
other Boats^ with Muficians or Fireworks. 

Among their Hofpitals, that call'd the JVayfin- 
haus (or Hofpital for Orphans) chiefly dcfcrvcs 

out

our Attention. It is a decent, but not very coftly 
Building, with a handfom Chapel (which was open- 
ed ib long (ince, as 1 6 1 1 ) towards the Street t 
This Houfe borders backwards on one of the Ca- 
nals, which makes it clean and airy, and renders 
it both wholefom and pleafant. iThis Hofpical, 
tho' it always is exceeding full, and contains a great 
Number of Children of both Sexes^ befides many 
Hundreds which it always maintains, out of the 
Houie, is (b exceffive rich, that I have been told 
they lend Mony at i per Cent, on good Land-Se- 
curity, provided it be taken for 20 or more Years. 
An eminent Merchant, reckoned the richeft in this 
City, who himfelf • was no Enemy to the fair Se3c, 
endowed this Houfe, fome Years ago, in his Life- 
Time, with a confiderablc Eftate for the Mainte- 
nance of Baftard-Chiidren, and to prevent their 
being murder'd by unnatural Mothers, A TornOj 
or Lan thorn, in the Form of a round Sentry box. 
Was eredted in the Wall of the Houfe, next the 
Street, into which a Child being put, and the Ma- 
chine turn'd round, it rung a Bell, and thereby 
giving Notice in the Houfe, the Child was taken 
in and provided for, without any Enquiry whence, 
or from whom it came. But Children were brought 
in fuch Numbers, that the Eftate giVen foon became 
iniufEcient to maintain them, and th^ X^rn(> was 
thereupon (hut up again : And tho* the Revenue be 
yet employM for the lame tlfe, Application mult 
be made to the Governors of the Houfe, before a 
Child is admited, which in a great Meafure defeats 
the Defjgn of the Donor, the Parents of fiich Chil- 
dren fcldom caring to be known or fecn. The 
Hofpital of the.Holy (jhoft^ which was built be-v 
fore thp Year 1250, that of St- George% efta- 
blifli'd about that Year, that of St. Hisi (or Job) 
in 1509^. ixi^xhtd^'hauSy in 163a, offer no- 
thing worthy our Notice j but that a commendable

Trbre arc likcwife federal Convents or Cloi^ 
fters here, remaining from the Times of Popery^ 
whidi are now Lutheran^ and feculanz'd, as thole

AMpb rV, Earl of Sebduenburg^ in 1227, and 
that cal?d the Convent^ which was founded before 
the Year 1255, and was confirmed, Anm 1360, 
by Godfrey J Archbifliop of Bremen. The Tenure 
of this Foundation is, to this Day, continued, by 
ofFertng a Glafi of Wine to every Male&dlor, that 
paffcs by the Houfe, goiiig to Execution; The 
St, Jobn^s School was eftablifh^d in 1529, and maiur 
fains a KeBor^ CtmreBof^ Su}hConreR6r^ fcverr 
Prceceptores^ a Praeeptor adjunSfus^ and a Cantor^ 
orCbori Mujici DireSfor, who have all confiderable 
Stipends. The Gymnajitttn^ which mainuins tix 
Frofeflbrs, (one otthe Hebrew and other Eafietn 
Languages, one of the Mubematia^ one of Pbyjic 
and Poetry^ one of Logic and Metapbyjics^ one of 
Ehquence and Morals^ and one of the Greek tongue 
and mjhry) was eftabtifh'd in 16 13 ; in I7i3> 
they celebrated their firft grand Jubilee^ and ia 
1 650 the Library was ereded; 

At the Water-Side, juft at the Entrance into the 
Harbor, is a large public Edifice, call'd the Baum^ 
baus (or Boom-houfe) which is now a Tavern, but 
for what Ufe it was built I am not inform'd. It 
has one very large Room or Hall up Stairs, of the 
whole Breadth, and almoft the Length of the whole 
Houfe, very fit for any grand public Entertain- 
ihent, if it were not for the inconvenient winding 
Stair-Cafe leading to it ; which is a g;eneral Fault 
of all the ancient Buildings here. Above this Hall^ 
arc Leads, from whence there is a very good View 
of the Gty and the ^jacent Coun^, with the 
numerous Iflands made by the River hereabouts.

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Near the Exchange, is a large Houfe, call'd 
the Kramer-Compagnie, (or Retailers- HaU) that is 
likewife let to a Vintner, and has the Privilege of 
retailing all Wines of the Growth of the RJrine and 
Mo/ely which no other Tavern but this, and the 
public Cellar, I gave you a Defcription of in a for- 
mer Letter, is allowed to do. I here faw a mon- 
ftrous large Rummer, which contains three Ga]« 
Jons, and had the Courage, with the Help of fbme 
Friends, having it fiird with excellent Old Hock, 
to empty it. Of this Glais, the foUowing very 
remarkable Story is recorded : A Pcrfon of a Gen- 
tlemanlike Appearance came one Day into this 
Houi(e, and pretending he had a Mind to give (bme 
Foreigners the Fleafure of drinking out ot ib re- 
markable a Qlafs, 6rdcr*d it to be. filPd with Old 
Hock. Soon after, a roafted Turky was brought 
from a neighboring Cook's, (for, by the by, the 
taverns drcfs no Viftuals here) and no Friends 
appearing, after a while, the Gentleman (at down 
by himielf, and emptied both the Difh and the 
Glais, which done, he paid his Reckoning, and 
walkM off ver^ foberly. Some of the fuperftitious 
Hamhurgbers will tell you, with a ferious Counte* 
nance, ttiis could be no other than the little black 
Gentlenian, wkh the cloven Feet, and that it was 
a Mercy he did not take Part of the Houfe along 
with him. For my Part, I rather take him to 
have been of the Family of the Fellow whom I 
once faWf in Southwark-Faity eat a Cat* and a 
Pound of Candles, by Way of Dcfart* 

I BSLiEVE my next will be from fome Part of 
our Kin^s Country, on the other Side of the Etb ; 
for as his Majefty is now foon expected in Hanno* 
vetf I think to leave this Place in a few Days,

They tell you this Place was for- 
merly known by another Name, (tho* I nev r 
heard what) and that it receivM this Namf* cafii- 
ally, when fome Commiflioners of Denmark^ with 
others from Hamburgh being fettling Bounds to the 
Territories of Hamurg ; the Danes having drawn 
a Line for that End, one of the Hamburgbers made 
Anfwer : Dat is Alto nae^ (That is all, or much, 
too near,) whereupon the Name of Altonaey or, 
as it is now written, Altena^ was given to the ad- 
jacent Town. Whether there be any Thing in 
this or not, certain it is, that this Place is much 
too near for the Hamburghers^ on many Accounts: 
The Liberty of Confcience allow'd here, and its 
being a Porto Franco *, has encouraged great 
Numbers of Families, who would otherwife have 
eftablilhM themfelves in Hamburgh to fettle there ; 
and its being an AJylum for all who, either for 
Debt or Crimes f, are oblig'd to retire from Ham- 
hurgj is the Occafion of .more frequent Bankrupts, 
and other Irregularities, than otherwife there would 



• Tl^B Hamburgbers have, likewife^ of late, made their 
City a Porto Franco} and if, ^ith this, they could prevail upon 
their Priefts to allow a Liberty of Confcience, and oblige their 
Burghers, who, at the Expenire of Perjvry, have placed large 
Sams, for the Sake of One or Two per Cent, extraordinary In- 
tersil, on the Secnrity of the Houfes of j^ltena^ to withdraw 
thofe Sums, they would not have Reafon long to complain of 
this place being too near them.

It is noted for ^ Treaty concluded thece in 1689, 
between that Kin^ and the Duke of Hotfidn-Gct- 
torf. In 17 1 1, it fuflferM very much by an acci-

Letter XXXVIII. 
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HE amphibious Animal, or Hermo- 
phrodite in Appearance, whom I juft 
hinted at, in the Conclusion of my laft 
Letter^ turns out a mere Wonrian ; but 
withal a very Amazon^ a HerOy in Petticoats, who 
has given hcrfelf the Romantic Name of Lucinda. 
She is, by Birth, a Holftein Lady, the only Daugh- 
ter of a good Family, who was married at 15 Years 
of Age, to a Banijh Baron, Captain of a Troop 

of 
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of Horfe, of that Nation. The Baron had been 
married to our Heroin^ who followed him to the 
Field, not above 1.5 Months, before he had the 
Misfortune to be kilPd, at the famous Battle of 
Gadebufcbj in the Duchy of Mecklenburg^ fought 
between the Swedes and Danes, in the Year 17 12^ 
leaving her a young Widow, of little more than 
l6y with a Son about three Months old : But this 
Son, as well as her Parents, dying foon after, Ihe 
was thereby put into the entire Pofleflion, as well 
of her Fathers as her Hufband's Eftates, both of 
Which were very confiderable. A young and beau- 
tiful Widow, with fo great a Fortune, and no In- 
cumbrance, could not want Suitors ; and (he had, 
accordingly, very advantageous Offers ; but, tho? 
ihe was far from mewing any Averfion to the Male* 
Sex, Ihe rejcfted them all, and publicly declar'd, 
ihe was refolv'd to pafs the Remainder of her Life 
in an unreftrained Liberty, and in the full Enjoy- 
ment of all the Pleafures her Inclinations could 
fuggeft, and her plentiful Eftate could procure* 
in Order to this, Lucinda reduced her whole Sub- 
ftance to ready Mony, and having fecur'd it in dif- 
ferent Funds, fhe depofited her Securities in proper 
Hands, and took a Refolution (the mod whimficaU 
fure,*cver Woman took) to make the ^our ^ Itfi- 
lie in the Habit of a Cavalier. Among all her Sui- 
tors, fhe feem*d to give the greateft Encouragement 
to Cordelio, a young Foreign Nobleman, of the 
fame gay Temper with herfelf, like her, but 
lately come to his Eftate, and not many Years 
older : And tho* (he openly declared Ihe would 
never marry him, (he, upon all Occafions, plainly 
difcovcr*d^ that flie delighted in his Converfation. 
To tliis Nobleman, Lucinda firft open*d her In- 
tention of Travelling, and proposed his accompa- 
nying her as a Brother, Wnether (he gave CorJelio 
Hopes of making him Matter of her Perfon and 

Fortune, 
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Fortune^ at their Return^ or whether they concurM 
in Opinion^ to enjoy all the Sweets of Xife, with- 
out tempering them with the bitter PiU of Matri- 
mony , IS a Secret % but he eagerlv embraced her 
Propoial, and proper Equipages oeing preparM^ 
Tuitable to both their Fortunes, they left Hamburg 
together, towards the ConcluGon of the Year 
^714, for Holland* ^f after Tome Stay there^ 
went to Er^land^ where they fpcnt their Winter. 
The next Spring, they went to Fam, and from 
thence continued their Jour. They fpcnt five 
whole Years on their Travels together, and, if I 
may believe her own Relation, lived always in a 
greater Harmony, than they probably might have 
done, had they aduaUy been Brothers : But whe» 
ther with that Continency flie would have it believ- 
ed, is what I very much queftion, and think my 
Incredulity, in that kefpeft, fufficiendy grounded 
on the many Circumftances and Paflages, ihe her- 
felf has told me, of their Gayeties and Gallantries, 
in feveral Parts of their Travels.

Wheth<^ &ch Favors did not demand t 
more fenfible Return, than a bare verbal Acknow^ 
ledgmenty which is all fhe would ever confels td 
me, I teavfe you to judge. But before I brltrjg 
Lucinda back from her Travels, I mi^ telF you^ 
that on their Return, thro* Germany ^ C^r4eU» felt 
lick at Atigsburg^ where he difed in her Arms^ 
after having, by Will, bequeathed her his whole 
Eftate, real and ^erfonaL One would have thought 
flie mud now have ibw'd her wild Oats, and would 
have been inclined to fettle in a mott dccfctit Mian- 
ner ; but (he is fttll in the fame rambling DH^o* 
fition, never remaining above fin Mdtichs in a 
Place, and fliiftirlg the Appearance^ at tea(t» €i 
her Sex, as often almoft as her Cloaths.

You know already fo much of 
er Charafter, as to be fenfible fhe is forWfod 
enough in cultivating an Acquaintance, whefe A 
Foundation is once laid -, in this, however, I fiiali 
be ibmewhat more particular, and then fliall add % 
Paflkgeor two of her private Hiftory, which I 
have come at by other Means, without lier Ktk^w^ 
ledge : But firft let me give you a SkizzB of hej^ 
Perfon : She is now fomewhat above Thirty > tall; 
well, made, fomething too fat for a Womin, but 
nimble and adkive j a fine Complexion, juft marked 
with the SnuU-Ptii, not chough to be any £)if. 
grace to her Perfon as a Woftian, but advantageous 
to hfer in her Mile- Capacity, with Coal-black 

Hair 
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Hair and Eyebrows, and ruddy Cheeks and Lips. 
In fliort, me is the very Pi£hire of Health, d.nd 
lias all the Marks of a hale, robufl: Conftitution, 
with ajl the Sweetnef^ that is defirable in the Fair 
Sex* The firft Day I din'd at the Ordinary where 
I lodge, (he appeared at Table, in the proper Drefs 
of her Sex, and I muft confeis, I thought her the 
the moft a^reable Woman I had ever icen, of her 
Age. I found, tho* (he had never feen me before, 
her Di(cour(e was chiefly dire£ted to me ; we ulk^ 
ed fometimes in Germany but more in French and 
Italian^ which I perceived (he fpoke with as great 
Pleafure as Readinefs ; and I was charmed with her 
Converfation, tho' I could not forbear thinking her 
rather too free and bold for a modeft Woman. 
The next Day, I hop'd to fee her again, at the 
Jame Place; but, inftead of her, I faw a young 
Perfon, in the Drefs of an Officer, with a Scarlet 
Suit, richly trim'd with Gold, and a white Fea-

the Sex I wifli'd for. She took the firft Opportu* 
nity of my retreating, to rife and come to her 
Window, and upon my returning, after fomc pre- 
vious Compliments, (be afk'd me to breakfafl with 
her. I accepted of her Invitation, and as fhc has 
Wit at Will, befide very good Senfc, and a pcrfedl 
Knowledge of the World, I fpent my Morning 
very agrcably, and have thought my (elf extreamly 
happy in her Converfation very often fince. Wc 
frequently divert ourfelves abroad, fhe in her Officer's 
Garb j and fhe rides, fences, olays at Billiards, 
and performs all other manly Exercifes to a Mi- 
racle } tho* fhe wants nothing but a little more 
Modefly, to behave as well in her Female Capa- 
city. I fear, by this Time, you will accufe me, 
in your Mind, of a nearer and more feeling In- 
tercourfe with this agreable Cavalier in Petticoats, 
and tho' I fhould ufe all the Arguments in the 
World to convince you of the Wrong fuch a Suf- 
picion would do me, it might be of no Efieft ; I 
(hall, therefore, leave you to your own Thoughts, 
and reft fatisBed in a Self-convifton of my own^ 
Innocence. 

As, however, I had Reafbn to believe, my 
agreable Amazon bore no Averfion to the Ways 
of a Man with a Woman, I was very curious to 
get a Knowledge of feme Part of her private Hi- 
ftory. To this End I took every Opportunity of 
founding the Gentlemen who frequent the Houfe, 
but could not obtain any Inteligence that Way. I

•« very well dcferves it : She is a delicious Morfcl ;. 
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*«^ and by fome Circumftances I have pbfervcd in 
** both your Behaviors, I am convincM you have 
** experienced her to be fo. (Here I obferv'd Peter 
blufh'd, and was in the utmoft Confufion : ) 
WeJl ! it is a Folly to deny it, (faid I) you are 
my Rival, and I like you ne'er the worfe for 
it : You (hall tell me all you know, and I, on 
my Part, will make you the Confident of my 
** Secrets: By this Means, we (hall be the beft 
** able to difcover her Intriegues, and. if (he dares 
^* to jilt us, to join in our Revenge." Ab! Dear 
Sir ^replied Peter ^ with fome Emotion, and a deep 
Sigh^ jilt usy why thatjhe does every Dayy there ii 
not an arranter Jilt in Chriftendom ! I found I had 
touched poor Peter^ who is but a Novice in Love, 
16 the Quick, and that I ftiould now foon be Maf- 
ter of all his Secrets. I therefore made him drink 
another Buniper-to our better Acquaintance, and, 
at the fame Time, gave him a Suit of caft-off lac^d 
Cloaths, and bid him accept of that fmall Token 
of my future Fricndfhip. *« I added, that we mull 
** overlook fmall Frailties, and that, if her Beha- 
** vior was not too notorious, it would be beft to 
** wink at it. Well Sir ({nid Peter) fince I am 
•* difcov€r*d, I (hall endeavor to merit your Fa- 
" vor, by a frank Confeflion ; you are too gcne- 
^« rous to take any Advantage of it to my Preju- 
" dice J and as vou feem defirous to have fome 
•* Knowledge of^ Madam Lttd«^'s private Con- 
•* duft, to (hew my Gratitude, I will give you 
•« all the Satisfadion that lies in ray lowtrr. It is 
*• now about four Months fince this Virago came 
• * to our Houfc, from Rendsburgy in the Habit» 
** and with the Appearance of an Officer, and as 
** fuch (he was looked upon by every one, for 
^* above three Months ; in which Time fhe con- 
** trailed an Intimacy, with feveral Officers and 
♦* Gtntkmen who are our daily Caftomers. She 
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•* cjcprcfs'd a more than ordinary Favor and Kind- 
•• ne(s to me^ from the very firft Day of her be- 
** ing here, giving mc frequently Mony, calling 
«* mc pretty Fellow, and telling me I was never 
** defignM for fo mean a Station^ but Ihe wo jld 
•* foon better my Condition. You will ea ily 
«« conceive. Sir, I was not a little proud of fo un- 
«« expeAed a Turn of Fortune, as 1 now had in 
•« View, but had no Sufpicion of the true Source 
•* of it. Her Generofity foon enabled me, and 
*» Vanity as foon prompted me, to equip myfclf 
<« jn-a.handibmcr Manner, than perhaps became 
«* me; and Luanda^ telling mc I muft now be all 
** of a Piece, gave me a Dozen of fine Holland 
*• Shirts, charging me, at the fame Time, to be 
^' always clean and neat, when I waited on her. 
•• In lefi than a Month after her being here, (he 
•* told mc, one Morning, (he had been under 
*« great Anxiety the whole Night, and believM 
<< the Houfe was haunted ; it was true, indeed, 
•* by a Prejudice in Education, and fome idle 
•< Notions (he had imbib'd in her Infancy, which 
•* (he had never been able to overcome, (he was 
^* frequently terrified without any Grounds j but 
<* it was always fome Days before (he could 
«« overcome thefe WeakncfTcs. She conjured me 
^* to keep what (he had told me a Secret, and that, 
*« as (he could not, 'till (he had recovered from her 
" Fright, polTibly be a Night alone, I would, as 
•< foon as every Body was a-bed, come to bear 
*< her Company. I had partaken too much of her 
«« Bounty to refufe her any Thing j and therefore 
*^ attended her about Midnight. I found her in 
*< Bed, and had her Commands immediately to 
** lock the Door, and come to Bed to her. I was 
*^ all Obedience ; but we had not lain long before 
<^ (he convinced me how I had been mi(!aken in 
«* her Sex, and what Kind of Spirit it was had 
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** given her fo much Uneafinels the Night before* 
** 1 ufcd my bcft Skill to lay it, and (he was fo well 
** plcafed with my Exorcifms, that (he rewarded 
«« my Endeavors, in the Morning, with a Purfe of 
Gold -, and we employed the feme Means after- 
wards, whenever the Ghoft was troublefom. I

♦' Favor. The particular Occafion of Major 

«* ff^ being with Lucinda, that Night, was a 

*' very fingularAdventure ; which, as it will not only 
*' be an Illuftration to her Charafter, but induced 
*' her to difcover her Sex to all her Acquaintance, 
** I (hall give you a circumftancial Account of. 
** Lucinda being one Night at a CofFee-houfe, fre- 
«« quented by Officers and Persons of Diftinftioa, 
*' a Holftein Gentleman in the Company, who, . it 
•' (cems, is a Partifan of Sweden^ caft very fcvere 
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" Rcflcftions on the Condua of i\\tBantJb Offi- 
^* cers at the Battle of Gadebufcbj adding, that 
•* if they had not been a Parcel of Cowards, they 
•* would not have deferred the Field of Battle in 
•* a Panic. Lucinda thought herfelf fo fenfibly 
•« touch'd withthefegroundlcfs Rcflcdtions, that, 
♦* without offering any Arguments to confute 
*• them, die gave the Gentleman fuch a Back- 
•* ftroke, with her Fift, as made the Blood flow 
** plentifully from his Nofe and Mouth. Swords 
•* were immediately drawn on both Sides ; but 
«« they being timely parted, Lucinda aflTur'd the

<* Luanda would by no Means confent to, but 
<^ told him, if he would continue his Refolution 
<^ of attending her as Second, he would find ihe 
<* neither wanted Courageoior Skill fuificient to 
^^ deal with her Antagonift : Adding, that let the 
** Event of the Combat be what it would, Ihe 
** was refolved, af the Conclufion of it, fhe would 
** difcover her Sex, If able, and if not, dcfired he 
»* would do it, that, if worftcd, her Enemy might 
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have lefs Caufe to boaft ; or, if the Advantage 
** fhould be on her Side, (he might have the more 
Room to triumph. They met at the Time and 
Place appointed, and ended their Quarrel, in 
** the Preicnce ot the fame Company in which it 
** had taken its Bcgining. In the firft Attack, 
*^ Lucinda run her Antagonift thro* the left Arm, 
and, at the fame Time, received a flight Wound 
herfclf, in her right Hand ; but this was fo far 
from difcouraging, or di fabling her from conti- 
nuing the Fight, that it did but excite her Vi- 
'* gor, and, in the next Attack, ftie difarm'd 
^* him. The Seconds, thereupon, run in, to pre- 
** vent farther Harm \ but Lucinda generoufly re-

Here Pet^ would have ended his Relation;

have performed her Fromife ; for (he was (hot thro* the 
Heady foon after, in another Duel ; tho* (he hardly deferv*d 
to dy in fo honorable a Manner ; and fome fhameful untimel/ 
End would have been a more fuitable Reward for her profli- 
gate Coorfe of Life. If I am right in my Conjecture, Jhe 
was as arrant a Cheat, as (he was a Libertine, and grofsly 
deceived our Author in the Account (he gave him of the for- 
mer Par^ of her Life. She was not of a good Family, nor 
ever married to a Danifi Baron, as (he pretended ; but a com- 
mon ftrolling Strumpet, who, about the Time fhe mentions, 
followed the Dani/b Camp ; and as the Baron had fometimes 
conversed with her, pretended to be his Widow after his Death, 
and had the Impudence to aiTume his Name. She did, indeed, 
afterwards delude a young Nobleman, with wh^m fhe tra- 
velied feveral Years under the Denomination of a Brother, 
and, in the End, became Mafter of his Eftate, in the Manner 
related above of Cordelia : But having foon fquanderM it away,

A M at a Lx)fs, whether to date this Let- 
ter from the Land or Sea> in fo uncom- 
mon a Situation I am at prcfent. I 
have, indeed, Terra Krma^ or rather a 
folid Rock, under my Feet ; but it i& of fo fmall 
a Circumference, and at fo great a Diftance from 
any Shpar, that I rather fancy myfelf in a Ship 
at Sea^ than in an inhabited IQand. But be- 
fore I give you an Account of this extraordinary 
little riace, it may not be amifs firR. to teH you 
how I came hither, 

The firft Place of Note I came to, after I 
left Gluckjiadf, was Tonningen^ and \ obferved no- 
thing in my Way thither, worthy your Notii^. 

TONNINGEN is the principal Town of 
the Territory of EycUrftcdtj belonging to the Du- 
chy of Slefwick^ probably fo call'd from the Word 
Tonnen (Tuns or Casks) of which likcwife its Coat 
of Arms confifts. This Place is famous for a con- 
venient Haven at the Mouth of the River Eyder^ 
(which, ever fince the Time of Cbarlemaign^ has 
been the Boundary between Germany and Den- 
mark) where it flows into the German Ocean ; as 
well as on Account of its excellent Fortifications ; 
the firfl of which, built by Duke George Frederic^ 
of Holjiein Gottorpy are faid to have coft 700,000/. 
It was taken by the DaneSy in 1 675, and laid level 
with the Ground. Duke Cbrikian Mrecbt re- 
built »: in 1680, and Duke Frederic a^in made it 

a ftrong

a ftrong Fortrefs. In 1700, the King of Den^ 
mark caus*d it to be bcfieg*d by the Duke of ff^r- 
tenherg^ and bonibarded it in the nioft furious 
Manner ; but he was oblig'd, after a Siege of fix: 
Weeks, to abandon it. In 1715, on Occafion of 
the Swedijh General Steinbock^s retiring thither, 
after the Battle of Gadebufch, and being admited by 
tlie Duke Adminiftrator of Holjiein, it was taken 
by the Danes, and the Fortifications raz'd a fe- 
cond Time. During this Siege, when the City 
was in great Extremity for Want of Provifions, 
fon>e private Engltjh Adventurers attempted to re- 
lieve it, and fitcd out a fmall Fleet for that Pur- 
pofe, at the Head of which was that famous Ship, 
caird the Duchefsy which fail'd round the World, 
and took the rich jicapulcoShip, three or four Years 
befijrre. But the Pilots having taken up the Buoys, 
at the Mouth of the River, they all pcrifli'd, with 
the beft Part of their Loadings, and I remember 
to have bi^n fliewn the Lion of the Duchefs, fixM 
at a Corner of one of the Streets of Hamburgh 
The Country round about it is very fruitful, and 
affords excellent Pafture. The prefent Inhabitants 
are ji Mixture of Ffiejlanders^ Saxons^ Danes and . 
Dutcb\ the latter of which have introduced the 
Sedl of David Joris into this Place. This Town 
is likewife noted for a confiJerable Manufadurc 
of Bone-lace, of which it furnifhcs large Quanti- 
ties to almoft all Parts of Germany. 

I STAID near a Month in ^onningen ; but, du- 
ring that Time, made fdveral Excurfions to fom€ 
of the neighboring Places, and particularly toF/v- 
dericjtadi and Slefwick. The former is a pHretty little 
City, at about two German Miles Diltance from 
Tonningen, built by Frederic, Duke of Slefwick- HpL 
Jiein, in the Year 1622, at the Confluence of the 
Rivers, Trenna and Eyder. If I miftakc not, the 
firft Inhabitants of it were Dutch ^ who were tcmpt- 

/ Cd 
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cd to fettle there by certain Privileges granted 
them ; and the prcfent Inhabitants feem to be a Race 
of that Nation, as well by their Alpcft, as by their 
Manners and Cuftoms, and even their Language 
differs fomething from th^r of the Country. 

Sleswick is the Capital of the Duchy of that 
Name, otherwife call*d South Jutland, beyond the 
Bounds of the Roman Empire, and fo properly in 
Denmark. It is fituate on the River Sleyj that falls 
into the Baltkkj about four German Miles below 
this City» which was formerly a Place of confide- 
rable Trade, and has a fine Haven, but is now 
greatly decay 'd. 

This whole Country was terribly harrafs'd, 
during the late Northern War, by the fcveral Ar- 
mies of Denmarky Sweden ^ Saxony ^ and Mufcovy^ 
alternately ; but I have heard the Inhabitants fre- 
quently fay, that they would rather chufe to have 
a Vifit fi;om the Swedes as Enemies, than from the 
Mufcovites as Friends : For the former had the 
Compaflion to leave them fomething -, but the lat- 
ter, as good Allies, ftrip*d them oi all they had. 

Having heard much of this little Ifland of 
Helgoland^ or, as fome call it, Heilig Land (Holy 
Land) I refolvcd to take a fmall Voyage hither, 
and for that End went from Tonningen to Hufum^ 
the neareft Port to embark to it. 

HUSUM is fituate on the little River Ow, 
which forms a good Haven there, near the Banks 
of the North-fea, juft opppfite to the little Ifland of 
Nord'Strandy and about four or five German Miles 
from Helgoland : It has a noble Caftle, built by 
Duke jimfb of Holftein, in 1582, and is generally 
the Refidence of the Duchels-Dowagers of Slejwick- 
Holjiein. This Place drives a great Trade with 
Horfcs and Cattle, and is famous for an Oyfter- 
Filhery, on the Banks of the German Ocean, near 
it. At tiM Place, I embark'd in, one of the Hel- 
goland 
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^^/^»iFi(her-Hoys, and both Wind and Weather 
being favorable, arrived here in a few Hours. 

The Idand of Helgoland is faid to have been 
formerly above four German Miles in Circumfe- 
rence ; but in the Year 800, a good Part of it 
funk at once into the Sea, and in 1300, another 
Part was overflown by the lame Element* What 
now remains may properly be divided into three 
Parts: The upper, or main Ifland, which rifes 
about 50 Yards high, a folid reddifli Rock, al- 
moft perpendicular out of the Sea, and is inhabi- 
ted ; the Lower Ifland, or Sand, at the Foot of 
one Side of the Upper Ifland, which is likewife 
inhabited ; and the fandy Downs or Hillocks, with 
a Rock at the End of them, which rife to no 
great Height from the Sea, and are uninhabited* 
At Low- Water, there is a narrow Communication 
between the lower inhabited Ifland, and the fandy 
Downs -, but at High- Water, it is overflown. 
On thefe Downs, and in the Sand on the Lower 
Ifland, are found a Sort of Flints, which are crufl:- 
cd over like a Pebble ; but the Infide is as red as 
Blood, and excellent for Firelocks. Some Part of 
the fmallcr Rock affords a Sort of Scone, which, 
when broken, is fomething tranfparent, and feems 
to be full of Gold Sand, not unlike the Italian 
Stone caird VenturinOy but neither fo bright, nor 
fo clear. Whether this Rock has ever afforded 
any Gold, or not, I have not been able to learn *• 
On the Lower Ifland, arc only two or three tole- 
rable Houfes, and about 50 or 60 Fifher-Huts > 



* I have feen, in the Ckamber of Rarities at Openhagen^ a 
Ring, {aid to be made of Gold extracted from this Rock : But 
they tell you, the Particles of Gold are fo fmall, and fo locked 
npin the hard Stone, that it will not anfwer the Charge of 
Refining. 

the 
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the principal Inhabitants living on the upper Ifland, 
probably oecaufe the lower Ifland » bting almoft a 
flat Sand, with a gradual, but almofl imperceptible 
Defccnt to the Sea, upon high Floods the Sea 
reaches almoft to the very Foot of the Rock, and 
fills the lower Part of their Houfes with Water. 

The Communication between the lower and 
upper Ifland is, by a Pair of wooden Stairs fix'd 
to the Side of the Rock, broad, and of an eafy 
Afcent. The Top of thcfe Stairs land at the 
Governor's Houfe, and there is no Paflage from 
them to the Ifland but thro' the very Guard-room, 
where the fmall Garifon, which is always kept 
there, is quartered : And as, befidcs this, there 
are Cannon planted on the Ridge of the Rock to- 
wards the Haven, which command it, but are out 
of the Reach of any Artillery from Ships riding 
there, one would look upon the upper Ifland aa 
impregnable •, cfpecially as, in Cafe of a Blockade, 
there is a Spring of frefli Water arifing out of the 
Rock, and this Ifland affords both Corn and Mea- 
dow-Land, fufficient for the Inhabitants. What 
EfFeft Artillery planted on the Downs may have 
on the upper Ifland, I fliall not pretend^ to fay : 
But be this as it will, it is certain that the Danes 
took it from the Holfieinersj in the laft Northern 
War, and are in Poflcflion of it to this Hour. 
On the upper Ifland is the Church, and about 150 
or 200 Houfes. The Inhabitants are all either 
Pilots or Fiftiermen, or both, and almoft wholly 
fiirnifli the City of Hamburg (from which this 
Ifland is diftant 18 German Miles) with Sea-Filb. 
They are a firong hale People, the* the meaner 
Sort of them live very hard, and eat little elfe buc 
Fiffi, frcfti or dried, and brown Rye-Bread, with 
Water for their Drink, and hardly eat a Bit of 
Meat, or drink a Draught of Beer, from Year's 
£nd to Year's End. In general, they are look'd 

upon 
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upon to be a tricking, griping, wicked People, of 
which Ibmc of the Inftanccs ^iven are their Ex- 
tortion for Pilotage, when Ships are in Diftrefs, 
in bad Weather, or have loft their Anchors and 
Cables, tho' it be good Weather ; and their CrueU 
ties and Pilferings when Ships are ftranded on their 
Coaft. It is faid, that they oblige their Priefts fo 
offer up their Prayers to the Almighty, that Ships 
may be caft away within their Jurifdi£tion } but 
this I take to be a Calumny. He does indeed pray 
for a Btefling upon the Endeavors of the Inhabi*- 
tants, in their feveral Callings ; and as this may 
be (aid to be one of them, fo far the Report may 
have fome Grounds* At Hufum, I met with a Lu^ 
tberun Prieft, fcemingly a very honcft, fbber Mais^ 
who left the Living oi Helgoland^ becaufe he could 
no longer bear with the Wickednefs of hisOm* 
gregation^ and chufes rather to live on a fmall 
Ellate oi his own, hardly fufHcient to fiipport 
Life ; but I have been told here, that the imme- 
diate Caufe of his leaving it was this : One o^ the 
principal and richeft Inhabitants, a Son of the chidf 
Magiftrate, having married a young and beautiful 
Wife, was caught, foon afterwards, in the very 
Aa of Beftiality with a Cow •, and tho* the Fad 
was plainly prov'd upon him, and he was brought 
to his Trial, by Means of a large Sum of Mony, 
properly placed, he was acquited* 

The Hamburghers are at the Expence of 
keeping a Light-houfe on the upper Ifland, which, 
from the Height of it, may be feen at a great 
Diftance out at Sea, and is a great'Safety and Guide 
to Ships coming towards the Elb ; and, indeed^ 
this little Ifland feems almoft to be providentially 
Jeft for the Security of that Navigation ; for it is 
fo deep a Bay to the Mouth of that River, with 
Shoals out of Sight of Land, that it would be 

next 
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next CO impofllble to find it, were \t not for fbme 
£]ch Guide. 

It is faid of chis Ifland, as of Ireland^ - thzx. no 
venomous Creature will live on it ; but perhaps 
with as little Truth. One Thing I have oofervM 
here, with Pleafure, that it is common for all Sort 
of wild Fowl to fettle on this Ifland, fo tir*d with 
flying at Sea, that they are not able to rife again, 
but win fufFer you to take them up with your Hands. 
They have a Tradition here, that about the Year 
1530, above 2000 of the Inhabitants of this Ifland 
bad their Maintenance from the Herring-Fifhery 
only ; but that having caufed a Herring to be dif- 
datnfully whipt with Rods, the whole Fry left them, 
and they have never feen any on their Coafts [fince. 
This idle Story might have pafs'd among the Po- 
pifh Legends y but as this happened to be about the 
Time of the Reformation, I think it rather to be 
fome old Wife's Tale, to divert Children in a 
Winter's Evening. 

As I have little or no Converfation here, my 
Stay will be fliort ; I fend you this by Means of 
a Ship bound from Hamburg for London^ which 
put in here by Strefs of Weather. I think to leave 
this Ifland to-morrow or next Day, and land at the 
neareft Place on the Southern Banks, of the Elb. 
You will probably hear from me from Stade^ where 
I4efigntoftay fome Time, 'till when, as ever.

S I R^ StADi; 

CcoRDiNG to what I wrote you in my 

laft, I left Helgoland in one of their Fiflier- 

Hoys, and landed on the South Foreland. 

of thd River Elbj in the Bailiwick of 

Ritzhuml 

RITZBUTTEL (or Ritzenhuttel ) is the 
Bailiwick of which I gaVe you an Account in a 
former Letter, belonging to the Hamburghers^ on 
the Coaft of the Duchy of Bremen^ where the 
Soutb'Elh falls into the Nortb-Sea. I have already 
given you an Account by what Means the Ham-- 
burghers gotj and have hitherto kept Foflcflion of 
this Place. I ftiall now only add, that they have 
a pretty good Haven here, call'd Cuxhavcn^ which 
is of gre^t Benefit to Ships coming on the Elbj lit 
Winter, when the River is full of Ice. Here, 
likewife, the Hamburghers have their priv<Jeg*d 
Pilots, who, by their Statutes, ought to have al- 
ways a Yacht at Sea, near the outermoft Buoy, 
ready to put a Pilot or two, as Occafion may re- 
quire, on Board of every Ship coming into the 
Elb: But, notwithftanding the River Elb is one 
of the moft dangerous in Europe to come intoi as 
all Ships coming to Hamburg are obliged to pay half 
Pilotage, Whether they have any Pilots on Board or 
not, they are feldorh at Sea but in good Weather, 
when they are leaft wanted, which has occafion'd 
the Lofs of many a rich loaden Ship within the 
Riven I think I have not hitherto given you any 
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Account of this River, one of the nx>ft famous in 
tiermany, and noted in ancient Hiftory for ieverat 
Cpnflifts between the Romans and ancient Germanjj 
I (hall therefore lay hold of this Opportunity to 
do it. 

The River Elb ariies in Silefia 6n the RiefenGe- 
bsrge (or Giants Mountains) in the Lordlhip of 
Ky9f^/l^ belonging to the Counts of SchaffgoU^ oh 
the Borders of Bohemia. There are, at firft, two 
Streams, one callM the Great Elby arifing from fix 
Springs, and the other calPd the Little Elb^ arifing 
from five Springs. They afterwards Join near 
Gendorffj and thus united, taking in its Courfe 
thro* BohemOj Upper zxiA Lower Saxony^ feveral 
other confiderable Rivers, falls, at Length, into 
the German Ocean near Ritzbuttel, about 14 Ger^ 
man Miles below Hamburg. 

Adjoining ta the Bailiwick of Ritzhuttel, h 
the little Diftrid of Hadeln^ the Capital of which 
is Ottemiorj^y on the River Medame% This Dif. 
trift came^ in the i6th Century, from the Arch- 
biihops of Bremen^ to the Houfe of Saxe-Lauem- 
lur^ ; but the Male-Line of that Houfe becoming 
extind, in the Year 1689, and a Difpute arifing. 
concerning the Inheritance, between tt» Female 
^eirs, and the King of Sweden^ the Emperor caus'd 
it to be taken into Sequellration, by the Troops of 
the Circle of Lower Saxony^ under which Sequeftra«<> 
tion it remains to this Day. My Way firom Haidn, 
10 this Place, ky thro* tjxe Principality of Verden^ 
and Part of the Duchy of Bremen^ of both which 
I; fhall give yciu a brief Account. 

FEADEN (or Ferden}yras formerly a Bi- 
(hop's See, under, the Archbilhop of Mentz^ infti^ 
tuted by Cbarlemamii in theYear 776, of which oac 
Scbwibracht^ an Englijh Beni^ine Monk» was the 
firit Bifiiop. Some have pretended to fay, but 
without any Grounds^ that this See waafirft laid 
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at a little Town call Konnede^ and others that the 
JBrft Bilhop refided at Bardewick. In 890, Biihop 
ivigheri gave |iis whole paternal Eftate to this See, 
In 994, BruWj Duke of Saxony^ and Biihop of 
Verdetij was elcftcd i^ope, and cook the Name of 
Gregtry V. iBilhop GeorgSj of the Houfe of 
Brufi^ick^ embrac'd the Doftrine of Luther^ 
which his Socccflfor, Viiho^ Eierbard fully intro- 
duced. Francis WiUiam the laft Biihop^ endea* 
ror'd to reftore the Roman Catholic Religion ; but 
Gufianml AdolfbttSj King of Sweden^ carrying ic^ 
at that Time, with a high Hand, in Jjower Saxony^ 
the Biihop was obliged to retire, whereupon John 
Fredencky Duke of Saxoftj^^ and Archbilhop of 
Bremeuy took PoiTelfion of the See of Verden ; as 
his Name-fake, and Succeflbr, a Prince of Den^ 
marky did after his Death ; and ib it remained till 
the Peace of JFeftpbdia^ when it was converted to 
a Principality, and Sweden invefted with it, as an 
hereditary Fief of the Empire. In 1675, the 
Troops of Lunenburg and Mutter feizM this Prin* 
cipality, and would have divided \t% but were 
oblig'd to reftore it;, in 1679, purfuant to the 
Treaty of Sc Germmns. In 1709, it was pawn'd 
to the £]e(£lor of Hanover f and purfuant to 4 
Treaty concluded in 17 19, transfer'd to that Houfe 
for ever. The Town of t^erden^ which is the 
Capital of this Principality, and is now of very 
little Note, is ficuated on the River Jlkr, at about 
20 Miles diftance from Bremen^ to the Ealt, and ^v 
near twice as far from Hamburgh to the South. 

The Duchy of Bremen was formerly an Arch- 
bilhoprick, of the Inftitution of which, under Char- 
lemdgUy I gave you fome Account in a former 
liCtter from the City of that Name. It takes in 
the bcft Part of the Country, between the two Rivers 
Elb and H^efer^ almoft: from the Sea, and the 
Duchy of Oldet^rgf tp the ff^efi^ quite up to the 
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Duchy of Lunenburg^ to the Eaji. That Part of 
it which is fituate on the two Rivers is es?- 
cceding fruitful, and the Inhabitants rich ; but the 
Inland Country is raw, fandy, and chiefly Hearth, 
and the Inhabitants much in the fame poor State, 
as thofe of the adjoining Duchy of Lunenburg^ of 
whom 1 (hall probably have Occafion to fay more 
hereafter. Of their feventh Archbifhop HojeruSy 
who died Ann. 910, they have a Legend, that 
bis Grave being opcn'd 120 Years after his Death, 
nothing was found in his Coffin, but the Piliow 
his Head had lain on, from whence it was con- 
cluded, and believ'd in thofe Days of Ignorance, 
that his Body was tranflated to Heaven. In the 
Time of Archbifhop Frederic^ Son of Cbriftian IV, 
King of Bentnarky who fucceeded to this See in 
1 634, the whole Country was taken by the Swedes y 
and by the Treaty of fFefipbalia, being converted 
into a Duchy, that Crown was invefled with it, 
in the fame Manner as with the Principality of 
Verden. In the fame Manner, likewife, it was 
feiz'd by the Troops of Brandenburg^ Lunenburg 
and Munfier^ in 1675, but was reftored to 
Sweden^ hy tht Vezct of Nitneguen. In 17 12, it 
was taken by the Danes j but the Eleftor of Han- 
over having before advanced the King of Sweden^ 
a confiderable Sum, on the Security of it, it was 
by Agreement fold to the late King George, for 
three Millions of Dollars. 

S TA DE is the moft confiderable Place in the 
Duchy of Bremen, on the River Scbwing, which 
falls into the Elb, about two Engtijh Miles below it. 
It is about five German Miles from Haniburgy and 
about twelve from Bremen. This City had for- 
merly the Title of a Marquifate, and Henriciis 
Calvus, who, at the fame Timcj poflTcfe'd Dit- 
marjb, was made the firft Marquis of it, by tien- 
runs Auceps, in 940, His Succcflbrs were 4ikc- 
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wife, MaRjuifes of Brandenburg^ and refided at 
yilten-Landsbergy four German Miles from Berlin. 
Hartwicky the Jaft of the Line, who was firft Pro- 
voft, and afterwards Archbifljop of Bremen, left 
it to that Metropolitan^ and died in 1168. And 
tho* Henry y the Lion^ of Saxony, took Pofleffion 
of it, when he was put in the Ban of the Empire, 
it was reftor'd in 1 180. It was afterwards a free 
Jmperial City, and one of the Hanfe, but in 1648, 
was, by the Treaty of Munfter, given up to Sweden, 
together with the See of Bremen. In 1676, it was 
taken by the Duke of Brumfwick ; but, in 1680, 
was reftor*d to Sweden. In 1712, it was taken by 
the King of Denmark, after a very vigorous De- 
fence, and was fold, together with the whole Duchy, 
to the late King George^ as Eleftor of Hanover^ 
and is now in the Poffcirion ctf his prefent Majefty, 
and like to remain {o. The Fortifications, which 
were almofl: ruin'd at the laft Siege, are repaired, 
and the Place put into a good Condition of Da- 
fence 5 but a great Part of the Tpwn, which* was 
then laid in Afnes, is yet unbuilt. 

At the Mouth of the Scbwing, at a Place call'd 
Brunjhufen, our King has a confiderable Toll, 
where all Ships coming out of the Sea, up the 
Elb, are obliged to ftop, and give an Account of 
their Loading •, for which^ at their Arrival at 
Hamburg, they are obliged to pay a certain Duty, 
according to a Book of Rates, to a Coraptrollef 
plac'd there, for that Purpofe, by the Government 
of Hanover. The Hamburghefs, however, are 
not obliged to flop here, an ancient Right, which 
they have long enjoy*d, on Account of their being 
^t the Charge of buoying the River, and keeping 
the Light- Houfe at Helgoland. In Order to obligp 
all Ships to bring to, there rides a Ship of 24 Guns' 
at Anchor on the Ell, at the Entrance into the 
Sc/jwi^g>, which wears Englijh Colors \ and on the 
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Shoar, near it^ is a Fort that has a certain Nam* 
ber tiF Cannon mounted, which command the 
Channel of the River. This Man of War is of 
Service to die Ei^liflb in Trade and Navigation ; 
for when, at any Time, as I have been informed 
it frequently happens, the Hamburgbers have, by 
fome iflicit Means or others, procurM Engltjh 
MiHterrMiMVzSts^ or have fuflfer'd their Shippers 
to decoy Englijb Sailors into their Service, the 
Government of Stade^ at the Rcqueft of Mr. IV-^cb^ 
has made no Difficulty to caufe fuch Hamburgher 
Ships to be ftop'd by their Man of War, and En- 
gUjh Pafles and Sailors to be taken out, and de- 
Jiver'd to the Britijb Minifter, and I am informed 
Mr. Lr^ — d. has been lately here on fuch an Oc* 
cafion. By this Means a Stop has, in a great Mea« 
fure, been put to fuch clandenine Praftices, and the 
Ri^ts and Freedom of the EngUJh Commerce 
preferv*d. The Captain of this Man of War, 
hearing there was an E^glifi Gentleman in the 
Flace, invited me in a very polite Manner, to dine 
on board his Ship, and gave me a very elegant 
lUceptlon. I have been here, and in the Neighbor* 
bbod, about three Weeks ; fo defign to return to 
Harfiurg to morrow, and, after a Ihort flay there, 
CO vifit Lubeck^ fome other Parts of Holfteini and 
the Duchy of Metkletiburg^ of which my future 
Letters ihall give you the beH: Account I Ihall be 
able to procure. In the mean Time, &^. 
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Letter XLI. 

S I Ry Hamburg. 

Y laft to you was of the ■ i- ■ from 
Stade i I departed the next Day for this 
Place, and had a very pleafant Journy, 
chiefly on artificial Dykes, raiVd to 
keep the Elb from overflowing its Banks, and lay- 
ing the low Lands under Water ; which it other- 
wife would frequently do, efpecially at Spring tides j 
and there have been fome Inftances of iiich high 
Tides, with North-Weft Winds, that have even 
overflowed thefe artificial Banks^ or, by the Violence 
of the Flood, broke thro* them ; which, at fucb 
Times, have been the Caufe of great Mifery and Dc- 
folation to the Inhabitants. I remember, upon this 
'pccafion, a very remarkable Story told me by a 
noted Hamburg Shiver ^ cali'd Ulrick Janjfen. 
This honeft Man, being coming from London for 
Hamburgh two or three Days after foch a Difafter, 
when he approach'd the Elb^ obferved fomething, 
at a Diftance, driving on the Surface of the Sea, 
which he at firft, jrnaginM to be the Wreck of a 
Ship, and, by the Help of a Glals, percciv'd fome 
People upon it. Upon this, he made up towards 
it ; but how great was his Surprife, when coming 
nearer, he found it to be the thatch'd Roof of a 
Houfe, which had been drove away by the Inun- 
dation, with a Man, a Woman, and five Children 
iiting aftride upon it, almoft periih'd with Hunger 
and Cold , having been drove about, in that Con- 
dition, without any Suftenance, 42 Hours ; whofe 

Lives, 
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Livesy he, however, faved, by taking them into his 
Ship, and carrying them with him to Hamburg. 
But to return to my Journy ; I obfcrved, almoft 
the whole Way to Boxtehude^ adjacent to thefe 
artificial Banks, were Orchards, containing a pro- 
digious Nupiber of all Manner of Fruit- trees, the 
Produft of which are, in their feveral Seafons, 
carried to Market to Hamburg. There, likewifc, 
appeared a Chearfulnefs in the Countenances of the 
Boorsy that, together with their Houfes (one End 
of which are, at leaft, brick'd and til'd, and fomc 
of them of two Stories) plainly fhews the FruitfuU 
ncfs of this Part of the Country, beyond that I 
pafe*d thro% in my Way from Bremen. 

BOXTEHVDE, which I juft mentioned in 
a former Letter, on Occafion of my Journy from 
Bremen to Hamburgh was, in ancient Times, a 
City and Fortrefs of fome Note, and as fuch ad- 
mited into the Hanfeatick League. Its firft Rife 
was by Means of a Convent of Nuns, founded in 
that Fkce, by a Noble Family of the &me Name, 
and, in the Time of Emperor if ^^i^A I. Arch- 
bifliop Gifelbert endowed it with the Priveleges of 
a City \ which it, indeed, ftill retains, and has 
Burghermafters and Senators, but is othcrwife, at 
this Time, little better than a Village, It is 
fituated on the River Eft^ about a German Mile 
from its Conflux with the Eliy and about three from 
Hamburgh in the Duchy of Bremen^ and confe- 
quently now fubjeft to our King, as Eleftor of 
Hanover, It is now remarkable for nothing but 
an idle Story they tell you in Hamburgh as a Banter 
upon thofe who are fuppos'd to want fuch a Repair 
of Nature ; that there is a Smith in this PlacCj, 
who, with the Affiftance of his Daughter, has 
the Art of new fteeling the Memlrum Virile -, but 
Avhence this ridiculous Talc firft arofe, I am not 
informed. As, the iaft Time ot my being here, I 

crofb'd 
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crofsM the Elb^ and went by Land to Hamburg 5 fo 
I now went up that River by Water, and arrived 
here, with Wind and Tide, in about two Hours. 
I I, A ND E D at the Baum baufZy of which I 
gave you a Defcription in a former Letter, and, 
in my Walk from thence to my Lodgings, ob- 
ferved, to my great Surprize, at almoft every 
Door, a Bullock tied, and the Streets very filthy 
with the Blood and Excrements of thefe Beafts. 
Upon Enquiry, I found it was cuftomary, at this 
Time of the Year, for every Houfe-keeper to 
flaughter a Bullock, and fome two or three, ac- 
cording to the Largenefs of their Families, for their 
Winter-Provifion j which is done with great For- 
mality in their Houfes, and is generally attended 
with great Feafting and Expence. During this 
Seafon, which lafts fix or eight Weeks, there is a 
live Market for Bullocks, three Days in the Week, 
which lafts till Noon, Thither every Burgher re- 
pairs, to buy his Bead or Beafts, ; and having 
bargained for them, they are drove to their Hou- 
fes, where they ftand tied to their Doors, three or 
four Hours, for a Shew, to be admir'd by their 
Neighbours and Acquaintance. In the Afternoon, 
they are led into the Hall or Entrance into the 
Houfe, fometimes with great Difficulty, up feve- 
ral Steps, where they are flaughter'd, and after 
^they are flay'd, and the Intrails taken out, arc 
hung up by the hind Legs, adorn*d, in a ridiculous 
Manner, with cut Paper on the Fore-legs, in Imi- 
tation of Ruffles, and a large Bunch of the fame 
on the Tail ; a fine Damask- Napkin a-crols the 
Breaft, the Body expanded, and frequently a Board, 
or Shelf in the Infide, with a large Glafs, of two 
Quarts or more of Wine upon it, to entertain 
every one who comes, to drink to the Heakh, or 
pious Memory (call it which you pleafe) of the De- 
ceafcd. In thi3 Manner, they hang two or three 

Days, 
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Days, and nothing but Feafting during the whole 
Time ; infomuch, that it is common to fpeod as 
much at thefe ridiculous Feftivals, as their Bullocks 
coft them. In the mean Time, the good Wives, 
with three, four, or more Afliftants, have their 
full Employ, in preparing the Guts and Garbage, 
of which they make an Infinity of different favory 
Diflies, whtch are prcferv'd lor themfeive^ and Ser- 
▼ant3 i and nothing is thrown away but the Excre- 
ineiits^ and a Fart only of the Blood, which they 
feem likewife to part unwillingly with. Generally 
the third D&y, the Bullocks are cut up into proper 
Pieces for falting and fmoaking, beicig firft duly 
weighed, and the neat Produ£l faithfolly regifterM, 
to tumifli Matter for Difcourie for a Month after- 
wards: And, indeed, during this whole Sea* 
ibn^ you hear of nothing elfe« Public and 
private Houfes, Taverns, Coffee and Ale-houfes, 
the Eaocbange, the Senat, and the Coniiftory, and, 
if I am not mifinform*d, the very Churches tob, 
rtn^ of nothing elfe. In fhort, all other Tranf* 
a£hons feem to be in Sulpence, and fwallowed 
up in diisl. If you go into a Shop, to chea« 
pen a Pound of Tea, or any other Commo- 
(lity, it is twenty to one but, inftead of an Anfwer, 
fhe Mafter accofts you with a «^ Sk, I never was 
r' fo fortunate in the Choice of a Beaft, as this 
*^ Year. It was the charming^fl Creature, it would 
*< have done you Good to have feen and felt it; 
*f I had fo many Hundred of Meat, fuch a Quan- 
*V tity of Suet, and 1 fold the Hide for fo much \ 
^* fo that, all Things confider*d, it coft me but fo 
« much a Pound. What think you. Sir, didqot 
** I make a good Puchafe ? Have^ not I a gopd 
« Oxen-Underftanding ?'• If you have Patience 
ta hear him out^ it is pofTible you may, in about 
a Quarter of an Hour, have an Anfwer to 
your Queftion 5 Uit if you interrupt him, if is a 

great 
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great Chance but you are difmifsM, as^ Perloa 
ifi^ho has no Tafte ; he will rather lofe your Cuftom^ 
than his Story. 

Bu T to proceed ; it was not without fome Dif- 
ikulty, as well as Danger, that I made my Way 
thro* this Inundation of Filth3 and Hurry and Con- 
fufion of Men and Beads » to my own Lodgings ; 
and if ever I wiih'd myfelf in London^ for the Con- 
venience of a Hackny Coach, it was at this Time : 
For tho* there is no Want of Coaches here, which 
are let to hire, by the Day or half Da^, at an 
eafy Rate ; yet you never find them plying in the 
Street } and when you want one, you muft befpeak 
it, at leaftt an Hour before-hand. Glad I was^ 
when I found my&lf fafely houfed, and I imme- 
diately took a Refolucion, not to fet a Foot in the 
Street again, *till this idle Story was over. While 
I was reBeding on the Folly of the Hamhurghen^ 
who could put tbemfelves to fuch an unnece0ary 
Expence, and undergo fo much Inconvenience, 
both at home and abroad, to feed a ridioi* 
lous Vanity, that tends to no End, but to ex- 
pofe them to the Laughter of every Man of good 
Senfe, Mr. L d came to wdcome me to 

Hamburg again. We had no fooner got over the 
pfual Compliments, than I acquainted him, how I 
had been employing my Thoughts. He concurM 
widi me in condemning the univerfal Madnefit 
of the Hamhurgbers^ at this Time of the Year, and 
he told me^ that to expofe it to the utmoft of his 
Power, and, if poflibie to fharoe them out of it, 
he had, two Years before, caus*(J a Dramatic Piece 
.to be writen on the Subjeft, in which all the Cif- 
cumftancesof this egregious FoHy were painted in 
the moft lively Colors : But that, after the firft 
Night of Afting, when it had all the Profpcft m 
the World of a great Run, the Senat took it ^in 

their 
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their wife Noddles, to ifliie a Prohi!?ition againft 
t. They would, it feems, have fupprefs*d the 

Books too, but they being in Mr. L ^^'s Cuf- 

tody, were out of their Reach. They were aftcrr 
wards difpers'd throughout the whole Town, and it 
appearing that, tho* it did not want Satyr, there was 
not a fingle pcrfonal Refledtion in the whole Piece, 
and only die Follies of the Times ftruck at in 
general Chataders, their Prohibition did not do 
them much Honor. 

Mr. L rf tells me he is making great Pre- 
parations for celebrating their Majellies Coronation 
in the moil fplendid Manner, and that he believes I 
Ihall be better pleased with what will be exhibited, on 
this Occafion, on the Opera-Stage, than I was with 
that on the late King's Birth-Day. I (hall, there- 
fore, defer ray Journy to Luheck, till I have been 
a Partaker of thefc Diverfions, of which my next 
may probably give you fome Account, I am, 6fr. 




Letter XLII. 

S I R^ Hamburg: 

TOLD you in my laft what great 
Preparations were making for the Cele- 
bration of their Majefties Coropation, 
^^.w^^ n^ore particularly in the Opera-Hou(e, v 
where the Stage, tho% at all Times, one of the 
largeft I have fcen, was upon this Occafion leng- 
thened and rais'd. I can now tell you, that what 
was exhibited there, exceeded even my Expettation j 
and tho* 1 thought the Illumination on the late 
Kirig^s Birth- Day very extraordinary, 1 muft con- 

fefs 
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fefs this infinitely furpafsM not only that, but any 
'thing of the like Nature, I imagined a Stage could 

have produced. Mr. L J, who had taken 

upoh him not only the fole Direftion and Manage- 
ment, but the fole Invention of it, had, indeed, 
told nic, he had Mr. IV- — rA's Orders to fpare for 
no Expence, and had fhewn me fome Skitchcs of 
his Defign ; which tho* I could not but approve of 
in the Theory, I very much queftionM whether he 
would be able to bring to Execution. He has, 
however, fucceeded, with the higheft Approbation 
of the Speftators 5 and I (hall give you the beft 
Account I can of this Performance, within the 
Oompafs of a L^etter, refering for the Reft, to the 
printed Relation, with the Rcprefentations finely 
engraven, which I fhall fend you, with the firft 
Opportunity of Shiping, 

The Pit and Boxes, were embeliih*d, and 
illuminated, upon thisOccafion, in a very extraor- 
dinary and beautiful Manner. Mr* L d had 

caufed an entire new Dramma of three Afts to be 
written and compofed for this Purpofe, caird Gr^^ 
Britain Rejoycingj which was purpofcly fo contrived, 
to introduce all the Grandeur of Shew, pompous 
Mufic, and fplendid Dances pofTible ; and for each 
Aft, he had invented a new and feparate Illumi- 
nation, beiides another which was introducM in the 
Middle of the firft Ad. 

The Curtain rofe at the GQnclufion of the Over- 
ture, as ufual, but to give the Audience an Op^ 
portunity of viewing the Beauty of the Stage, a 
pompous Symphony continued playing for fome 
Time, before the Dramma begun, and the fame 
was obferved at the Begining of each Aft. 

The firft Illumination, at the Opening of the 
Stage, reprefcnted a vaft Hall, finely embelli(h*d 
and illuminated, and decorated, on both Sides, 
with gilt Statues of the xnoft renowned Kings of 

England^ 
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England^ on Pedeftals of white Marble^ curioufly 
adorned, 

Om the Front of the Stage, at the £ntrance 
into this Halt, was a noble triumphal Arch, find/ 
illuminated, refting upon tranfparent Pillars, of a 
bright Red^ adorn^ with green Foliage, and gilt 
Gbmilhes. 

Between thefe Pillars fit, on elevated Threes, 
two of the principal Female Singers, in proper Ha- 
bits, repreienting Virtue and Honor: And over them 
^ere two large tranfparent Efcutcheons, with pro*- 
jper Devices, adornM with Ecftoons, and fuppor- 
led each by two flying Angels. 

Over this triumphal Arch, in the Middle, was 
reprefented a noble Temple, tranfparent, dedicated 
to Firtue and Honor^ on each Side of which were 
emblematical Reprefentations, and, in the Archi- 
trave, a Latin Infcription, in Letters of GoBi 
Ihewing il}e Occafion of this Illumination. 

WiTHiN'tbe triumphal Arch, on each Side of 
the Hall, was a^uble Row of twelve tranfparent 
PiUars, of a bright Red, adornM with green Fo^^ 
liage, and hung with Trophies. 

BsTWEEiY thefe Pillars, ftood the gilt Statues i 
mentionM before, and over each was a tranfparent 
Arch, with an Efcutcheon, bearing the Arms of 
Englmdj differently quartered, according to its fe- 
veral Additions, from Time to Time. 

Ui»oN thefe 24 Pillars, refted fix tranfparent 
Ardies, which crofs^d the whole Stage, reprefent* 
ing fix of the principal Glories of the Britijb Na- 
tion. E^ch Arch had three Divifions, and in 
every one was a fuitable emblematic Reprefentation, 
with a Juotin Infcription. 

BsHiKD thefe Arches, were three Piazzas of 
tranfparent Pillars, one large, in the Middle, and 
two lefs, on each Side, which led to a fpacious 

Amphi« 
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Amphitheater, adorn'd with traniparent Nichesi 
Orange-Trees and gilt Statues,' 

Before the middle Walk, upon a Pedeftal of 
white Marble, (tood the 4rm» of Greal BtiUuu^ 
with its Supporters: And before the two Side 
Walks, tikewife on Pedeftals, the Initial Lectdm 
of their Majefties Names, all traniparent, with 
proper Infcriptions on the Pedeftals. 

The fecond Iliumbation, which appeared about 
the Middle of the firft A^, eonftftcd of a large 
Machine of Clouds, of the Breadth of the whole 
Stage, whiqh defcended behind the triumphal Arch» 
about half Way. In the Front were fix tranfpa^ 
rent Pillars, which fupported five Arches, all adorn'ct 
with Foliage and Flowers, in their natural ColorSj^ 
and Feftoons of the iame, fupported by flying 
Cupids } who likewife bore the Arms of Great 
Britain over the middlemoft Arch, and four Fields 
of it over the other four. 

Under the middelmoft Arch, on an elevated 
Throne, fat a Singer, reprefenting the Goddefe 
Fame\ and under the four other Arches, twooit 
each Side, four Nyniphs, her Companions, hold- 
ing each a tranfparent Efcutcheon, with Infcriptions, 
in Honor to their Majefties, which in their Pe- 
fcent, they fixed on the Arch. 

FA M E having fung her Part, being accom^ 
panied by her Companions in the Chorus, the 
whole Machine re-afcend«d and left the Stage as if 
was before. 

At the End of the firft Aft, the three Piazzas,* 
and the Amphitheatre, difappear'd, and difcover'd 
the third lUuminatior, which reprefented the hinder 
Part of the Hall, upon an Elevation, to which 
there were two Aicents, with a Balluftrade betweea 
them. This Part of the Hall was richly deco- 
rated, in Honor to the prefent Royal Family. On 
each Side, were five white tranfparent rillar^, 

adorned 
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adorned with Foliage, fupporting as many tranf- 
parent Arches, with Infcriptions. 

Towards the farther fend of this Elevation, 
and under the fourth Arch, flood, upon two white 
Marble Pedeftals, Statues of their Majefties, In 
their Royal Coronation Rob^s ; over which hovcr*d 
two Angels, who, with one Hand, held the Crowns 
over their Heads, and, in the other, had Trum- 
pets, on the Fanes of which Were proper Infcrip- 
tions, 

O N each Side of their Majeflies, fbmething for- 
warder, flood, upon two lower Pedeftals, Statues 
of their Royal HighnefTes, the Prince of Wales^ 
and the Duke of Cumberland j and yet more for- 
ward, upon five lefTer Pedeftals, in the Form erf' a 
Half-Moon, the Statues of five Angels, to repr^- 
fcnt the five PrincefTes t And upon all the Pedeftals 
were fuitable Infcriptions. 

Behind alt thefe, on an Ellevation of foo^e Steps, 
was reprefented an Altar, on and about which, 
iffrere fcveral emblematidal Figures, Devices and 
Infcriptions, for a farther Account of which, as 
well as of all the other Infcriptions, which give Life 
to the Whole, I muft refer you, for Brevity's Sake^ 
to the printed Relation. 

At the End of the fecond Afl, that Part of 
the elevated Hall, which reprefented the Altar, 
£sf^. difappeared, and difcover'd the fourth Illumi* 
nation, which confifted of a beautiful Heaven of 
Glory of tranfparent Clouds, upon a higher Ele- 
vation. In the Middle of this Glory, featedona 
Throne, was reprefenied Providence, having Wif* 
dom on her Right Hand, and the Public Good on 
her Left, attended by feveral Nymphs, repre- 
fenting the Cardinal Virtues. 

Providence, and her Retinue, being defcended 
Dutof the Clouds, and advanced to the Front of the 
Stage, there rofe a gjiorious Sun behind her Throne, 

whofc 
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whofe Beams diffused thcmfclves over the whole 
Stage, and, in the Middle of it, were difcover'd 
the Initial Letters of their Majefties Names. The 
Sun-Beams gave, at the fame Time, Light to two 
large ConftcIIations, on each Side of it, in which 
were the Initial Letters of the Names of the two 
Princes ; and to five fmaller under it, with the Ini* 
tial Letters of the Names of the Princefles. Un- 
der all which was a proper Latin Iiifcription, 

Thb Stage was now above lOO Foot long, 40 
Foot broad, and 32 Foot high, in the Front, all, 
even the Plat-fonds, tranfparent, which diminifh* 
ing, according to the Rules of Perfpeftive, give it 
the Appearance of twice the Length: And the 
Beauty of it was fo engaging, that the Curtain 
being pur pofely not let down, the greater Part of 
the Audience pleafed themfelves with a View of it, 
long after the Drama was finifhed. 

After the Opera was ended, Mr. fp^ — — i 
gave a very grand Entertainment to all the Public 
Minifters, Nobility and Gentry, in and about 
Hamburg, with their Ladies, at which, likewife, 
were prefcnt Deputations of the Scnat, the Chap- 
ter, and the Britijh Society ; and after Supper a 
Ball, which lafted 'till the next Morning. At the 
iamc Time, the Britijh Society had an Entertain- 
ment at their Bowling- Green, where, likewifc, was 
a handfom Ilhimination. The next Night, the 
fame Piece was performed again at the Opera-hovXc^ 

after which Mr. IF b gave a Supper and a Ball 

to the Britijh Society, and their Families. After 
the third Time of performing this Piece, this wor- 
thy Gentleman gave a Ma^uerade to above 700 
Ptrfons of both Sexes, where the moft delicious 
Wines, and all Manner pf Refrefhmentswerediftri- 
buted in great Plenty, the whole Night, and with 
that this Solemnity ended: Which, from the 
Begining to the Endy was carried on with all pof- 
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fible Splendor, and, at the fame Time, with the 
greateft Order and Decency, that could poffibly be 
expcdled on fuch an Occafion, very much to the 
Credit of the Brttifli Nation, and to the Honor of 
his Majcfty's Minifter, who, without Doubt, cx- 

?nded, upon this Occadon, at Icaft, a Couple of 
ears Salary, I dcfign, in my next, to give 
you a more particular Account of the Mafquerade, 
'till when, as ever, i^c. 



Letter XLIII. 

S I R^ Hamburg. 

|R, L D having been fogood 

T to fend me a Couple of Tickets for 
the Mafquerade, as I had Time upon 
J my Hands, I was tempted once more 
i to mifpend a few Hours, at a Diver* 
fion, the Folly and Abfurdity of which, notwith- 
fianding the apparent Grandeur of it, had long 
fince given mean AverBon to : And I was, befides, 
prompted to it by an Incident, which I thought 
might (as it, indeed, did) afford me fome reafon. 
able Amufcmcnt, a Thing not very common at 
thefe Affemblies. There happen'd, at this Time, 
to be an Englijh Ship in Hamburgh from Penfyl- 
vatM, the Captain of which had brought a young 
In£an lad with him, for whom, tho' his Appren- 
tice, I found he had a very great Value. He 
lecm'd to be about 17 Years of Age, of a light 
Olive Complexion, that could but juit be call'd 
tawny j thro' which, however, an agreable Rud. 
dioels, not very common in thefe People/ appear'd 

on 
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on* his Checks and Lips. He was tall and. wcU- 
made, with fineEye brows, and long Hair hanging 
down his Back, as black as a Coal. His Matter, 
who had cloaih'd him very handfomly, carried him 
^ich him into all Companies, and once brought 
him to dine with me. This Youth had got the 
Englijh Tongue in tolerable Perfcftion, and difco- 
ver'd a fprightly Genius^ by his Enquiries, as well 
as by an eager Dcfirc of being acquainted with the 
Nature and Circumftances of every Thing that 
feem*d ftrange to him ; with which he (he\rd, at 
the fame Time, a flrong and folid, tho* unculti- 
vated Judgment, in all his Reafonings. This 
tempted me to carry him once with me to the 
Opera, a Diverfion, of which I could not, with 
all the Rhetoric I was Mafter of, make him con- 
ceive the lead Idea ; and there, I muft cpnfefs, 
the Queftions which meer Nature prompted him 
to put to me, gave me inBnitely more Satisfadtion 
than the Drama, I was fenfible the Mafquerade 
would furnifh him ivith Objedts enough to employ 
as well his Wonder as his Curiofity : I, therefore, 
refolvcd to carry him with me, and began to anti- 
cipate the Pleafure I (hould have in Obicrvations 
{>urely natural, on Things in which Nature had 
ittle or no Part. 

The Day being come, I provided a Couple of 
Dreffes for myfelf, and my youne Companion, 
and I had a Sample of the Pleafure I was going to 
enjoy, even before I went out of my Lodgings. 
While I was puting on my own Habit, which was 
a purple Domino^ cdg'd with Gold-Lace, Fidelio 
(which was the Name the Captain had given my 
young Indian) ask'd me, in what Country that 
Habit was wore? I told him, Venice. Sure^ (replied 

he) the Inhabitants of that Country mufi he all great 
and wife Men ? the Ricbnefs of it padded he) is a 

Mark of their Grandeur^ as the Decency and Gra- 

C c 2 vity 
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t^'i/v of it is of their fFifdom^ I fmird, and pleas'd 
him with telling him his Obfcrvation was juft. For 
him I had procured a Spanijh Habit of white Satin, 
edg'd with Gold, and lin'd with Scarlet "Taffela, 
a (hort Spanijh Cloak hanging on one Shoulder, of 
the fame, a white Hat, with a Gold-Lace, a Scar- 
hi Frather, ahd Silk Stockings of the fame Color. 
Thustqyip'd, my young Indian^ for all his Gra- 
vity, could not forbear being proud of his own 
Appearance. He view*d himfelf, with great At- 
tention, frrom Head to Foot, fmil'd at every Limb 
he caft his Eye upon, and run at every Moment to 
the Looking- GUfs, to fee thofe Parts his Eye could 
notcortimand. He often fpread his Cloak, and, 
I found, would have been better pleas'd, had it 
it been expanded more in View, over both Shoul- 
ders. 5ir, (faid he) at Length, after having fuffi- 
cienrly admir'd himfelf, the Inhabitants of the Coun- 
try where this Drefs is worn^ are furely all fuch fine 
mmble Gentlemen^ as we faw at the Opera (/ think 
you call it ;) lamfo light in itjnyfelfy that^ tnetbinks^ 
I want nothing more than the Muftc to guide my 
Steys^ to he as good a Dancer as the beft of them. 
And, indeed, he was fo gay, that, had there been 
a FiJdie, I believe he would have begun to prac- 
t!ie on the Spot. I fmilM at his Innocence, to 
think the Habit and the Mufic were alone fufficient 
to form the Dancer : And told him, that the* his 
Remark, as to the Gayety of the Drefs, was juft ; 
ycr there was a great deal more required to attain 
to the Arc he made fo light of ; and as for the 
S^aniardSy an Imitation of whofe Drefs he had on^ 
liicy were the very Reverfe of what he thought, 
the graved People upon Earth. Sure^ then (replied 
he,) they fall very Jhort of the Venetians, in Point 
of Wtjdom He was ruminating for a Remark

Time we (hould be at the Diverfion we were going 
to partake of. jind what Advantage ^ Sir^ (faid 
he, in the utmoft Surprize) can we reap from this 
Diverfion (as you call it) where we are going, that 
can induce us to be afhanCd of the Faces the wife Cre- 
ator of Mankind has given us ? This 9 it is true is 
by far fairer than mine 5 but (added he) I am fo 
pleased with what I have^ thaty were it poj/ible, I 
think Ifhouldbe loth to change. Htre we were in* 
terrupted by the Maid, to acquaint me my Coach 
was at the Door, and we immediately went into 
it J but it was not without much Difficulty, I per- 
fuaded Fidelio to put on his Mask. I was forcM to 
tell him, that, in Order to go thro* this World, 
with Prudence, we muft often conform to Cuftoms, 
which in our Hearts we could not approve of j 
and that, tho' the Entertainment we were going to 
was one of thofe I had not the greatcft Value for^ 
yet it might give us OccaOon to make Ibme Reflec- 
tions, that might be of future Service to him. 

The Place Mr. IV ch had pitchM upon for 

this Entertainment was exceeding proper for ir, 
being a large Orangery y or Nurf:rry-Houfe for ex- 
otic Plants, built for that Purpofe, by a famous 
Gardiner, but now out of Ufe. It is behind a 
Row of Houfcs, at fome Diftance from the Street, 
which, with a Guard at the Entry, fcreen'd it from 
all thofe Infults, that frequently happen, upon fuch 
Occafions, from the Populace. This Place is 
equally divided into two fpacious Halls, and a fine 
Entrance or Fefiibule between them, with large 
Folding- Doors, oppofite to each other, which being 
taken away upon this Occafion, the Whole was laid 
open into one Length, and might be, as near as I 
couM guefs, about 200 Foot long, and 50 broad, 
Thefc two Halls were finely decorated with Look* 
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ing-Glaflfes, Branches and Lu(lres> and an infinite 
Number of Wax-Gandles, with a fcparate Band of 
Mufic in each : And, in the Paffage between them, 
was a very large Bouffei^ where fevcral of Mr. 
W^-— rib's Servants in Livery, and other Atten- 
dants, waited to diftribute Wine, and all Manner 
of Re&eftiments. I no Iboner enter -d, than I 
found wherewithal to employ all the five Senfes, 
The Eye was fufiiciently delighted with the Beauty 
and Symmetry of the Decorations, together with 
the Magnificence of fome of the Masks, and the 
Singularity of others ; The Ear with the Excellency 
of the Mufic 1 and the Tafte with the moft delici- 
ous TVines. * I cannot, indeed, fay, that the Senfe 
of Feeling was fo agreably gratified with me, as I 
found it was with fome others, but that I had fuch 
a Senie, the Crowd about me gave me evident 
Proofs : And for that of Smelling, it was not al- 
ways fo pleafingly entertaiu'd, a^ the mofl: of us 
could have wifli'd. 

i HAD refolved not to fpeak a Word to -Rirfi?, 
•tfll he fliould himfelf give me an Qpjx)rtunity, hy 
declaring his Thoughts of what he faw and heard. 
I perceiv'd the utmoft Conhifion of Mind in hinn ^t 
our firft Entrance into the Hall : Pleafure, Doubt, 
Fear and Wonder feem-d alternatively to have thd 
Aicendant there. I watch'd hitn narrowly, but in 
fuch Manner, as if he was theleaft of my Care: I 
obferved him fometimes (landing (lock-dill, then 
advancing a few Paces,, and then retiring again. 
When any fplendid, or even but decent Mask ap- 
proachM him, I found he was at a Lofs, in what 
Manner to (hew the Refpeft he thought due to Per- 
fons, whom he itnagin'd fo much his Superiors, as 
their Drefs (hewed them to be : But when any rid j- 
cutousor frightftil Mask came near him,- 1 pcr- 
ceivM he would gladly have been at a greater 
Diflance. A Policinelh putifig himiiilf io tltt Pot 
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ture of that Chara(5ler, juft under his Nofe, con- 
verted him to a motionlcfs Statue, 'till Punchy en* 
rag'd that his Wit had no greater EffeA upon 
him, laid hold of one of his Elbows, and gave 
him a Twirl quite round j at the fame Time, a 
Scaramouch came up, and after having ftared him 
full in the Face, with a frightful Grin, took him 
by the other Arm, and obliged him to make the 
fame Tour back again. Poor Ftdelio^ half fright- 
ed out of the little Prefence of Mind he had left, 
and not being able to conceive in. what all thiswou'd 
end, fix'd his Eyes upon the Door ; and if I had 
not feiz'd him, that Moment, by the Hand, was 
jull going to (hew them a light Pair of Heels for 
it. I carried him to a Corner of the Room, where 
finding Part of a Bench empty, we feated ourfelves. 
It was fome Time before the poor Boy could recover 
the Ufe of his Speech \ but, at Length, he burft 
out, with fome Vehemency, Are thefe Figures^ Sir^ 
which we have here before usj human Creatures f 
Yes, my Dear, (was my Anfwcr) they are all Men 
and Women, all our own Species : But^ Sir^ (re- 
plied he, with yet greater Vehemence) are they 
reafonable Men and Women ? Are they Chriftians f 
I alfar'd him, they were all endued with reafonable 
Souls, as we were, and, for any Thing that I knew, 
Chriftians. How is it then, (continued he) that ma- 
ny ofibemput onfuch Shapes and Figures^ as would^ 
were they reaU be a Difgrace to human Nature^ and 
behave in fo brutijh a Manner^ as^ even among us, 
would be thought the Height of Folly and MMnefs. 
I was preparing to put the beil Giofs upon thefe 

Things I could, when Mr. L dy who, I 

perceived, was deputed by Mr. IV ch to do 

the Honors of the Place, came by us, in his own 
proper Habit. I took him by the Hand, and de- 
firing him to fit down by me, put off my Mask, 
and difcover'd my fclf to him. I gave Ftdelio^ at

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the fame Time, to onderftand, he might do fo 
likewife 5 but how overjoyM was the poor Youth, 
to fee at leaft one Perfon, who had the Appearance 
of a reafbnable Creature, ztnorig fo many Hun- 
dreds, whom he thought befides themieives. I di- 
verted ^!r. L d with a Relation of our 

Adventure, who thereupon left us for a Moment, 
but returnM with a Servant who brought us a 
Plate of Biskets, with a Bottle of Champaign, to 
comfort our young Indian. A Couple of Glafles 
inlpir'd him with frefli Vigor, and, by Degrees, 
we gave him foch an Idea of the Matter, that he 
began to be, in fome Meafure, reconcil'd to it: 
But all our Skill was not fufficient to prevail upoQ 
bim to go the Length of the Hall alone. Our 
Bottle being out, he again betrayed his \^^ant of 
Experience, by offering to put a Spanijh Dollar 

into Mr. L ^s Hand to pay for it, and upon 

i>ur telling him, this was all at the fole Expence of 
one Qentleman, he thought, hy AlU we meant the 
Cload)S, Jewels, and whatever elfe he had ieen, 
and concluded, he mufi furely he the King^ or^ at 
hafiy Governor of fome mighty Nation : For (added 
be) there are many Habits here^ one of which would 
furchafe a King^ with all his Sulje5is^ in my Coun- 

try. 

We were now fauntering thro* the Crowd 
again, when I accidentally efpied a Made, in the 
Habit of a Grecian .Philofopher, having a long 
Perfpeftive, in his Hand, with which, I obferv'd, 
he was very attentively viewing feveral Perfbns 
round about him, in different Parts of the Halh 
This prompted me to aik him, what valuable Difco- 
vertes be bad made ? None very valuable (laid he ; ) 
and upon my puting the Queftion, fp^at in parttcu-- 
lar? I fee (replied he) amidfi this Scene of pretended 
PleafureSf nothing but the Reverfe of them : tdifcover^ 
iy the Help of my Glafs, weary Limbs ^ Sftemper'd 

^ Brdns 
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Brains^ empty Pockets^ depraved yhpetiteSf broken 
CanfHtutionsy irregular Defires^ fuUieli Reputations^ 
andy what is worfi of ally evil Ctrnfciences. My 
Mind immediately mifgave me, the Perlbn I was 
difcourfing with, could be no other than my learned 
Friend ^ and I was not niiftaken ; for he imme- 
diately lifted up his Mafk, and, at the £ime Time, 
told me, that his Glafs^ which bad the Virtue^ to 
JheWy not only the exterior^ but the interior Image fff 
the Perfon towards whom it was direHedj had long 
fince difiover^d me to him ; and he hadfpoken to me 
foonery but for interrupting me in thg agreable Con^ 
verfation be heard me ha^e with a young Foreigner. 
This furprisM me, and my Anfwer was, I con«* 
ceiv'd, by the Defcription he had already givea 
me of the Virtues of his Glafs, that it was a won** 
derful Help to the Eyes : But how thai conJd 
quiken his Hearing to that Degree, to kao^ our 
Converfation, at fo great a Diftance, I was at % 
Lois to comprehend. Oh! (replied he, pirili;!^ 
at the fame Time,' a little Silver Inftrutnenc, it% 
Shape not unHke a German Pofl^born, out of hcs 
Bofom) / am provided for that too: liis little Horn 
(faid he) rightly applied to the Ear^ at a proper 
Dijiancey has the Virtue to raife the lowrft^ and mofi 
fecret Wk^fpersy to difiin£t and intelligiUe Sounds. 
While we were thus difcourfing, a whole VoUy of 
Cards came flying over our Heads, from an ad- 
joining Gaming-Tablc, and, looking about us, 
.we faw a Perfon, in the Habic of a Scaramouch^ 
raving, tearing his Cards, and throwing them, in 
that Manner, over his Head, in Hopes, wich them, 
to get rid of the ill Fortune which attended him. 
My Friend having; applied his Glafs, iatisfied my 
Curiofity with telling me, that Signor Scaramuzzo^ 
was a young worthlcfs Rake, a Canon ♦, whf), 

f Tht Canons Bere are Lay-Caaons, 

having 
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having tirM himfclf with dancing, endcavor'd to 
gratify his Avarice with gaming, hoping to fatisfy 
a Bill of Exchange, which would become due in a 
few Days, with other People* Mony i but, for his 
jaft Puntlhment, had loft his own* 

Having, at the fame Time, my Friend's little 
Silver Inftrument in my Hand, I applied it accord- 
ing to his Dire&ion, and overheard a Mother, in- 
ftniding her Daughter, how to make the beft Ufe 
of the beautiful Mafk (he was drefs'd in, to draw 
an amorous young Heir, juft come to his Eftate, 
into her Snare. Continuing my Inftrument fix'd, 
without applying it to any Perfon in particnlar, I 
hear'd innumerable idle and vain Difcourfes, Flat- 
teries, Detraction, and Scoffings, mifchievous and 
impious Contrivances, deceitful Inventions, Obfce- 
niiiles and Blalphemies. Reftoring this Inftrument, 
and borrowing my Friend's Perfpedlive, I look'd 
about me, and faw Perfons, whom Jealoufy had 
one while converted to mere Statues ; aud then 
again to a State of raving, brutifli Madnefs : Others, 
1 difcover*d, who, out of an earneft Defire of 
ihining in fome one or other Quality, had, by their 
AfTedtation, made themfelves the Jeft and Ridi- 
cule of all who were near them. 

Among the Dancers, I difcover'd a Female 
Mask, who by her Stature, Shape, genteel Car- 
rij^e and well chofen, coftly Habit, drew the Eyes of 
every one upon her : But how was I furpris'd, when, 
by the Help of my Glals, I difcover'd the moft de- 
formed Vilage I had ever fet Eyes on, and not a few 
Tokens of a debauch'd Difpofition of Mind- Per- 
ceiving, at the fame Time, two Perfons of either 
Sex, in very earneft Difcourfe, in a diftant Corner, 
I made up towards them, to a proper Diftance, and, 
with the Afliftance of my Friend's magical Horn, 
heard the ftrongeft Profeffions of Love, Conftancy, 
and inviolable Secrecy, between two Lovers, who, 

tho' 
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Qio*, for any Thing they knew, they had never 
Icen one another's Faces, were contriving how to 
indulge this their prefent Paffion for each other^ 
by tailing the forbidden Fruit, that very Night: 
But how bitter was probably the intended fweet 
Pill in the fwallowing, for it feems they were Man 
and Wife, who were both fick of the fame Di- 
llenipcr. Not far from thefe, 1 perceiv'd two 
Men of a fine Appearance, in rich foreign Habits, 
who upon my drawing nearer to them, I found ta 
be in deep Confultation, how to ruin a. third Per- 
fon of Diftinftion, who happening to join them, ia 
the fame Inftant, they were as full of their Profcf- 
fions of Value and Efteem for him, as if they 
had been the moll fincere of his Well-wifhers. At 
a fmall Diftance, were two other fcemingly re- 
verend Perfons, in long purple Robes, who I fouiid 
were engag'd in a Difcourfe, upon what they call'd 
the untimely Zeal of certain Clergy-men, againfl: 
Malquerades. ^ey. have nojuft Idea (faid one of 
them) of thefe innocent Diverfions : Nor do they 
(added the other) conceive the ^dvantj^es accruing 
from them : Here it is (continued he) wot we dtf^ 
€Over the Courfe of the fForld^ the Manners of tbg 
Age^ and the Conduct of Mankind ; and learn f§ 
fraSice the moft necejfary of all Arts^ . Dijfimulation, 
In another Corner, 1 faw fcvcral Perfons in a 
Clufter, who feem'd to be in an earncft Confulta- 
tion on fome Topic, which afforded them great 
Satisfaftion. Upon drawing nearer, I over-heard 
one, who was endeavoring to pcrfuade the Reft, 
that Masquerades were an Inveotion of the higheffi 
Advantage to the public Good, and contributed 
greatly to the Encreafe of Riches. Another under- 
took to prove the Nccefliiy, as well as Benefit of 
them, for the Prefervation of the Tranquility and 
"Welfare of the State. They all, at Length, con- 
cluded, that they were of great Ule, to amufe the 
' ' ' ^ Miuds 
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Minds of the Subjedis, keep them from prying 
into Affairs above their Comprehenfion, and pick- 
ing Holes in die Adminiftration ; to lull them into 
the foft Slumber of Contentment, and Obedience \ 
and to difpel all the black Vapors of Difcontenc 
and Rebellion ; I was eager to know, who all thefe 
wife Politicians were, and was looking out for my 
Friend, to borrow his Perfpedi^e, for that Pur- 
pofe, when the whole Aflfembly was interrupted by 
a deep hoarfe Voice, which admonifb'd them to 
ttmfiier that they v>ere aO mortal^ and would foon be 
Mi^d to exchange theje Drejfes of Voluptuoufnefs for 
melancholy Shrouds, This occafion'd an univerfal 
Silence and Surprife ; but the Wonder foon ceafed, 
upon the Difcovery of a Perfon, near the Door^ 
with a Spieaking Trumpet ; • and well it was for 
him, that he was in fo happy a Situation for a Re- 
treat, or he had been in a fair Way to pay dear 
for his Admonition. 

Having found my Friend again, we both ap- 
peared to be of the fame Mind, for retiring from 
this Chaos of Vanity and Folly ; and I perceived 
my young InAan^ who had never left my El- 
bow, wanted to be gone as much as we : We, 
therefore, went together, in one Coach, to my 
Lodgings ; where I defign'd to have read a Lec- 
ture of Morality to Ftdelio^ on the Subjedfc of what 
he had feen and heard : But, at our Return, I found 
the Captain, his Mafter, waiting for him, and fo 
hafty for his Departure, that he would hardly al- 
low him Time to change his Drefs. 1 prefsM him 
to flay and partake of a fmall Supper, or rather 
Breakfaft (for Morning approach'd) which I had 
order'd to be got ready : After which he might 
reft a few Hours, my Friend, who had refolv'd to 
ftay with me, having offerM him a Part of his 
Bed, as I did a Part ofmine to Fidelio. But the more 
I preis'd, the more eager he was to be gone » and 
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Ihew'd an Uneafinefs, which gave me Room for a 
Sufpicion, which had not entered into my Mind 
before. This put ihe upon being more than or- 
dinary officious in helping to undreis the Youth, 
and I foon found I had been gallanting a young 
Female to the Mafquerade, inftead otan Indian 
Boy. I even difcover*d thro* the Bofom of her 
Shirt, that the G)niplexion of her Face, Neck 
and Hands were borrowed ; and I begun now to 
imagine her Innocence likewile feign'd ; bat this 
groundleis Inugination foon vanilh'd, and I con- 
cluded (he muft have been fome European Child^ 
whom the Captain had picked up in her Infancy, and 
caufed her to be brought up in America^ in that State 
of Ignorance and Innocency I found in her, till ihe 
was of Years to aft the Part he defign'd for her. 
I would not put him to the Bhifli, by leting him 
perceive I had made the Difcovery ; fb let them 
depart: Nor would I give my worthy Friend 
the Uneafinefs* I was ^nfible, a Refledlion on 
this poor unhappy Creature would caufe in him: 
Unhappy I call her : For I do not doubt, by the 
Seeds ot Virtue and Innocence I ^had diicov^r'd 
in her, that tho' the Courfe of Life (he probably 
led with her pretended Mailer was criminal j yet 
he had perfuaded her to the contrary. 1 reiblv^d, 
however, if poifible, to get at the Bottom of it, 
and if I found the Cafe to be as I fufpedted, to 
think of ibme Means to free the pretty 4nnocent, 
from a State, which could not but end in ho* utter 
Perdition. What Succeis I may have in this Dev 
,iign, a future Letter may perhaps inform you. I 
now conclude, with Afliirances of being, as ever.

N my Way from Hamburg hither, I 
was introduced to the Acquaintance of a 
worthy JFfo^W»-Nobleman, in the Ser- 
vice of Denmark^ Baron von A -dt^ of 

r, the Name of his Seat, which lies al- 
moft at an equal Diftance between thefe two Cities. 
He cntertain'd me, with the greateft Politenefs, for 
three Days together, with all the Varieties of rural 
Diverfions, as Hunting, Fowling, Fifhing, £5^r. 
within the Compafs of his own Ellate ; but what 
pleas'd me above all, was his elegant Garden, 
which exceeds any Thing I have hitherto feen in 
thefe Parts. It lies in the Middle of a great Wood, 
and isktid out in a beautifiil Manner. The Par- 
Urre\% very large and handfom, with two very fine 
Fountains, and encompafs'd with Hedges of a vaft 
Height and Thicknefs \ which likewife enclofe 
Jai-ge Plantations of all Sorts of Fruit-Trees and 
Kitchen- Plants, between the Side and Crois- Walks, 
on each Side of the middle Grand Walk, of near 
an Englijh Mile long, beautified with Rows of 
Trees, in exaA Symmetry and Order, and diverfi- 
fied with Grafs-Plats, cut in various Forms, and 
Gravql-Walks, In fhort. Elegance and Variety 
rules throughout the Whole^ and befpeaks the 
Owner to be endowed with as large a Portion of 
fine Tafte, as he poflefles of Politenefs and Hot 
pitality. At the End of the Partem^ on a Ter- 

rafs» 
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rafs, is a fpacious Alcove, vcry^ properly, and 
in an agreablc Manner, lin*d with the Bark of 
Oak, of which, it fecms, a good Part of this 
Eftate confifts, and from the Top of it, which is 
leaded, you have a fine View of the whole Gar- 
den. In this Nobleman's Eftate, are the Springs 
of the River Alfter^ which, as I mention*d in a 
former Letter, flows thro* the City of Hamburgh 
into the Elby and for the Benefit of which, that 
Republic pays him annually the Tribute of a 
Salmon. 

I SAW nothing elfe, worthy of my Notice, in 
my Way from Hamburg hither, which is about 
nine German Miles, but the little ancient City of 
Oldejloo^ in fVagria^ fituate about a German Mile 
out of the Road between thefe two Cities, on the 
^roFDe^ and nearer Lubeck than Hamburg : This 
Place was famous, in ancient Times, for its Salt- 
Works ; but they being of Prejudice to tbofe of 
Lunenburg J Henry the Lion^ Duke of Brumjivicky 
dcftroy'd the Springs, in the twelfth Century ; and 
it is now a Place of little Confideration or Trade ; 
tho* it bears the Name of one of the four ancient 
Cities of Holjiein. 

I HAVE hitherto not feen very much of Lubeck^ 
but what I have, fhews it to have been a fine, an- 
cient and noble City, tho* now in its Decay. I 
fhaH fl:ay long enough here to be able to give you 
fome Account of it in a future Letter -, but being 
defirous of feing the famous Midland-Sea, call'd 
the Baltic or Eaft-Sea, which is at no great Diftance 
from hence, and meeting with an Opportunity of 
a Company, that was going down the Trave to 
Travemund, I fhall poftpone my Account of this 
Place, to give you a brief Relation of my Ihort 
Excurfion thither and back again, on the River 
Trave. 

The 
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Th e River Tran^e^ which waQies the Walls of 
Lubeck^ has its Source not far from the Town and 
Baili wic of Arenshocke^ in the Territory of fVazria^ 
in the Duchy of Holftetn^ formerly a famous Mo- 
naftery t>f CartbufianSy founded by Ntcbolasy Earl 
of Holjlciny in 1398. This River not only divides 
the two Territories of Wagria and Stormariay but 
likcwife feparates fVagria from the Duchy of 
Mecklenburg^ and, pafling by Floen^ Segebergy 01- 
iejho^ Lubeck and Travemund^ (or the Mouth of 
the Trave) falls into the Eaji-Sea or BalHc, near 
the latter. 

TRAVEMUND, which has a fine Haven, 
and is well fortified, together with feven Villages, 
which belong to it, are fubjeft to the City of iju- 
iecky being fold to that City, by John III, Earl 
of Holfieifiy for 4000 Marks, (or about 270 /.) 
a very Trifle for the Importance it is of to the 
Trade of this Place. I know nothing, that this 
Place is particularly famous for, but for making 
excellent Pan-cakes, to the Value of a Crown 
a-ptece. I fhould not have mencion'd a Thing fo 
trivial ; but for a ridiculous Inference, the fuper- 
flitious Part of the Lubecken draw from thence. 
They tell you, that when their Trade was in its 
moil flourifhing State, it was common for the 
Burghers to carry their whole Families to this Place, 
to treat them with Pan-cakes, and, in the Height of 
their Profufenefs, to order fo large a Number to be 
made, more than they could confume, that, after 
Dinner, they would divert themfelves with throw- 
ing them at one another, 'till the whole Floor was 
cover'd with them ; and that the Decay of their 
Trade was a Judgment from Heaven upon them, 
for thus mifuung the BlefTings of the Almighty. 
. I SHALL take this Opportunity to fay a Word 
or two of the Baltlck or Eafi-Sea^ known, in La^ 
tin^ by the Name of Sinus Ccdanus, which may 
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properly be call'd tht Northern Mediterranean. This 
Sea is bounded, on one Side, by Mecklenburg ^ Po^ 
merania. Cafubia, Prujfia^ Courland, and Livonia, 
and, on the other, by Scania, Sweedland^ Lapland 
and Fmnland. Whence this Sea has its Name, is 
difficult to determine. It forms thi^e large Bays 
or Gulphs, the Sinus Botnicus, ^ * cween Sweedland^ 
Lapland and Ftnnland ; the SinuiFtnnicus, between 
Ftnnland and Livonia •, and the Sinus LivonicuSp 
between Livonia and Courlattd \ befides fevcral 
other fmallcr Bays. There ar< alfo fevcral Mands 
in this Sea, fome large, feme fmaller, particularly 
Zealand^ Fubnen, Bombolmy Rsgen, &c. It is» 
likewife remarkable for aCbrding Amber, on the 
Coaft of Pruffia, in pretty large Quantities ; which, 
in fevcral Parts of ifte E^, and cfpecially in 
Japan, is efteem'd, in Value, equal to Gold : 
But what is moft ^articular in this Sea is, that it 
ncithpr ebbs ngf flows. That Part of the Bal^ 
tick which fqj^rates Fubnen from Jutland is calPd 
the LittlfBelt, and that which is betwcep the 
Iflands^f Filbnen and Zealand, is call'd the Great 
Belt. The Baltick has two Communications with 
the German Ocean ; one thro* the Little Belty 
which is about two German Miles broad, and 
tjie other thro' the Sound, at Cronenburg, near 
Helftngdr, which is fo narrow, that the Cannon 
of that Fortrefs commands it : But as the Little 
Belt is fo full of Shallows, that no Ship of Burden 
can pafs thro* it with Safety, the Sound is the only 
trading PaflTage, the Toll of which brings a con- 
fiderable Revenue to the Kings of Denmark. 

A Gentleman, who happen'd to be one in 
this Party of Pleafure, gave me a very remark- 
able Account of a Child of this City, who at three 
Years of Age fpoke fcveral Languages, and had 
a tolerable Knowledge of Hiftory, both ancient 
and modern. As I feem'd to doubt gf the Va-

racicy of his Relation, he told me, that he had 
MU indeed, been an Eye, or Ear-Witnefs of the 
Truth of it ; but that being, at the fame Time, in 
Holland^ when this extraordinary Inftance of early 
Learning was mentioned in the publick Prints, hie 
wrofie to a f^riend, on whofe Integrity he could 
depend, to give, him a true Relation of this Mat* 
ter, wiK)fe Anlwei:, he faid, left him no Room to 
queftion the Truth of the Fadl. He has fince 
commimicated this tetter to me, and I find fome 
Things fo very unc^mon in it, that I fliall give 
myfelf the Trouble '^o tranflate it for your Perufal, 
^d it n^y probably be the Subjedi of my next 
Letter. 

At my Return to my Lodgings, and complain^ 
ing of a violent Head- Ach> occafion'd, as I iup* 
pofed by a Cold I had cau^t, my Landlord ad- 
vised mc to the Drinking oT a Pint of old French 
White Wine, he would procure me, of above 
lOO Years old, which he affur^d me would, by 
laying me into a breathing Sweat, the vi^le Ni^t, 
efiedually open the Pores, and give me iriw^ed^^^^ 
Relief. He fent for a Bottle, and after having 
filM me a Glafs, gave me this following Hiftojy 
of it, ** Some Years fince (faud be) fopie Ruins 
*< and Rubbiih being remov'd, in Order to build 
^^ a Houie in this City, where none . had ftood 
** before, in the Memory of Man, a vaulted Cel-, 
«* iar was djfcover^d, which by many Circum- 
f« ftances plainly appearM, not to have been 
*« open'd in confiderably above lOO Years. A- 
f* mong other Things, found in this Vault, were 
«^ ^x Iron-bound Casks, of about two Hogfbeads 
*• each* fill'd, in the Opinion of every one, with 
•* old French White Pf^ne^ which, by Experience, 
<^ has been found to have the Medicinal Efieft 
«V I told you •'. por my Part, I really found it 
f0| and therefore defired my lAnillQrd to procare 
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me a Couple of Pozen, of it, of which, at my 
Return to Hamburgh I hope to find an Opportmu* 
ry of fending you one. I am, i^c.

O WARDS the Conclufion of my laft 
Letter, I promised you a farther Ac- 
count of an tittraordinary Inftancc of 
early Learning, in the Perfon of a Child 
of three Years of Age } and I ihali do it, as 
near as I am able ^o tranflate it, in the Words of 
the Letter I then mentioned : 

•* In the Year 1724, the 2d of January^ I 
** fpent almoft the whole Day (the Time of 
** Divine Service only excepted ) *til! ten at Nighty 
^^ in the Houle of Madam Hexncken^ in Order to 
*• be informed, if there was any Grounds for 
«* what was reported of her Son, Chri/iian Heinckert^ 
** not then full three Years of Age. I can now, 
*' in Truth, afTure you, that I myfelf have been 
*' an Eye-and Ear-witnefs of fuch Things, in 
«^ this Child, as infinitely exceed what can be ex- 
^' pe£ted from his Age ) and diftinguiihes it from 
•« many Thoufands of other Children : And I have, 
♦• therefore, often lamented f that every one^ who 
<< has had the Opportunity of feing this wonder* 
«^ ful Child, has not heard the fame, out of its 
«* own Mouth. The Reafons, why all have not 
^< had this Satisfaflion, are j becaufe he does ndt 
«< muph care to have Qudbions^ ask*d him by 
«* any, but by Mgnf. von Scb-'^^'^ a Gentkmani 
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»•* of Sikifia^ who lodges in the fame Houle. Tbi? 
*• very learned Gentleman, who has been a great 
*« TravcUer, and is himfelf Mailer of a more than 
*^ common Knowledge and Ingenuity, has impart- 
*^ cd lb much of both to this Child, merely for his 
<* own Diverfion and Pleafure. But the Boy is 
** often ftubborn, and will not anfwer to the 
•* Queftions ask'd him j nor is he, on Account of 
•« his tender Age, to be compel'd to it. Thus, 
•* the Day I fpent in his Mother's Houfe, he 
«* twenty Times broke off Ihort, whilft 1 was ex- 
«< amining him, with his ufual Expreflion, Now I 
«< win go to Nutrix ; upon which we were oblig'd 
*^ to let him go immediately ; but then he would 
often return prefently, and continue what he had 
begun. To this we may add, that ;4either the 
prefent feeble State he is in, on his Side, or 
*' want of Time and Patience, on that. of thofe 
** who come to ibe him, often will not allow of 
^^ fo Inany Queftions being ask'd him : Notwith* 
^^ Handing which I, by Degrees, heard many 
** Things of him, which fliew partly a wonderful 
•' Strength of Memory ; for he remembers what- 
** ever is faid to him ; and partly a very found Judg- 
** ment, by diftinguiftiing Things very minutely, 
•' and not confounding one with another. He re- 
*< peats the Names of the iS^fnoif Emperors, both 
'^ ancient and modern, in one ^ries, without 
•* Hefitation, obferving, at the fame Time, 
«' their feveral Defcents. Of Charlemaign^ he ob- 
«* fcrv'd, that he converted the Saxons to the 
« Chriftian Faith, ^j(. Of Cbarhs IV, that he 
<« had been at Lubeck, and lodg'd in that very 
*« Houfe we were in j that he founded theUniver* 
*' fity of Prague •, that he loft many of the Domi- 
*« nions of the Empire, and was therefore calM 
** Vitricus In^eriiy £s?r. Of Maximilian^ I, that 
«' he divided the Empire into Circles, , (all which 
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.«* he nam'd) and that Luther and Tetzel lived in 
*• his Tiaic -, on which Occafion, he took No- 
«• tice of the Hiftory of the Reformation, and rc- 
*' lated feveral remarkable Circumftanqes of it. 
*' Of ancient Hiftoiy, the ¥x\^n^oi Julius Cmfar 
** and Auguftus were more particularly mentioned, 
*« and he gave an Account of the moft memorable 
«« Tranfaftions of thofe Times. He had as pef- 
•* fed a Knowledge, of the Eaftern Emperors, 
«• and, for Inftance, knew how to diftinguiffi be- 
«* tween Conjiantiney the Grtat^ and Conftantine 
*^ Pal^l o gru s : Of the former, he took Notice of. 
** the Sign he faw in the Heavens ; and, on that 
'* Occafion, repeated the Infcription over it, in 
** Greek t Latin and German ; and, of the latter, 
** that, in his Reign, Conjiantinople fell into the 
** Hands of the Turks^ &c. So likewife of the 
** Perfian Monarchy, he gave a Series of its Kings^ 
*' without omiting one, from Cyrus to Darius 
** Codomannus j and the fame of the Ftolemf^ of 
<> Egypt. Qf the Hiftory ot the Old Teftament 
f ' he gave us the Names of the Patriarchs, and 
«5 a Series of the Judges, and of the Kings of 
*^ Juda and Ifrael : Not to mention many other 
<^ Hiftorical Matters, which if would be too te- 
»* diou* to enumerate fingly. In Geography, as the 
*' Choice was left to me, I pitch'd upon the Maps 
** fir&.o( Germany '9 f^condly 9 of iht Land of Promifei 
" and thirdly, of Qreece-y and, with Aftonifhmcnt, 
** heard hjm repeat, on Occafion of the firft, the 
*^ many Principalities and Lord (hips of Silejia, (^c\ 
Of the fecond, the twelve Tribes, diflinguifliing 
which and how many of them belonged to each 
^' of the principal Countries « and, of the third, 
*' the principal Battles of the Grecian Hiftory 
*• which rendered feveral Places famous. He ha« 
«< been indulged, when he has got a Knowledge 
^' of any paiticular Hiftory, to have a Pidture 
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•* or Draught of it laid before him, to ftrengthen 
*< his Memory, in which he takes a particular 
^* Delight. Some of thefe Pidlures, lying be- 
^^ fore him, vrhile I was there, upon turning one 
^^ of them, which happen'd to have a Piece of an 
** old Map of Lower Germany pafted behind it» to 
.** ftiSen it, I was greatly furpriz'd to hear him of 
^* himfelf cry out ; O / there's Lubecky there's Ro-^ 
^ ftock ; and being ask'd how he knew that ? he 
•* anfwer'd, why is not that the Bdltick ? (or Eaft- 
^^ Sesj near which both thofe Cities are fitted) 
^* Monf, von Sch-'^^-^ lamented, that the Cirrttoi- 
*< (lances of the Weather, and the State of Health 
^< the Child was in, would not then fufier him to 
<^ be long in the Garden, which was the Place he 
^^ had taught him chiefly in. He ventured it, in- 
* ^< deed, for a (hort Time \ on which Occafion, the 
<< Child not only pointed to the four Cardinal 
<< Points of the Compais, but ^ave us an Account of 
•< the principal Countries, which ar^ fituate to the 
«.« Eafiy Wejl^ North and South of us. In Qeneck- 
«• /l^y, we made a Trial with the Houfes of 
♦• france^ Denmarkj and Slejivick-Holftein^ in which 
<^ he gave us fuch Satisfadion, as could not be ex- 
f< peded from a Child of his Age. He could 
f « name aimed every Thing we happen'd to men- 
f * tion in i^/|«, nay, even where Qerman Words 
f « could be exprefs'd by more than one Word in 
f< Lfitin^ he gave us to underftand he knew then> 
*^ all, of whi^h we had Inftancea of the Word 
«• Thur(poqr) and the like, He likewife repeats; 
f« a pretty large Number of Latin Moral Sen- 
•« tences. A Pidlure being (hewn him, which he 
«* had not fcen before; and being told, it was a 
c» very pretty one \ he immediately faid: Efi aiiquid, 
ft pr^eclari. Out of the CatecUfin^ he repeated 
•« the ten Commandments, £sf^. very readily j'and 
♦^ liHewifc mapy cbof?n 1 cjcis of t]\% Bible. He 
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«* foon after took a Fancy to fing, and thereupon 
*< fung the Neif Year's Hvnr^n ; Heljfi mr Gottes 
«' G«/<? preifen^ in its exact Melody 5 which, I 
*' muft confefs, afFed^ed me very fenfibly : And 
^ I was affured, at the fame Time, that he had 
Icarn'd this Hymn, by only hearing his Sifters 
fing it the Evening before. But nothing gave 
me more Aftonifhment, than that upon the 
Picture of a Skeleton being Ihewn him^ he 
not only knew how to diftinguifh the feveral 
Parts of it ; but to name moft of them by their 
ftp^per Names : And a real Skull which Monf. 
*' von Scb'"'^^ had brought with him, from Scbd- 
*< lefAer^y bt^'ng fliewn him, upon viewing it with 
** iht Pidlure, he immediately faid : Tes^ it istike^ 
I obfcrved, ~ duiring the whole Time, nothing 
childiih in him, excepting once, that he took a 
Fancy to ride upon a Hobby-Horfe \ but was & 
'* weak, that he was forced to be led between two. 
** On this Occafion, he was ask'd,. if he knew 
*• nothing memorable of a Hobby-Horfc ? Upon 
** which he related the Nunnherg Storv, of the 
*' Year 1650, and deCred to fee the Medal of the 
** Hobby- Horfe Trooper, which Monf von Scb^—^ 
•* had before fhewn him. He was likcwife ask'd 
** what a Hobby-Horfe meant ? to • which he 
*' anfwer'd, J^uus Ugneus. By thefe^ and more 
** Inftances, I was fufficiently convinced, that there 
♦« was fomething very extraordinary in thisChild^ 
<« who can comprehend more by a bare Verbal 
«^ Relation of Things, than many Thoufands of 
*^ bther Children can be brought to a Knowledge 
^* oiy with great Labour. I ask'd Monf. von 
<* Scb— — by what Mean^ he firft obferv'd fo un- 
^* common a Memory, aiid fo peculiar a Capaci- 
^* ty in this Child ? To which he aniwer'd, thar^ 
<^ as foot! as he «began to fpcak, being fitmg by 
l^ him> near the Stovo^ the Child ask^d him what 
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«* was the Meaning of the Figures on the Stove ? • 
«• and he having explained them to him in the 
«* Manner he thought the mod adapted to his 
•' Comprehenfion, and mention'd fcvcral Circum- 
^* ftances relating thereunto ; he was furpriz'd to 
*^ hear the nextDay^that he repeated all he had told 
•• him to his Sifters, and that almoft in the very 
*• fame Words. Upon this he begun to teach him 
•* fome Scripture Hiftories \ and as he readily re- 
** tain'd them in his Memory, and he obfcrv*d 
** daily a greater Defire (which yet continues) in 
'^ him, of hearing Ibmething new, he, for his 
*• Diverfion, taught him the nrioft neceffary Points 
*^ of other Sciences, which he happily attained 
«* to a Knowledge of. When, at any Time, he 
is out of Humour, and will give no Anfwer to 
the Queftions ask'd him, they lay before him 
*< the Example of the Watchman (whom, as he 
^* fleeps but little, he often hears, and asks after,* 
** in the Night-time,) who is reprefented to him 
•« as an ignorant Wretch, not capable of giving 
** an Anfwer to what is defir'd of him, tho* he, 
^< as a Child can do it. When he hears this, he 
*< complies, and feems to take Pleafure, in mak- 
** ing the Watchman afham'd, as it were, of his 
^^ Ignorance. Hitherto he has taken no Sufte- 
** nance, but hi^ Nurie's Milk, nor will he be 
« brought by any Means, to accuftom himfelf to 
*< any other Food. But it is to be lamented, that 
«f there is io little Hopes of his Life 2 For feting 
«^ afide the Power of the Almighty, in all human 
*< Appearance^il^is not pofiible ror him toUveiong.

Thus far die Letter communicated to me by 
my Fellow Traveller j and we have here a memo- 
rable and furprifing Inftance, on the one Hand, 
of the Power of Nature, and, on the other, of 
the EfFeA of Diligence, and the reafonable Method 
of an ingenious Inftrufter. They both furpals 
what we generally meet with in the World ; and yet 
I can't but think it may be accounted for, without 
the Expence of a Miracle; or, if duly confider'd, 
thinking it fo very wonderful in itfelf, as it is 
uncommon. It is hard to fay what human Nature 
is not capable of, with piligence and Application^ 
and the Difference between a good or bad Me- 
thod, is perhaps as great as between any two 
Things in the World of the fame Kind. Not 
that r would, by any Means, be for encouraging 
fuch Attempts as this ; on the contrary, I am very 
apt to think, that the Want of Sleep, and feeble 
State of Health, taken Notice of by the Letter- 
Writer, of this Child, and its Death, which cn- 
fued not long after, were, in fome Meafure, at 
]eaft, occafion'd, by a too great Application, which 
exhaufted the Spirits defign'd and required by Na- 
ture for the Support of Life ; and no Wonder it 
had this Effed on fb tender a Plant, when we find 
inany Inftances of the like on Trec$ arrived to their 
full Growth ; I mean on Men of Learning, who 
in the beft of <heir Years, have ruin*d their Health 
and Conflitution, and, at Length, loft their Lives, 
by a too intenfe Study and Application. I ihould 



♦ What the Writer of this Letter fays of tlie early Know- 
ledge of this extraordinary Child h very true ; and as I have 
had the Op portunicy of i'eing it more than once, I could add 
many Circumilances here omitted i but theft may ferve to 
juftify ^e |(efl^^tts our Author makes on the Whole. 
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have been fo far from ufing the Stratagem of the 
Watchman, that I fhould rather have difcouraged 
than encouraged fo great a Forwardnefs and Pro- 
penfity to Learning in this Child. Had he been 
amus'd with an Intermixture of Trifles^ and the 
Memory not over burdened with fo great a Variety 
of ferious Matters, at one and the fame Time, he 
might poQibly hare retained iits Health and 
Strength, and have leamM all this and more, with 
Eafe and Conveniency, and to more Advantage, 
by the Age of feven or eight, of which I have 
known many Inftances. Thcfe Refledions put 
tne in Mind of a Method as abfurd (I had almbft 
faid is cruel) on the other Hand ; I mean that of 
oiv Schools, and more particularly of our large 
and famous Schools, where they think it beneath 
them to take a Lad under ten Years of Age, and 
then make him drudge on ieven or eight Years 
to vjearn the Latin and Greek Tongues, which they 
might as well do in half the Time, negle&ing, 
in the mean while, the more ufeful Sciences, in the 
general Q)mmerce of Life, (efpecially to thofe 
who are not intended immediately to follow either 
of the three learned Pfofeflions) Hiftory, Geo- 
graphy, Genealogy, Philofbphy, the Mathdma- 
ticks, a Knowledge of the Modern Tongues, and 
the Hiftory and Knowledge of Men and Letters in 
general, but above alt, thofe Principles of Reli- 
gion, Morality and Humanity, which alone can 
render them ufeful and valuable in this World, and 
happy in that to come ; all which they might, by 
a well digefted, reaibnable Method be inftruded in, 
at the fame Time they are attaining to the learned 
Tongues, without overburdening the Memory, or 
a too inrenfe Application j nay, the very Exercifes 
in the latter, may, and ought tQ be, fubfervient to 
the former. How many of tbefe over grown Schoolr 
BiJys (Blockheads ( had like to havt iaid) have not 
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I met with, in my Time, who, after having fpcnt 
feven or eight of the beft Years of their Life, in 
^ renown'd School, have not been able to give a 
Fjeafonable Anfwer to a Queftion ask'd theni, on 
any SubjeA whatlbever, except of the Claflicks ; 
and who have been fo little fit for any Company or 
Converfation, that it has been the Bufinefs of three 
or four Years more to unlearn (if I may be allow- 
ed the E^preffion } the ill Habits they have got 
in their School- Years, and happy if they have not 
.carried the School-Boy with them to their Graves. 
A learned Pedant is moft certainly a mofl; defpica- 
ble Creature, and I cannot but allow a Man of no 
Xiearning, with a tolerable Knowledge of the 
World, to be infinitely his Superior, Thefe and 
the like ConfiderationSf make me, notwithftanding 
all that can be faid in Defence of a publick Edu- 
cation (which I allow to be a great deal) give the 
Preference, by much, to a private one : ffot fuch 
a one however, as a young Gentleman or Noble- 
man can have of the Parfon of the Parifli, or his 
jFather's Chaplain, as arrant a Pedant perhaps as I 
have been defcribing i but, where it can be afford- 
ed of a Gentleman, who has travelled and feen 
the World ; and has himfdf had fuch an Educa- 
tion as I would recommend. A noble Peer, in 
your Neighbourhood, has been very happy in his 
Choice this.Way, and has found the Succefs even 
exceed his Hopes. But what a Length have thefe 
Reflexions carried me, and how far out of my 
Province •, but your Goodnefs will excufe it, as well 
as my being oblig'd, for this Reafon, to poftpone,'tilI 
my' next,' the Hiftorical Account of the ancient 
gnd pr«fent State of this . City, which I promised

URSUANT to the Promife, wrth 

which I concluded my laft, this Let- 

ter is deftin'd to give you an Hiftorical 

Account of the ancient and prcfenc Scatc 

of thb famous City. 

Tho* the City of Luheck may boaft of its An- 
tiquity, yet, in this Refpedt, it cannot pretend to 
come in Competition either with Bremen or Ham- 
hurgj as I think I have already obferv'd, in a for- 
mer Letter. There was, however, a Time, in 
which this City had its Advantages, particularly 
in Trade, Riches, and Power, ^ confiderably be^ 
yond either of the other two ; and was always 
accounted the Head ot that once formidable Body, 
known by the Name of the Hanfeatick League. 
Whence this City had its Name is uncertain, and 
the Conjeftures we have of it are fo far fetch'd, 
that they are hardly worth mentioning : Nor is it 
fo exaftly known when it was firft built. Accord- 
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♦ Monf, Aubery de Maurier^ in his Memoirs of Hamburgh 
Lubee^ i^€. written a hundred Years ago, fays. La VilU de Lu- 
tec nUfi m mains celebre^ ni mms fameux ^ telle d" Bsmbourg, 
And, in another Place, fpeaking of the Power of Lsibec^ he 
fays ; Tour f aire voir la force^d la Puiffance de cette Ville i je 
di^ai feulement qu'elle ajbutenu des Querres^ de pltifeuri Amees^ 
tant eontre les Dues de Mecklenhourg^ que contre les Rots de Danne 
marc ei de &uede: And he likcwifc (hews, that thefe Wars were 
not merely defenfive, but even offenfive, carrying the Terror 
of Fife aiKl Sword into the Territories ofthcfr Enemies, 
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.ing CO the Opinion of many, the firfl Foundation 
was laid by Godfibalc^ King of the Venedi^ in the 
Year 1040, but being deftroy'd by Prince Raz§^ 
of Ru^eHy in th^ Year 1 134, was rebuilt. An. 1 14O9 
by Aaolpb, II, Count of Holfiesn, and then was firft 
endow'd with the Immunities of a City. In 1158^ 
it was again totaily reduced to a Heap of Ruins, 
by Fire 5 and was afterwards re-inftated by Henry ^ 
the Lum^ Duke ofSaxony-ySLud^ at the fameTime, the 
Collegiate Church was founded. In 1 181, Em* 
peror, Fiideria I, brought it under the Subjeftion 
of the Empire ; but it was retaken from him, by 
Henry^ the Uon j upon which, it fell into the 
Hands of Holjietn^ and afterwards of Denmark : 
But being heavily opprcfs'd by the latter, the In- 
habitants fent an Ambaffy to Emperor, Frideric^ II, 
imploring his AfTiftance to free them from this 
Yoke; which, as it is faid, was done in 1227. 
The Danes f indeed, left no Stone unturn'd, to bring 
this City again under their Dominion ; but all 
their Endeavours were fruitleis ; and they were 
obliged to fuffcr an Invafion themfelves, from the 
Forces of this City, which ravagM in Denmark^ 
iar and near, and commited great Depredations. 
This City having, in the mean while, fuffer'd 
feveral Times greatly by Fire, and particularly 
in the Year 1276, it was that Year rebuilt, in the 
magnificent Manner we now fee it. In 1350, this 
City was almoft depopulated by the Plagir, which, 
if we may believe Paulus Langiusy carried off 
90,000 of its Inhabitants. In 1422, this City was 
again engaged in a War with Denmark^ which 
lafted thirteen Years ; but did not, however, prove 
by far fo detrimental to this Crown, as that which 
begun in 1509, during which the LMbeckers con- 
tributed not a little in difmembring the Crown d" 
Sweden from that Kingdom. In 1563, this City 
entered into a League with Frideric, II, King of 
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Denmark^ againft Erick^ King of Sweden % an^^ 
on this Occafion, furnifl#d a great Number of 
Ships as well as Troops. The Year 1629 made 
this City ^nious, for the Peace concluded here, 
between the Emperor and the King of Denmark^ 
by which all that had been taken, by the Imperial 
iftsi from the latter, in Holftein^ was reftored ; 
but with this Condition, that the T^m^ of Denmark 
fliould not, for the future, intermeddle in Favour 
cftheProleftants in Gertnany. In 165 1, a Treaty 
was fet on Foot, in this City,' between Sweden and 
Fdland j but after the Conferences had lafted fcre-^ 
lal Months, they broke up without coming to 
any Concluiion. 

As to the Government of this City, it remained 
loi^ under the Jurifdiftion of Henry^ the Uon^ 
Duke of Saxony^ the Counts of Holftein-Scbaunh 
hirgj and likcwife under the Crown of Denmark^ 
as has already. been obferv'd j but after it became 
an Imperial Ciry, under the Emperor, Frederic II, 
(of which a Monument is yet remaining at the 
Gate, call'd the Mil-Port) it began to be govern*^ 
by its own Burghermaflers, and Senators, and tak- 
ing then a Kind of Arijlaeratical Form, has pre* 
fcrv'd the fame ever fince. 

LUB EC K^ initsprefent State, is a fine and 
noble City ; which tho% as I obfervM before, it 
be not fo ancient as Hamburgh or Bremen^ has ne- 
verthelefs the Appearance of a greater Antiquity 
than either, more of the ancient Buildings of it 
being yet (landing, and fewer modern Ones being 
built in the Room of thefe which are either already 
iallen^ or now falling to Ruins. The principal 
Streets are larger and more commodious than the 
ancient Streets in Hamburg. The Hou&s are lai^ 
and (lately, but inconvenient, and built much in 
the fame Manner as thoie I have eiven a Defcrip- 
tion of in Hgmburg. The Churdbqs are magpin^ 
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ccfit, and fomc of them far exceed the beft in Ham-^ 
hurg: But, before I defcend to Particulars, give 
me leave to fay a Word or two of the Bifhoprick, 
which bears the Name of this CitV- 

This Biflioprick was firft eftablifh'd, by its 
Founder, Emperor, Otto I, at Oldenburg^ in IFa- 
gria ; but was afterwards transfer'd, in the Year 
X 163, by Henry ^ the Lion^ Duke of Saxony^ with 
the Confent of the Emperor Frideric^ I, to this 
Cit^; tho' the Bifhop himfelf often refided ac 
Eutin^ which is likewife, to this Day, the Re(i- 
dence of the Bifhops of Lubeck. In the Year 1530, 
Detleff von Rantzau being then Bifhop, this See 
emhrac'd the Auguftan Confeffion. In the Year 
1586, John Adolpbj the third Son of the Duke of 
Gottorp^ who was then Archbifhop oi Bremen^ was 
eleAed Bifhop of Lubeck ; and from that Time^ 
this Dignity has generally been conferred, as an 
Apennage, on the younger Sons of that illuftrious 
Houfe ; and the Chapter have only, as it were, a 
Shadow of Eleftion left ; nay, in the Year 1 647, 
they bound chemfelves under an Obligation v& the 
Houfe of Gotlorpj that the fix next fucceeding Bi- 
(hops fhould abfolutely be eleded out of that 
Family. Purfuant to this Agreement, in 1655, 
Cbriftian Albrecbt^ who afterwards became Duke 
Regent, and, in 1666, Auguji Friderie obtain^ 
the Epifcopal Dignity : But when, during the 
Life of this Bifhop, it was propofed to ekA a Co* 
adjutor, the King of Denmark attempted to gee 
this Stipulation annull'd. It was, however, con- 
firmed, by the Imperial Court, in 1701, and tho% 
at the Eledlion of a Coadjutor, which enfued, the 
Kii^ of Denmark had gain'd eight Canons, who 
gave their Votes for his Brother Charles ; yet, after 
the Death of the Bifhop, in 1705, Prince Cbriftian^ 
Augufty of the Houfe of Gottorp^ who had the 
yotes of the rem^iining Cai\ops^ for the Coadjutor* 
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fliip, obtainM the Bifhoprick. , The Danes 9 who 
had made themfclves Mafters of Eutin^ abandoned 
it again, a,nd, at Length, by the Mediation of 
England znd Holland^ the above«mention^d Prince 
Chrijtian Auguft was, in 1706, confirm'd in the 
Poffcffion of the Bifhoprick. At, the . Treaty of 
Rajiadi^ between the Emperor and Sweden:, in 1 707, 
the Agreement I mention'd above was again rati- 
fied 5 by Virtue of which, two Sons of the iaid 
Cbrijiian Auguft were fucceflively eleded to this Bi- 
fhoprick, viz. Frincc Charles^ in 1726} and, after 
his Death, at Petersburg^ where he was upon the 
Point of being married to the Ruffian Princefs, 
Elizabeth, to his Brother Prince Adolpb Frideric^ 
thisprefent Year 17^7, a young Prince, yet un- 
married. But it is to be obferv'd, that, purfuant 
to an Agreement made between the King of Den- 
mark^ and the Houfe of Gottorp, at Gluckftadt, 
in the Year 1 667, after the Death of thcfe fix fuc- 
cceding Bifhops, of the Houfe of Gottorp, the 
Princes of the Royal Family of Denmark are to be 
eligible alternately. 

But to return to the City of Lubeck : I before 
obferv'd, that it is fituate on the River Trave^ in the 
Territory of PFagria, of which it is the Capital, about 
two German Miles from the Balticky (or Eaft-Sea) 
out of which this River brings Ships of Burden in- 
to the Heart of the City, and likewife furrounds it, 
without its Walls, as it were a Ditch, and adds to 
its Strength, as well as to its Wealdi by Trade ; 
which however is not near fo considerable as it was 
formerly, the Hawburgbers having rivaled them in 
almoft every- Branch of it, but that to the North, 
by the Sea which wafhes almoft their very Gates^ 
This City, befides its fpacious Streets, has ieveral 
large Market- Places, and (lately publick Buildings; 
among which, the Senat-Houfe, the Archive of 
the Hanfei'ToYtnSi the Arfenal, the Spital> and the 
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Churches are the moft renlarkable, and of the lat-^ 
ter, the Collegiate Church of St. Marf^ is a no- 
ble Pile, which far exceeds any of the Reft. To 
defcend to a particular Defcription of all, or in- ^ 
deed any of thefc, would carry me too great a 
Length \ I fliall therefore only take Notice of two 
or three Singularities. 

In the St. Mary\ Church they (hew you the re- 
markable Pifture, well known in Germany^ by the 
Name of Death's Dance. It reprefents the coni- 
mon Figure of Death leading an Emperor, in hia 
Imperial Robes, and he taking hold, with his otbei? 
Hand, of another fuch Figure of Death, which 
leads up a King, and fo alternately a Figure of 
Death and of a human Perfon, throughout all the 
Stations and Srnges of Life, down to an Infant ia 
fwadling Cloaths. The Defign is to (hew that 
Death fpares no Age nor Condition, which is more 

Particularly exprefs'd in fundry Vcrfes underneath : 
ut as I have bought a Print of it, with thefe 
Verfes, and a farther Defcription, which I fliall 
fend you as Opportunity ofters, I forbear faying any 
thing farther of it now. In the fame Church, on 
one of the Pillars of it which fupports the Roof^ 
I obferv*d a fmall Chain of three or four Links, 
and, being led by Curiofity, I enquired the Meaning 
of it ; but how was I furpriz'd to find it affix'dt 
in fo facred a Place, for the Standard of Virility, 
and that a Judgment of Impotency would ]y againft 
any Man who could not come up to it : But whe- 
ther in a relax'd or extended State 1 am not in* 
form*d 5 if the latter, I believe very few are in 
Danger. In another Church, I was fhewn the • 
Hand of a Parricide, of which they tell you, that t 

the Corpfe being buried, this Hand, the follow- 
ing Night; made Its Way thro* the CofEn and 
Jlarth, and appeared, the next Morning above 
Ground i and tho* it was again buried, feveral 
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Times afterwards, it always appeared again the 
next Morning , and never putrified. The latter 
Part of the Story may be accounted for, in the 
fame Manner, as that of the Corpfe in the Cathe- 
dral of Bremen^ and for the former Part, if it be 
fo ancient (which however I can't affirm) as the 
Days of the Monks (for it has pretty much the 
Appearance of one of their Legends) we need not 
wonder at the Miracle *. I believe my next will 
be from the Univerfity of Roftockj for which Place 
I delign to depart, in a few Days : In the mean 
Time, I remain, as ever, fcfr. 



* Mmf. Awbtrj de MauHer, in his Memoirs of Hamburgh Lm- 
heck^ CsTa gives die following Account of an andeat Momi- 
nent in this City, which as I never, tho* I have freqnentlx 
been there, obferv'd myfelf. I (hall give in his Words. «I 
** cannot (ferfs this y^utbor) leave LsJfeck^ without mentioaing 
*< one remarkable Thing, which is to be feen at the Cathe- 
*' dral : On one of the rediments of this Church, yon read 
** nine Latin Diftiebs, which were given me, and nudce mea- 
" tion of the following very memorable Hiftoiy. The £m- 
«< peror, CharimaigiiJhdTig diverting himfelf with the Chaie, 
«* in thde Parts ofLnver Saxory, took a Stag alive, andprder- 
** ing a Collar of Gold, with a Crofs upon it, bearing the 
<* Infcription, Hoc Lafar me donttvit^ and the Date of the 
«< Year, to be pot about his Neck, turned him looie again 
<f into the Fereft. Four hundred Years after, one Leen^ Duke 
<' of Saxwff having caught this fame Stag, and obferving the 
<« Crofs about his Neck, took a Fancy to build a Cathedral 
<* Church on the fame Spot, to endow it with a proper Re- 
** venue, and to grant the Bifhops a Crofs Or, in a Field Guief, 
<* for their Arms. As a Monument of this Fa6t, iheEfigies 
** of a Stag is placM on the Top of the Church. 
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Letter XLVII. 

SIR, Rostock, 

S I have been here already a few Days, 
I have had Time to make fbme Enquiry 
into the ancient and prefent State or this 
" City and Univerfity, and Ihall therefore 
begin this Letter with a Delcription of it. 

ROSTOCK, which is reckoned very near, ;i/ 
not quite, as large as Lubeckj is a very ancient and 
famous City, the Capital of a Lordfhip of the lame 
Name, in the Duchy of Mecklenburg^ about a 
German Mile from the Balticky at the Mouth of the 
River Wame, which forms, a fmall Bay, and a 
good Haven, with a Sconce call'd Warnemund^ (or 
the Mouth of the Warne.) They pretend it wa* 
known fo early as the Year 329, when, however, 
it was but a Village, which was afterwards (at 
what Time Hiflory does jjot .inform us) converted 
to a Town, by Godefcbdk, a King of the Obotriie^ 
ff^enden. I do not, however, find any Thing par- 
ticular of it, •till the Year 1160, when Pribiflaus, 
the laft King of the ObotrUesy is faid to have re- 
built it, out of the Ruins of the City of Kyffin^ 
which is now but a Village, and furrounded it with 
a Wall. After the Death of PribiJlauSy his Son 
Henry Burewiny I, and his Nephew, Niclotus^ quar- 
reled for the Succeflion to this Lordfhip, which 
the latter, however, obtained, about the Year 1 190, 
with the Affiflance of the BaneSy as a Fief to Den- 
mark. After his Death^ it was reftof d to Burewiny I, 
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and , from him, fell to the Share of his younger 
Son, Burewin^ II, who being fucceeded by one 
of his four Sons, Burewin^ III^ he begun a Line 
there, which, however, became extinft in his 
Grandfon, Niclotusj furnam'd the CbUd of Roftock. 
This Niclotus made a Ceflion of his Lordfliip to 
the Danes ; which, however, was transfer*d, in the 
Year 1323^ by Cbriftopher^ III, King of Den- 
mark^ as a Fief of that Crown, to Henry the Lion^ 
Duke of Mecklenburg. The Fealty was, neverthe- 
Icfs, remitted hy Wddemar^ IV, in 1360, to^ 
herty II, (who was likewife King oi Sweden) by 
Agreement, from which Time, it has remained 
peaceable, and without any Interruption^ in the 
Dukes of Mecklenburg, who, at fundry Tinies, 
* ..have granted it great Privileges, efpecially that of 
Coining. After this City acceeded to the Hanfeor 
tick League, it often even refused Allegiance to 
the Dukes, efpecially before the Year 1573, in 
which Year a Sedition arifing againft the Duke, 
he entered it by Force of Arms, treated the Senat 
with great Severity, and the Inhabitants were ob- 
liged to fwear Fealty. In the Year 1415, the Dukes 
^ohn and Albert, IV, founded a Univerfity here, 
which, however, was not open'd 'till 1419. A- 
mong other learned Men bred in this Univerfity, the 
[-y ^.rt'tgrii Germans Tcckon£rmrtfim^ Cbytraus, BoceruSy Pof- 
Jelius, CafeliuSy and Fecbtius. The Lordfliip, of 
which this City is the Capital, contains, likewife, 
the Towns, Bailiwicks and Cbnvents of Bitzow^ 
l)arguny Dobran, Gnoien, Laga, Marlowj Petzkow^ 
RibnitZy Salinas^ Suite, Schwan, Teffiny and feve- 
fal others. The City of Roftock, in its modern 
State, is divided into the . old, the new, and the 
middle Towns. In the old Town, are the Churches 
of St. Peters^ St. Nicholas, and St. Katberine^ Sy to- 
gether with the College of the Juridical Faculty, 
which however is now in Ruins. The middle 
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Town is feparated from the old Town, by an Arm 
of the Warney and contains the Church dedicated to 
the Holy Virgin^ and that of St. Jobn*^^ together 
with the Rabt' or Town-houfe. In the new Town, 
are the Collegiate Church of St. Jacob\ that dedi- 
cated to the Holy Gbofl, St. Michael\ that of the 
Holy Crofs, with a Convent of Nuns appertaining 
to it, and the other Colleges, with the Academy. 
In the Church-yard of St. Gertrude which is with- 
out the City, they obferve, the Soil has this Pecu- 
liarity, that it entirely confumes the Bodies buried 
there within the Compafs of a Year. This City 
has, likewife, three large Market-places , the old, 
the middle, and the Hop-, or Horfe- market ; 140 
Streets, feven Gates, and 14 Ports leading to the 
Warne. In 1629, this City, with the whole Duchy 
of Mecklenburg^ was taken by the Imperialifts^ but 
was recovered out of their Hands, by the Swedes % 
in 163 !• 

Since I have been in the Duchy of Mecklen^ 
hurg^ I have vifited feveral of the principal Cities 
of it, particularly Ratzeburg, Strelitz^ Wifrnar and 
Scbwerin^ of which I Ihall give you a brief Account 
without obferving any Order ; and with that con- 
clude this Letter. 

RATZBURG is a fmall, but ftrong City and 
Caftle, in the Duchy of Saxe-Lauenburgy at about 
fcven German Miles from Hamburg and Lunenburg^ 
and fomething more than three from Lubeck. It is 
fituate on a Hill, in the Midft of a large Lake, of 
the fame Name, which is, in fome Places half, but 
generally a Quarter of a Mile broad, and reaches 
almoft to the City of Lubeck. Upon this IQand, 
on the North-Side of the Town, is the Cathedral, 
and towards the South the CafUe. This Place was 
formerly fubjeft to its own Earls, defcending from 
Henry von Badewide^ who, in the Year 1 139, was 
made Earl of Holftein, by Albert^ the Bear^ Duke 
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of Saxony ; but, not being able to maintain it 
againft Sfenry the Lm^ and yidolpb the II, oiScbtm- 
emhurg^ was forced to exchange that County for 
the Territory of the Polahi^ an ancient Nation of 
the Wenden^ who dwelt about Rat^Aurgy which up- 
on that Occafion was ere£ted into a GDunty. His 
Son Bernbardus was difpofiefled of it for a Time, 
by Henry the Lion^ but reftored again -, and this 
Family becoming extind, in his Grandfon, Bern* 
hard Ilh in the 13th Century, it devolved to the 
Dukes of Lauemburgf to whom it was a Fief. The 
Family of Lauemburg becoming extindl in 1689, 
die Houfe of Lunenburg took Pofieflion of it ; and 
thereby fell into Difpute with the Eledoral Houfe 
of Saxony y and the Ducal Houfe of Anhalt. 

In or about the Year 11 58, in the Time of the 
Emperor Henry IV, Archbifhop Albrecbt\ of Bre- 
tnen^ inftituted a BlHiop's See here, at the fame 
Time with thu of Mecklenburg , for the Converfion 
of the Pagan fFenden, or Venedi^ and made S, 
jirijlus the firft Biflio{). But thefe Barbarians^ fome 
Years afterwards, laying wafte the whole Country, 
it remain'd in that Condition, for the Space of 84 
Years, 'till Duke flenry^ the Lipn^ of Saxony ^ re- 
ftored it, in 1 153, 2ina m^L^t E:Vermodu^ y a Canon 
of Magdeburg^ the firft Biftiop, From him, they 
ihew a SuccefliGm of 29 Bifliops, to Cbrifiopbery the 
Sotiof jUberty xhtpair-y Dukt of Mecklenburg ^ who 
iSrft introduced the Doftrine of Lutber^ about the 
Year 1566, and died in 1592. He was fuccqeded 
by his Brother, Charles ^ who died in 1610, after 
whofe Death this See had no Bifhop, but was admi? 
niftred by the Dukes of Mecklenburg ; ^till, at the 
Treaty of Weftpbaliay in 1 648, this, ^s well as the 
See of Scbweriny being feculariz'd, and ere&ed into 
a Principality, was alloted to them, cum voto di 
fejjioney as an E^cjuivalent for the City of Wifmop^ 
ivhich> at the fame Time, was tran3fcr'd to the 
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King of Sweden \ and at the Divifion, in iTpit 
fell to the Lot of the Line of Strelitz. The Ter- 
ritories belonging to this fecularized See ly all in the 
Duchy of Mecklenburg \ for on the Ifland of Ratz^ 
burg there is nothing appertaining to it but the Ca. 
thedral, and fome few Houfes and Grounds there, 
unto belonging. 

STRELITZ is a little Town, in the Lord- 
Ihip of Stargard^ in the Duchy of Mecklenburg^ 
the Refidence of the Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz ; 
who has borrowed his Title from thence. The firft 
Duke of this Line was Adolph Frederick II, who, 
in 1 701, came to an Agrement with Duke Frede^ 
rick fViUiam of Scbwerin^ to take for his Inheritance 
the Lordfhip of Stargard^ together with the Prin- 
cipality of Ratzeburgt certain Revenues from Mi- 
row and Remerqw^ together with the Sum of 8000 
DoUarSy to buila a Palace, and the yearly Sum of 

fooo Dollars, affign'd on the Toll of Boitzenburg. 
le was fucceedi^d by his Son, Adolpb Frederick III, 
who is yet living. The Town 01 Sirelitz is almoft 
furrounded by feveral large L^akes, but has little elfe 
remarkable. The Ducal Palace was confum'd by 
a Fire which broke out in the Night-time, together 
with all the Furniture. 

IFISMAR is the principal City of Trade, and 
Metropolis of the Duchy of^ Mecklenburg^ on the 
Eaft-fea^ about feven German Miles from Lubeck^ 
the fame Diftancc from Rojlock, and about four 
from Scbwerin. This City js faid to have been firft 
builr, in the Year 340, by an ancient King of the 
Vandals^ callM Wijfimerus^ from whom it is fuppo- 
fed to have taken its Name, and there is yet a 
Church there, which, as a Remembrance of this 
ancient City, is call'd the Church of Old Wifmar : 
But Time and War having wholly obliterated this 
ancient Place, we find no Remains of it in Hiftory, 
•till, in 1239, it was renewed out of the Ruins of 
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Old Mecklenburg^ by Gunzelinus II, 'EzxX o^ Scbwe- 
Tin, from whom Henry of Jerufdemy Lord of 
Mecklenburg^ obtained it forhisHoufe. In 1262, 
It was almoft wholly ruin'd by Fire, but by the En- 
couragement of its new Maftcr, who granted great 
Privileges to thofe who fhould rebuild it, by 1266, 
it arofe again out of the Flames, almoft wholly of 
Stone. It was afterwards, on Account of its Haven, 
accounted one of the moft confidcrable of the Han- 
featick League, and has often refused Allegiance to 
the Dukes pf Mecklenburg ; for which, in particular, 
it fufFer'd feverely in the Year 1427, under Duke 
Henry, the Corpulent, The Importance of this 
Place is, without Doubt, chiefly owing to the Ex- 
cellexicy of its Haven, which is reckoned the fafeft 
and the moft convenient of the whole Baltick. The 
Entrance intp it is cover*d by a Sand, on which 
there is a ftrong Caftle built, caird the Whale. The 
City itfelf was formerly furrounded with a very 
ftout Wall, and other Fortifications, and is, befides, 
ftrong by Nature •, one Part of it being wafh'd by 
fhc Sea, and the other furrounded with Fens and 
MorafTes. It was, for many Years, in great Want 
of frcfh Water \ but a fine Spring, which now 
luppUes it, was afterwards found. In the 30 Years 
War, it was taken by the Imperial, General Wd- 
lenfietHj and afterwards by the Swedes^ to whom, 
at the Peace which enfu^d, it was alloted^ together 
with the Caftle pr Fort, (lall'd the Whaky and the 
adjacent Ifland of Poel. In 1653 feveral Additions 
were made tp the Fortifications: But in 17 16, 
being taken by the panijhy Prujftan and Hannove- 
ri^n Troops, after a long Blocka.de, they entirely 
raz'd the Fortifications, and, in that Cotvdition, it 
^as reftor^d to Sweden, in 1721. 
* I FOUND feveral of the public Buddings here 
worth feing, particularly the Town^houfe, an4 the 
fcy?ral ^^urch^s of St. fftcbolas^ St. Mary^ St. 
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George^ and the Holy Ghojt^ efpecially that of St. 
Marfs^ from which you have a fine View of the 
Eafifea. An Iron Rail, round the Font of this 
Church, is (hewn as a great Rarity, and for the 
Exquifitenefs of the Workmanlhip, in the Nature 
of Cords interwoven in a curious Manner, fa id to 
be wrought by the Devil *. The Market-place, 
the Convents of the Grey and Black Friars, and 
an ancient Palace, caird the Court of Mecklenburg^ 
the former Refidence of the Dukes, are likewife 
Places I view*d with fome Satisfaftion. 

S C HfFE RIN \s the Capital of the Principa- 
lity, formerly Biflioprick, and County of the fame 
Name, in the Duchy of Mecklenburg^ from whence 
the principal Line of that illuftrious Houfe now 
bears the Title of Duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin^ 
to diftinguifh it from that of Si. relitz^ that of G«- 
firov) being cxtinft. This City is fuuate on a Lake 



* The common Paopic, and particularly the Women, are 
in general very fuperilitious and credulous throughout all Ger» 
many ; but in no Part of it more fo, than in Mecklenburg^ which 
has bred as many Witches as Lapland : In moil of thefe JVSv- 
tbem Countries they have a very great Opinion of the DcviTj 
Skill in mechanical Arts, and if any Piece of Workmanihip 
happen to es^cel, to be fure the black Artift is calPd npon to 
. acix)ant for it. At Rotjcbild^ in the Ifland of Zealand^ for- 
merly the Refidence, and yet the Burying- Place, of the Kings 
of Denmark^ they fhew you, in the Cathedral, four or five 
ilately Chapels, containing fo many pompous Tombs, which 
ye feparated from the Body of the Church, by Iron-Work^ 
which ihews, indeed, the moft exquifite Skill of the Artift ; 
Cljpecially one whicli far exceeds the Reft ; and they tell you, 
that a Foreigner (a little black Man^ to be Jure) agreed for the 
Performance ol* thii Work ; but after having finiftiM that one^ 
upon fome Difpute about the Payment, his ]>vil(hip [firjiuh^ 
it feem\^ be t^as) yanifb'd at once out of their Sight, *aod never 
^ame for his Mony afterwards; and the* the Kings of De/t' 
' mark otSefd an unlimited Pripe, thp Workmanihip ^uU not 
pc equaled. * 
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of the iatne Name, which is a great Addition to its 
Stren^h, efpeciall]^ to that of the Caftle^ which is 
built m the very Middle of it. 

In the Year 1 160, Henry^ the JJon^ Duke of 
Saxony^ having deprived mchtus^ King of the 
Obotrites^ of his whole Country » of which Scbwerin 
was a Parts rebuilt that City, which had been burnt 
down by JNtclotus^ and eredting it, with the Ter- 
ritories thereunto belonging, which, at that Time, 
extended beyond the EW^ into a County, gave it 
to his General, Gunzelinus^ of the noble Family of 
BartinJUben ; and tho* Prihijlaus^ the Son of Ni-^ 
ilotuSp recover'd his Father's Dominions, Scbwerin 
was exempted, and remained to the Heirs of Gun* 
zeRnus. Two rf his four Sons, Henry and Gun^ 
zelinus^ II, poflcfs'd it fuccefllvcly. The former, 
in 1223, tooK fVddemarj II, King of Denmark^ 
Frifoner, and thereby oblig'd him to reftore the 
Conquefts he had made, in Holjlein and Mecklen- 
lurg. He likewife obtained the Privilege of Ex- 
emption from Toll, in Saxony^ for the Burghers of 
Scbwerin^ from the Emperor Otto^ IV, which they, 
to this Day, enjoy in Wifmar and Lubeck. This 
Earl, dying without Male-heirs, was fiicceeded by 
his Brother, and he by his Son, Gunxelinus^ III, 
who, in a War with Albert the Greats Duke of 
Brumjwickj loft his Dominions, beyond the Elk. 
In his Son Otto^ furnam*d Rofa, the Males of this 
Family became extindt, and, his Daughter, Ricbar- 
dis^ being married to Albert ^11^ Duke of Mecklen- 
burgy and King of Sweden^ at his Death, in 1360, 
the County of Scbwerin^ together with the Qiftlc 
of DomitZy which had been pawn'd to this Efoufe, 
by Brandenburg y in 1328, fell to the Houfe of 
Mecklenburg J where they have remained ever fince. 

The See of Scbwerin was, likewife, founded 
in the Time of Henry, the Lion^ Duke of Saxony,

deftroy'd in the Wars with the Ohotrites, and that 
See ruin'd ; tho' the Bifhops did not refide at 
Scbwerin^ but at BStzow. Benno, the third Bifhop 
of Mecklenburg was the firft of Scbwerin^ from 
whom they (hew you a Succefiion of thirty-one Bi- 
fhops, to Magnus 9 the Son of Henry j the Pea- 
eedble^ Duke of Mecklenburg^ who firft introduced 
the Dodlrine of Luther^ and married, but died 
without Heirs in 1550. He was fucceeded, by 
Ulrick^ I, Son of Albert^ the Fair, Duke of Meck- 
lenburg^ who was, likewife, Duke of Guftrow^ 
and died in 1603. The laft Bifhop of Scbwerin 
was Ulricky II, Son of Fridericj II, King oi Den- 
mark^ who died in 1624, during the Time of the 
thirty Years-War ; at the Conclufion of which, by 
the Treaty of fFeftpbdiaj this See, being fecuta- 
rizM, was erefted into a Principality, together 
with that of Raizeburg^ and given to Jdolpb-Fri- 
dericy Duke of Memenburg-Schwerin^ who was 
then Adminiftrator of the See, as an Equivalent 
for the City of Wifmar (which was transfer'd to the 
King of Sweden) and it has remained, ever fince^ 
to him and his Succeflbrs 5 one of whom jfobn 
AlbrecbU appointed Ae Cathedral oi Scbwerin to bt 
the Burial-Place of the Dukes, which before wa$

This Manufcript^ which feems tp have been 
written and fent to one of my learned Friend's 
Correfpondents, for his Amufcment (as I now 
fend you the Tranflation of it) is introduced with 
the following Line of Virgir% \

«* Amokg other Rarities, (fays my learned 
•• Friend) in my Collection, which I have already 
*• frequently mentioned to you ; I have treafur*d 
•* up a Sort of Sweet-Ba^^ or Cufhion, the Pro- 
•* ducc of Japan ; but, in Form, not unlike what 
•* our European Dames call a Pin-Cufhion. This 
•* Bag or Cuihion is fill*d with the moft fcarce 
•* and coftly Aromc^icks^ colleded by that great En- 
•« quirer into the Secrets of Nature, Cram Banckju, 
** a Native and renowned PJiilofopher of that 
*• Country. 

" This Cufhion has the extraordinary and pecu- 
•• liar Virtue, that, being laid under the Pillow of 
*' a Perfon going to Reft, it operates in fuch 
** Manner on the Brain, as not oivly, in a very 
•« fenfible Manner, to quicken" the Force of his 
** Imagination j but, at the fame Time, to recall 
*< to his Memory thofe Images which have di- 
" verted him, while blels'd with the Light of the 
«^' Sun, and to reprefent to his Mind the moft im- 
" pcwtant Occurrences of the foregoing Day, in 
*« an agfeabie Vifion. 

** I HAVE already given you fomc Samples of the 
" Operation of this Cufliion ; tho^ I have hither^ 
«« to kept the efficient Caufe of my Dreams of 
«« Vifions, as a Referve from your iCnowledge. I 
«« make it my conftant Endeavour to be of ibcne 
** Service to you, and the Reft of my Friends, 
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^ as well fleeping as waking ; and, by Means of 
• this my Cufliion, I have it in my Power, to be 
** watchful for the publick Good, even while I 
*L»^n^ enjoying that Refrelhment of the Mind 
*• which the Nature of Mankind abfolutely re- 

•* quires. Our Friend Mr, R coming lateljr 

** to vifit me, in the Morning^ faw this Cufhion . 
«* lying on the Table 5 and, believing it to be 
** a common Pin-Cufliion, in his ufual jaunting 
•* Way, began to rally me, and ask*d me for 
** which of my She-Favorites I defign*d this Em- 
*• blem of good Houfe-wifery : But I no fooner 
** difcover*d to him the fecret Virtues it contained, 
** than Curiofiry gain'd lb much the Afcendant 
«* over him, that he would admit of no Denial ; 
•* but I was obliged to lend it him, in Order for 
<• his making an Experiment of them himfelf, for 
•• one Night j which gave Occafion to the follow- 
•* ing Letter from him, a few Days afterwards j 

SIR, 

CiX AM infinitely obligM to you, for the agrea- 
J^ ble Dream you procured me lafl Night. My 
«• '1 houghts were Yefterday pretty much employed 
^» in reflefting on the vafl Inequality which is to 
** be obfervM in the Diftribucion of the Bleflings 
** of this World to Mankind : I mean what little 
** Regard was had to real Merit, and how fomc^ 
«« amidft all the Difadvantages of Sloth and Indo- 
« lence, advanced their Fortunes, whilfl: othersj 
«« notwithftanding the moft indefatigable Induftry, 
«« approach'd daily nearer to their impending 
«' Ruin. I began to think with myfelf what a 
** (ijrprizing Change we fhould fee in this World, 
^* if every one were to be rewarded according to 
^* his Deferts in this Life : If Honour or Difgracc, 
•* Plenty or Want, Promotions or Punifhments, 
^ were to be diitributed to every individual of the 
"^ ~ ^ " human 
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«< human Species, without any other Regard what- 
•« Ibever, but to that of pcnonal Merit. 

*« These, I fay, were my Thoughts, the beft 
«« Part of the Efeiy } and, at Night, I follow'd 
«« your Direftion, and laid your wonderful Ja;^an 
• « Cufhion under my Head. For fome Time, 
«« cither an intenfe Refleftion on my own Curiofity , 
*« or the Power of the Aromaticks contained in it, 
" which already feem'd to begin their Operation in 
•« my Brain, kept me awake. At Length, how- 
•* ever, I fell infenfibly into a fweet Sleep ; but 
** thought I was fuddenly awak'd out of it, by tHe 
«« Noife of a great Number of People, crying 
*• aloud . // is done ! It is done ! Mcthoughts I 
•« immediately hurried on my Cloaths, and went 
*« out to fee what was the Matter j and meeting 
«« a Man, with a large Map in his Hand, upon 
*• asking him what then was done ? He immediate- 
*« ly anfwer*d j Right and Juftice to all Mankind. 
«« Every Man (continued he) is promoted according 
«* to bis Merit J and every Man is puniftfd accord- 
** ing to his Deferts. 

**1 ENQUIRED into the Circumftances of this 
*« furprizing Revolution } upon which he told me, 
«* that Afiraay the Goddefs of Juftice was again 
*« come down to this World, had juft brought all 
* « the Kingdoms of the Earth, as well as all the 
*« private Families contain'd in them, into their 
** juft and proper Order, and had affign'd to every 
<« one in particular his lawful Right. Here (added 
«k he) is a new Map^ in which this new Diftrihution 
•« of Dominions and Territories is diJHnguiJb^d by 

«« different Colours. 

<« I TOOK a View of it, and found it beautifully 
<^ illuminated-, but could hardly enough admire 
« the prodigious Difference lobferv'd between this 
*' Map, and the common Maps I had hitherto 
<( feen> in Europe alone, tho* the leaft of the four 

•* Parts 
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*« Parts of the World. Great Kingdoms, which 
^* had extended their Confines, by many unlawfol 
•* Conquefts, were now again reduced within their 
^^ ancient Bounds, and fmall Republics were vifi- 
" bly enlarged, by the Plunder of the former^ 
♦* which was now rcftor'd to them, I obferv'd, 
•' that thofe Countries, which had formerly been 
^< iOegally taken from others, but, by this new 
*• Dilpofition, were now reftored. were encom- 
*^ pals'd with Dots ; and I took Notice, with no 
^^ fmall Diflatisi&flion, that Germany^ in particu- 
" lar, was very much encumbered with thcfe 
*« Marks of Diftindlion. 

••My Impatience, however, to fee the other 
^^ Changes, which the Return of this Emprefs had 
•• occafion'd among Perlbns of Diftindion, and 
'• iijch as had poflcfsM the higheft and moil hono- 
•• rablc Pofts, fcem*d not to allow me a fufficient 
•• Time, to view this Map with that Attention ic 
•• otherwife probably deferv^d. 

•• This the FofTeflbr of it obferved, and there* 
•• fore pointed to a fuperb Palace, which prefented 
•« itfcif to our View, where, he faid, ^r^^ her- 
*• felf rclided. There I was firft introduced into 
••an Anti-chamber, where I faw a great Number 
*• of Heralds, fiting at a Table, with great Rolls 
•• of Parchment lying before them, in which they 
•• were endeavouring to reduce the Arms of the 
•• Nobility into due Order. Some were employed 
*• in effacing thofe of many confiderable Families^ 
•• which, for Want of real Merit, were deem'd 
•• unworthy of them 5 while others were blazoning; 
•• new ones, for the new-created Gentry, who had 
*• raisM themfelves by dieir Valour, Vv ifdom and 
•• exemplary Piety , which, however, defcended 
^! no farther to their Succefibrs, than as they could 
fl be entitle to them by their own Merits. 
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*' O N the Table, there lay a large Book, en- 
*' lirely fini(h*d, with a compleat Lift of all thofe 
•* who were remaining of the ancient Nobility, and 
•• of thofe who were now created, together with 
•* their Titles, Arms, Eftates, and public Offices. 
•* In the laft Clafe, I found, in particular, a great 
^* Number of Privy-Counfcllors, Chancellors and 
•* AmbafTadors, whofe Names I had never before 
•« met with in any of our Gazettes. 

•* T H E Art of Heraldry has hitherto been in- 
•• volved in great Obfcurity and ConfuGon, and 
«* Arms arc very feldom found to have any Affi- 
«* nity or Refemblance to the Virtues, Qualities, 
•• Capacities or Occupations of thofe who bear 
!* them. I myfelf know a bluftering General, who 
•• bears a Lamb in his Arms ; and, on the other 
«• Hand, a very peaceable Marfhal of the Court, 
•« whofe Arms Iook big with Dragons and Tygers : 
«« But here, mcthoughts, this Art was reduced to 
«* a proper and certain Order. Beafts, Vegetables 
•« and Implements, were all adapted in their proper 
•« Significations, to fuch Perfons, whofe particular 
«* Merit was reprefcntcd by them. Baron San^i^s 
•• indefatigable Zeal for the Public Good, even to 
•• the Prejudice of his own Health, was illuflrated, 
•• in his Arms, by a Silk- Worm, and his difinte- 
•* refted Love of Juflice by an open Hand eredt. 

** I FOUND this Book, in gendral, full of Curio- 
•* lities of this Kinc|, which, indeed, pleasM me 
<* wonderfully, but are moftly efcap'd my Memo- 
** ry ; however, I fhould, perhaps, have retained 
«« more of them, if my Attention had not been 
*« interrupted, by a great Number of Perfons of 
«« Diftindtion, wno were led in Chains, fecurcd by 
*« a numerous Guard, thro* this Anti-chamber into 
•* an inner Apartment.. I followed theoi, and came 
♦• into a magnificent Hall, hung with coftly Tape- 

^* I WAI 
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*« I WAS furpriz*d, at my firfl: Entrance, at the 
*« Spacioufnefs and Splendor of the Place ; but my 
'* Aftonifliment cncreas*d, when I view*d the au- 
•* guft Affembly with which it was fill*d. Jftraa 
*« fat at the upper End of it, on a coftly Throne, 
** which feemed rather fown than embellifh'd with 
«' Pearls and Jewels. In her left Hand, Ihe held a 
•* golden Scale, in which (he weigh*d whatever 
** was brought before her, with the utmoft Impar- 
*^ tiality, and, in her right Hand, ihe held a naked 
•• Sword, as an Emblem of executive Juftice. 
*• At her right Hand, lat Mtnos<, Lycurgus^ 
Sohn^ Draco^ and other great Heroes of Anti-* 

guity, who were fam'd for their incorruptible 
quity ; and I likewife faw, with a fenfible Plea-* 
*« fure, fome of the prefent Rulers of this Part of 
*« the World, together with the new-appointed 
<^ Officers of State, fiting on her left Hand, who 
<< all had their Eyes fix*d, with the greateft Atten- 
<< tion, on the Emprefs, and on thofe great Ex- 
«< amples of Equity and Juftice, who fat on her 
<< right Hand. Before her lay a Book of Statutes^ 
*• by which the Prifoners of State, whom I men^ 
•* tionM above, were to be openly tried- 

** Some of them were convidled of having drained 
*^ whole Provinces, of which the Lieutenancy had 
<^ been entrufted to them : Others, that they had 
«* bctray'd the fecret Defigns, projc&ed for the 
*< Benefit of their Country, to the Enemy : Others 
<^ again, that they had iquander'd away the public 
•* Trcafurc, enrictfd their own Families, and im* 
•« poverilh'd the Nation : And yet others, that 
** they had fwallow'd up the Eftates of helplefs 
** Widows and Orphans, offcrM Juftice to Sale, 
<< opprefs'd Innocence, and wink'd at Crimes^ or 
** perhaps countenanced them. The Wives of thefe 
'^ latter were likewife arraign^,^ and obliged to 
*^ refund the many Medals of Gold » Jewels, and 

F f «• othcf 
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Other Things of Value, for which they had bar- 
•« ter'd away their Hufbands Votes and Confciences. 
• «* While thcfe Matters were enquiring into, an 
*' humble Petition was prefcnted to the Emprefs, 
«• on the Behalfof certain poor Prifoners, who were 
*« under Sentence of Death, forfmall, tho* capital 
«* Crimes. One had ftoJen an old Garment, to 
•* cover his Nakednefs ; and a fecond was an Eye- 
** Witnefs of it. A third had been drove, by Hun- 
*« ger, to (hoot one of his Prince's Deer, in the Fo- 
•* reft, and the like : And all of them, acknow- 
** ledging their Crimes, humbly implored a Re- 
*^ pricve of fome few Days only. Upon Enquiry 
** who were their Judges, it appeared, that feveral 
•* of thofe who had condemn*d them, were now 
** themfelves impeach'd of Crimes of a higher Na- 
•* ture. This gave fo favorable a Turn to their 
*• Cafes, that, upon Promife of Amendment, they 
••* were immediately difcharg'd, and, on the other 
*•' Hand, their far more culpable Judges con- 
•* demn'd to dy in their Room. 

** Me THOUGHTS, I hereupon left this venerable 
** Affembly, for a Time, with an Intent to carry 
«« the joyful News of this happy Revolution to my 
** Friends and Acquaintance : But I was fcarce got 
*« out of the Palace, when I perceived a great 
<« Crowd of People aflembled round a vaft Fire^ 
** which to me feem'd a public Teftimony of their 
*• Joy, : for this happy Revolution: But when I 
*^ approach'd nearer to it, I found, that it cohfifled 
*• whoHy. of fuch Books and Writings, as wercr 
^ condemned to the Flames, by the new Govern^ 
f * ment •, and the Officer, who was entruftcd with 
•* the Execution of this Sentence, read the Title 
•* of each Book diftinftly^ Among thefe,. were 
*' all Sorts of Plays^ Romances, Dedications^ 
^* Epithalamiaj Elegies, Chymical, Altrolc^ical^ 
^t Md (^biromantical Treatife$> pifputations, Ju- 

*5 diciary 
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** diciary Proceedings, Merchants Books of Ac- 
** counts, in which their Correfpondents had been 
*« over-charg*d, and monftrous |large Volumes of 
** modern Controverfics, piping hot, which in par- 
*' ticular, occafion*d a prodigious Blaze. 

"The Remainder of this Dream was, I 
*« thought, fomewhat out of the common Courfe 
** of Things. I faw Perfons of Diftinftion, with 
*' large full bottom'd Wigs, Velvet Garments, 
« and Veils of Cloth of Gold, following Flocks 
*« of Sheep ; and, on the other Hand, Perfons of 
*« a mean Condition, in Linen-Frocks, or Sheep's 
** Skin Pelts, riding in gilt Coaches, with three 
** or four Servants behind them. Going into a 
^^ Roman Catholick Chapel, I faw an Officer, with 
^« a gilt Brealt-Plate, Regimental Cloathing, and a 
** Sword by his Side, faying Mafs j and I was no 
** Icfs furpriz*d to fee, foon afterwards, a reverend 
«* Father, in a Monk's Cowl, and a Pater-Nofier 
<' about his Neck, fiting on Horfeback, andlead- 
*"* ing a Regiment of Dragoons. 

" It is not to be exprefsM what a Change I 
*' found, even in my own Neighbourhood, in this 
*• (hort Time of my Abfence. The rich Mifer^ 
•' Avar us ^ was reduced to Beggary, andthehonefl 
*' induftrious Family of the Trw^Wi had attained 
•* to great Honors and Riches ; that truly wonhy 
*' Clergy-man, Eufebiusj who 'till now has been a 
•' Slave to one who is by far his Inferior, on every 
*« Account but Preferment, for a bare Lively-hood, 
^* was advanced to the Dignity of a Super-Inten- 
** dent : Your Friend, Eudoxius^ had obtained the 
•• high Office of Chancellor, and you yourlelf pro-* 
** moted, in his Room, to that of*^ Infpeiflor Gene- 
** ral of the Manners of the Age. 

«' When I came to my own Lodgings, Ilike- 
*• wife found, lying upon my Table, an Appoint^ 
^^ menc trom the Empreis, to a more important 

«Poft, 
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^ Poft, than my Modefty will fuffcr me to men- 
*^ tioQ, and my Friends began to honor me with 
•* their congratulatory Vifus, when a noify Watch- 
•^ man robb*d me of my imaginary good Fortune $ 
«* and, at the fame Time he gave me to underftand 
<< it was paft four o'Clock, unhappily turn*d me 
«• out of my Office, 

<< I NEED not tell you. Sir, that when I awak'dy 
«* I found myfelf in another World, very diSerent 
«« from that I had pleased myfelf with in my Sleep; 
'^ and wh4t is worfe, in fuch a World, as, in its 
«^ prefent degenerate State, gives us very little 
*^ Hopes of an Amendment^ Hill its general Diflb- 
^ lution. I could, therefore, find no Comfort but • 
•• by turning my Thoughts upon the World to- 
** come, where every one will adually be rewarded 
<< or punilhed according to his Deferts : But as 
*« fuchy and the like Refledions are more befiting 
^< you, as a Philofopher, I content myfelf with a 
<« bare Relation of my Dream, and leave it to you 
*< to make the proper Remafks up9n it. I am, &r.'*
